Honorable  Tlios.  M.  Campbell,  Oovemor  of  Texas: 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion of  Texas  begs  to  submit  herewith  its  nineteenth  annual  report, 
in  which  is  set  forth  the  transactions  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Texas  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1910,  or  since  tlie  date  of  its 
last  annual  report,  together  with  such  recommendations  as  to  needed 
legislation,  etc.,  as,  in  our  opinion,  would  be  wise  and  proper. 

The  report  includes  the  orders,  tariffs,  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
and  promulgated  by  the  Commission  during  the  period  of  time  for 
which  this  report  is  made,  together  with  former  orders,  tariffs,  rules, 
etc.,  theretofore  promulgated  and  affecting  the  operation  of  railroads 
in  this  State  and  which  were  in  force  and  effect  on  October  31,  1910, 
the  same  being  embodied  in  various  appendices  attached  to  and  made 
a  part  of  this  report,  as  follows : 

Appendix  A. — Class  and  commodity  tariffs  of  the  Commission. 

Appendix  B. — Emergency  rates  in  force  at  the  date  of  this  report, 
or  wluch  were  established  during  the  year  and  which  have  been  can- 
celed. 

Appendix  C. — Special  freight  rates  established  upon  application  of 
the  different  railroad  companies  of  the  State  for  the  transportation 
of  certain  articles,  which  were  different  from  those  otherwise  provided 
in  regular  tariffs,  or  on  which  no  regular  rates  have  been  provided, 
or  which  were  necessary  on  account  of  peculiar  conditions  and  sur- 
roundings. This  appendix  also  includes  all  similar  rates  established 
previous  to  the  past  year  and  which  are  still  in  force. 

Appendix  D. — ^Rate  rulings.  This  appendix  contains  the  various 
rulings  of  the  Commission  affecting  the  application  of  freight  rates 
generaUy,  and  also  with  reference  to  certain  localities  and  conditions 
as  shown. 

Appendix  E. — General  orders.  This  appendix  contains  miscellan- 
eous orders  of  the  Commission  which  affect  the  general  operation  of 
the  railroads  of  the  State,  such  as  the  filing  of  tariffs,  the  reception, 
transportation  and  delivery  of  loaded  cars,  methods  of  bookkeep- 
ing, etc. 
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Appendix  F. — Miscellaneous  and  special  orders,  such  as  requiring 
the  construction  of  depots  at  specific  points,  increase  of  terminal 
facilities,  instructions  to  the  Attorney  General  to  institute  suit  for 
the  recovery  of  penalties,  etc. 

Appendix  G. — Passenger  orders,  rates,  etc.  In  this  appendix  we 
have  embodied  all  orders  of  the  Commission  affecting  passenger  rates 
and  passenger  service  generally. 

Appendix  H. — Express.  Includes  all  express  tariffs,  classification, 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Commission. 

Appendix  I. — Statistical  tables  prepared  under  the  direction  of 
the  Commission  by  its  auditing  department. 

Appendix  J. — ^Valuation  of  railroad  properties;  also  bonds  ap- 
proved by  the  Commission,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 
the  Commission  to  govern  the  issuance  of  stock  and  bonds. 

Appendix  K. — Interlocking  devices  at  railroad  crossings.  Showing 
the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  to  govern  the  installation,  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  interlocking  plants;  also  the  devices  that 
have  been  installed  and  are  now  in  operation. 

Appendix  L. — Rules  adopted  to  govern  the  mode  of  bringing  com- 
plaints and  matters  for  investigation  before  the  Commission. 

Appendix  M. — Statement  of  office  fees  collected. 


Among  other  litigation  by  and  against  the  Railroad  Commission  is 
the  complaint  filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  against 
an  increase  in  interstate  rates  approximating  10  per  cent,  effective 
August  10,  1908.  A  large  volume  of  testimony  has  been  taken  in 
this  case  and  although  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed  since  the 
complaint  was  filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  it  is 
still  pending  before  that  tribunal  undecided. 

The  Railroad  Commission  promulgated  what  is  known  as  Bookkeep- 
ing Orders  Nos.  Al  and  A2,  effective  the  1st  day  of  July,  1907,  to 
which  reference  was  made  in  our  report  to  you  for  1908.  Bookkeep- 
ing order  No.  A2,  as  stated  in  our  report  for  1908,  was  enjoined  in 
the  district  court  of  Travis  County,  where,  after  a  long  and  tedious 
trial,  the  court  rendered  its  judgment  against  the  Commission.  This 
case  is  still  pending  on  appeal  in  the  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  for  the 
Austin  district.  We  recommend  that  the  Governor  employ  special 
counsel  to  aid  in  the  preparation  and  argument  of  this  case  before  the 
higher  courts.  We  will  never  be  able  to  determine  to  our  satisfaction 
just  what  a  reasonable  rate  is  until  we  know  and  understand  the 
sources  from  which  the  revenues  of  a  railroad  are  derived  and  how 
and  for  what  purpose  they  are  disbursed. 

The  Differential  suit,  filed  by  the  Galveston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
et  al.,  against  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  in  the  district  court 
of  Travis  County,  which  was  referred  to  in  our  annual  report  for 
1908,  has  been  tried  in  the  district  court  and  decided  in  our  favor. 
The  case  is  now  pending  on  appeal  in  the  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  for 
the  Austin  district. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  after  litigating  the  matter  through 
all  the  courts  the  Supreme  Court  upheld  the  authority  of  the  Rail- 
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road  Commission  to  require  railroad  companies  to  build  passenger 
stations  at  their  termini,  this  decision  being  made  in  the  case  of  the 
Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Gulf  Railway  Company  against  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Texas,  wherein  said  railroad  company  sought  a  per- 
manent restraining  order  against  the  enforcement  of  an  order  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  requiring  said  railroad  company  to  build  a 
passenger  depot  at  or  near  the  State  line  of  Texas  and  Oklahoma  in 
Sherman  County,  at  what  is  known  as  Texhoma,  Texas,  thus  clearly 
defining  and  establishing  the  right  of  the  State  to  require  a  railroad 
corporation  chartered  imder  the  laws  of  Texas  to  furnish  such  facili- 
ties at  its  terminus  at  the  State  line,  notwithstanding  it  may  connect 
at  the  State  line  with  a  railroad  company  chartered  under  the  laws 
of  another  State.  The  same  questions  involved  in  this  case  were  in- 
volved also  in  the  contest  of  an  order  requiring  the  construction  of  a 
depot  at  Farwell,  which  is  the  name  of  a  town  in  Texas  adjacent  to 
the  State  line  of  Texas  and  New  Mexico,  in  Parmer  County,  on  the 
Pecos  &  Northern  Texas  Railway;  also  a  depot  at  La  Tuna,  in  El 
Paso  County,  on  the  State  line  of  Texas  and  New  Mexico,  on  the  El 
Paso  &  Northeastern  Railway.  Since  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Gulf  Railway  Company  case 
the  other  orders  of  the  Commission  referred  to  have  been  complied 
with. 

In  1908  the  Commission  issued  an  order  requiring  the  Trinity  & 
Brazos  Valley  Railway  Company  to  stop  its  trains  at  stations  between 
Waxahachie  and  Dallas.  The  T.  &  B.  V.  Ry.  Co.  had  entered  into 
a  contract  whereby  it  acquired  the  right  to  operate  over  the  tracks 
of  the  M.,  K.  &  T.  between  said  points.  In  the  said  contract  it  was 
stipulated  and  agreed  that  the  T.  &  B.  V.  Ry.  Co.  should  not  stop 
its  trains  at  stations  between  those  two  places  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving and  discharging  passengers  and  freight.  The  Railroad  Com- 
mission, after  hearing,  took  the  view  that  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses there  were  two  railroads  in  operation  botween  Waxahachie  and 
Dallas,  notwithstanding  the  T.  &  B.  V.  Ry.  Co.  and  the  M.,  K.  &  T. 
Ry.  Co.  of  Texas  used  the  same  tracks,  and  that,  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  this  State,  each  company  was  required  to  perform 
the  duties  of  a  common  carrier  for  the  people  along  this  route  between 
Dallas  and  Waxahachie.  The  railroad  companies  brought  suit  to  en- 
join the  enforcement  of  the  orders  and  since  our  last  report  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  State  has  upheld  the  right  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany to  make  such  contract.  In  our  opinion  this  service  should  be 
required  to  be  performed  by  each  of  said  railroad  companies  and 
common  carriers  by  proper  legislation. 


We  recommend  that  the  law  empowering  the  Railroad  Commission 
to  require  the  construction  of  union  depots  be  amended  so  as  to 
more  clearly  define  the  authority  of  the  RaUroad  Commission  to  fix 
a  site  for  the  location  of  such  depots  and  to  more  clearly  confer  upoR 
the  Commission  authority  to  enforce  compliance  with  orders  issued 
by  it  in  such  cases. 
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We  renew  our  suggestion,  made  in  the  annual  report  for  1908, 
with  reference  to  amending  the  law  so  as  to  give  tlie  Railroad  Commis- 
sion the  benefit  of  a  special  Assistant  Attorney  General,  to  be  ap- 
pointed either  by  the  Railroad  Commission  or  by  the  Grovemor,  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  represent  the  Railroad  Commission  in  the  suits 
brought  by  or  against  it.  We  quote  the  following  on  this  subject  from 
our  annual  report  for  1908 : 

*'The  Railroad  Commission  is  charged  by  law  with  seeing  that  all 
laws  affecting  railroads  in  this  State  are  enforced.  This  also  includes, 
of  course,  the  duty  to  see  that  all  orders  and  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  are  complied  with.  For  instance,  the 
Railroad  Commission  finds  the  depot  and  station  facilities  for  the 
accommodation  of  passengers  are  inadequate,  and  not  kept  in  compli- 
ance with  law  at  Denison  and  orders  the  construction  of  a  new  sta- 
tion and  the  railroad  company  ignores  the  order.  It  would  seem 
proper  and  wise  that  action  against  the  railroad  company  for  not 
complying  with  the  order  of  the  Commission  in  such  case  should  be 
filed  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  Grayson  County,  there 
being  two  district  courts  held  in  the  same  county  where  Denison  is 
located.  All  the  witnesses  practically  are  located  within  a  few 
miles  of  the  trial  court.  The  county  attorney  of  that  county  is  on 
the  ground  and  can  prosecute  the  case  without  any  expense  what- 
ever; whereas,  if  the  Attorney  General  has  exclusive  power  to  prose- 
cute the  case,  it  is  more  or  less  expensive  to  attend  court ;  he  can  not 
possibly  acquaint  himself  with  the  facts  as  expeditiously  and  easily 
as  the  county  attorney  could;  he  has  not  had  the  spare  time  to  de- 
vote to  it  that  would  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  county  attorney;  and, 
if  the  suit  is  filed  at  the  seat  of  government,  it  would  be  expensive 
and  inconvenient  to  bring  witnesses  such  a  long  distance  to  establish 
the  facts  in  the  case,  and  so  with  various  other  similar  matters. 

**Take  another  illustration:  The  Railroad  Commission  receives 
almost  innumerable  complaints  about  passenger  trains  failing  to  run 
on  schedule  time  and  local  agents  failing  to  post  bulletins  showing 
the  correct  time  of  the  arrival  and  departure  of  belated  trains.  Or- 
ders have  been  issued  by  the  Railroad  Commission  for  all  this  to  be 
done  in  the  interest  of  the  public;  and  failure  to  comply  with  this 
order  subjects  the  railroad  company  to  penalties.  A  suit  to  enforce 
the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  such  a  case  ought  to  be  filed 
at  a  place  where  the  facts  can  be  easily  and  readily  obtained  and 
where  there  would  likely  be  prompt  and  expeditious  action  to  enforce 
the  orders  of  the  Commission. 

There  are  many  other  cases  and  matters  which,  m  the  judgment 
of  the  Commission,  are  of  equal  importance  and  the  above  are  only 
recited  in  order  to  afford  a  reason  for  requesting  that  legislative  au- 
thority be  conferred  upon  the  Railroad  Commission  to  order  any  dis- 
trict or  county  attorney  of  the  State  to  institute  and  prosecute  any 
action  against  any  railroad  company  for  the  violation  of  any  law  or 
order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  subjecting  it  to  penalties  therefor. 

**We  wish  to  be  understood  as  not  complaining  in  the  slightest  at 
the  Attorney  General  or  any  of  his  assistants,  and  our  sole  purpose 
is  to  relieve  his  department  and  expedite  the  business  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  and  conserve  the  public's  interest.'' 
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There  were  made  to  this  oflSce  by  railroad  companies  and  receivers 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  reports  on  the  prescribed  annual 
form  for  ninety-five  companies. 

This  represents  the  aggregate  number  of  railroads  that  the  Com- 
mission has  recognized  as  common  carriers  and  are  subject  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  prescribed  by  this  Conunission.  Tables  1  to  26,  in- 
clusive, are  compiled  from  the  various  reports  filed  by  the  railroad 
companies,  and  cover  practically  the  same  ground  concerning  the 
railroads  of  Texas  as  did  those  in  our  eighteenth  almual  report. 

Table  No.  1 — Track  mileage  of  railroads  in  Texas,  June  30,  1910, 
showing  for  each  road  the  length  and  terminal  points  of  each  main 
line  and  branch,  the  aggregate  length  of  track  of  all  classes,  and  the 
increase  or  decrease  of  the  latter  during  the  year;  also,  the  correct 
corporate  name  and  location  of  the  general  ofiBces  of  each  road. 

Each  road  shown  in  this  table  has  been  recognized  as  a  common 
carrier  by  the  Commission.  There  are  quite  number  of  logging^ 
roads,  tramwa3n3,  interurban  electric  and  other  roads  not  meeting  the 
requirements  of  common  carriers  that  are  not  shown  in  this  or  other 
of  our  tables. 

On  June  30,  1909,  there  were  shown  in  our  track  mileage  table  13,- 
110.35  miles  of  main  line  and  branches.  The  corresponding  tables 
(Nos.  1  and  2)  for  June  30,  1910,  show  13,819.44  miles  of  main  line 
and  branches,  a  net  increase  of  709.09.  The  aggregate  amount  of 
track  classed  as  yard  track  and  siding  was  3,231.15  miles  on  June  30, 
1909.  On  June  30,  1910,  it  was  3,409.48  miles,  ^  net  increase  for  the 
year  of  178.33.  The  net  increase  in  length  of  track  of  all  classes  for 
the  year  was  887.42  miles.

We  presume  that  it  will  be  understood  that  this  sum  is  the  aggre- 
gate for  all  the  railroad  companies  listed  in  the  table  from  organiza- 
tion of  each  of  them  down  to  June  30,  1910,  of  their  deficiency  of 
earnings  to  meet  the  combined  sum  of  their  operating  expenses,  in- 
terest on  their  excessive  bonded  indebtedness  (for  large  amounts 
of  which,  the  railroad  companies  received  nothing  which  they  can 
show),  other  interest  paid  to  the  ** systems''  which  dominate  them 
to  a  considerable  extent  yet,  and  did  so  to  a  greater  extent  in  the 
pasty  deficits  produced  by  extravagant  managements  at  times,  and 
by  errors  in  judgment  in  selecting  the  wrong  locations  for  lines,  and 
the  millions  of  dollars  paid  towards  finishing  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  lines  after  they  had  been  received  from  the  construc- 
tion companies  in  an  unfinished  and  poorly  equipped  condition.

ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  EXPRESS  COMPANIES. 

In  Appendix  I,  after  Table  No.  26,  we  present  abridgments  of  the 
annual  reports  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  made  to  us  by  the 
express  companies,  viz. :  The  Adams  Express  Company,  American 
Express  Company,  Pacific  Express  Company,  United  States  Express 
Company  Company,  Wells-Fargo  &  Company's  Express. 

The  Adams  Express  Company. — The  Adams  Express  Company  re- 
ports that  it  operates  over  711  miles  of  railroad  lines  in  Texas  for 
facilities  on  which  it  paid  to  the  railroad  companies  $20,184.17.  It 
reports  revenue  from  operation,  entire  line,  $31,810,970.67,  operat- 
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ing  expenses,  entire  line,  $29,578,597.77,  revenue  from  operation. 
State  of  Texas,  $35,455.47,  operating  expenses.  State  of  Texas,  $10,- 
003.89,  with  an  explanation  that  no  share  of  the  general  salaries  and 
expenses,  salaries  of  superintendent  and  route  agents,  messengers, 
stationery  and  printing,  loss  and  damage,  etc.,  has  been  apportioned 
to  the  State  of  Texas  for  the  reason  that  no  basis  for  such  appor- 
tionment has  been  furnished  and  that  the  expenses  in  the  State  of 
Texas  cover  only  a  part  of  two  months. 

American  Express  Company. — The  American  Express  Company 
reports  that  it  operates  over  2,334.87  miles  of  railroad  lines  in  Texas 
for  facilities  on  which  it  paid  to  the  railroad  companies  $291,669.19. 
It  reports  revenue  from  operation,  $418,897.67;  and  operating  ex- 
penses, $583,162.89,  which  is  given  with  the  following  explanation: 

**The  amount  of  transportation  paid  for  includes  only  transporta- 
tion expenses  on  intrastate  business  and  does  not  include  any  ex- 
penses in  other  States  on  interstate  business,  nor  any  of  the  general 
expenses  outside  of  the  items  given,  accruing  at  general  oflBces  in 
other  States." 

This,  therefore,  leaves  the  actual  expenses  incurred  in  indefinite 
shape  and  the  earnings  from  operation  in  this  State  are  unknown. 

Pacific  Express  Company. — The  Pacific  Express  Company  reports 
that  it  operates  over  3,130.40  miles  of  Texas  railroads,  for  facilities 
on  which  it  paid  $464,300.67  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910.  It 
reports  revenue  from  operation,  State  of  Texas,  $944,201.04 ;  operat- 
ing expenses.  State  of  Texas,  $433,983.41;  taxes,  $23,579.22,  which 
leaves  net  operating  revenue,  for  State  of  Texas,  $22,337.74. 

United  States  Express  Company. — The  United  States  Express 
Company  reports  that  it  operates  on  940.96  miles  of  Texas  rail- 
roads, for  facilities  on  which  it  paid  $102,825.09.  It  reports  operat- 
ing revenues,  for  the  State  of  Texas,  $132,732.98 ;  operating  expenses, 
$75,390.20;  taxes,  $797.43,  making  a  deficit  from  operation  for  the 
year  in  the  State  of  $46,279.74. 

Wells-Fargo  &  Company's  Express. — ^The  Wells-Fargo  &  Com- 
pany's Express  reports  that  it  operates  on  6,784  miles  in  the  State 
of  Texas  on  which  it  paid  $1,161,533.65  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1910.  It  reports  gross  operating  revenues  in  State  of 
Texas,  $2,415,446.41;  operating  expenses,  $1,049,045.75,  and  taxes, 
$41,752.51,  making  net  operating  revenue  for  the  State  of  Texas  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  $163,114.50. 


In  obedience  to  the  mandate  of  the  Stock  and  Bond  Law,  particu- 
larly Articles  4584c  and  4584f  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1895,  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  has,  since  the  enactment  of  this  law, 
valued  an  aggregate  of  12,989.09  miles  of  railway. 

Table  1,  Appendix  J,  of  this  report,  shows  the  dates  of  valuations, 
the  names  of  the  companies,  particular  sections  or  divisions  of  road 
valued,  and  the  amounts  fixed  as  the  value  of  the  property,  sub- 
divided under  three  headings:  1.  ** Value  of  Roadbed,"  etc.  2. 
''Value  of  General  Property."  3.  Value  of  Rolling  Stock."  Un- 
der items  roadbed,  etc.,  is  included  the  value  or  cost  of  reproduction 
of  the  property  within  the  right  of  way  limits  of  the  road,  including 
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the  right  of  way,  grading,  bridging,  track,  station  buildings,  etc.; 
and  under  item  No.  2,  General  Property,  is  included  that  propertj^ 
acquired,  built,  or  in  any  way  pertaining  to  and  which  inures  in 
anyway  to  the  property  as  a  whole,  and  includes  terminal  property, 
shops,  roundhouses,  franchises,  overhead,  engineering  and  legal  ex- 
pense, etc.  Item  3,  Rollins:  Stock,  includes  locomotives,  cars,  work 
equipment,  etc.,  as  the  name  implies.  During  the  last  fiscal  year, 
ending  October  31,  1910,  the  following  roads  have  been  valued  for 
the  first  time  or  received  as  of  date  indicated  in  the  table :

•The  figures  following  lines  thus  marked  are  the  aggregate  value  of  the  lines  up  to  the 
date  of  valuation  this  year,  and  the  sum  total  includes  amounts  heretofore  reported,  the 
value  added  this  year  being  that  which  has  accrued  to  the  property  by  reason  of  additional 
mileage  or  increase  of  capital  investment  in  the  property  since  date  of  original  valuation. 
The  additional  mileage  was  valued  on  basis  of  reproduction  cost,  and  the  revision  of  valua-

The  average  value  per  mile  of  all  valuations  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion down  to  date  increased  from  $17,015.52  in  1909,  to  $17,717.85  in 
the  current  year.  These  figures  have  been  on  an  increase  from  year 
to  year  as  the  reports  of  the  Commission  indicate.  This  increase  is 
due  to  higher  cost  of  labor  and  materials  since  the  original  valua- 
tions were  made  (1895)  and  to  the  bettor  standards  of  construc- 
tion now  followed.  This  has  come  about  through  recognition  of  the 
economy  of  permanent  work,  the  necessity  of  providing  greater 
strength  to  structures  to  carry  the  burden  imposed  by  the  use  of 
heavier  motive  power  and  higher  capacity  ears. 
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Table  No.  2,  Appendix  J,  gives  in  detail  the  valuations  made  by 
this  Commission  during  the  year  ending  October  31,  1910,  and  is 
self-explanatory.  The  list  of  roads  valued  during  the  year  and 
for  which  details  are  given  follows:

This  mortgage 
is  not  approved  by  this  Commission  and  is  not  recognized  by  it  as 
a  legitimate  lien  upon  the  property  of  that  company.  Hence,  this 
amount  has  been  deducted  from  the  total  amount  of  Table  No.  3, 
Appendix  I,  in  the  preparation  of  the  below  statement.  The  mile- 
age shown  and  used  as  a  divisor  is  that  upon  which  the  annual  re- 
ports of  the  companies  show  such  bonds  and  stocks  to  be  actually 
outstanding.

INTERLOCKING  DEVICES  AND  GRADE  CROSSINGS. 


Since  the  enactment  of  the  law  regulating  the  mode  of  crossings 
between  steam  roads  and  providing  for  the  installation  of  interlock- 
ers  at  grade  crossings  thereof,  passed  by  the  Twenty-seventh  Legis- 
lature, there  have  been  installed,  approved  by  the  Commission  and 
put  in  operation,  eighty-three  interlocking  plants,  with  functions 
aggregating  1983,  as  shown  by  table.  Appendix  K.  There  are  at 
this  time  a  number  of  interlockers,  plans  for  which  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Commission,  now  under  construction,  and  yet  others 
to  be  installed  at  crossings  of  lines  now  being  built.  The  rules  of 
the  Commission  governing  the  installation,  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion of  interlocking  devices  are  printed  in  Appendix  K  hereto  for 
reference.

GENERAL  RULES  GOVERNING  THE  APPLICATION  OF  ALL  RATES. 

1.  All  rates  shall,  except  in  cases  where  they  are  especially  provided 
for  application  between  given  points,  be  determined  by  the  mileage  of 
practicable  routes  of  railroad  between  shipping  point  and  destination. 
(Circular  No.  3518,  effective  September  10,  1910.) 

2.  The  rate  between  two  given  points  shall  not,  in  any  case,  exceed 
the  sum  of  the  rates  applying  between  such  given  points  and  a  ppint  in- 
termediate. 

3.  When  two  or  more  routes  of  railroad  shall  be  in  operation  between 
shipping  point  and  point  of  destination  the  lowest  rate  applicable  by  any 
one  of  such  routes  shall  be  adopted  by  the  other  routes  accepting  freight 
for  transportation  between  such  points.  Rates  from  or  to  intermediate 
points  shall  not  be  affected  by  this  ruling. 

4.  When  the  exact  distance  for  which  a  rate  is  desired  does  not  ap- 
pear in  the  mileage  table  of  a  tariff,  use  the  rate  for  the  next  greater  dis- 
tance. 

5.  The  minimum  charge  on  small  shipments  shall  be  for  100  pounds  at 
the  established  tariff  rate.  Should  it  contain  two  or  more  classes  of 
freight,  the  higher  rate  for  100  pounds  shall  be  charged.  A  shipment 
classed  higher  than  first  class  will  be  charged  for  100  pounds  at  first 
class  rate,  unless  it  amounts  to  more  at  actual  weight.

Ruling  on  General  Rule  8: 

It  appearing  that  Circular  No.  1961,  issued  by  this  Commission  Decem- 
ber 8,  1903,  and  providing  that  "When  special  rates  are  made  over  any 
railroad  or  railroads,  from  one  point  to  another  In  this  State,  upon  any 
commodity,  the  rate  between  those  points  and  points  intermediate,  or 
between  Intermediate  points  on  such  railroad  or  railroads,  shall  not  be 
higher,  unless  specified  in  the  order  establishing  the  rates,"  is  not  being 
generally  applied  in  cases  where  such  special  rates  were  established  prior 
to  December  8,  1903,  notice  is  here  given  that  the  Commission  has  ruled 
that  the  provisions  of  said  Circular  No.  1961  should  apply  regardless 
of  the  date  such  special  rates  were  established;  the  effect  of  this  ruling 
being  that  when  rates  are  established  between  given  points,  rates  to, 
from  or  between  Intermediate  points  must  not  be  higher,  unless  provided 
In  the  order  establishing  the  rates  between  such  given  points.  (Circular 
No.  2636,  effective  August  3,  1907.)

Note  (a) — Terminal  Charges:  The  rates  as  fixed  in  this  tariff  shall 
cover  and  include  all  switching,  loading,  unloading  or  other  terminal 
transportation  charges  to  the  wharves  at  Texas  ports  on  all  cotton  destined 
to  any  such  wharf. 

Note  (b) — Cotton  Pickings:  By  the  words  *'cotton  pickings'*  as  used 
in  this  tariff  is  meant  all  "loose"  ginned  cotton  shipped  in  sacks  between

Section  2. 

Cotton  Linters:  Rates  on  cotton  linters,  in  bales,  shall  be  seventy-five

panies transporting  cotton  linters  in  bales  shall  not  assume  or  pay  any 
portion  of  the  cost  of  compression.

2.  Houston,  Velasco  and  Texas  City:  The  rate  between  Houston  and 
Velasco  and  between  Houston  and  Texas  City,  shall  be:  On  compressed 
cotton,  six  (6)  cents;  and  on  uncompressed  cotton  eight  (8)  cents  per 
100  pounds.    (Circular  No.  3523,  effective  August  1,  1910.) 

3.  Galveston,  Texas  City  and  Velasco:  The  rates  between  Galveston, 
Texas  City  or  Velasco  and  all  points  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  these 
exceptions  shall  be  made  by  adding  six  (6)  cents  per  100  pounds  to  the 
rates  applying  between  Houston  and  the  same  points. 

4.  Port  Bolivar:  In  all  cases  where  the  rates  to  or  from  Galveston 
are  made  by  adding  certain  differentials  to  the  rates  applying  to  or 
from  Houston,  the  Galveston  rates  so  made  shall  also  apply  to  or  from 
Port  Bolivar 

5.  Port  Arthur  and  Sabine  Pass:  Rates  between  Port  Arthur  or 
Sabine  Pass  and  points  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  section  shall 
be  made  by  adding  six  (6)  cents  per  100  pounds  to  the  rates  applying 
between  Beaumont  and  the  same  points. 

Provided,  that  rates  to  Port  Arthur  and  Sabine  Pass  from  Gulf,  Colo- 
rado &  Santa  Fe  Railway  points  north  of  Beaumont  to  Center,  Inclusive,

Section  4.    Rules  and  Regulations. 
Compression. 

1.  A  shipper  desiring  his  cotton  to  be  delivered  at  destination  uncom- 
pressed shall  give  to  the  railway  company  notice  of  such  desire  by  Insert- 
ing in  his  bills  of  lading  the  notation  "To  go  through  uncompressed,"  or 
other  plain  words  of  similar  import;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  rail- 
road company  accepting  such  shipment  to  make  delivery  at  destination 
accordingly.  But  in  such  cases,  the  railroad  or  railroads  hauling  such 
cotton  shall  not  assume  or  pay  any  part  of  the  cost  of  compression. 

2.  A  shipper  desiring  his  cotton  delivered  at  destination  compressed 
shall  give  to  the  railroad  company  notice  of  such  desire  by  inserting  in 
his  bills  of  lading  the  notation,  "To  be  compressed,"  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  railroad  company  accepting  the  shipment  to  comply  with 
such  instructions  by  having  said  cotton  compressed  at  origin,  in  transit 
or  at  destination.  The  railroad  companies  shall  make  an  allowance  of 
five  working  days  within  which  the  compress  companies  shall  receive, 
compress  and  re-deliver  to  the  railroad  companies  cotton  which  is  to  be 
compressed. 

3.  Railroad  companies  shall  assume  the  cost  of  compressing  cotton, 
which  is  to  be  delivered  at  destination  compressed,  as  follows:  The 
amount  of  the  cost  of  compressing  assumed  by  railroad  companies  shall 
not  exceed  ten  (10)  cents  per  hundred  pounds  out  of  rates  that  are  not 
less  than  40  cents  per  100  pounds  between  stations  subject  to  rates 
prescribed  in  table  of  ra^es,  Section  1  of  tariff,  nor  less  than  40  cents 
per  100  pounds  to  Houston  from  points  specified  In  Exceptions,  Section 
3  of  this  tarift.  When  the  rates  between  such  stations  are  less  than  40 
cents,  but  greater  than  30  cents  per  100  pounds,  the  railroad  companies 
shall  assume  only  so  much  of  the  cost  of  compressing  as  will,  when  added 
to  30  cents,  make  up  the  amount  of  the  current  freight  rate. 

4.  Cotton  which  is  to  be  delivered  in  compressed  condition  at  des- 
tination shall  be  so  compressed  that  the  density  of  each  bale,  in  any  form, 
at  destination  will  be  not  less  than  22  1/2  pounds  per  foot,  cubic  meas- 
urement. When  compressed  cotton  at  destination  does  not  have  the  re- 
quired density  the  expense  of  re-compressing  the  same  shall  be  paid  by 
the  compress  performing  the  first  pressing.  When  compressed  cotton 
must  be  re-conditioned  for  causes  other  than  as  provided  for  above,  the 
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expense  thereof  must  be  paid  by  the  compress  doing  the  original  press- 
ing; except,  that  when  compress  companies  maintain  inspectors  to  agree 
with  railroad  representatives  and  other  Interested  parties  as  to  what  cot- 
ton shall  be  re-conditioned,  the  compress  maintaining  such  inspectors  shall 
assume  only  12  1/2  cents  per  bale  of  such  re-conditioning  expense  and 
the  railroad  companies  hauling  the  cotton  the  remainder,  to  be  prorated 
between  them  in  proportion  to  their  earnings  on  such  shipments. 

5.  When  a  railroad  company  receives  compressed  cotton  for  ship- 
ment, the  bill  of  lading  shall  describe  the  shipment  as  "Compressed  cot- 
ton," and  in  such  cases  the  railroad  company  shall  not  be  held  respons- 
ible for  defective  compressing;  but  this  provision  Is  not  intended  to  re- 
lieve the  compress  company  from  liability  to  the  shipper  or  owner  of 
the  cotton  for  any  damages  sustained  on  account  of  defective  compressing. 

6.  When  cotton  is  tendered  to  a  railroad  company  upon  a  compress 
platform  which  is  situated  on  the  track  of  such  railroad  company,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  company  to  take  charge  of  and  receipt  for 
such  cotton  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  terms  as  it  would  re- 
ceive and  receipt  for  the  cotton  if  tendered  at  its  own  depot  platform  or 
other  place  assigned  by  it  for  such  transactions;  provided,  however,  that 
the  shipper  or  the  compress  company  shall,  in  such  cases,  assume  the 
additional  risk  of  insurance  involved  by  such  act  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany. 

Concentration. 

7.  Railroad  companies  are  required  to  concentrate  cotton,  without 
additional  charge,  at  the  option  of  the  owner  or  shipper,  at  any  available 
point,  at  any  Gulf  port  or  interior  point  in  Texas  in  line  of  shipment  from 
origin  to  destination  or  in  the  port  of  destination  and  before  delivery  at 
the  wharf,  and  to  carry  the  concentrated  cotton  forward  to  ultimate  des- 
tination at  the  request  of  the  owner  made  during  the  season  of  shipment 
and  not  afterwards. 

8.  The  station  at  which  cotton  is  concentrated  shall  be  in  the  direc- 
tion of  final  destination,  but  a  railway  company  may,  at  the  request  of 
the  owner  or  shipper,  concentrate  uncompressed  cotton  without  extra 
charge  at  any  compress  point  on  its  own  line  of  railroad  not  in  the  direc- 
tion of  final  destination,  if  such  station  is  nearer  to  the  original  shipping 
point  than  is  the  first  compress  station  in  the  direction  of  final  destination. 

9.  When  concentrated  cotton  is  delivered  to  the  owner  or  his  agent 
at  the  point  of  concentration,  the  entire  charge  for  transportation  to  such 
point,  as  such  charge  is  fixed  by  this  tarift,  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or 
his  agent  to  the  delivering  railroad  company,  and  when  such  cotton  which 
has  been  concentrated  at  a  point  located  as  provided  in  the  two  preceding 
rules  is  again  delivered  to  a  railroad  company  for  transportation  to  its 
final  destination  in  Texas,  the  company  to  which  such  cotton  is  delivered 
shall  refund  to  the  owner  or  his  agent  the  entire  charge  for  transportation 
to  the  point  of  concentration  when  the  tariff  rate  from  the  original  ship- 
ping point  to  final  destination  in  Texas  is  the  same  as  or  less  than  the 
charge  from  the  concentrating  point  to  such  destination.  When  the  rate 
from  the  original  shipping  point  to  final  destination  in  Texas  is  greater 
than  the  rate  from  the  concentrating  point  to  such  destination,  then  so 
much  of  the  charge  for  transportation  to  the  point  of  concentration  shall 
be  retained  by  the  railroad  companies  as  will,  when  added  to  the  rate  from 
said  point  of  concentration  to  final  destination  In  Texas,  make  up  and 
maintain  the  freight  rate  as  fixed  by  this  tariff  from  said  original  ship- 
ping point  to  such  destination. 

10.  When  the  point  of  concentration  Is  not  so  located  as  to  come 
within  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  rules,  a  railroad  company  receiv- 
ing concentrated  cotton  for  re-shlpment  to  Its  final  destination  In  Texas 
shall  refund  an  amount  sufficient  to  make  the  following  charges  per  bale 
over  and  above  the  current  rate  from  concentrating  point  to  final  des- 
tination, viz.:  For  distances  of  50  miles  or  less,  25  cents;  75  miles  and 
over  50  miles,  35  cents;  100  miles  and  over  75  miles,  50  cents.  Cotton 
concentrated  out  of  the  direction  of  final  destination  for  distances  exceed- 
ing 100  miles  shall  be  subject  to  full  tariff  rates  without  subsequent 
adjustment  as  herein  provided  for  other  distances. 
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Note. — ^When  the  concentrating  point  is  liot  in  the  direction  of  final 
destination,  as  reached  hy  or  over  the  line  of  the  International  &  Great 
Northern  Railroad,  or  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  preceding  concentra- 
tion rules,  said  line  shall,  on  receiving  the  cotton  for  re-shipment  to  final 
destination,  refund  an  amount  sufficient  to  make  the  following  charges 
per  bale  over  and  above  the  higher  one  of  the  rates  applying  from  orig- 
inal shipping  point  or  concentrating  point  to  final  destination,  viz.:  For 
distances  of  50  miles  or  less,  25  cents;  75  miles  and  over  50  miles,  35 
cents;  100  miles  and  over  75  miles,  50  cents 

11.  The  receipted  expense  bills  made  and  collected  for  the  service  of 
concentration  shall  be  taken  up  by  the  railroad  company,  as  evidence 
of  concentration,  when  making  the  adjustment  of  charges  authorized 
above.  The  value  of  such  expense  bills  as  evidence  shall  not  be  im- 
paired by  any  transfer  of  ownership  of  the  cotton  prior  to  the  time  of 
shipment  from  the  point  of  concentration  to  final  destination.  The  freight 
bills  for  the  service  of  concentration,  tendered  in  the  adjustment  of 
charges  when  a  shipment  of  cotton  is  forwarded  from  point  of  concen- 
tration to  final  destination,  must  be  for  cotton  of  the  same  crop  as  that 
so  forwarded  to  final  destination.  Freight  bills  for  shipments  concen- 
trated prior  to  August  1st  shall  not  be  available  in  adjustment  of  charges 
when  shipments  are  forwarded  from  point  of  concentration  to  final  des- 
tination after  August  31st. 

12.  Cotton  Mills:  When  shipments  of  cotton  fire  consigned  to  the 
owners  or  managers  of  manufacturing  establishments  which  may  be 
located  at  points  of  concentration,  all  or  portions  of  which  are  subse- 
quently forwarded  from  such  points  of  concentration  to  other  points  in 
Texas,  the  expense  bills  for  such  shipments  must,  in  order  to  be  accept- 
able as  representing  cotton  concentrated  for  the  purpose  of  re-shipment, 
bear  notations,  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  such  manufacturing  establish- 
ment, specifying  the  number  of  bales,  if  any,  that  were  consumed  in  the 
manufacturing  establishment;  if  none  were  so  consumed,  then  a  notation 
to  that  effect.  The  proportion  of  the  freight  charges  on  the  consumed 
cotton  will  then  be  deducted  from  the  total  freight  charges  of  the  ex- 
pense bill  and  the  balance  of  such  charges  shall  be  taken  into  account  in 
the  adjustment  of  the  charges  on  the  cotton  actually  concentrated  and 
re-shlpped. 

13.  Concentration  and  Transfer  of  Expense  Bills  at  Cotton  Factory 
Points  on  Cotton  Not  Consigned  to  Cotton  Mills:  At  concentration  points 
where  cotton  factories  are  located,  concentration  charges  shall  not  be 
adjusted  unless  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  over  individual  or  firm 
signature,  that  none  of  the  cotton  covered  by  inbound  expense  bills  has 
been  sold  to  or  delivered  to  cotton  mills.  In  addition,  when  cotton  has 
changed  ownership  at  concentration  points  the  original  consignee  must 
endorse  on  back  of  expense  bills,  at  the  time  of  sale,  certificate  In  sub- 
stantially the  following  form: 

"The  cotton  covered  by  this  expense  bill  has  been  sold  to  

 and  none  of  the  said  cotton  has  been 

sold  to  or  delivered  to  cotton  mills. 


Weights. 

14.  The  rates  of  this  tariff  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided,  apply 
upon  the  actual  weight  of  each  bale  of  cotton  or  cotton  llnters  trans- 
ported, to  be  ascertained  In  the  following  manner:  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  railroad  company  to  demand  of  shippers  sworn  statements  show- 
ing the  actual  gross  weight  of  each  shipment.  Such  statement  may,  at 
the  option  of  the  railroad  company,  be  required  at  fixed  periods  not  less 
frequently  than  once  each  week,  In  which,  case  each  statement  of  each 
shipper  shall  embrace  all  shipments  made  by  him  during  the  period 
Immediately  preceding  the  date  upon  which  such  statement  is  made;  or 
they  may  be  required  at  the  time  each  lot  of  cotton  or  cotton  llnters  Is 
tendered  for  shipment.  Such  sworn  statement  shall  embrace  a  full 
description  of  the  shipments  as  exhibited  by  the  bills  of  lading.  Including 
the  number  of  bales,  marks,  brands,  consignor,  consignee,  origin  and  des- 
tination. The  sworn  statements  so  made  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  station  where  shipments  are  receipted  for.    The  weights  fur- 
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nished  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  requirements  shall  be  inserted 
in  bills  of  lading  and  employed  by  railroad  companies  in  computing  their 
charges  for  transportation. 

15.  If  the  shippers  fail  or  refuse  to  furnish  the  sworn  statement  of 
weights  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  set  forth  in  the  preceding 
rule,  then  the  railroad  companies  shall  not  permit  any  weights  to  be 
Inserted  in  bills  of  lading,  but  they  shall  have  the  cotton  or  cotton  lin- 
ters  weighed  by  their  own  employe  at  point  of  origin,  in  transit  or  at 
destination,  and  shall  require  their  employe  who  weighs  such  shipments 
to  make  sworn  statement  of  the  actual  gross  weight  so  ascertained,  includ- 
ing a  full  description  of  the  cotton  weighed,  marks,  brands,  consignor, 
consignee,  origin  and  destination,  and  the  number  and  dates  of  waybills. 
The  weight  so  ascertained  shall  be  used  by  railroad  companies  in  com- 
puting their  charges  for  transportation  and  the  sworn  statements  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  station  where  the  shipments  originated  and  shall 
there  be  kept  permanently  on  file. 

16.  When  consignees  furnish  to  the  railroad  companies  at  destination 
sworn  statements  of  the  actual  gross  weights  of  shipments  they  receive, 
which  statement  may,  at  the  option  of  the  railroad  company,  be  required 
at  fixed  periods  not  less  frequent  than  once  each  week,  the  weights  so 
furnished  may  be  employed  by  the  railroad  companies  in  computing 
charges  for  the  transportation  of  the  shipments  embraced  in  such  state- 
ments. The  sworn  statements  furnished  in  conformity  with  this  provision 
shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  railroad  agents  who  deliver  the 
shipments  to  the  consignees. 

17.  Provided,  that  the  certificate  of  the  public  weigher  required  by 
law  (Revised  Statutes,  Article  4310)  to  be  given  by  such  public  weigher, 
shall  be  of  equal  force  and  effect  as  the  affidavit  required  to  be  given 
under  the  three  preceding  rules,  and  when  tendered  shall  be  received 
and  respected  instead  of  the  affidavit  therein  required. 

18.  Shipments  of  cotton  and  cotton  linters  forwarded  to  points  for 
the  purpose  of  concentration  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of 
rules  in  the  matter  of  sworn  statements  of  weight. 

Rulings. 

19.  The  Commission  rules  that  the  terms  "shipping  point"  and 
"original  shipping  point,"  as  used  ^n  this  tariff,  shall  be  understood  to 
mean  the  town,  city  or  station  from  which  cotton  is  originally  transported 
by  a  railroad  company. 

20.  All  shipments  of  cotton  originating  in  Texas  and  covered  by 
bills  of  lading  which  indicate  that  such  shipments  are  destined  to  other 
points  in  Texas,  are  subject  to  this  tariff  and  all  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions embraced  in  it,  regardless  of  any  notations  inserted  in  the  bills  of 
lading  for  the  purpose  of  declaring  the  intentions  of  shippers  or  con- 
signees as  to  the  future  disposition  of  such  shipments. 

21.  The  charges  for  concentrating  cotton  under  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  this  tariff  shall  be  made  at  the  regular  tariff  rates  and  shall 
be  collected  in  full  at  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  such  cotton  at  the 
points  of  concentration  The  railroad  company  which  performed  the  ser- 
vice of  concentration  shall  adjust  the  charges  for  such  service  by  refund- 
ing the  amounts  prescribed  only  after  receiving  the  concentrated  cotton 
for  shipment  to  final  destination.  ''Expense  bills  tendered  by  shippers  in 
the  adjustment  of  charges  for  concentrating  cotton  must,  in  all  cases, 
bear  dates  prior  to  that  of  the  shipment  to  final  destination  of  the  cot- 
ton they  are  intended  to  represent."

PEAS,  DRIED. 

Effective  May  12,  1905,  with  amendments  in  effect  October  31,  1910. 

Rates,  in  cents  per  100  pounds,  to  apply  on  the  commodities  named  in 
this  tariff,  in  straight  or  mixed  carloads,  also  in  less  than  carloads;  pro- 
vided, that  in  mixed  carloads,  all  or  all  but  one  of  the  commodities  shall 
be  in  sacks  or  other  packages. 

Minimum  Weights. 
The  minimum  carload  weight  shall  be  30,000  pounds,  except  as  pro- 
vided below: 

On  ear  and  snap  corn,  straight  carloads:  24,000  pounds.  (Circular 
No.  3363.) 

On  oats,  straight  carloads  or  mixed  with  grain  products:  28,000 
pounds. 

On  grrain  products,  straight  or  mixed  carloads:    28,000  pounds. 

On  hay  and  articles  taking  hay  rates,  cars  32  feet  and  less  in  length 
(internal  measurements):  14,000  pounds;  cars  34  feet  and  over  32  feet, 
15,000  pounds;  cars  36  feet  and  over  34  feet,  16,000  pounds;  cars  over 
36  feet,  17,000  pounds. 

On  mixed  cars  of  hay  and  articles  taking  hay  rates  with  other  articles 
covered  by  tariff:  24,000  pounds,  provided  the  proportion  of  articles  tak- 
ing hay  rates  amounts  to  25  per  cent  of  the  shipment;  if  less  than  25  per 
cent,  the  higher  minimum  to  govern. 

On  other  mixed  cars  (other  than  oats  and  grain  products)  the  lowest 
minimum  will  govern,  provided  the  proportion  of  the  article  taking  the 
lowest  minimum  amounts  to  25  per  cent  of  the  shipment;  if  less  than  25 
per  cent,  the  higher  minimum  will  be  used. 

When  mixed  carload  shipments  do  not  contain  the  prescribed  minimum, 
the  weight  of  the  lot  taking  the  lowest  rate  shall  be  increased  to  make 
up  the  deficiency.    (Circular  No.  3349,  effective  March  3,  1910.) 

Where  marked  capacity  of  car  used  is  less  than  the  prescribed  mini- 
mum weight,  such  marked  capacity  shall  be  observed  as  the  minimum. 
(Circular  No.  3363,  effective  March  31.  1910.) 

For  rates  on  less  than  carload  shipments,  see  Section  5.

Explanation  of  Rates.

stone  or  oyster  shell  and  grain,  mixed  stock  feed  composed  of  the  products 
of  two  or  more  of  the  following:  barley,  rye,  wheat,  com,  oats,  Kafl^r  com, 
milo  maize  and  hay,  or  a  mixed  feed  composed  of  any  of  such  products 
and  any  of  the  unmilled  commodities  from  which  such  products  are  milled.

Section  No.  6.    Transit  Rules — Stopping  Grain-in-Transit. 

(For  ruling  on  unloading  shipments,  see  note  following  Rule  19.) 

Rule  1.  Definition  of  Transit  Privileges. — Transit  privileges  upon  grain 
shall  be  understood  to  mean  the  stopping  for  inspection,  weighing,  clean- 
ing, clipping,  shelling,  sacking,  mixing,  grading,  storing  and  changing 
consignment,  ownership  or  destination  en  route  to  final  destination.. 

Rule  2.  Commodities  Entitled  to  Transit  Privileges. — Barley,  bran, 
shorts,  corn,  com  chops,  flour,  grain  screenings,  grits,  hay,  hominy,  hom- 
iny feed,  Kafl^r  corn,  meal,  mill  feed,  oats,  rye,  straw,  wheat;  seeds:  alfalfa, 
flax,  grass,  millet  and  sorghum  or  cane  seed,  milo  maize  and  speltz.  (Cir- 
cular No.  2441,  effective  April  20,  1906.  and  Circular  No.  3226,  effective 
November  4,  1909.) 

Rule  3.  Check  of  Transit  Privileges  and  Examination  of  Records. — 
Shippers  doing  a  transit  business  will  not  be  entitled  to  this  privilege  on 
freight  bills  in  excess  of  the  total  amount  of  grain  on  hand  at  any  given 
time.  This  amount  will  be  determined  by  check  of  such  representatives 
as  Interested  carriers  may  select,  and  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  for  a 
proper  control  of  the  business.  It  is  understood  that  "transit  privileges" 
will  be  accorded  only  to  such  shippers  as  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
rules  contained  in  this  tariff.  All'  records,  including  claims  and  settle- 
ments, covering  transit  privileges,  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  carrier's  agent  or  his  representative  for  verification.  At  junction 
points  check  may  be  made  by  a  joint  representative  duly  authorized  by 
each  road  interested.  Surplus  or  expired  freight  bills,  as  a  result  of  such 
check,  shall  be  withdrawn  and  canceled. 

Rule  4.  Record  of  Inbound  Shipments. — Daily  record  shall  be  kept  by 
operators  of  elevators,  etc.,  of  all  articles  entitled  to  transit  privileges  un- 
loaded into  elevators,  warehouses,  etc.,  including  deliveries  by  wagons  or 
other  means. 

Rule  5.  Record  of  Outbound  Shipments. — Daily  record  shall  be  kept  by 
operators  of  elevators,  etc.,  of  all  articles  entitled  to  transit  privileges 
loaded  out  of  elevators,  warehouses,  etc.,  including  the  tonnage,  which 
is  forwarded  in  cars  or  boats  at  local  rates,  and  that  which  is  distributed 
for  local  consumption  by  teams  or  other  means. 

Rule  6.  Limitation  of  Transit  Privileges. —  (a)  The  point  at  which 
grain  or  other  commodities  named  in  Rule  2  is  stopped  for  the  purpose 
set  forth  in  Rule  1  shall  be  located  upon  either  the  line  of  railroad  on 
which  the  shipment  originates  or  on  the  line  of  the  next  connecting  car- 
rier.   (Circular  No.  2806,  effective  June  6,  1908.) 

(b)  The  privilege  of  stopping  a  shipment  of  grain,  etc.,  in  transit  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  Rule  1,  shall  cease  after  such  shipment  is  for- 
warded from  the  first  stopping  point. 

(c)  In  the  adjustment  of  the  charges  on  shipments  forwarded  to 
stopping  points,  the  bills  of  lading  for  which  do  not  specify  the  final  des- 
tination, only  the  line  actually  transporting  shipments  to  stopping  point 
shall  take  up  and  absorb  the  charges  for  such  service  and  issue  bills  of 
lading  for  the  movement  of  the  shipment  to  final  destination.  (Circular 
No.  2806,  effective  June  6,  1908.) 

Ruling  (Circular  No.  2533,  December  8,  1906):  On  stopping-in-transit 
shipnients  forwarded  from  stopping  point,  such  shipments  can  not  be 
made  up  of  portions  thereof  received  at  stopping  point  over  different  lines 
of  railroad.  Of  such  shipments  only  one  of  the  portions  would  be  en- 
titled to  through  rates  under  transit  rules,  the  other  portions  being  sub- 
ject to  full  carload  rates  from  transit  point  as  provided  for  in  Rules  14 
and  15.    (Ruling  by  Commissioners  Mayfield  and  Colquitt.) 

Rule  7.  Stop-over  Charge. — When  the  stopping  point  is  in  the  direct 
route  between  original  shipping  point  and  final  destination,  formed  by  or 
in  connection  with  the  line  upon  which  the  grain,  etc.,  originates,  there 
shall  be  no  extra  charge  for  stop-over  privileges,  except  in  the  case  of 
com.  oats  and  other  articles  taking  same  rates,  which  will  be  subject  to 
a  charge  of  $2  per  car  in  addition  to  the  freight  rate  applying  from  original 
shipping  point  to  final  destination. 
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Ruling:  The  stop-over  charge  of  $2  shall  be  collected  on  each  inbound 
car  Into  stopping  point.    (Circular  No.  2659,  effective  October  3,  1907.) 

Rule  8.  Additional  Charge  When  Transit  Station  Is  Not  In  Direct  Route. 
— In  case  the  stopping  point  is  not  in  the  direct  route  between  original 
shipping  point  and  final  destination,  formed  by  or  in  connection  with  the 
line  upon  which  the  grain,  etc.,  originates,  the  combined  mileage  to  and 
from  stopping  point  shall  be  employed  to  determine  the  through  rate  ap- 
plicable. If  the  rate  applying  from  the  original  shipping  point  to  final 
destination  is,  in  such  case,  equal  to  the  maximum  rate  prescribed,  then 
a  charge,  additional  to  the  freight  rate  applicable  and  other  charge  pro- 
vided in  Rule  7,  shall  be  made  for  the  additional  distance  traversed  in 
the  movement  to  and  from  stopping  point,  as  follows: 

For  50  miles  and  less,  1  cent  per  100  pounds. 

For  75  miles  and  over  50  miles,  2  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  100  miles  and  over  75  miles,  2  1/2  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  125  miles  and  over  100  miles,  3  cents  per  100  pounds. 

The  stop-over  privilege  herein  provided  shall  not  be  available  when 
such  additional  distance  is  greater  than  125  miles. 

Exceptions:  (a)  Where  the  stop-over  point  is  located  on  the  Galves- 
ton, Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio  Railway,  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Rail- 
road, Houston  East  &  West  Texas  Railway  or  Texas  &  New  Orleans  Rail- 
road, and  only  when  such  line  or  lines  haul  shipments  into  such  stop-over 
point,  the  following  "Out  of  Direct  Route**  charge  will  be  observed: 

For  distances  over  125  to  208  miles,  six  (6)  cents  per  100  pounds. 
(Circular  No.  2862,  effective  August  20,  1908.) 

Ruling  (Circular  No.  3035,  March  4,  1909) :  The  Railroad  Commission 
of  Texas  having  been  informed  that  Stopping-in-Transit  Rule  8  is  not, 
with  respect  to  extra  service  distances  and  charges,  being  applied  in  all 
cases  as  intended  by  this  Commission  and  in  accordance  with  its  rulings, 
hereby  rules  that  the  extra  service  as  referred  to  in  said  rule  is  the  dif- 
ference between  the  distance,  from  origin  to  final  destination,  via  or  over 
the  lines  actually  hauling  the  shipment  to  and  from  stopping  point,  and 
the  distance  over  such  lines  via  or  through  the  junction  points  of  the 
same  making  the  shortest  distance,  via  such  lines,  from  origin  to  final 
destination. 

Rule  9.  Application  of  Reduced  Rates. — When  through  rates  are  re- 
duced such  reduced  rates  are  to  be  applied  on  transit  shipments  only  upon 
presentation  of  freight  bills  showing  that  the  property  was  forwarded 
from  the  initial  station  after  the  date  of  reduction.  If  forwarded  from 
the  initial  station  prior  thereto,  the  higher  rate  to  govern. 

Rule  10.  Application  of  Advanced  Rates. — Shipments  originating  prior 
to  date  of  advance  in  through  rates  will  take  the  rate  effective  on  date 
of  shipment  from  point  of  origin. 

Rule  11.  Elevator  Charges. — In  the  movement  of  grain  through  ele- 
vators no  elevator  charges  shall  be  allowed  or  paid  out  of  the  rate  of  car- 
riage. 

Rule  12.  Charge  for  Switching  or  Drayage  to  and  from  Elevators,  etc. 
— When  shipments  of  grrain,  etc.,  are  placed  in  an  elevator,  warehouse  or 
other  place  of  storage  at  stopping  point,  not  reached  by  the  tracks  of  the 
initial  line,  the  expense  incurred  in  moving  such  shipments  from  and  re- 
turning them  to  the  initial  line  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  or  shipper. 

Rule  13.  Time  Limit. — Commodities  must  be  reshipped  within  six 
months  from  the  time,  per  paid  freight  bill,  received  at  transit  station. 
If  held  longer  than  said  time,  the  freight  bills  for  transit  purposes  are  null 
and  void  and  local  rate  will  apply  from  transit  station. 

Rule  14.  Weights. — Cars  may  be  loaded  to  maximum  carrying  capacity, 
provided  that: 

(a)  Full  local  carload  rates,  from  transit  stations,  shall  be  assessed  on 
all  weight  shipped  in  excess  of  that  shown  on  the  inbound  freight  bills. 

(b)  Any  excess  of  weight  shown  by  inbound  freight  bills  over  weight 
of  shipment  from  transit  station,  may  stand  credited  and  be  applied  against 
subsequent  shipments. 

(c)  When  a  shipment  of  shelled  or  threshed  corn,  milo  maize  or  Kaffir 
com,  or  the  products  of  such  grain,  is  tendered,  which  is  a  reshipment  of 
such  grain  that  came  into  the  transit  station  in  the  ear  or  head,  and  the 
original  bill  of  lading  and  paid  freight  bill  have  been  surrendered  for 
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the  purpose  of  reshipping,  it  will  be  proper  to  reduce  the  weight  of  the 
inshlpmen  20  per  cent,  freight  charges  accordingly,  on  the  ear  corn,  milo 
maize  or  Kaffir  corn.  This  reduction  is  an  allowance  for  cobs  and  waste, 
but  must  not  decrease  the  weight  of  the  inshipment  below  the  established 
minimums  except  where  the  original  car  was  loaded  to  full  capacity,  in 
which  case  a  reduction  of  20  per  cent  will  be  allowed  irrespective  of  mini- 
mum.   (Circular  No.  3525,  effective  September  15,  1910.) 

Further,  should  the  weight  of  the  shelled  corn  or  product  be  greater 
than  80  per  cent  of  the  inshipment  of  ear  corn,  the  excess  weight  over  80 
per  cent  will  be  charged  for  at  the  flat  local  carload  rate  from  shelling 
point,  unless  such  excess  is  represented  by  another  surrendered  freight  bill 

Rule  15.  Mixed  Car  Lots. — (a)  When  cars  contain  mixed  lots  the  for- 
warding agent  at  transit  station  must  take  up  freight  bills  representative 
(see  Rule  19)  of  each  kind  of  article  loaded.  If  such  freight  bills  are  not 
surrendered  by  shippers,  not  less  than  full  carload  rate  from  transit 
station  must  be  charged  on  the  actual  weight  of  such  lots  as  are  not 
covered  by  a  representative  freight  bill. 

(b)  When  car  contains  mixed  lots  of  the  prescribed  minimum  weight 
or  more,  the  actual  weight  of  each  kind  of  article  shall  be  rebilled  at 
Buch  balance  as  will  preserve  not  less  than  the  carload  rate  through  from 
each  point  of  origin.    (Circular  No.  3349,  effective  March  31,  19X0.) 

(c)  When  the  cars  contain  mixed  lots  of  less  than  the  prescribed 
minimums,  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  (a)  and  (b)  will  apply,  except- 
ing that  the  weight  of  the  lot  taking  the  lowest  balance  from  transit  sta- 
tion will  be  increased  an  amount  sufficient  to  preserve  the  prescribed 
minimum  weight.    (Circular  No.  3349,  effective  March  31,  1910.) 

Rule  16.  Way-Billing  to  Transit  Station. — Shipments  must  be  way- 
billed  to  transit  station  at  rate  provided  on  local  bill  of  lading. 

Rule  17.  Issuance  and  Identification  of  Freight  Bills. — Agents  at  stop- 
ping point  in  issuing  freight  bill  covering  charges  on  the  shipment  of 
grain,  etc.,  received,  must  affix  his  office  stamp  on  the  same  as  a  means 
of  future  identification,  and  make  notation  showing  to  whom  shipment 
is  actually  delivered,  or  for  whose  account  stored.  If  legitimate  transfer 
is  accomplished  later,  endorsement  to  that  effect  must  also  be  made  on 
freight  bill. 

Rule  18.  Transfer  of  Freight  Bills,  etc. — Transfer  of  freight  bills,  ele- 
vator tickets  or  bills  of  lading  (excepting  shfpper's  order  bill  of  lading) 
is  permissible,  but  the  same  must  be  by  formal  assignment  or  order; 
endorsements  in  blank  must  not  be  accepted.  The  freight  bills  must  be 
representative  of  the  property.  When  tonnage  is  transferred  from  one 
elevator  to  another,  or  from  elevator  to  a  mill,  the  freight  bills  therefor 
must  bear  endorsement  showing  such  transfer.  This  endorsement  to  in- 
clude such  information  as  will  constitute  a  complete  record  by  which 
the  actual  movement  of  the  grain  cah  be  traced. 

Rule  19.  Surrendering  Freight  Bills. — Paid  freight  bill  covering  charges 
to  transit  stations,  representative  of  outshipment  (i.  e.,  ear  corn  freight 
bill  for  shelled  corn,  etc.),  must  be  surrendered.  The  idea  is,  the  identity 
of  the  traffic,  from  origin  through  to  destination,  must  be  preserved  to 
the  extent  of  permitting  transit  privileges  on  shipments  from  elevaors,  etc.» 
only  on  freight  bills  covering  shipments  actually  unloaded  into  said  ele- 
vators, etc.,  previous  to  date  of  outloading.  It  should  be  understood  that 
the  freight  bills  surrendered  must  bear  date  prior  to  that  of  the  out- 
billing.  In  cases  where  the  owners  of  grain,  etc.,  have,  through  owner- 
ship or  lease,  more  than  one  elevator  or  warehouse  at  transit  point, 
located  on  the  same  railroad  or  on  railroads  under  the  same  manage- 
ment and  control,  exchange  of  inbound  billing  between  said  elevators  or 
warehouses  is  permissible.     (Circular  No.  3588,  effective  November  10, 


Ruling  as  to  unloading  shipifients:  It  appearing  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Texas,  that,  in  many  instances,  shippers  are  demanding  and 
obtaining  stopping-in-transit  privileges  on  grain,  hay  and  other  commod- 
ities subject  to  transit  rules,  when*the  shipments  are  not  actually  un- 
loaded into  warehouses,  elevators  or  other  places  of  storage  as  provided 
for  by  the  rules,  the  C^oihmission  hereby  gives  notice  to  railroad  com- 
panies and  shippers  that  shipments  not  actually  unloaded  are  not  en- 
titled to  transit  privileges  under  said  rules;  provided,  however,  that  when

shipper  at  transit  point  has  received  two  carloads  of  same  commodity, 
has  paid  freight  thereon  to  stopping  point  and  is  ready  to  forward  them 
to  destinations,  and  wishes  to  exchange  the  in-bound  expense  hills  in 
adjustment  of  charges  on  these  shipments,  the  actual  unloading  require- 
ment may  be  waived.    (Circular  No.  3093,  effective  May  17,  1909.) 

Milling-in-Transit. 

Rule  1.  Definition  of  Transit  Privileges. — Transit  privileges  upon  grain 
and  grain  products  shall  be  understood  to  mean  the  stopping  for  milling 
en  route  to  final  destination. 

Rule  2.  Commodities  Entitled  to  Transit  Privileges. — Barley,  bran, 
shorts,  corn,  corn  chops,  flour  (wheat,  rye  and  corn),  grain  screenings, 
grits,  hominy,  rye,  hominy  feed,  meal,  mill  feed,  oats,  wheat,  Kaflflr  corn, 
milo  maize,  alfalfa,  speltz  and  mixed  stock  feed  composed  of  the  products 
of  barley,  rye,  wheat,  corn,  oats,  Kaffir  com,  milo  maize  and  hay.  (The 
percentages  of  each  product  contained  in  the  mixture,  together  with  the 
weight  in  pounds  of  each,  shall  be  printed  on  the  bag  or  other  package 
containing  the  mixture,  and  the  same  information  shall  be  shown  on  the 
bill  of  lading  for  the  shipment  from  milling  point.  (Circulars  No.  2441, 
effective  April  20;  No.  2486,  effective  September  12,  1906;  No.  2886, 
effective  October  1,  1908.  and  No.  3226,  effective  November  4.  1909.) 

Rule  3.  Limitation  of  Milling-ih-Transit  Privileges. — (a)  The  products 
of  grain  may  be  shipped  to  any  railroad  point  in  Texas  which  is  subject  to 
through  rates  from  the  point  at  which  the  grain  originates  regardless  of 
the  location  of  the  point  at  which  the  grain  originates  or  of  the  milling 
point. 

(b)  Grain,  etc.,  may  be  stopped  once  in  transit  either  before  reaching 
or  at  the  milling  point,  for  any  of  the  purposes  specified  in  Rule  1  of  the^ 
stopping-in-transit  rules,  before  being  handled  under  milling-in-transit 
rules.    (Circular  No.  3588.) 

(c)  In  the  adjustment  of  charges  on  shipments  of  grain  forwarded  to 
milling  points,  the  bills  of  lading  for  which  do  not  specify  the  final  destina- 
tion, only  the  line  actually  transporting  shipments  to  the  milling  point 
shall  take  up  and  absorb  the  charges  for  such  service,  and  issue  bills 
of  lading  for  the  movement  of  the  product  of  such  grain  to  final  destina- 
tion. 

(d)  When  grain  is  milled  at  a  junction  point  and  the  line  which  brought 
in  the  grain  does  not  handle  the  product  beyond  the  milling  point,  such 
line  shall  issue  bill  of  lading  only  for  that  portion  of  the  product  covered 
by  inbound  grain,  and  the  other  line,  via  which  the  shipment  is  forwarded, 
shall  issue  Hs  bill  of  lading  for  the  balance  of  the  carload.  (Circular  No. 
2278,  effective  July  12,  1905.) 

Ruling:  Under  Rule  3,  Subdivision  (d),  milled-in-transit  shipments 
forwarded  from  milling  point  may  be  made  up  of  the  products  of  grain 
received  at  milling  point  over  different  lines  of  railroad,  and  bills  of 
lading  on  such  mixed  outbound  cars  shall  be  issued  by  each  line  whose 
inbilling  is  used.  (Ruling  by  Commissioners  May  field  and  Storey.)  (Cir- 
cular No.  2533,  December  8,  1906.) 

Rule  4.  Milling-inTransit  Rates. — Subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter 
named  the  rate  to  be  protected  shall  be  that  in  effect  on  the  grain  product 
to  final  destination  from  point  of  origin  of  the  grain  or  from  the  milling 
point,  whichever  is  greater;  provided, 

(1)  If  any  extra  service  is  performed  in  excess  of  one  hundred  miles 
there  shall  be,  for  such  extra  service,  a  charge  of  one-half  cent  per  ton 
per  mile  in  addition  to  the  regular  rate  herein  otherwise  prescribed. 

(2)  The  extra  service,  whether  backhaul  or  indirect,  shall  be  arrived 
at  by  ascertaining  the  short  line  mileage  from  origin  of  grain  direct  to 
destination  of  product  and  subtracting  same  from  the  short  line  mileage 
from  origin  of  grain  via  milling  point.  The  difference  thus  ascertained, 
in  excess  of  one  hundred  miles,  will  represent  the  extra  service  for  which 
the  additional  charge  shall  be  made. 

( 3 )  In  no  case  shall  the  rate  be  less  than  the  regular  mileage  rates  for 
the  distance  traversed  by  the  grain  and  the  product  and  extra  service  will 
begin  only  when  the  shipment  exceeds  the  maximum  tariff  distance. 

(4)  In  no  case  shall  there  be  less  than  5  cents  per  100  pounds  added 
to  the  rate  on  the  grain  to  the  milling  point  when  the  product  moves  to 
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final  destination;  this,  of  course,  to  be  in  addition  to  the  differential  rates 
when  shipments  move  in  differential  territory. 

Exception.  The  provisions  of  Item  4  of  Rule  4,  with  respect  to  minimum 
balance  of  5  cents  per  100  pounds  from  milling  point  to  destination, 
shall  be  waived  on  shipments  of  corn  meal  and  corn  chops.  (Circular 
No.  2806,  effective  June  6,  1908.) 

Rule  5.  Applf cation  of  Reduced  Rates. — When  through  rates  are  re- 
duced such  reduced  rates  are  to  be  applied  on  transit  shipments  only  upon 
presentation  of  freight  bills  showing  that  the  property  was  forwarded  from 
the  initial  station  after  the  date  of  reduction.  If  forwarded  from  the 
initial  station  prior  thereto  the  higher  rate  to  govern. 

Rule  6.  Application  of  Advanced  Rates. — Shipments  originating  prior 
to  date  of  advance  in  through  rates  will  take  the  rate  effective  on  date 
of  shipment  from  point  of  origin. 

Rule  7.  Charge  for  Switching  or  Drayaere  to  and  from  Mills,  etc. — When 
non-competitive  grain  is  placed  in  a  mill,  warehouse  or  other  place  of 
storage  at  milling  point,  not  reached  by  the  tracks  of  the  initial  line,  the 
expense  incurred  in  moving  such  shipments  from  and  returning  them  to 
the  initial  line  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  or  shipper. 

Ruling:  It  appearing  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  there 
is  some  misunderstanding  with  respect  to  switching  charges  at  milling 
point  on  the  product  of  competitive  grain,  the  Commission  rules  that  in 
all  cases  where  the  mill  at  milling  point  is  located  on  either  of  the  lines 
forming  the  whole  or  a  part  of  one  of  the  competitive  routes  from  grain 
origin,  such  switching  charges  may  be  absorbed  by  the  railway  companies. 
Milling-in-Transit  Rule  7  was  intended  to  mean  that  shipper  or  owner 
should  pay  the  switching  charges  only  on  non-competitive  grain.  (Circu- 
lar No.  .'5094.  effective  May  17.  1909.) 

Rule  8.  Time  Limit. — Commodities  must  be  reshipped  within  six 
months  from  the  time,  per  paid  freight  bill,  received  at  milling  station. 
If  held  longer  than  said  time  the  freight  bills  for  transit  purposes  are  null 
and  void,  and  local  rate  will  apply  from  transit  station. 

Rule  9.  Weights.— Cars  may  be  loaded  to  maximum  carrying  capacity, 
provided  that: 

(a)  Pull  local  carload  rates  from  milling  stations  shall  be  assessed  on 
all  weight  snipped  in  excess  of  that  shown  on  the  inbound  freight  bills. 

(b)  Any  excess  of  weight  shown  by  inbound  freight  bills  over  weight 
of  shipment  from  milling  stations  may  stand  credited  and  be  applied 
against  subsequent  shipments. 

Rule  10.  Mixed  Car  Lots. — (a)  When  cars  contain  mixed  lots  the  for- 
warding agent  at  milling  station  must  take  up  freight  bills  representative 
(see  Rule  14)  of  each  kind  of  article  loaded.  If  such  freight  bills  are 
not  surrendered  by  shippers,  not  less  than  full  local  carload  rate  from 
milling  station  must  be  charged  on  the  actual  weight  of  such  lots  as  are 
not  covered  by  a  representative  freight  bill. 

(b)  When  car  contains  mixed  lots  of  the  prescribed  minimum  weight 
or  more,  the  actual  weight  of  each  kind  of  article  shall  be  rebilled  at  such 
balance  as  will  preserve  not  less  than  the  carload  rate  through  from  each 
point  of  origin.    (Circular  No.  3349,  effective  March  31,  1910.) 

(c)  When  the  cars  contain  mixed  lots  of  less  than  the  prescribed 
minlmums,  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  (a)  and  (b)  will  apply,  except- 
ing that  the  weight  of  the  lot  taking  the  lowest  balance  from  transit  sta- 
tion ivill  be  increased  an  amount  sufllcient  to  preserve  the  prescribed  mini- 
mum weight.    (Circular  No.  3349,  effective  March  31.  1910.) 

Note  1. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating  at 
milling  points  on  the  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  and  destined  to 
points  on  that  line,  when  loaded  in  same  car  with  products  of  grain  from 
interstate  points,  will  be  subject  to  the  local  carload  rate  from  such  mill- 
ing point  to  destination.    (Circular  No.  2578,  effective  April  10,  1907.) 

Note  2. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating  at 
milling  points  on  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Gulf  Railway  and  destined  to 
points  on  that  line,  when  loaded  in  same  car  with  products  of  grain  from 
interstate  points,  will  be  subject  to  local  carload  per  hundred  pound  rate 
from  such  milling  point  to  destination.  (Circular  No.  2592,  effective  May 
13,  1907.) 
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Note  3. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating  at 
milling  points  on  the  Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  Railway  and  destined  to 
points  on  that  line»  when  loaded  in  same  car  with  products  of  grain  from 
interstate  points,  will  be  subject  to  local  carload  per  hundred  pound  rate 
from  such  milling  point  to  destination.  (Circular  No.  2597,  effective  May 
18,  1907.) 

Note  4. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating  at 
milling  points  on  the  Galveston,  Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio  Railway,  Hous- 
ton &  Texas  Central  Railroad,  Houston  East  &  West  Texas  Railway  or 
Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad  and  destined  to  points  on  either  of  those 
lines,  when  loaded  in  same  car  with  products  of  grain  from  interstate 
points,  will  be  subject  to  the  local  carload  rate  from  such  milling  point 
to  destination.    (Circular  No.  2599,  effective  May  20,  1907.) 

Note  5. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating  at 
milling  points  on  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  of  Texas  and 
destined  to  points  on  that  line,  when  loaded  in  same  car  with  products 
of  grain  from  Interstate  points,  will  be  subject  to  the  local  carload  rate 
from  such  milling  point  to  destination.  (Circular  No.  2600,  effective  May 
22,  1907.) 

Note  6. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating  at 
milling  points  on  the  San  Antonio  &  Aransas  Pass  Railway  and  destined 
to  points  on  that  line,  when  loaded  in  same  car  with  products  of  grain 
from  Interstate  points,  will  be  subject  to  the  local  carload  rate  from  such 
milling  point  to  destination.    (Circular  No.  2601,  effective  May  23,  1907.) 

Note  7. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating  at 
milling  points  on  the  Texas  Midland  Railroad  and  destined  to  points  on 
that  line,  when  loaded  in  same  car  with  products  of  grain  from  interstate 
points,  will  be  subject  to  the  local  carload  rate  from  such  milling  point 
to  destination.    (Circular  No.  2638,  effective  August  12,  1907.) 

Note  8. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating  at 
milling  points  on  the  Pecos  &  Northern  Texas  Railway  or  Southern  Kan- 
sas Railway  of  Texas,  and  destined  to  points  on  either  of  those  lines, 
when  loaded  in  same  car  with  products  of  grain  from  interstate  points, 
will  be  subject  to  the  local  carload  rate  from  such  milling  point  to 
destination.    (Circular  No.  2644,  effective  August  26,  1907.) 

Note  9. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating  at 
milling  points  on  the  Beaumont,  Sour  Lake  &  Western  Railway  or  the 
Orange  &  Northwestern  Railroad,  and  destined  to  points  on  either  of 
said  lines,  when  loaded  in  same  car  with  products  of  grain  from  inter- 
state points,  will  be  subject  to  the  local  carload  rate  from  such  milling 
point  to  destination.    (Circular  No.  2771,  effective  March  21,  1908.) 

Note  10. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating  at 
milling  points  on  the  International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad  destined  to 
points  on  that  line,  when  loaded  in  the  same  car  with  products  of  grain 
from  interstate  points,  will  be  subject  to  the  carload  rate  from  such  mill- 
ing points  to  destination.    (Circular  No.  2817,  effective  June  16,  1908.) 

Note  11. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products  originating 
at  milling  points  on  the  Fort  Worth  &  Rio  Grande  Railway  and  St.  Louis, 
San  Francisco  &  Texas  Railway,  and  destined  to  points  on  the  Beaumont, 
Sour  Lake  &  Western  Railway,  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Gulf  Railway 
(Southern  Division),  Fort  Worth  &  Rio  Grande  Railway,  Orange  &  North- 
western Railroad,  St.  Louis,  San  Francisco  &  Texas  Railway  and  Trinity 
&  Brazos  Valley  Railway,  when  loaded  in  the  same  car  with  products  of 
grain  from  interstate  points,  will  be  subject  to  the  local  carload  rate  from 
such  milling  points  to  destination.  (Circular  No.  3150,  effective  July 
26,  1909.) 

Note  12. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products,  originating 
at  milling  points  in  Texas  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  or  the  Denlson 
&  Pacific  Suburban  Railway,  and  destined  to  points  on  those  lines  in  Texas, 
when  loaded  in  the  same  car  with  products  of  grain  from  Interstate  points, 
will  be  subject  to  the  local  carload  rate  from  such  milling  points  to  des- 
tination.   (Circular  No.  3515,  effective  August  22,  1910.) 

Note  13. — Less  than  carload  shipments  of  grain  products,  originating 
at  Weatherford,  Texas,  and  destined  to  points  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Rail- 
way west  of  Fort  Worth,  when  loaded  In  same  car  with  products  of  grain 
from  interstate  points,  will  be  subject  to  the  local  carload  rate  from 
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Weatherford  to  destination.  (Circular  No.  3615,  effective  April  10, 
1907.) 

Rule  11.  Way-billing  to  Transit  Station. — Shipments  must  be  way-billed 
to  milling  station  at  rate  provided  on  local  bill  of  lading. 

Rule  12.  Issuance  and  Identification  of  Freight  Bills. — Agent  at  mill- 
ing point  in  issuing  freight  bill  covering  charges  on  the  shipment  of  grain 
must  affix  his  office  stamp  on  the  same  as  a  means  of  future  identification, 
and  make  notation  showing  to  whom  grain  is  actually  delivered  or  for 
whose  account  stored.  If  legitimate  transfer  is  accomplished  later,  en- 
dorsement to  that  effect  should  also  be  made  on  freight  bill. 

Rule  13.  Transfer  of  Freight  Bills,  etc. — Transfer  of  freight  bills,  ele- 
vator tickets  or  bills  of  lading  (excepting  shipper's  order  bill  of  lading) 
is  permissible,  but  same  must  be  by  formal  assignment  or  order;  endorse- 
ments in  blank  must  not  be  accepted.  The  freight  bills  must  be  represen- 
tative of  the  property.  When  tonnage  is  transferred  from  an  elevator 
to  a  mill,  the  freight  bills  therefor  must  bear  endorsement  showing  such 
transfer.  This  endorsement  to  include  such  information  as  will  consti- 
tute a  complete  record  by  which  the  actual  movement  of  the  grain  can  be 
traced. 

Rule  14.  Surrender  Freight  Bills. — Paid  freight  bill  covering  charges 
to  milling  station,  representative  of  outshipment  (i.  e.,  wheat  freight  bills 
for  wheat  flour,  corn  freight  bills  for  corn  meal)  must  be  surrendered. 
The  idea  is,  the  identity  of  the  traffic  from  origin  through  to  final  destina- 
tion must  be  preserved  to  the  extent  of  permitting  transit  privileges  on 
shipments  from  mills,  etc.,  only  on  freight  bills  covering  shipments  actu- 
ally unloaded  into  said  mills,  etc.,  previous  to  date  of  outbilling.  It 
should  be  understood  that  the  freight  bills  surrendered  must  bear  dat« 
prior  to  that  of  the  outbilling. 


COTTON  SEED  AND  COTTON  SEED  PRODUCTS,  RICE  BRAN  AND  RICH 
HULLS;  ALSO  LINSEED  CAKE  AND  MEAL. 

Effective  March  10,  1899,  and  amendments  in  effect  October  31,  1910. 

Rates  to  apply  between  points  in  Texas  on  shipments  of  cotton  seed, 
cotton  seed  products,  rice  bran  and  rice  hulls,  linseed  cake  and  meal, 
mixed  stock  feed,  as  follows: 

On  cottonseed,  straight  carloads. 

On  cottonseed  cake  and  meal,  straight  or  mixed  carloads. 
On  cottonseed  ashes,  straight  carloads. 

On  cottonseed  hulls,  straight  carloads  (also  rice  bran  and  rice  hulls, 
straight  or  mixed  carloads;  authority.  Commodity  Tariff  No.  41). 

On  cottonseed  oil  and  tank  bottoms,  straight  or  mixed  carloads.  Cot- 
tonseed oil,  straight  carloads,  when  in  tank  cars,  will  be  subject  to  estim- 
ated weight  of  7  1/2  pounds  per  gallon.  (Circular  No.  3003,  effective 
February  4,  1909.) 

On  hulled  cottonseed  or  cottonseed  meats,  straight  carloads. 

On  linseed  cake  and  meal,  straight  or  mixed  carloads.  (Circular  No. 
1056,  effective  February  5,  1900.) 

Mixed  stock  feed  (not  cooked  feed),  composed  of  cottonseed  meal  and 
hulls  and  blackstrap  molasses,  in  sacks,  straight  carloads.

7.  Transit  privileges  will  not  be  allowed  oh  cottonseed  meal, 

8.  The  rules  herein  provided  governing  cottonseed  oil  refined  in  transit 
will  apply  only  when  outbound  movement  consists  of  reQned  cottonseed 
oil.    (Circular  No.  2754,  effective  March  9,  1908.) 

9.  It  should  be  understood  that  transit  privileges  as  above  are  per- 
mitted only  at  points  where  mills  are  equipped  for  and  intend  to  engage 
in  the  refining  of  oil  or  the  grinding  of  cake.

44.  International  &  Great  Northern  Railorad:  Shipments  of  cotton- 
seed oil  from  points  on  the  International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad,  or 
its  connections,  may  be  stopped  in  transit  at  points  on  the  International  & 
Great  Northern  Railroad  for  the  purpose  of  refining,  reconditioning,  in- 
spection and  barreling,  at  an  additional  charge  of  $5  per  car  when  the 
stop-over  point  is  in  direct  line  of  transit.  (Circular  No.  2854,  effective 
August  5,  1908.) 

When  the  stop-over  point  is  not  in  direct  line  of  transit  from  origin  to 
destination  or  from  junction  point  where  shipments  are  received  from 
connections,  then  a  charge  of  one-half  of  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  in 
addition  to  the  stop-over  charge  of  $5,  for  all  additional  distance  traversed 
in  excess  of  the  direct  mileage  from  point  of  origin  or  junction  point  to 
ultimate  destination  will  be  assessed.  In  no  case  shall  the  through  rate 
so  made  be  less  than  the  current  rate  applicable  from  stop-over  point  to 
destination,  and  the  weight  of  the  outbound  shipment  from  stop-over

Shipments  must  be  forwarded  from  stop-over  point  within  six  months 
from  date  of  forwarding  from  original  shipping  point  or  date  received 
from  connections  at  junction  point.  The  expense  bill  covering  the  ship- 
ment into  stopping  point  must  bear  date  prior  to  the  date  of  the  outbound 
shipment.

When  the  stop-over  point  is  not  in  direct  line  of  transit 
and  out-of-route  service  is  required,  a  charge  of  one-half  cent  per  ton 
per  mile,  in  addition  to  the  stop-over  charge,  for  such  out-of-route  or  in- 
direct service  will  be  assessed.  Time  limit  at  stop-over  point  shall  be 
ninety  days,  and  failure  to  forward  within  such  limit  will  subject  ship- 
ments to  charges  based  on  combination  of  locals  to  and  from  grinding 
points,     (Circular  No.  3032,  effective  March  5,  1909.) 

Galveston:  Shipments  of  cottonseed  cake  reaching  Galveston  via  the 
International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad  and  intended  for  export  may 
be  ground  at  mills  in  Galveston  under  regular  transit  rules.  (Circular 
No.  3143,  effective  August  1,  1909.) 

45.    Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  Company  of  Texas: 


Carload  shipments  of  cottonseed  cake  originating  at  points  on  the  Mis- 
souri, Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  of  Texas,  or  connections  (except  the  In- 
ternational &  Great  Northern  Railroad;  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Rail- 
way; San  Antonio  &  Aransas  Pass  Railway,  and  Sunset  Central  lines), 
may  be  stopped  in  direct  line  of  transit  for  the  purpose  of  grinding,  at 
an  additional  charge  of  $5.00  per  car  for  such  stop,  in  addition  to  the 
through  rate  from  point  of  origin  to  final  destination,  except  as  noted 
below: 

Rule  1.  Switching — When  shipments  of  cake  are  placed  at  a  mill  at 
stopping  point  not  reached  by  the  track  of  the  initial  line,  the  expense 
incurred  in  moving  such  shipments  from  and  returning  them  to  the  initial 
line  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  or  shippers. 

Rule  2.  Weights — Shipments  forwarded  from  grinding  stations  must 
carry  not  less  than  the  weight  of  shipment  into  grinding  stations.

Original  bills  of  lading  for  shipments  to  be  ground  in  transit 
must  be  surrendered  to  the  agent  at  the  station  where  such  shipments 
are  to  be  ground,  before  shipments  are  delivered  to  the  mill  and  will  be 
held  by  him  until  the  shipments  are  returned  to  the  railroad  for  forward- 
ing to  final  destination,  when  the  bills  of  lading  will  be  returned  to  the 
parties  from  whom  received.  Shipments  ground  in  transit  must  be 
handled  promptly  by  the  mill,  and  not  more  than  ninety  days  will  be 
allowed  from  the  tiilie  shipments  are  delivered  to  the  mill  until  they 
are  returned  to  the  railroad.  Should  shipments  not  be  returned  in  ninety 
days,  the  through  waybill  will  be  canceled  and  shipments  will  be  hauled 
and  charged  as  local  shipments  to  and  from  the  stopping  point. 
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Exception : 

A  charge  of  one-half  cent  per  ton  per  mile  will  apply  for  the  additional 
haul,  plus  a  charge  of  $5.00  per  car  for  the  stop,  in  addition  to  the 
through  rate  of  freight  from  point  of  origin  to  destination,  on  carload 
shipments  of  cottonseed  cake,  from  points  on  the  Missouri,  Kansas  & 
Texas  Railway  of  Texas,  or  its  connections  (who  are  parties  to  this  ar- 
rangement), stopped  in  transit  at  New  Braunfels  for  grinding. 

Galveston:  Shipments  of  cottonseed  cake  reaching  Galveston  via  the 
Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  of  Texas  and  intended  for  export  may 
be  ground  at  mills  in  Galveston  under  regular  transit  rules.  (Circular 
No.  3576,  effective  August  1,  1910.) 

Cottonseed  Oil. 

Carload  shipments  of  crude  cottonseed  oil,  originating  at  points  on  the 
Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  of  Texas,  or  its  connections,  may  be 
stopped  in  transit  for  the  purpose  of  refining,  at  a  charge  of  $5.00  for 
such  privilege  in  addition  to  freight  rate  from  original  point  of  shipment 
to  final  destination. 

Shipments  having  origin  at  points  on  connections  must  be  delivered  to 
the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  Company  of  Texas  at  regular  point 
of  interchange.  Shipments  must  move  in  direct  line  of  transit  except  as 
follows:  crude  oil  originating  at  points  on  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas 
Railway  of  Texas,  Hillsboro  and  north,  may  be  refined  at  any  point  on 
this  line  and  ultimate  destination  may  be  any  point  south  thereof  on  the 
Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  of  Texas,  without  additional  charge  for 
any  backhaul  that  may  be  involved. 

Time  Limit — Shipments  must  be  fdrwarded  from  stop-over  station  within 
six  months  from  date  of  forwarding  from  original  point  of  shipment.  The 
expense  bill  covering  the  shipment  into  stopping  point  must  bear  date 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  outbound  shipment.

46.  San  Antonio  &  Aransas  Pass  Railway:  Shipments  of  cottonseed 
products  from  points  on  the  San  Antonio  &  Aransas  Pass  Railway,  or  its 
connections,  may  be  stopped  in  transit  at  points  on  the  San  Antonio  & 
Aransas  Pass  Railway  at  an  additional  charge  of  $5.00  per  car  when 
stop-over  point  is  in  direct  line  of  transit  and  for  the  following  purposes: 

Cottonseed  oil  for  refining:  reconditioning,  inspection  or  barreling. 

Cottonseed  cake  for  grinding. 

When  stop-over  point  is  not  in  direct  line  of  transit  from  origin  to  des- 
tination or  from  junction  point  where  shipments  are  received  from  con- 
nections, then  a  charge  of  one-half  of  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  in  addition 
to  the  stop-over  charge  of  $5,00,  for  all  additional  distance  traversed  in 
excess  of  the  direct  mileage  from  point  of  origin  to  ultimate  destination, 
will  be  assessed.  In  no  case  shall  through  rate  be  less  than  the  current 
rate  applicable  from  the  stop-over  point  to  final  destination.  Under  op- 
eration of  this  rule  Houston  will  be  considered  in  direct  line  of  transit 
when  points  of  origin  are  Cuero  and  east,  including  stations  on  the  Waco 
Branch,  and  destination  is  west  of  Houston. 

Bills  of  lading  or  way-bills  must  not  be  issued  to  points  beyond  the 
stopping  station.  When  delivery  is  made  at  the  stopping  station,  full 
tariff  rates  up  to  that  point  shall  be  collected. 

When  shipments  are  forwarded  to  final  destination,  agent  at  stopping 
point  will  take  up  inbound  freight  bills  and  way-bill  the  shipments  to 
final  destination  at  the  difference  in  rate  plus  the  established  stop-over 
charge  and  backhaul,  if  any.  If  such  freight  bills  are  not  surrendered 
by  shippers,  full  carload  rate  from  stopping  station  must  be  charged  on 
the  actual  weigth  of  such  excess  tonnage  as  is  not  covered  by  a  repre- 
sentative freight  bill. 
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No  transit  privilege  will  be  allowed  on  cottonseed  products  unless  for- 
warded from  stop-over  point  within  following  limit  from  date  of  freight 
bill  covering  initial  movement:  Cottonseed  oil  and  commodities  taking 
same  rates,  six  months;  cottonseed  cake,  three  months.

All  switching  charges  of  non-competing  lines  at  stop-over  point  shall 
be  additional  to  rates  and  charges  prescribed  above.

47.  Galveston,  Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio  Railway  and  associated 
lines:  (a)  Shipments  of  cottonseed  products  from  points  on  the  Gal- 
veston, Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio  Railway;  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Rail- 
road; Houston  East  &  West  Texas  Railway,  and  Texas  &  New  Orleans 
Railroad,  or  their  connections,  may  be  stopped  in  transit  at  points  on 
said  above  named  lines  for  the  following  purposes,  viz.:  Cottonseed  oil 
for  refining,  reconditioning,  inspection  or  barreling,  and  cottonseed  cake 
for  grinding,  at  an  additional  charge  of  $5.00  per  car  where  stop-over 
point  is  in  direct  line  of  transit  and  destination  is  a  station  on  either 
of  the  above  named  lines,  also  when  origin  is  a  station  on  either  of  the 
above  named  lines  and  destination  point  is  beyond  said  lines.  (Circular 
No.  3201,  effective  September  18,  1909.) 

When  stoD-over  point  is  not  in  direct  line  of  transit  an  additional  charge 
of  one-half  cent  per  ton  per  mile  shall  be  added  for  all  additional  distance 
traversed.

Houston  will  be  considered  in  direct 
line  of  tran.?it  where  point  of  origin  are  on  or  south  of  a  line  drawn 
through  Calvert  and  final  destination  is  north  of  Calvert.  Houston  will 
also  be  considered  in  direct  line  of  transit  when  points  of  origin  are  on 
and  east  of  a  line  drawn  through  Flatonia  and  Cuero  and  destination  is 
west  thereof.  In  no  case  shall  the  through  rate  applied  be  less  than 
the  through  mileage  rate,  plus  the  additional  charges  when  applicable. 
Shipments  of  oil  must  be  forwarded  from  stop-over  point  within  six 
months,  and  shipments  of  meal  within  ninety  days  from  date  of  original 
shipment.     (Circular  No.  2863,  effective  August  20,  1908.) 

All  switching  charges  of  non-competitive  lines  at  stop-over  point  shall 
be  additional  to  rates  and  charges  prescribed  above.  (Circular  No,  3542, 
effective  May  10,  1909.) 

(b)  Galveston:  Shipments  of  cottonseed  cake  reaching  Galveston  via 
the  Galveston,  Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio  Railway,  and  intended  for  ex- 
port, may  be  ground  at  mills  in  Galveston  under  regular  transit  rules.

(c)  Shipments  of  cottonseed  cake  originating  at  points  on  connections 
of  the  Galveston,  Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio  Railway;  Houston  &  Texas 
Central  Railroad;  Houston  East  &  West  Texas  Railway  or  Texas  &  New 
Orleans  Railroad  and  destined  to  points  on  connections  of  those  lines, 
may  be  stopped  at  points  on  the  Galveston,  Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio 
Railway;  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad;  Houston  East  &  West  Texas 
Railway  or  Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad  for  grinding  at  an  additional 
charge  of  $5.00  per  car  in  addition  to  the  through  rate  from  origin  to 
destination.  When  the  stopping  point  is  not  in  direct  line  of  transit 
from  origin,  or  the  junction  where  shipment  is  received  from  connection, 
to  destination,  then  a  charge  of  one-half  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  in  addition 
to  the  stop-over  charge  of  $5.00,  shall  be  assessed  for  all  additional  dis- 
tance traversed  in  excess  of  the  direct  mileage  from  origin  or  junction 
point  to  destination.  In  no  case  shall  the  through  rate  applied  be  less 
than  the  through  mileage  rate  plus  the  additional  charges  when  applicable. 
Shipments  of  meal  must  be  forwarded  from  stop-over  point  within  ninety 
days  from  date  of  original  shipment.  (Circular  No.  3233,  effective  Octo- 
ber 25,  1909.) 

All  switching  charges  of  non-competitive  lines  at  stop-over  point  shall 
be  additional  to  rates  and  charges  prescribed  above,  (Circular  No.  3542, 
effective  May  10,  1909.) 
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48.  Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  Railway:  Rules  and  regulations  to  gov- 
ern the  privilege  of  "stopping  in  transit"  of  cottonseed  cake  for  grinding 
and  cottonseed  oil  for  refining,  reconditioning,  inspection  and  barreling. 

Carload  shipments  of  cake  and  oil  originating  at  points  on  the  Trinity 
&  Brazos  Valley  Railway,  or  its  connections,  may  be  stopped  at  points 
on  the  Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  Railway  at  an  additional  charge  of  $5.00 
per  car  for  the  stop,  in  addition  to  the  through  rate  from  point  of  origin 
to  final  lestination,  when  the  stop-over  point  is  in  direct  line  of  transit. 

When  the  stop-over  point  is  not  in  the  direct  line  of  transit  from  origin 
to  destination,  or  from  the  junction  where  shipments  are.  received  from 
connections,  then  a  charge  of  one-half  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  in  addition 
to  stop-over  charge  of  $5.00,  for  all  additional  distance  traversed  in  excess 
of  the  direct  mileage  from  point  of  origin  or  junction  point  to  ultimate 
destination,  will  be  assessel. 

In  no  case  shall  the  through  rate  made  be  less  than  the  current  rate 
applicable  from  stop-over  point  to  destination,  and  the  weight  of  the 
outbound  shipment  shall  not  be  less  than  the  weight  of  the  inshipment. 
Any  excess  weight  shall  pay  the  current  rate  from  stop-over  point  to  des- 
tination. Expense  bills  covering  shipment  into  stopping  point  must  bear 
date  prior  to  the  date  of  the  outbound  shipment.  Time  limit  at  stop-over 
point  will  be  ninety  days,  and  where  shipments  are  placed  in  a  mill  at  stop- 
over point  not  located  on  Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  tracks,  the  expense  in- 
curred in  moving  same  to  and  from  the  mill  shall  be  borne  by  shipper  or 
owner.

50.  Rate  on  cottonseel  oil  and  tank  bottoms,  straight  or  mixed  car- 
loads, minimum  weight  36,000  pounds  per  car,  between  Houston  or  Gal- 
veston and  Texas  City,  shall  be  five  (5)  cents  per  100  pounds.  (Circular 
No.  2852,  effective  August  1,  1908.)

52.  Fort  Worth  &  Rio  Grande  and  St.  Louis,  San  Francisco  &  Texas 
Railways:  Shipments  of  cottonseed  oil  and  cake  originating  at  stations 
on  the  above  named  lines  (except  Quanah  and  Vernon  branches)  may  be 
stopped  (oil  for  refining  and  cake  for  grinding)  at  directly  intermediate 
points  on  those  lines,  when  destined  to  the  following  points  in  connection 
with  lines  shown:

Joint  Rates. 

Rates  on  shipments  transported  over  two  or  more  lines  of  railroad  which 
are  not  under  the  same  management  and  control  shall  be  made  as  fol- 
lows: For  distances  less  than  300  miles  each  line  shall  charge  to  and 
from  point  of  interchange  the  rates  prescribed  for  local  application,  ob- 
serving 22  cents  as  maxima.

Section  3.    Transportation  of  Men  in  Charge. 
Men  in  charge  of  shipments  of  live  stock,  in  carloads,  when  belonging 
to  one  consignor,  shall  be  passed  as  follows: 

1.  Pass  one  man  in  charge  of  one  car  of  live  stock,  except  horses  and 
mules,  no  return  pass.  Pass  one  man  each  way  in  charge  of  one  car  of 
horses  and  mules. 

2.  Pass  one  man  each  way  in  charge  of  two  to  five  cars  of  live  stock, 
all  kinds. 

3.  Pass  two  men  each  way  in  charge  of  six  to  ten  cars  of  live  stock, 
all  kinds. 

4.  Pass  three  men  each  way  in  charge  of  eleven  or  more  cars  of  live 
stock,  all  kinds,  which  will  be  the  maximum  number  of  men  that  will  be 
passed  with  any  shipment  of  live  stock  from  one  shipper  in  the  same  train. 
(Circular  No.  2143,  effective  October  13,  1904.) 

5.  The  railway  company  at  point  of  origin  may,  for  the  purpose  of 
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preventing  the  abuse  of  the  privileges  herein  provided  for,  require  of  the 
shipper  or  his  agent,  a  sworn  statement  to  the  effect  that  he,  or  his  prin- 
cipal, is  the  real  owner  of  the  shipment  oftered,  and  that  the  number  of 
men,  for  which  free  passage  is  asked,  are  actually  needed  in  order  to  prop- 
erly care  for  the  same. 

6.  Return  transportation  for  men  in  charge  of  live  stock  shipments 
shall  be  good  only  when  presented  within  twenty-four  hours  of  date  of 
issue  and  for  continuous  passage  without  lay-over,  from  the  destination 
of  the  shipment  to  the  shipping  points,  and  shall  be  limited  to  fifteen  days 
from  date  of  shipment  from  original  shipping  point.  (Circular  No.  2026, 
effective  April  8,  1904.) 

7.  Each  railroad  company  shall  use  proper  methods  to  secure  the 
identification  of  parties  entitled  to  free  transportation  under  this  section. 
(Circulars  Nos.  1947  and  1949,  effective  December  10,  1903.) 

Section  4.  Application  of  Rates. 
The  rates  and  regulations  of  this  tariff  apply  on  shipments  of  live  stock, 
as  described,  when  transported  in  ordinary  stock  cars  or  stable  cars.  When 
in  palace  stock  cars  the  shipments  will  be  charged  the  customary  rental  of 
the  companies  owning  such  cars  in  addition  to  the  freight  rates  herein 
established. 

A  stable  car  is  one  having  two  gates  which  divide  its  interior  into  three 
compartments,  while  palace  cars  have  a  separate  stall  for  each  animal. 

Section  5.  Exceptions. 

1.  The  rate  between  Houston,  Galveston  and  intermediate  stations  on 
shipments  of  live  stock  subject  to  this  tariff  shall  be  5  cents  per  100  pounds, 
with  minimum  charge  of  $10  per  car. 

2.  The  rates  on  live  stock,  all  kinds,  except  horses  and  mules,  from 
stations  on  the  International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad  west  of  Houston 
to  East  Columbia,  inclusive,  shall  be,  to  Houston  5  cents  per  100  pounds, 
with  minimum  charge  of  $10  per  car,  and  to  Galveston  6  1-4  cents  per 
100  pounds,  with  minimum  charge  of  $12.50  per  car. 

3.  The  rates  on  horses  and  mules,  in  carloads,  from  points  on  the  Inter- 
national &  Great  Northern  Railroad  west  of  Houston  to  East  Columbia,  In- 
clusive, shall  be,  to  Houston  7  1-2  cents  per  100  pounds,  and  to  Galveston 
10  cents  per  100  pounds. 

4.  The  rates  on  live  stock,  all  kinds,  in  carloads,  between  Galveston  or 
Houston  and  the  following  stations  on  the  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Pe  Rail- 
way, shall  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

Areola  and  Dukes,  5  cents  per  100  pounds,  with  minimum  charge  of  $10 
per  car. 

House,  Rosenberg  and  intermediate  stations,  7  1-2  cents  per  100  pounds, 
with  minimum  charge  of  $15  per  car. 

5.  Texas  &  Gulf  Railway:  Shipments  of  live  stock  from  stations  on 
the  Texas  &  Gulf  Railway,  destined  to  Longview  Junction,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  switching  charge  of  $2.50  per  car,  in  addition  to  the  local  freight 
rates  prescribed  in  this  tariff,  when  such  shipments  are  unloaded  at  the 
stock  pens  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  at  Longview  Junction.

When  ready  to  be  forwarded  to  final  destination,  the 
entire  charge  to  concentrating  point  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  nec- 
essary in  protecting  the  through  carload  rate  from  point  of  origin  or 
concentrating  point,  whichever  is  higher,  to  final  destination,  shall  be 
refunded. 

2.  Shipments  must  be  forwarded  from  concentrating  point  within  one 
year  from  date  of  Inshipment  to  that  point,  and  the  lines  hauling  the 
shipments  to  concentrating  point  shall  issue  bills  of  lading  for  the  ship- 
ments to  final  destination  and  adjust  the  inbound  charges. 

Exception  1.  The  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  and  the  Concho, 
San  Saba  &  Llano  Valley  Railway  Companies  shall  operate  jointly  in  the 
concentration,  under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  regulations,  of  wool 
and  mohair  at  San  Angelo,  from  points  on  the  Concho,  San  Saba  &  Llano 
Valley  Railway  east  of  Miles.

Rates,  in  cents  per  100  pounds,  to  apply,  by  continuous  mileage,  on 
shipments  of  packing,  house  products,  consisting  of  meats,  beef  or  hog, 
cured  or  pickled,  in  bulk  or  in  packages;  beef  and  hog  intestines,  un- 
cleaned.  In  boxes  or  barrels;  bladders,  in  boxes  or  barrels;  cracklings; 
cottonseed  foots;  dry  weasands,  in  boxes  or  barrels;  glue  jelly,  sheet, 
flake  or  ground;  grease,  in  buckets,  tubs,  pails  or  barrels;  hair,  hogs; 
bams  and  shoulders,  in  bags,  boxes,  barrels,  crates  or  casks;  lard  oil  in 
tank  cars;  meats,  canned;  meats,  dried  or  salted,  in  boxes,  bags,  barrels, 
crates,  casks  or  bulk;  meats,  pickled,  in  glass;  neat's-foot  oil;  pigs'  feet, 
in  wood;  pigs'  feet,  packed;  pigs'  feet,  in  bulk,  to  be  loaded  and  un- 
loaded by  owner;  sausage,  canned  or  dried,  smoked  or  pickled;  casings; 
sheep  skin  trimmings,  green;  stearine;  tails  or  switches,  green;  tallow. 
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tallow  oil  and  oleo  oil;  cottonseed  cooking  oil;  tongues,  pickled  in  wood; 
tripe,  in  kegs,  barrels  or  casks;  lard  and  lard  substitutes,  in  packages  or 
tank  cars;  lard  compounds  and  lard  substitutes,  in  cans,  crocks,  buckets, 
boxes,  barrels  or  casks;  straight  or  mixed  carloads,  minimum  weight 
20,000  pounds.  (Hams,  shoulders  and  other  dried  or  smoked  meats  sepa- 
rately encased  in  canvas,  same  as  meats,  dried  or  salted.) 

Note  1. — Observe  rule  for  application  of  class  rates  when  less. 

Note  2. — Shipments  of  lard,  lard  compounds  and  lard  substitutes  in 
cans,  when  not  crated,  must  be  securely  loaded  in  cars  and  braced  to 
hold  them  in  place  in  tiers.  (Circulars  No.  3009  and  No.  3015,  effective 
February  6,  1909.) 

Note  3. — Meats  (sweet  pickled),  in  bulk,  carloads:  Gross  weights  less 
the  actual  invoice  drain  will  be  accepted;  said  tare  allowance  in  no  inr 
stance  to  exceed  5  per  cent  of  the  gross  weights  of  the  meats. 

Note  4. — Meats  (dry  salted),  in  bulk,  carloads:  Gross  weights,  less 
the  actual  tare  allowance,  will  be  accepted;  said  tare  allowance  to  in  no 
instance  exceed  2  per  cent  of  the  gross  weights  of  the  meats.  (Circular 
No.  3084,  effective  June  4,  1909.)

Joint  rates  for  the  transportation  of  carload  shipments  of  melons  and 
vegetables  over  two  or  more  lines  of  railroad,  which  are  not  under  the

2.  On  account  of  the  different  views  prevailing  as  to  proper  manner 
of  applying,  to  and  from  Galveston,  the  rates  contained  in  this  tariff, 
the  Commission  rules  that  the  mileage  rates  named  in  the  tariff  should 
apply  on  shipments  to  and  from  Galveston;  provided,  that  such  rates  shall 
not  exceed  the  rates  to  and  from  Houston  plus  three  (3)  cents  per  100 
pounds  on  less  than  carloads,  and  two  (2)  cents  per  100  pounds  on 
carload  shipments  of  melons  and  vegetables.

Rates  on  Potatoes  and  Turnips,  in  Carloads  and  Less  Than  Carloads. 

Rates  in  cents  per  100  pounds,  to  apply  on  shipments  of  potatoes  of 
all  kinds,  except  as  noted  below,  and  on  turnips  transported  between 
points  in  the  common  point  territory. 

Explanation. 

Columns  headed  No.  1  contain  rates  to  apply  on  shipments  transported 
over  a  single  line  of  railroad  or  over  two  or  more  lines  of  railroad 
which  are  under  the  same  management  and  control.  Columns  headed 
No.  2  contain  rates  to  apply  on  shipments  transported  over  two  or  more 
lines  of  railroad  which  are  not  under  the  same  management  and  control.

For  the  purpose  of  concentrating  fruits,  melons  and  vegetables  in 
order  to  make  carload  lots  of  such  commodities  for  reshipment,  the  rate 
on  any  single  line  of  railroad  for  the  transportation  of  fruits,  melons  and 
vegetables,  in  small  quantities,  to  points  of  concentration  from  points  dis- 
tant 50  miles  or  less,  shall  be  5  cents  per  100  pounds;  provided,  that 
when  reshipped  in  carload  lots  from  concentrating  points  on  the  Inter- 
national &  Great  Northern  Railroad,  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway 
of  Texas,  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad,  Houston  East  &  West  Texas 
Railway  and  Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad,  such  reshipments  shall  be 
made  over  the  respective  lines  of  the  first  movement.

When  stop-overs  are  for  the  purpose  of  unloading,  the  freight  charges 
must  be  prepaid  by  the  shipper  or  guaranteed  by  the  line  originating 
the  business.

Ruling — Potatoes  and  Turnips  Subject  to  Item  4. 

To  avoid  misinterpretation  and  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  applica- 
tion of  the  regulations  of  this  Commission,  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Texas  hereby  rules  that  potatoes  and  turnips,  rates  for  which  are  pro- 
vided in  Section  3  of  Commodity  Tariff  No.  31-A,  are  entitled  to  the 
stop-over  privilege  provided  for  fruits,  melons  and  vegetables  and  cov- 
ered by  Item  4,  Section  4  of  said  Tariff  No.  31-A,  as  it  appears  in  the 
Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  this  Commission.  (Circular  No.  2627,  ef- 
fective July  15,  1907.) 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  concentrating  less  than  carload  shipments  of 
vegetables  in  order  to  make  carload  lots  for  reshipment,  the  International

authorized  to  adopt  the  rate  of  five  (5)  cents  per  100  pounds  for  the 
transportation  of  such  shipments  from  points  on  the  Houston  &  Brazos 
Valley  Railway  to  Houston.

Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  Railway,  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  of 
Texas,  Beaumont.  Sour  Lake  &  Western  Railway,  Orange  &  North- 
western Railroad,  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Gulf  Railway,  St.  Louis, 
Brownsville  &  Mexico  Railway,  International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad, 
Rio  Grande  &  Eagle  Pass  Railway  and  Texas  Mexican  Railway,  locally 
and  Jointly,  will  be  subject  to  an  estimated  weight  of  57  pounds  per 
crate.  (Circulars  No.  2757,  effective  March  9,  and  No.  2762,  effective 
March  16,  1908.) 
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9.  For  the  purpose  of  concentrating  fruits,  melons  and  vegetables, 
in  small  quantities,  in  order  to  make  up  carload  lots  of  such  commodities 
for  shipment,  the  rate  on  the  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  to 
points  of  concentration  from  points  distant  50  miles  or  less  shall  be 
five  (5)  cents  per  100  pounds,  except  that  on  shipments  concentrated 
at  competitive  points  the  flat  local  rate  will  apply  on  the  inbound  ship- 
ments, refund  down  to  the  5-cent  rate  above  provided  for  being  made 
only  when  movement  out  of  concentrating  point  is  made  over  the  Gulf, 
Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway.  (Circular  No.  2797,  effective  May  8, 
1908.) 

10.  Carload  shipments  of  green  and  fresh  fruits,  melons  and  vege- 
tables may  be  accompanied,  on  same  train,  by  the  shipper  thereof  or  by 
the  representative  of  a  fruit  or  truck  growers'  association,  for  the  purpose 
of  caring  for  same  while  en  route  and  of  properly  marketing  the  same, 
under  the  following  conditions: 

Only  one  person  shall  accompany  a  shipment  of  one  or  more  carloads 
belonging  to  one  shipper  or  association  to  the  same  destination,  and 
such  privilege  shall  be  accorded  to  such  person  upon  the  presentation  of 
a  ticket  reading  from  origin  of  shipment  to  destination,  purchased  by 
him  at  the  regular  full  fare  adult  rate  between  the  points  named,  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  entitling  the  holder  to  free  return  transportation, 
via  the  line  or  lines  of  the  original  movement,  to  the  point  of  origin  of 
the  shipment.  Return  transportation  shall  be  good  only  over  the  line 
or  lines  that  hauled  the  shipment  and  only  on  the  first  passenger  train 
leaving  destination  after  the  issuance  thereof,  and  for  continuous  passage 
without  stop-over  from  the  destination  of  the  shipment  to  shipping  point, 
and  shall  be  limited  to  fifteen  days  from  date  of  shipment  from  original 
shipping  point.*  The  railway  company  at  point  of  origin,  for  the  purpose 
of  preventing  abuse  of  the  privilege  herein  provided,  shall  require-  of 
the  shipper  or  an  ofilcer  of  such  association  a  sworn  statement  to  the 
effect  that  he  or  such  association  is  the  real  owner  of  the  shipment  of- 
fered, and  that  the  passage  asked  for  is  actually  needed  for  the  purpose 
above  specified.  (Circular  No.  3212,  effective  October  5,  1909.) 
Section  5.  Exceptions.

and  similar  finishing  lumber,  straight  or  mixed  carloads;  staves,  heading, 
hoops  and  hoop  poles,  straight  or  mixed  carloads;  hewed  cross-ties, 
straight  carloads;  combination  wood  and  wire  fencing,  straight  carloads; 
minimum  weight  30,000  pounds  per  car;  provided,  that  when  the  actual 
weight  of  car  loaded  to  full  capacity  is  less  than  30,000  pounds,  such 
actual  weight  shall  govern.  (Circular  No.  2140,  effective  October  15, 
1904.) 

Except  that  on  sash,  doors  and  blinds,  unglazed  or  glazed  with  other 
than  plate,  leaded  or  stained  glass;  wooden  eave  troughs,  carpenters' 
mouldings,  columns  (turned),  solid  or  built-up  and  combined  wood;

When  existing  rates  are  over  twenty  (20)  but  not  exceeding  twenty-one 
and  one-quarter  (21i)  cents  per  100  pounds,  the  rate  shall  be  twenty 
(20)  cents  per  100  pounds. 

When  existing  rates  are  over  twenty-one  and  one-quarter  (21i)  but 
not  exceeding  twenty-three  (23)  cents  per  100  pounds,  the  rate  shall  be  , 
twenty-one  and  one-quarter  (21^)  cents  per  100  pounds. 

When  existing  rates  are  over  twenty-three  (23)  but  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  100  pounds,  the  rate  shall  be  twenty-two  and 
one-half  (22^)  cents  per  100  pounds. 

When  existing  rates  are  over  twenty-five  (25)  but  not  exceeding 
twenty-seven  (27)  cents  per  100  pounds,  the  rate  shall  be  twenty-three 
and  one-quarter  (23i)  cents  per  100  pounds. 

When  existing  rates  are  over  twenty-seven  (27)  but  not  exceeding 
thirty  (30)  cents  per  100  pounds,  the  rate  shall  be  twenty-four  (24)  cents 
per  100  pounds. 

When  existing  rates  are  over  thirty  (30  cents  per  100  pounds,  the  rate 
shall  be  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  100  pounds. 


The  following  adjustment  shall  apply  on  lumber  and  articles  taking 
lumber  rates  (except  lumber  for  manufacturing  purposes  as  provided  for 
In  Commodity  Tarift  No.  30-A),  carloads,  minimum  weight  30,000  pounds 
per  car,  transported  by  railroads  between  points  In  Texas:

CYPRESS  LUMBER,  ETC. 
The  rates  on  cypress  lumber  and  shingles  and  cypress  fence  posts,  in 
straight  or  mixed  carloads,  or  mixed  with  pine,  shall  be  two  ( 2 )  cents  per 
100  pounds  higher  than  the  rates  on  pine  lumber.    (Circulars  Nos.  1347 
and  1403,  effective  August  22,  1901.) 

ALLOWANCE  FOR  RAIN  AND  STAKES. 
Effective  March  21,  1907.     (Circular  No.  2569.)     When  lumber  and 
articles  taking  lumber  rates  are  loaded  on  open  cars  and  transported  be- 
tween points  in  Texas,  allowance  will  be  made  for  weight  of  stakes  as 
follows: 

For  six  stakes,  300  pounds;  eight  stakes,  350  pounds;  ten  stakes,  400 
pounds;  twelve  stakes,  450  pounds;  fourteen  stakes,  500  pounds;  sixteen 
stakes,  550  pounds. 
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An  allowance  of  not  to  exceed  500  pounds  will  be  made  on  carloads 
loaded  on  open  cars  when  rained  on  within  twenty-four  hours  prior  to 
weighing.  Railwfiy  agent  will  use  his  Judgment  in  making  proper  and 
reasonable  allowance,  not  to  exceed  above  maxima. 

The  allowance  provided  for  above  for  weight  of  stakes  and  for  wet  will 
be  deducted  from  net  scale  weights,  which  must  be  stamped  on  billing  and 
notation  made  on  billing  for  what  account  allowance  is  made;  shipments 
to  be  billed  at  the  net  weight  after  deducting  allowance  as  above. 

Ruling  on  Circular  No.  2569. 
To  avoid  misinterpretation  of  Circular  No.  2569,  issued  by  this  Com- 
mission February  28,  1907,  and  providing  for  allowance  for  rain  and 
stakes  on  shipments  of  lumber  on  open  cars,  between  points  in  Texas,  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  hereby  rules  that  the  words  "and  notation 
made  on  billing  for  what  account  allowance  is  made"  has  reference  to  the 
expense  bills  covering  such  shipments.  (Circular  No.  2671,  eftective 
September  21,  1907.) 

CREOSOTING  OR  PRESERVING-IN-TRANSIT. 

Carload  shipments  of  lumber  and  articles  taking  lumber  rates,  cross- 
ties,  piling,  fence  posts,  bridge  timbers  and  pol^s,  originating  at  points  in 
Texas,  may  be  stopped  at  points  in  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  treating 
by  creosote  or  other  wood  preserving  process  at  a  charge  of  $5  per  car  for 
the  stop  in  addition  to  the  through  rate  from  origin  to  destination;  pro- 
vided, that  when  "out  of  direct  route"  or  "backhaul"  is  involved,  a  charge 
for  same  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  i  cent  per  ton  per  mile  for  such  serv- 
ice, in  addition  to  the  regular  rate  and  stop-over  charge.  Maximum  time 
limit  at  stopping  point  will  be  nine  months.  Origin  and  treating  point 
must  be  located  on  same  line  of  road,  and  shipments  will  be  billed  locally 
to  treating  point.  Through  rate  will  be  protected  on  weight  outbound 
from  treating  point  and  stop-over  charge  assessed  on  each  outbound 
car  from  treating  point. 

This  order  will  cancel  Circulars  Nos.  2529  and  2609,  issued  December

2.  When  the  planer  is  not  in  direct  line  of  transit  as  between  the  point 
of  origin  of  the  rough  lumber  and  the  destination  of  the  dressed  lumber, 
then  the  following  charge  for  indirect  service  will  be  assessed  in  addition 
to  the  stop-over  charge  of  $5  per  car: 


25  miles  and  under  $  2.50 

40  miles  and  over  25   4.00 

50  miles  and  over  40   5.00 

60  miles  and  over  50   6.00 

75  miles  and  over  60   7.50

The  out-of-direct-line  haul  will  be  determined  as  follows:  (a)  Ascer- 
tain the  distance  via  International  &  Great  Northern  direct  from  point  of 
origin  of  the  rough  lumber  to  the  junction  at  which  the  dressed  lumber 
leaves  the  line  or  final  destination  if  the  dressed  lumber  is  destined  to  an 
International  &  Great  Northern  point,  (b)  Ascertain  the  sum  of  the  dis- 
tance (via  International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad)  from  point  of  origin 
to  the  station  at  which  planer  is  located,  and  the  distance  (via  Interna- 
tional &  Great  Northern  Railroad)  from  the  planing  point  to  the  junction 
at  which  the  dressed  lumber  leaves  the  line  or  final  destination  if  th6 
dressed  lumber  is  destined  to  an  International  &  Great  Northern  point, 
(c)  The  difference  between  the  distance  as  per  paragraph  (a)  and  the 
distance  as  per  paragraph  (b)  will  be  the  distance  for  which  the  addi- 
tional charge  will  be  made  as  per  table  above 

3.  Where  the  planer  is  not  located  on  International  &  Great  Northern 
tracks,  any  switching  charges  assessed  by  connecting  lines  for  switching 
from  International  &  Great  Northern  to  the  planer  and  return,  in  accord- 
ance with  regular  published  tariff  of  such  lines,  will  be  in  addition  to  the 
freight  rate  and  other  charges  prescribed  herein. 

4.  Shipments  should  be  billed  from  point  of  origin  to  the  point  at 
which  the  planer  is  located  at  the  local  tariff  rate  and  bills  of  lading  must 
show  the  planing  point  as  the  ultimate  destination  for  the  initial  movement. 
In  no  case  should  bills  of  lading  be  issued  consigning  the  lumber  to  a  point 
beyond  the  planer  when  shipments  are  to  be  stopped  for  the  purpose  of 
dressing. 

5.  In  case  of  change  of  rates  after  the  movement  to  the  planer  and 
before  the  shipment  goes  forward  the  rate  which  was  in  effect  at  the  time 
the  shipment  moved  into  the  planer  will  be  applied  on  the  outbound 
movement. 

6.  Shipments  of  lumber  stopped  at  planers  for  the  purpose  of  being 
dressed  must  be  reshipped  within  ninety  days  from  the  time  of  arrival  at 
the  point  at  which  the  planer  is  located.  Failure  to  reconsign  the  ship- 
ments within  ninety  days  will  subject  them  to  a  charge  based  on  combina- 
tion of  locals  to  and  from  the  planing  point. 

7.  Adjustment  of  charges  covering  the  movement  into  the  point  at 
which  planer  is  located  will  be  handled  through  Freight  Claim  Department 
in  accordance  with  Items  8,  9  and  10. 

8.  On  presentation  of  evidence  that  not  less  than  90  per  cent  of  the 
weight  of  any  given  inbound  shipments  has  been  reshipped,  a  sufficient 
amount  of  freight  charges  on  the  inbound  movement  (less  the  stop-over 
charge  and  out-of-route  penalty,  if  any),  will  be  refunded  as  will  protect 
the  through  rate  from  point  of  origin  of  the  rough  lumber  or  from  the 
planing  point,  whichever  of  the  two  may  be  the  higher. 

9.  In  case  the  weight  of  the  car  of  dressed  lumber  against  which  any 
given  inbound  expense  bill  is  used,  is  less  than  vyj  per  cent  of  the  weight  of 
the  inbound  shipments  shown  on  such  expense  bill,  refund  of  inbound 
charges  will  be  made  only  on  weight  equal  to  111  per  cent  of  weight  of  out- 
bound shipment. 

10.  No  inbound  expense  bill  may  be  used  on  more  than  one  outbound 
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car  of  lumber,  but  when  surrendered  for  refund  of  all  or  part  of  charges, 
will  be  canceled  in  its  entirety.

REFRIGERATION  TARIFF  NO.  1. 

Effective  September  20,  1905,  and  including  amendments  in  effect  Octo- 
ber 31.  1910. 

Charges,  rules  and  regulations  to  govern  in  the  refrigeration  of  carload 
shipments  of  perishable  freight,  all  kinds,  transported  by  railroads  be- 
tween points  in  Texas. 

Section  1.  Explanation. — The  following  charges  in  dollars  per  car  shall 
be  made  by  railroad  companies  for  refrigerating  carload  shipments  of 
perishable  freight  between  points  in  Texas,  these  charges  to  cover  entire 
refrigeration  at  point  of  origin  and  such  re-icing  as  is  necessary  between 
origin  and  destination:

Section  2,  Exceptions. 
1.    Any  and  all  shippers,  who  may  prefer  icing  the  cars  at  point  of 
origin  at  their  own  expense,  shall  be  accorded  that  privilege,  but  the 
carrier  shall,  when  necessary,  re-ice  the  same  in  transit,  collecting  from 
consignee  the  actual  cost  of  the  ice  used  in  such  re-icing. 

Section  3,  General  Rules. 

1.  Railroad  companies  shall  in  all  cases  where  perishable  freights  are 
to  be  shipped  in  carload  quantities  between  points  in  Texas,  upon  due 
notice  or  order  of  shippers  therefor  supply  the  necessary  refrigerator  cars 
in  which  such  shipments  are  to  be  loaded,  whether  the  same  are  to  be 
refrigerated  by  them  or  by  the  shipper. 

2.  A  charge  of  $5  per  car  shall  be  made  for  efich  twenty-four  hours 
delay  or  part  thereof  caused  by  shippers  in  excess  of  the  first  twenty-four 
hours  after  a  car  is  iced  and  placed  for  loading. 

This  rule  shall  apply  only  to  the  St.  Louis,  San  Francisco  &  Texas  Rail- 
way; Fort  Worth  &  Rio  Grande  Railway;  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Gulf 
Railway;  International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad;  Galveston,  Harrisburg 
&  San  Antonio  Railway;  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad;  Houston  East 
&  West  Texas  Railway;  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway;  San  Antonio  &  Aransas 
Pass  Railway;  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway;  Missouri,  Kansas  & 
Texas  Railway  of  Texas;  Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad;  St.  Louis,  Brown- 
ville  &  Mexico  Railway;  Gulf  &  Interstate  Railway  of  Texas;  St.  Louis 
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Southwestern  Railway  of  Texas,  and  Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  Railway. 
(Circulars  No.  2436,  effective  April  1,  1906;  No.  2473,  effective  June  30, 
1906;  No.  2739,  effective  February  19;  No.  2809,  effective  June  5, 
and  No.  2814,  effective  June  12,  1908.)  Texas  &  Gulf  Railway  (Circular 
No.  3470,  effective  July  1,  1910). 

3.  A  charge  of  $5  per  car  for  re-icing  shall  be  made  for  each  twenty- 
four  hours  or  part  thereof  at  first  destination  when  cars  are  re-consigned 
after  reaching  such  first  destination,  also  at  stop-over  points  where  cars 
are  stopped-in-transit  to  finish  loading  or  for  partial  unloading;  provided, 
that  such  re-icing  is  made  necessary  by  reason  of  such  re-consignment 
or  stop-over.    (Circular  No.  3360,  effective  April  15,  1910.) 

4.  The  cost  of  stripping,  cleating  and  bracing  carload  shipments  of 
fruits,  melons  and  vegetables,  including  the  cost  of  the  material  used 
therefor,  shall  be  borne  by  the  shipper  or  owner.  (Circulars  Nos.  3460 
and  3467,  effective  June  29,  1910.)

Rates 
from  or  to  points  in  differential  territory  shall  be  made  by  using  current 
fifth-class  differentials  in  connection  with  the  above  named  rates. 

Whisky,  etc. 

Circular  No.  1259,  effective  January  10,  1901,  and  as  amended  by  Cir- 
cular No.  1355,  effective  May  23,  1901. 

Rates  on  whisky,  alcohol,  cologne  spirits,  wines  and  other  alcoholic  or 
intoxicating  liquors  in  wood  or  glass,  any  quantity: 

To  points  in  common  point  territory,  from  Galveston,  59  cents,  and 
from  Houston,  52  cents  per  100  pounds.  The  rate  of  52  cents  to  apply  from 
Houston  shall  be  the  maximum  rate  between  all  points  in  common  point 
territory,  except  as  provided  for  Galveston.  Rates  to  points  in  differential 
territory  shall  be  made  by  employing  current  class  differentials,  under  rules 
governing  same,  in  connection  with  the  rates  above  specified. 

Ruling. — Referring  to  Circulars  Nos.  1259  and  1355,  issued  by  this  Com- 
mission January  7  and  May  23,  1901,  and  naming  rates  on  "whisky,  alco- 
hol, cologne  spirits,  wines  and  other  alcoholic  or  intoxicating  liquors,  in 
wood  or  glass,  any  quantity,"  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  hereby 
rules  that  the  provisions  of  said  circular  were  not  intended  to  and  do  not 
apply  on  "beer,  ale,  porter  and  stout."  (Circular  No.  2042,  effective  April 
5,  1904.) 

Wire,  Nails,  etc. 

In  view  of  the  existing  rates  on  wire,  nails  and  articles  taking  same  rates, 
in  straight  or  mixed  carloads,  from  St.  Louis  and  other  interstate  points 
to  Paris,  Texas,  which  creates  a  discrimination  against  other  points  in 
Texas,  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  acting  under  the  authority  con- 
ferred upon  it  by  law,  hereby  orders  and  directs  that  for  the  transportation 
by  railroads  between  points  in  Texas  of  wire  (iron  and  steel),  barbed,  cop- 
pered, galvanized,  painted  or  plain;  woven  wire  field  fencing,  poultry  net- 
ting wire,  wire  hoops,  hay  bale  ties,  nails,  spikes  and  staples,  straight  or 
mixed  carloads,  minimum  weight  30,000  pounds,  the  rate  between  points 
in  common  point  territory  shall  be  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  100  pounds, 
except  where  current  class  rates  are  less.  And  that  to  or  from  points  in 
differential  territory  fifth-class  differential  rates  shall  be  added  under  the 
rules  governing  the  application  of  class  differential  rates.  (Circular  No. 
2031,  effective  March  24,  1904.) 

Woven  wire  concrete  reinforcement,  in  straight  carloads  or  mixed  with 
the  articles  above  enumerated,  locally  between  points  on  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  and  jointly  between  points  on  that  line  and  points  on  the 
International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad;  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Pe  Rail- 
way; Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad;  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad 
and  Houston  East  &  West  Texas  Railway,  also  locally  between  points  on 
the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  of  Texas,  will  be  subject  to  the  rate 
above  provided.    (Circular  No.  3125,  effective  June  30,  1909.) 

Woven  wire  concrete  reinforcement,  in  straight  carloads  or  mixed  with 
the  articles  above  enumerated,  locally  and  jointly  between  points  on  the 
International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad;  Rio  Grande  &  Eagle  Pass  Rail- 
way; Beaumont,  Sour  Lake  &  Western  Railway;  Orange  &  Northwestern 
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Railroad;  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  RailT^ay;  Galveston,  Harrisburg  ^ 
San  Antonio  Railway;  Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad;  Houston  &  Texas 
Central  Railroad;  Houston  East  &  West  Texas  Railway;  Fort  Worth  &

The  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  having  been  advised  that  some  doubt 
exists  among  some  railroad  companies  of  the  State  as  to  the  proper  rate  to 
be  applied  on  wire  cloth  or  woven  wire  cloth,  in  carloads,  transported  be- 
tween points  in  Texas,  the  Commission  rules  that  "wire  cloth"  or  "woven 
wire  cloth,"  iron  or  steel,  carloads,  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Circular 
No.  2031,  issued  by  this  Commission  under  date  of  March  22,  1904.  (Cir- 
cular No.  3017'.) 

Common  Window  Glass,  Sash,  Doors,  Blinds,  etc.,  Carloads. 
In  view  of  the  existing  rates  on  common  window  glass,  also  on  sash, 
doors,  blinds,  wooden  eave  troughs,  carpenters'  mouldings,  etc.,  carloads, 
from  Interstate  points  to  points  in  Texas,  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Texas,  acting  under  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  law,  hereby  orders 
and  directs  that  for  the  transportation  by  railroads  between  points  in 
Texas  of  common  window  glass,  carloads,  minimum  weight  36,000  pounds 
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the  rate  shall  not  exceed  seven  (7)  cents  per  100  pounds  between  points 
in  common  point  territory,  with  fifth-class  differentials  added  on  ship- 
ments to,  from  or  between  points  in  differential  territory,  under  the  rules 
governing  the  application  of  class  differentials. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  on  blinds,  doors  and  sash,  unglazed  or  glazed, 
with  other  than  plate,  leaded  or  stained  glass,  wooden  eave  troughs,  car- 
penters' mouldings,  columns  (turned),,  solid  or  built-up  and  combined 
wood,  cornice  brackets,  wainscoting,  hand  rails,  balusters,  manufactured 
of  soft  lumber,  straight  or  mixed  carloads,  minimum  weight  24,000 
pounds  per  car  (glazed  sash  to  have  surface  protected  by  boards  not  less 
than  three-eights  of  an  inch  in  thickness)  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  ten 
(10)  cents  per  100  pounds  between  points  in  common  point  territory; 
Class  D  differentials,  to  be  added,  under  rules  governing  application  of 
class  differentials,  on  shipments  to,  from  or  between  points  in  differen- 
tial territory.    (Circular  No.  3176,  effective  August  26,  1909.) 

Loading  Charges  at  Texas  Ports. 
Under  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  law  it  is  ordered  by  the  Rail- 
YoBid  Commission  of  Texas  that  all  railroad  companies  and  receivers  op- 
erating lines  of  railway  to  the  ports  on  the  Gulf  Coast  of  Texas  be  and 
they  are  hereby  ordered  and  required,  from  and  after  this  date  and  un- 
til further  notice  from  this  Commission,  to  absorb  the  customery  and 
recognized  loading  charges  at  such  ports  on  foreign  and  domestic  traffic 
reaching  such  ports  by  water  and  destined  to  injterior  points  in  Texas, 
and  handled  from  such  ports  on  the  basis  of  the  authorized  carload  rates 
applying  from  such  ports  to  destination,  such  absorption  to  be  made  in 
all  cases  and  with  respect  to  all  commodities  where  it  has  heretofore, 
prior  to  April  12,  1910,  been  the  custom  of  such  railroad  companies  and 
receivers  to  absorb  such  loading  charges.  (Circular  No.  3397,  effective 
April  29,  1910.) 

Equipment,  etc.,  to  Camp  Mabry,  Austin  and  Leon  Springs,  Account  of 
Army-Militia  Maneuvers. 
In  view  of  the  near  approach  of  the  advertised  dates  for  the  Army- 
Militia  maneuvers  to  be  held  at  Leon  Springs,  Texas,  from  August  3rd  to 
13th,  1910,  and  the  mobilization  therefor  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  at 
Camp  Mabry  and  Austin,  and  the  fact  that  satisfactory  rates  of  freight  for 
the  transportation  of  military  equipment,  etc.,  to  be  used  at  said  maneuvers 
have  not  been  established  by  the  railroad  companies  operating  in  this 
State,  and  the  necessity  for  the  immediate  establishment  of  such  rates, 
it  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  that  the  fol- 
lowing regulations,  hereby  prescribed  and  adopted  by  said  Commission,  be 
observed  and  applied  by  all  railroad  companies  and  receivers  operating 
lines  of  railroad  in  this  State,  for  the  transportation  of  such  military  equip- 
ment, etc.,  from  points  in  this  State,  at  which  the  same  are  tendered  for 
shipment,  to  Camp  Mabry,  Austin  and  Leon  Springs,  as  follows: 
On  horses,  cavalry  and  camp  equipment,  carloads  to  Austin ' 

and  Camp  Mabry: 
On  horses,  cannon,  artillery  and  camp  equipment,  carloads,  to 

Leon  Springs:  One-half 
On  camp  supplies,  stores,  tents,  wagons,  etc.,  carloads  and  less  \  tariff 
than  carloads,  from  Austin  to  Leon  Springs  and  return:  rate. 
On  horses,  cavalry,  cannon,  artillery  and  camp  equipment,  car- 
loads, from  Leon  Springs  to  Austin  and  points  of  original 
shipment: 

(Circular  No.  3488,  effective  July  25,  1910,  expires  August  20,  1910.) 

Salt. 

In  view  of  the  reduced  rates  on  salt,  carloads,  from  Hutchinson  and 
other  salt  producing  points  in  Kansas  to  points  on  the  Southern  Kansas 
Railway  of  Texas,  the  Pecos  &  Northern  Texas  Railway  and  the  Amarillo 
and  Mexico  Divisions  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Gulf  Railway,  which 
creates  a  discrimination  against  shippers  of  salt  from  Texas  producing 
points,  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  acting  under  the  authority  con- 
ferred upon  it  by  law,  hereby  orders  and  directs  that,  for  the  transporta- 
tion by  railroads,  of  salt,  carloads,  from  Texas  producing  points  to  points 
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on  the  Mexico  and  Amarillo  Divisions  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Gulf  Railway;  the  Pecos  &  Northern  Texas  Railway,  and  the  Southern 
Kansas  Railway  of  Texas,  the  rate  shall  be  fourteen  (14)  cents  per  100 
pounds.  Rates  at  intermediate  points  not  to  be  affected.  (Circular  No. 
3407,  effective  May  15,  1910.) 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  Circular  No. 
3407,  issued  by  this  Commission  under  date  of  May  4,  1910,  and  naming 
emergency  rate  of  14  cents  per  100  pounds  on  salt,  in  carloads,  from  Texas 
producing  points  to  points  on  the  Southern  Kansas  Railway  of  Texas; 
Pecos  &  Northern  Texas  Railway,  and  the  Mexico  and  Amarillo  Divisions 
of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Gulf  Railway,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
withdrawn  and  canceled,  effective  as  follows:

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  under  Section  8  of  an  Act  creating  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  Texas, .  passed  at  the  Regular  Session  of  the 
Twenty-second  Legislature,  and  approved  April  3,  1891,  the  changing 
of  any  classification  or  subdivision  of  freight  or  property  or  the  changing 
of  any  rates  in  force  on  and  after  this  date,  without  notice  to  and  consent 
of  the  Commission  is  unlawful,  and  subjects  the  railroad  so  doing  to 
the  penalty  provided  In  Section  18  of  the  act  aforesaid. 

All  applications  for  a  change  in  rates  must  be  signed  by  the  general 
or  assistant  general  freight  agent  desiring  the  change. 

Applications  for  a  change  in  joint  rates  must  be  signed  by  the  general 
or  assistant  general  freight  agent  of  each  road  interested. 

Changes  of  rates  approved  by  the  Commission  take  effect  on  the  day 
specified  in  the  order  of  approval,  not  less  than  ten  days  from  date  of 
filing  the  application  in  this  office,  and  must  be  posted  as  effective  on 

that  date.   

FREE  TRANSPORTATION. 

Circulars  No.  565,  of  January  11,  and  No.  605,  of  April  2,  1898: 
Relating  to  free  transportation  account  of  ministers  of  religion,  railroad 
employes,  etc. 

Applications  to  railway  companies  for  free  transportation  of  persons, 
or  reduced  freight  rates  for  ministers  of  the  gospel,  or  railroad  employes, 
or  for  any  other  person  on  account  of  their  avocation  or  calling  in  life 
should  not  be  forwarded  to  this  Commission  for  consideration.

3d.  When  household  goods  or  other  effects  have,  by  reason  of  long 
use,  decreased  in  value,  or  when  it  is  necessary  to  meet  wagon  haul 
or  water  competition,  the  Commission  can  authorize  reduced  rates  on 
such  property,  but  in  no  case  are  we  authorized  to  consider  the  avocation 
of  a  shipper  in  fixing  the  freight  rate. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  in  all  cases 
where  it  is  agreed  by  and  between  railroad  companies  in  this  State  and

&  G.  tracks  at  that  point,  on  carload  freight  destined  to  or  from  New

General  Rules.  . 

1.  The  service  of  switching  shall  include  the  movement  of  a  car  loaded 
in  one  direction  and  empty  in  the  opposite  direction.  When  a  car  is 
loaded  when  being  switched  in  both  directions  a  switching  charge  shall 
be  made  for  each  movement. 

2.  Railroad  companies  shall  maintain  at  all  points  where  switching  is 
necessary,  adequate  force  and  equipment  to  perform  such  service  with 
reasonable  dispatch,  and  shall  switch  all  cars  in  the  order  of  date  and 
time  in  which  the  cars  are  tendered  to  them  for  such  service.  A  rail- 
road company  requiring  switching  service  to  be  performed  by  a  connecting 
line  shall  place  the  cars  to  be  so  moved  at  a  proper  point  of  connection, 
and  then  notify  such  connecting  line  of  Ihe  fact,  furnishing  a  list  of  the 
cars  and  specifying  the  exact  points  to  and  from  which  they  are  to  be 
switched. 

3.  It  appearing  that  there  is  some  misunderstanding  as  to  authority 
for  absorbing  switching  charges  on  competitive  business,  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Texas  rules  that  on  such  business,  that  is  to  say,  on  busi- 
ness originating  at  a  Junction  point  from  which  a  line  or  lines  of  rail- 
road can  haul  shipment  to  destination  and  make  delivery  to  consignee, 
whose  place  of  delivery  is  on  or  reached  by  said  line,  the  other  line  or 
lines  of  railroad  handling  business  from  such- Junction  points  to  such  des- 
tinations, for  consignees  whose  places  for  delivery  are  located  as  stated, 
must  absorb  the  switching  charges  necessary  in  making  the  delivery. 

This  ruling  is  not  intended  to  affect  shipments  handled  in  connection 
with  the  Fort  Worth  Belt  Railway.  (Circular  No.  1836,  effective  June 
3,  1903.) 

Section  2.  Drayage. 

Railroad  companies  shall  not  in  any  case  assume,  either  whole  or  in 
part,  the  cost  of  draying  freight  from  or  to  their  depots  at  points  where 
the  shipments  originate  or  at  destination,  but  they  may  assume  such 
cost  in  transferring  through  shipments  at  Junction  points  in  the  route  to 
destination,  in  cases  where  the  transfer  of  the  freight  in  cars  over  the 
rails  is  Impracticable,  or  where  the  transfer  by  drayage  at  such  Junction 
points  is  more  expeditious;  provided,  however,  that  this  rule  shall  not 
be  construed  as  canceling  any  of  the  provisions  set  forth  in  Circular  No. 
199  (which  was  made  permanently  effective  by  an  order  contained  in 
Circular  No.  399,  of  March  24,  1897.)

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SWITCHING  CARS  AT  BRYAN. 


No.  335.  The  Business  League  of  Bryan,  Texas,  vs.  The  Houston  & 
Texas  Central  Railroad  Company  and  the  International  &  Great  Northern 
Railroad  Company.  Before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  August 
Term,  A.  D.  1902. 

This  cause  being  called  for  trial  August  19,  1902,  in  pursuance  of  legal 
notice  given,  and  the  parties  hereto  being  present  by  their  respective 
representatives,  announced  ready  for  trial.  And  after  hearing  the  evi- 
dence adduced  and  argument  of  counsel  it  is  found  by  the  Commission 
that  the  railroads  of  each  of  said  railroad  companies  enter  and  pass 
through  the  town  of  Bryan,  and  that  each  of  said  railroad  companies 
have  their  depots,  buildings  and  tracks,  other  than  their  main  line 
tracks,  and  depot  switches  in  said  town,  upon  which  they  unload  cars 
arriving  at  Bryan  over  their  own  lines,  and  that  each  of  said  railroad 
companies  have  heretofore  and  are  still  refusing  to  switch  loaded  cars 
to  their  said  unloading  tracks  when  such  cars  arrive  at  Bryan  over  the 
road  of  the  other  railroad  company — that  is,  when  loaded  cars  arrive  at 
Bryan  over  the  International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad,  consigned  to  a 
wholesale  or  other  merchant  or  like  industry  on  or  adjoining  the  unloading 
tracks  of  the  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad  in  Bryan,  said  Houston 
&  Texas  Central  Railroad  Company  refuses  to  receive  and  switch  such 
cars  to  its  usual  place  of  unloading  such  loaded  cars  consigned  to  such 
merchants  or  business  institutions  at  Bryan  Texas;  and  that  the  Inter- 
national &  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company  refuses  to  do  like  switch- 
ing service  of  such  loaded  cars  when  the  same  arrive  in  Bryan  over  the 
Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad  consigned  to  parties  whose  business 
houses  and  institutions  are  on  or  adjoining  such  tracks  of  the  Interna- 
tional &  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company  in  Bryan. 

And  it  further  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  its  rules,  rates  and 
regulations,  are  ample  for  the  government  and  pay  for  all  such  switching 
service,  and  that  said  railroad  companies  have  failed  and  refused  to  place 
and  switch  such  loaded  cars  when  requested  thereto  by  consignees. 

It  is,  therefore,  ordered  that  the  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad 
Company  shall  duly  place  and  tender  to  the  said  International  &  Great 
Northern  Railroad  Company  loaded  cars  received  at  Bryan  over  the  said 
Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad,  and  consigned  to  parties  whose  busi- 
ness establishments  or  industries  are  located  on  or  reached  by  the  tracks 
of  the  said  International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company,  to  be 
switched  to  said  establishments,  and  that  the  said  International  &  Great 
Northern  Railroad  Company  shall  receive  and  switch  said  cars  to  the 
said  establishments,  assessing  charges  and  observing  the  other  require- 
ments contained  in  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  this  Commission 
on  the  subject  of  switching  cars  from  one  line  of  railroad  to  another. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  the  International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad 
Company  shall  duly  place  and  tender  to  the  Houston  &  Texas  Central 
Railroad  Company  loaded  cars  received  at  Bryan  over  the  said  Interna- 
tional &  Great  Northern  Railroad  and  consigned  to  parties  whose  busi- 
ness establishments  or  industries  are  located  on  or  reached  by  the  tracks 
of  the  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad  Company,  to  be  switched  to 
said  establishments  or  industries,  and  that  the  Houston  &  Texas  Central 
Railroad  Company  shall  receive  and  switch  said  cars  to  said  establishment 
or  industries,  assessing  the  charge  for  such  service  and  observing  the 
other  requirements  contained  in  said  rule  and  regulation  on  the  subject 
of  switching. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  a  copy  of  this  order  be  mailed  to  the  general 
freight  agents  of  all  railroad  companies  in  this  State. 
This  order  shall  take  effect  September  1,  A.  D.  1902. 


SHIPMENTS  BETWEEN  POINTS  IN  THE  SAME  CITY  OR  TOWN. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  all  commodities 
and  classes  of  freight,  in  carloads  and  less  than  carloads,  moving  be- 
tween industries  or  other  points  in  the  same  city  or  town,  or  within  the 
suburbs   thereof,    nor   more   than    five  (5)    miles   distant   from  the 
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geographical  center  of  such  city  or  town,  being  shipments  originating  and 
termiiating  within  the  same  city  or  town  and  movements  between  the  city 
and  its  suburbs  or  from  one  suburb  to  another,  the  charge  shall  be  as 
follows: 

When  handled  by  one  railroad  company  or  two  or  more  companies  un- 
der the  same  management  and  control,  |5  per  car. 

On  shipments  terminating  at  points  on  other  than  the  originating  line^ 
each  additional  line  shal^  assess  for  its  service  the  regularly  prescribed 
switching  charge  for  the  distance  moved  by  it. 

Provided  that  railroad  companies  shall  be  required  to  accept  such 
shipments  only  when  offered  at  an  established  loading  track  or  other 
customary  point  for  the  acceptance  of  freight  by  that  railroad  company 
to  which  the  shipment  is  offered,  and  when  destined  to  some  established 
unloading  track  or  other  customary  point,  whether  on  its  own  rails  or  on 
the  rails  of  some  other  railroad,  where  freight  is  delivered  to  consignees 
thereof.    (Circular  No.  3358,  effective  April  12,  1910.) 

The  above  order  will  also  supersede  and  cancel  Circulars  Nos.  1853, 
2053,  2217,  2555,  2710,  and  3124,  issued  July  18.  1903,  April  27,  1904, 
January  30,  1905,  January  26  and  December  9,  1907,  and  June  28,  1909. 
(Circular  No.  3366,  issued  March  28,  1910.) 

Exception  1.  The  International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company 
is  authorized  to  adopt  the  above  charge  also  on  shipments  to  or  from  in- 
dustries located  outside  of  city  limits,  but  within  established  switching 
limits.    (Circular  No.  2280,  effective  Jul^  12,  1905.) 

Exception  2.  The  El  Paso  &  Northeastern  Railway  Company  is  au- 
thorized to  adopt  a  charge  of  1 3  per  car  for  the  movement  of  shipments 
originating  at  or  destined  to  industries  or  points  located  on  the  El  Paso 
&  Northeastern  tracks  in  the  city  of  El  Paso.  (Circular  No.  2526,  ef- 
fective November  30,  1906.) 

Exception  3.  Pine  shavings,  carloads,  from  local  saw  mills  to  plant 
of  the  Orange  Paper  Mill  at  Orange,  |2.50  per  car.    (Circular  No.  2695.) 

Exception  4.  The  Beaumont,  Sour  Lake  &  Western  Railway  Company 
is  authorized  to  adopt  the  charge  of  $1.50  per  car  for  the  movement  of 
loaded  cars  between  the  plants  of  the  Beaumont  Iron  Works  in  the  city  of 
Beaumont.    (Circular  No.  2823,  effective  June  25,  1908.) 

5.  Sand  and  gravel,  in  carloads,  from  the  wharves  of  the  Galveston 
Wharf  Company  to  Fort  Crockett,  within  the  city  of  Galveston,  $6.50 
per  car.    (Circular  No.  3160,  effective  August  1,  1909.) 

Ruling  on  Circular  No.  3358. 
It  having  been  made  known  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that 
railroad  companies  in  some  cases  decline  to  issue  bills  of  lading  to  con- 
signors of  shipments  tendered  to  them  under  the  provisions  of  Circular 
No.  3358,  issued  by  this  Commissmion  under  date  of  March  22,  1910,  to 
govern  in  the  matter  of  shipments  between  points  in  same  city  or  town, 
the  Commission  hereby  rules  that  consignments  of  freight  under  said 
Circular  are  subject  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  issued  by  this  Com- 
mission and  governing  the  transportation  and  delivery  of  shipments  be- 
tween points  in  Texas,  and  that  railroad  companies  should,  and  they  are 
hereby  ordered  and  required,  when  requested  by  shippers,  to  issue  bins 
of  lading  covering  same.    (Circular  No.  3560,  issued  September  27,  1910.) 


ADVANCING  CHARGES. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  having  been  informed  that  some 
i'ailroad  companies  in  this  State  are  "advancing  charges"  to  shippers  on 
shipments  between  points  in  this  State,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  this  practice  as  heretofore  recognized  by  this  Commission  by  au- 
thorities granted  by  it  to  individual  lines,  being  Authority  No.  400  to 
the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  Company  of  Texas  and  Authority 
No.  2  to  the  Wichita  Falls  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company  of  Texas, 
of  dates  May  26  and  May  31,  1909,  respectively,  granting  authority  for: 

"Advancing  charges,  not  to  exceed  the  amount  which  would  accrue  on 
the  identical  shipment  at  the  carload  rate  from  origin  (State  or  inter- 
state) to  point  at  which  they  are  offered  for  reshipment,  on  less  than 
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carload  shipments  of  agricultural  implements,  vehicles,  stoves,  furniture 
and  earthenware,  and  on  earthenware  and  glassware,  straight  or  mixed 
carloads," 

Was  upon  reconsideration  regarded  by  the  Commission  as  illegal  and 
said  authorities  were  canceled  by  special  order  issued  by  the  Commission 
under  date  of  October  4,  1909. 

Notice  is  therefore  given  that  this  practice  by  railway  companies  of  ad- 
vancing to  shippers  all  or  a  portion  of  the  freight  charges  paid  by  such 
shippers  on  the  inbound  shipments  when  they  are  offered  for  reshipment, 
is  unlawful  and  if  practiced  longer  will  be  treated  in  the  manner  pro^ 
vided  for  by  law  in  such  cases.  (Circular  No.  3304,  issued  January  19, 
1910.    Canceled  by  Circular  No.  3522.) 

In  view  of  an  opinion  delivered  by  the  Attorney  General  of  Texas  un- 
der date  of  August  1,  1910,  in  which  it  is  held,  as  said  ruling  is  inter- 
preted by  this  Commission,  that  the  practice  of  railroad  companies  of 
"advancing  charges"  to  shippers  on  shipments  between  points  in  this 
State,  is  not  in  violation  of  law;  said  opinion  being  as  follows: 

"There  is  no  statute  in  this  State  which  prohibits  in  express  terms 
a  railroad  company  from  advancing  charges  to  private  shippers.  Under 
the  general  terms  of  Subdivision  1.  of  Article  4574  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  1895,  we  think  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  railroad  companies 
to  extend  the  privilege  of  advancing  charges  to  all  shippers  at  every 
point  within  this  State  covering  every  character  of  commodities.  Other- 
wise it  would  result  in  such  undue  and  unreasonable  advantage  to  the 
favored  shipper  as  to  make  the  transaction  an  unjust  discrimination 
within  the  meaning  of  the  above  quoted  statute.  - 

"Under  the  present  state  of  our  laws,  if  the  railroad  companies  ex- 
tended this  privilege  to  all  shippers  alike,  and  so  notified  the  public,  we 
cannot  say  that  it  would  violate  any  statute  of  this  State." 

It  is  now  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that 
Circular  No.  3304,  issued  by  said  Commission  under  date  of  January  19, 
1910,  and  ordering  the  discontinuance  of  such  practice  by  railroad  com- 
panies operating  in  this  State,  be  and  the  same  is,  hereby  withdrawn  and 
canceled. 

This  order  will  not  have  the  effect  of  revoking  the  special  order  of 
this  Commission,  issued  under  date  of  October  4,.  1909,  by  which  special 
authorities  theretofore  granted  to  Texas  lines  were  canceled.  (Circular 
No.  3522,  issued  August  23,  1910,  and  canceling  Circular  No.  3304.) 


In  pursuance  of  notice  and  hearing  in  the  above  numbered  cause,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  that  the  following 
regulations,  hereby  prescribed  by  this  Commission,  be  observed  by  all 
railroad  companies  and  receivers  operating  lines  of  railroad  in  this  State: 

Houston  Heights:  Rates  on  all  classes  and  commodities,  carloads  and 
less  than  carloads,  transported  between  Houston  Heights  Ca  suburb  of 
the  city  of  Houston  served  by  the  rails  of  the  Houston  &  Texas  Central 
Railroad)  and  other  points  in  Texas  (except  Houston)  shall  not  exceed 
the  rates  applying,  on  the  same  class  or  commodity,  between  Houston 
proper  and  such  other  points  in  Texas. 

On  loaded  cars  switched  by  the  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad 
Company  between  Houston  Heights  and  its  junctions  or  connections  with 
other  lines  of  railway  in  or  near  Houston  proper,  that  line  shall  assess  for 
its  service  a  sum  equal  to  20  per  cent  of  the  total  revenue  accruing  for 
the  transportation  of  the  car  handled,  observing  a  maximum  of  |5  per 
car  and  a  minimum  of  $2.50  per  car;  provided,  the  lines  moving  such 
shipments  to  or  from  Houston  proper  shall  absorb  such  charge.  On  non- 
competitive traffic  a  switching  charge  of  $2.50  per  car,  which  shall  be  paid 
by  shipper  or  consignee,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  absorbed  as 
above  provided  for. 

On  loaded  cars  originating  at  Houston  Heights  and  destined  to  points 
in  Houston  proper  or  its  suburbs,  or  vice  versa,  the  rates  and  regula- 
tions as  provided  in  Circular  No.  3358,  or  subsequent  re-issues,  shall 
be  observed.    (Circular  No.  3571,  effective  October  3.  1910.) 


HOUSTON  HEIGHTS,  RATES  TO  OR  FROM. 
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OAK  CLIFF,  RATES  TO  OR  FROM  SAME  AS  DALLAS. 

The  plants  or  places  of  business  of  all  commercial  Industries  located 
on  the  line  of  railway  of  the  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company, 
or  on  spur  tracks  connecting  with  said  line,  and  situated  In  that  part 
of  the  city  of  Dallas  formerly  known  as  Oak  Cliff,  and  also  those  of  indus- 
tries located  on  said  line  of  railway  intermediate  between  its  Dallas  sta- 
tion and  said  Oak  Cliff,  shall,  with  respect  to  rates  or  freight  charges  on 
shipments  between  said  industries  and  points  on  all  railway  lines  in  Texas, 
be  considered  within  the  switching  limits  of  the  Dallas  station  of  said 
Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway.  (Circular  No.  2423,  effective  March 
16,  1906.) 


Rates  on  all  classes  and  commodities,  carloads  and  less  than  carloads, 
between  Houston,  Navasota,  Bryan,  Calvert,  Marlin,  Waco  and  Fort 
Worth,  on  the  one  hand,  and  Carrs  and  Nicholas  (stations  on  the  Hearne 
&  Brazos  Valley  Railroad),  on  the  other  hand,  shall  not  exceed  those 
applying  on  the  same  articles  between  Houston,  Navasota,  Bryan,  Calvert, 
Marlin,  Waco  and  Fort  Worth,  on  the  one  hand,  and  Nicholas  (station 
on  the  International  and  Great  Northern  Railroad),  on  the  other  hand. 
(Circular  No.  3253,  effective  November  18,  1909.) 


MORRILL  AND  FARRIS  FARM,  RATES  TO  OR  FROM. 

Fruits,  vegetables  and  other  freight,  in  carloads,  when  loaded  by  ship- 
per and  unloaded  by  consignee: 

From  Morrill  (when  originating  beyond  Morrill)  to  Farris  Farm,  and 
from  Farris  Farm  to  Morrill  (when  destined  beyond  Morrill),  |5  per  car. 

Minimum  charge  of  $5  shall  be  assessed  for  any  round  trip  movement, 
Morrill  to  Farris  Farm  and  return,  even,  though  the  movement  consists  of 
empty  cars.    (Circular  No.  3390,  effective  April  18,  1910.) 


DONNA,  RATES  BETWEEN  SUGAR  MILL  PLANT  AND. 

All  carload  freight  transported  between  the  station  of  Donna  and  sugar 
mill  plant  located  on  spur  track  distant  2.92  miles,  where  such  shipments 
originate  at  or  are  destined  to  other  points  in  Texas,  $2.50  per  car.  Such 
charge  to  be  assessed  in  addition  to  the  rate  applying  to  or  from  Donna. 
(Circular  No.  3546,  effective  September  15,  1910.) 


TREMBLE,  RATES  BETWEEN  FORT  WORTH  AND. 

On  all  classes  and  commodities,  carloads,  moving  locally  between 
Tremble  and  Texas  &  Pacific  terminals  In  Fort  Worth,  one  (1)  cent  per 
100  pounds,  minimum  weight  50,000  pounds  per  car.  When  shipments 
are  destined  to  or  from  points  on  other  lines  of  railway  in  the  city  of 
Port  Worth,  such  connecting  line  or  lines*  switching  charge  will  be  added 
to  the  above  named  rate.  This  rate  shall  not  be  used  as  a  basis  for 
making  through  rates  or  divisions  to  apply  on  shipments  between  Trem- 
ble and  other  stations  in  Texas.  (T.  &  P.  Authority  No.  356,  effective 
June  20,  1910.) 


CANADIAN,  RATES  BETWEEN  SPUR  TRACK  AND. 

Classes  and  commodities.  In  carloads,  from  Canadian  to  Spur  Track, 
2  J  miles  east,  |5  per  car.  (S.  K.  Ry.  of  Texas  Authority  No.  6,  effective 
July  30,  1910.) 


CARRS  AND  NICHOLAS,  RATES  TO  OR  FROM. 
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PECOS  VALLEY  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY. 
Special  Differential  Allowed  on  Joint  Shipments. 
Joint  rates  on  all  carload  and  less  than  carload  shipments  of  freight 
(except  freight  taking  class  rates)  moving  between  points  on  the  Pecos 
Valley  Southern  Railway  and  points  on  other  lines  of  railway  in  Texas, 
shall  be  made  by  employing,  for  the  distance  moved  by  the  Pecos  Valley 
Southern  Railway,  the  regularly  prescribed  differential  rates,  regardless 
of  the  distance  such  shipments  may  move  in  excess  of  such  P.  V.  S.  Ry. 
mileage  actually  traversed;  that  Is,  the  provisions  that  shipments  must 
move  more  than  certain  prescribed  maximum  tariff  distances  before  differ- 
entials are  added  will  be  waived  and  differentials  will  be  employed  in 
all  cases  of  Joint  shipments  to  or  from  points  on  that  line.  (Circular 
No.  3482,  effective  July  20,  1910.) 


RATES  TO  AND  FROM  NORTH  FORT  WORTH  SAME  AS  TO  AND 
FROM  FORT  WORTH. 
Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Gulf  Railway  Company:  Rates  on  all  classes 
and  commodities,  in  carloads,  between  Dallas  and  Stock  Yards  siding. 
North  Fort  Worth,  shall  be  the  same  as  those  applying  between  Dallas 
and  the  city  of  Fort  Worth  proper.  (Circular  No.  1994,  effective  January 
27,  1904.) 

Fort  Worth  &  Rio  Grande  Railway  Company:  Rates  on  all  classes 
and  commodities,  in  carloads  and  less  than  carloads,  between  North 
Fort  Worth  and  points  on  the  Fort  Worth  &  Rio  Grande  Railway,  shall 
be  the  same  as  those  applying  between  Fort  Worth  proper  and  the  same 
points.    (Circular  No.  2024,  effective  March  5,  1904.) 

St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  Company  of  Texas:  Rates  on  all  classes 
and  commodities,  carloads  and  less  than  carloads,  between  Dallas  and 
North  Fort  Worth  shall  be  the  same  as  those  applying  between  Dallas 
and  the  city  of  Fort  Worth  proper,  and  from  North  Fort  Worth  to  all 
other  stations  on  the  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  of  Texas  not  to 
exceed  those  applying  from  the  city  of  Fort  Worth  proper  to  the  same 
points.    (Circular  No.  2033,  effective  March  25,  1904.) 

Texas  Central  Railroad:  Rates  on  all  classes  and  commodities,  in  car- 
loads and  less  than  carloads,  between  North  Fort  Worth  and  points  on 
the  Texas  Central  Railroad,  shall  be  the  same  as  those  applying  between 
Fort  Worth  proper  aijd  the  same  points.  (Circular  No.  2050,  effective 
April  25,  1904.) 

Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company:  Rates  on  all  classes  and 
commodities,  in  carloads  and  less,  between  North  Fort  Worth  and  all 
points  on  the  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  shall  not  exceed  those 
applying  between  Fort  Worth  proper  to  the  same  points.  (Circular  No. 
2953,  effective  November  28,  1908.) 

Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  Railway:  Rates  on  all  classes  and  commodi- 
ties, carloads  and  less  than  carloads,  between  North  Fort  Worth  and  points 
on  the  Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  Railway  shall  be  the  same  as  those  apply- 
ing between  Fort  Worth  proper  and  the  same  points.  (Circular  No.  2616, 
effective  June  17,  1907.) 


TEXAS  CITY,  RATES  TO  OR  FROM. 
Texas  City. — The  rates  between  Galveston  and  points  in  Texas  shall  be 
observed  as  maxima  on  shipments  between  Texas  City  and  such  points  In 
Texas;  provided,  that  rates  between  Texas  City  and  Galveston  shall  not 
exceed  those  applying  between  Houston  and  Galveston.  (Circular  No. 
3190,  effective  August  28,  1909.) 


GALVESTON  WHARF  RAILROAD. 
Circular  No.  401,  dated  March  16,  1897: 

Whereas,  this  Commission  has  decided  that  the  track  of  the  Galveston 
Wharf  Company  Railroad  is  a  "railroad"  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  Texas;  and 
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Whereas,  this  Commission  has  given  the  ten  days'  notice  required  by 
law  of  its  intention  to  fix  the  rates  for  freight  and  passengers  on  said 
Wharf  Company's  railroad  and  all  connecting  railroads,  and  this  ques- 
tion having  been  duly  considered  by  the  Commission; 

It  is  hereby  ordered  by  this  Commission  that  all  classifications,  rulings 
and  rates  heretofore  by  it  adopted  or  approved,  and  all  classifications, 
rulings  and  rates  which  it  shall  hereafter  adopt  or  approve  for  the 
transportation  of  general  merchandise  and  commodities  of  all  kinds  and 
classes  between  the  city  of  Galveston  and  other  points  in  the  State  of 
Texas,  shall,  on  and  after  the  8th  day  of  April,  1897,  apply  to  and  be 
in  force  from  and  to  all  points  of  shipment  and  delivery  of  such  mer- 
chandise and  commodities  in  the  city  of  Galveston,  reached  by  the  line 
of  each  railroad  company  entering  the  city  of  Galveston,  either  with  its 
own  tracks  or  in  connection  with  tracks  of  the  Galveston  Wharf  Company. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  each  railroad  company,  having  and  oper- 
ating a  line  of  railroad  in  the  transportation  of  freight  from  and  to 
and  within  the  city  of  Galveston,  shall  furnish  to  shippers  at  points 
upon  their  tracks  in  said  city  at  which  it  is  customary  or  practicable 
to  load  freights,  the  cars  required  to  receive  shipments  which  are  in- 
tended to  be  forwarded  from  Galveston  to  points  in  Texas,  and  the  rail- 
road companies  accepting  such  shipments  shall  assess  charges  for  their 
transportation  from  the  points  at  which  they  are  loaded  to  final  destina- 
tion at  and  under  the  classifications,  rulings  and  rates  prescribed  or 
approved  by  this  Commission  for  application  from  Galveston  to  such 
final  destination. 

And  it  is  further  ordered  that  each  railroad  company  having  and 
operating  a  line  of  railroad  in  the  transportation  of  freight  from  and  to 
and  within  the  city  of  Galveston  shall  deliver  at  such  points  reached 
by  its  own  tracks  or  in  connection  with  the  tracks  of  the  Galveiston  Wharf 
Company  in  that  city,  at  which  it  is  customary  or  practicable  to  deliver 
freights,  as  may  be  designated  by  shippers  or  consignees  for  such  delivery, 
the  freight  by  them  transported  from  points  in  Texas,  and  destined  and 
consigned  to  Galveston,  and  the  charges  for  such  transportation  from 
original  shipping  points  to  points  of  final  delivery  shall  be  made  at  and 
under  the  classifications,  rulings  and  rates  prescribed  or  approved  by 
this  Commission  for  the  transportation  of  such  freights  from  their  point 
of  origin  to  Galveston;  and  delivery  of  freight  at  a  point  of  delivery  in 
the  city  of  Galveston  having  been  effected  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof,  the  obligations  of  railroad  companies  in  such  respects 
shall  cease,  and  further  service  required  of  railroad  companies  in  the 
removal  of  shipments  from  their  point  of  delivery,  as  herein  provided, 
to  a  point  in  the  city  of  Galveston  thereafter  selected  by  the  shippers 
or  consignees,  shall  be  subject  to  the  customary  charges  for  switching. 


Whereas,  on  the  8th  day  of  February,  1900,  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  Texas  heard  and  took  under  consideration  the  questions  presented  by 
Circular  No.  1039,  as  follows: 

•*1.  Whether  or  not  the  freights  as  described  above  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  established  tariffs  applying  to  and  from  Galveston,  without 
an  additional  charge  for  switching  or  trackage. 

"2.  Whether  or  not  it  is  proper  for  the  railroad  companies,  operating 
in  the  city  of  Galveston  and  having  tracks  connected  with  those  of  the 
Galveston  &  Western  Railway,  to  make  a  charge  additional  to  the  freight 
rate  applying  to  and  from  Galveston,  for  switching  cars,  with  their  own 
force  and  equipment,  to  or  from  points  on  the  Galveston  &  Western 
Railway. 

"3.  Whether  or  not,  in  case  it  may  be  found  proper  to  establish 
switching  charges,  as  indicated  in  foregoing  paragraph  2,  a  separate 
charge  for  trackage  over  the  Galveston  &  Western  Railway,  in  addition 
to  such  switching  charges,  shall  be  made  for  each  car  switched. 

"4.  And  if  a  switching  charge  to  or  from  the  Galveston  &  Western 
Railway,  from  and  to  what  points  the  switching  distance  shall  be  meas- 
ured." 
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And  now,  on  this  28th  day  of  February,  1900,  after  a  careful  consid- 
eration of  all  the  facts  and  arguments  of  parties  interested,  it  appearing 
to  the  Commission  that  all  cars  destined  to  points  on  the  Galveston  & 
Western  Railway  have  to  be  switched  by  the  Galveston,  Houston  &  North- 
ern Railway  over  its  line  and  over  the  line  of  the  said  Galveston  &  Wester i 
Railway  to  its  destination,  it  is  therefore  ordered  and  adjudged  by 
this  Commission  that  on  each  car  so  delivered  to  points  on  said  Gal- 
veston &  Western  Railway,  in  the  city  of  Galveston,  coming  into  said 
city  over  the  Galveston,  Houston  &  Northern  Railway,  a  switching  charge 
of  11.50  per  car  be  allowed  for  that  part  of  the  haul  over  the  said  Gal- 
veston &  Western  Railway  for  distances  of  one  mile  and  less;  $2  per 
car  for  distances  of  two  miles  and  over  one  mile,  and  |2.50  per  car  for 
any  distance  over  two  miles.  And  on  cars  coming  into  the  city  of  Gal- 
veston over  other  lines  of  railway,  destined  to  points  on  said  Galveston 
&  Western  Railway  in  said  city,  a  switching  charge  of  |1.50  per  car  be 
allowed  for  said  switching  over  the  tracks  of  the  Galveston,  Houston  & 
Northern  Railway,  in  addition  to  the  charges  above  prescribed  for  the 
Galveston  &  Western  Railway.  (Circular  No.  1072,  effective  March  22, 
1900.) 


The  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  is  of  the  opinion,  and  so  finds, 
that  the  Texas  Midland  Railroad  heretofore,  on  or  about  the  23d  day  of 
May,  1901,  constructed,  and  has  ever  since  maintained,  a  siding  called  Eula 
on  its  main  line  less  than  one  mile  north  of  its  depot  in  the  town  of 
Terrell;  that  said  siding  consists  of  a  side  track,  with  a  platform  adjacent 
thereto  used  for  unloading  cars  at  that  point.  The  said  sidiig  was  con- 
structed for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  delivery  of  consignments 
to  the  North  Texas  Insane  Asylum  reaching  Terrell  by  rail,  and  is  used 
for  no  other  purpose.  The  inmates  of  the  asylum  are  used  in  carting 
goods,  merchandise,  etc.,  from  the  siding  to  the  asylum,  to  the  advantage 
of  the  State  and  for  other  good  reasons,  but  the  authorities  do  not 
consider  it  wise  and  prudent  to  adopt  like  methods  if  deliveries  are 
made  at  the  railroad  depots  in  the  town  of  Terrell,  and  the  Commission 
believes  a  good  purpose  is  subserved  by  the  establishment  of  said  siding, 
which  has  heretofore  been  approved. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  on  shipments  reaching  Terrell  over 
the  rails  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway,  consigned  to  the  asylum  and  de- 
livered at  the  said  siding,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Texas  Midland  Railroad 
to  perform  a  service  in  handling  the  cars  from  the  Junction  of  said  rail- 
roads to  said  siding,  and  that  the  service  so  performed  in  such  cases  by 
the  Texas  Midland  Railroad  is  an  ordinary  switching  service. 

It  is,  therefore,  ordered  and  adjudged  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Texas: 

1.  On  all  shipments  reaching  Terrell  over  the  rails  of  the  Texas  Mid- 
land Railroad,  both  in  carload  and  less  than  carload  lots,  consigned  to 
the  North  Texas  Insane  Asylum,  that  delivery  thereof  shall  be  made  at 
said  Eula  siding,  and  that  rates  and  charges  shall  be  based  on  the  mileage 
to  and  from  that  point. 

2.  On  all  shipments  consigned  to  said  asylum  reaching  Terrell  over 
the  rails  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway,  delivery  thereof  shall  be  made 
as  follows:  When  in  carload  lots  the  same  shall  be  by  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  transferred  and  delivered  at  Terrell  at  the  usual  point  of 
transfer  to  the  Texas  Midland  Railroad,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  promptly 
switch  same  to  said  Eula  siding,  and  the  rates  and  charges  shall  be  based 
on  the  mileage  from  origin  to  Terrell,  and  in  addition  a  switching  charge 
for  the  services  of  the  Texas  Midland  Railroad,  assessed  in  accordance 
with  the  general  scale  of  rates  for  such  service  fixed  by  the  Railroad 
Commission,  and  if  the  shipments  are  in  less  than  carload  lots  the  delivery 
shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  in  shipments  in  carload  lots  at 
Eula  siding,  but  in  such  cases  the  switching  charges  payable  to  the 
Texas  Midland  Railroad  for  switching  service  shall  be  paid  by  the  Texas 
&  Pacific  Railway,  and  the  freight  charges  shall  be  based  on  the  mileage 
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to  and  from  Terrell;  provided,  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Texas 
&  Pacific  Railway  to  pay  the  cost  of  drayage  on  all  shipments  in  less 
than  carload  Ipts  reaching  Terrell  over  its  rails,  consigned  to  said  asylum. 
(Circular  No.  1556.  effective  March  31,  1902.)

13.  A.  Unless  otherwise  provided  for  ia  the  Classification,  all  freight 
shipped  in  crates,  racks,  bales,  bags  or  bundles  will  take,  when  shipped 

in  crates  or  racks,  the  next  class  higher  (greater) 
Ratings  applicable  than  in  boxes,  and  when  shipped  in  bales,  bags  or 
on  different  kinds  of  bundles  one  class  higher  (greater)  than  in  crates, 
packages.  Where  the  same  rating  is  provided  for  articles  ship- 

ped in  bundles  or  boxes,  the  rating  given  will  apply 
upon  shipments  of  the  same  articles  crated.  When  no  rating  is  shown 
for  articles  in  boxes,  the  rating  shown  for  the  same  articles  in  crates  will 
apply.  When  not  otherwise  specified  in  the  classification,  where  the 
same  rating  is  provided  for  articles  shipped  in  crates  or  boxes,  the  same 
articles  shipped  in  bundles  will  take  the  next  class  higher  (greater). 
When  not  otherwise  specified  in  the  Classification,  the  rating  given  on 
shipments  in  boxes  shall  apply  upon  shipments  in  barrels  or  kegs,  and 
vice  versa.  The  terms  "boxed,"  "in  boxes"  and  "in  barrels"  used  in  the 
Classification  are  intended  to  mean  completely  enclosed,  and  will  apply 
only  on  such  packages  made  of  wood,  and  the  term  "crated"  or  "in 
crates"  to  mean  enclosed  on  all  sides  by  wood  frame  work  or  slats.  All 
parts  of  articles  provided  for  boxed  or  crated  must  be  fully  protected 
from  damage,  in  order  to  entitle  them  to  ratings  provided,  otherwise 
they  are  ratable  as  not  boxed  or  crated.  Shipments  made  in  basket  work 
packages  (woven  wood  and  wire)  in  boxes  with  slatted  tops,  are  ratable 
as  crated.  Shipments  ^n  pressed  steel  kegs  are  ratable  same  as  if  shipped 
in  wooden  kegs.  Shipments  in  fibre  pails,  veneer  lined,  tin  tops  and  bot- 
toms, are  ratable  same  as  if  shipped  in  wooden  pails.  Chests  filled  with 
goods  are  ratable  the  same  as  boxes  billed  with  goods.  Covers  of  chests 
must  be  securely  fastened  with  nails  or  screws.  Liquor  packages  smaller 
than  barrels  are  ratable  as  kegs.  Carriers  shall  have  the  right  to  decline 
shipments  in  insecure  packages. 

B.    Unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  Classification,  freight  shipped 
in  pulp,  fibre  or  double-faced  corrugated,  waterproofed  board  packages 
(facings  to  be  of  fibre  board)  will  take  the  ratings 
Pulp  and  fibre  board  provided  for  the  same  shipments  in  wooden  packages 
packages.  when  meeting  the  following  requirements: 

Sec.  1.  Pulp  or  fibre  board  packages  constructed 
of  three-ply  or  more,  glued  solid  fibre  or  pulp  board  not  less  than  .060 
inch  in  thickness,  no  single  ply  of  which  is  less  than  .014  inch  in  thickness, 
and  the  combined  ply  having  a  resistance  of  not  less  than  150  pounds 
to  the  square  inch  (Mullen  test),  and  gross  weight  of  package  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  pounds. 

Sec.  2.  Pulp  or  fibre  board  packages  constructed  of  three  ply  or  more, 
glued  solid  fibre  or  pulp  board  not  less  than  .080  inch  in  thickness,  no 
single  ply  of  which  is  less  than  .014  inch  in  thickness,  and  the  combined 
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ply  having  a  resistance  of  not  less  than  175  pounds  to  the  square  inch 
(Mullen  test),  and  gross  weight  of  package  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
pounds. 

Sec.  3.  Pulp  or  fibre  board  packages  constructed  of  three  ply  or  more, 
glued  solid  fibre  or  pulp  board  not  less  than  .060  inch  in  thickness,  no 
single  ply  of  which  is  less  than  .014  inch  in  thickness,  and  combined 
ply  having  a  resistance  of  not  less  than  150  pounds  to  the  square  inch 
(Mullen  test),  enclosed  in  wood  frame  made  of  strips  not  less  than 
gx|  inch,  and  gross  weight  of  package  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds. 

Note. — Single  ply  waterproofed  fibre  or  pulp  board  may  be  used  pro- 
vided the  resistance  is  not  less  than  225  pounds  to  the  square  Inch 
(Mullen  test),  and  thickness  is  not  less  than  .060  inch. 

Sec.  4.  Pulp  or  fibre  board  packages  constructed  of  three  ply  or 
more,  glued  solid  fibre  or  pulp  board  not  less  than  .060  inch  in  thick- 
ness, no  single  ply  of  which  is  less  than  .014  inch  in  thickness,  and  the 
combined  ply  having  a  resistance  of  not  less  than  150  pounds  to  the 
square  inch  (Mullen  test),  enclosed  in  wood  frame  made  of  strips  not 
less  than  ixli  inches,  and  gross  weight  of  package  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  pounds. 

Note. — Single  ply  waterproofed  fibre  or  pulp  board  may  be  used  pro- 
vided the  resistance  is  not  less  than  250  pounds  to  the  square  inch 
(Mullen  test),  and  thickness  is  not  less  than  .060  inch. 

Sec.  5.  Pulp  or  fibre  board  packages  constructed  of  three  ply  or 
more,  glued  solid  fibre  or  pulp  board  not  less  than  .080  inch  in  thick- 
ness, no  single  ply  of  which  is  less  than  .014  inch  in  thickness,  and  the 
combined  ply  having  a  resistance  of  not  less  than  175  pounds  to  the 
square  inch  (Mullen  test),  the  ends,  sides,  top  and  bottom  made  in 
separate  panels,  each  panel  completely  surrounded  by  wood  frame  made 
from  strips  not  less  than  ixlj  inches  and  reinforced  by  cross  strips  of 
same  dimensions  not  more  than  14  inches  apart,  and  gross  weight  of 
package  not  exceeding  two  hundred  pounds. 

Note. — Single  ply  waterproofed  fibre  or  pulp  board  may  be  uesd 
provided  the  resistance  is  not  less  than  300  pounds  to  the  square  inch 
(Mullen  test),  and  thickness  is  not  less  than  .080  inch. 

Sec.  6.  Double-faced,  corrugated  straw  board  boxes  must  be  made 
of  corrugated  straw  board  with  an  outer  face  of  waterproofed  fibre 
board,  combined  thickness  to  be  not  less  than  3-16  inch,  having  a  re- 
sistance of  not  less  than  150  pounds  to  the  square  inch  (Mullen  test), 
and  gross  weight  of  package  not  to  exceed  fifty  pounds. 

Sec.  7.  Double-faced,  corrugated  straw  board  boxes  must  be  made 
of  corrugated  straw  board  with  an  outer  face  of  waterproofed  fibre 
board,  combined  thickness  to  be  not  less  than  3-16  inch,  having  a  re- 
sistance of  not  less  than  175  pounds  to  the  square  inch  (Mullen  test), 
and  gross  weight  of  package  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  pounds. 

Sec.  8.  All  pulp  board,  double  faced,  corrugated  straw  board  or 
fibre  board  packages  must  bear  the  manufacturer's  stamp  showing  speci- 
fications or  number  of  section  with  which  the  package  complies,  or 
both,  and  all  packages  not  enclosed  in  wood  frame  to  be  glued  or 
otherwise  securely  fastened  so  that  they  can  not  be  opened  without  mutil- 
ating or  destroying  the  package,  and  labeled,  stamped  or  otherwise  marked 
so  as  to  correctly  describe  the  contents,  together  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  shipper. 

Sec.  9.  All  shipments  not  conforming  to  the  above  requirements  will 
take  one  class  higher  (greater)  than  in  crates,  except  that  shipments  in 
pulp  or  fibre  board  packages  enclosed  in  wood  frame  work  not  con- 
forming to  the  above  requirements  will  be  ratable  as  crated.  (Circular 
No.  3089.  effective  June  4,  1909.) 

14.  (a)  The  amount  charged  for  less  than  a 
Maximum  charge  for  carload  of  freight  should  not  exceed  the  charges  on 
Jj.  C.  L,  shipments,  a  minimum  carload  weight  of  the  article,  (b)  The

Arti- 
on  open  cars,  or  too  cles  too  large  to  be  loaded  through  side  doors  of 
large  to  be  loaded  box  or  stock  cars  (unless  otherwise  specified  in 
through  side  doors  Classification)  shall  be  charged  at  actual  weight 
of  cars.  and  class  rates  for  each  article;  provided,  that  in 

no  case  shall  the  charge  for  the  entire  shipment 
be  less  than  5000  pounds  at  first-class  rate,  except  tanks,  cisterns  and 
storm  and  vegetable  cellars,  set  up,  which  shall  be  subject  to  minimum 
of  2000  pounds  at  first-class  rates  (Circular  No.  3299,  effective  Feb- 
ruary 3,  1910),  and  except  on  articles  in  which  the  only  dimension  that 
prevents  loading  through  side  doors  is  the  length.  In  loading  such  ar- 
ticles the  small  end  doors  may  be  utilized  without  subjecting  the  ship- 
ment to  a  minimum  charge  of  5000  pounds  at  first-class  rate.  Shipments 
of  machinery,  implements  and  other  commodities  loaded  on  open  cars 
must  have  all  easily  breakable  and  detachable  parts  removed  and  boxed 
and  securely  fastened  to  car  with  metal  straps  or  enclosed  in  machinery 
or.  implements. 

17.  Return  Shipments  (Except  Live  Stock). — Shipments,  whole  or 
in  part  (except  live  stock),  which  have  paid  full  standard  rates,  may 

be  returned  to  shipper  at  point  of  origin  at  one-half 
Return  shipments.     the  authorized  rate  in  the  direction  of  the  first 

movement;  it  being  understood  if  the  shipment  is 
returned  in  less  than  carload  quantity,  one-half  the  less  than  carload 
rate  in  the  opposite  direction  will  apply.  If  a  carload  is  returned,  one- 
half  the  carload  rate  in  the  opposite  direction  will  govern;  provided, 
the  minimum  rate  on  full  carloads  returned  shall  not  be  less  than  one- 
half  Class  D,  and  that  way-bills  show  billing  reference  covering  the 
original*  shipment. 

The  above  provision  for  one-half  rate  will  apply  only  to  articles  re- 
turned within  two  years  from  date  of  original  movement  in  opposite 
direction.     (Circular  No.  2884,  effective  October  1,  1908.) 
Exception. — Agricultural  Implements  and  Farm  Machinery,  Returned. 

(a)  Shipments  of  agricultural  implements  and  farm  machinery,  car- 
loads and  less,  on  which  regular  tariff  rates  have  been  paid  to  Texas 
destinations  from  State  origins,  may  be  returned  at  one-half  the  regular 
tariff  rates  to  original  shipping  points  in  Texas. 

(b)  If  the  original  shipping  point  is  an  interstate  point,  and  the 
original  shipper  has  a  branch  house  or  general  agency  in  Texas,  such 
shipments  may  also  be  returned  to  said  branch  house  or  general  agency 
at  one-half  the  regular  tariff  rate. 

(c)  Shipments  must  be  made  over  the  line  or  lines  performing  the 
original  haul,  and  reference  be  given  to  billing  of  original  shipment  of 
date  less  than  two  years  previous. 

(d)  The  purpose  of  this  order  is  to  allow  bona  fide  return  shipments 
of  such  machinery  and  implements.  If  a  railroad  company  has  reason 
to  believe  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  distribute  such  machinery  and 
implements  to  original  purchasers,  they  are  iluthorized  to  charge  full 
rate  on  same. 

Ruling  on  Rule  No.  17.    (Circular  No.  2636,  effective  August  13,  1907.)

10.  Junk,  to  load. 

11.  Melons,  to  load  or  unload.    (See  also  Commodity  Tariff.) 

12.  Mineral  water,  to  unload. 

13.  Poultry,  to  load  or  unload. 

14.  Vegetables,  to  load  or  unload.    (See  also  Commodity  Tariff.) 
The  foregoing  is  not  intended  to  cancel  current  stop-over  privileges 

on  other  commodities. 

34.  Neither  the  foregoing  rules  nor  the  ratings  named  in  this  Classi- 
fication are  intended  to  supersede  the  rules  and  rates  provided  in  Corn- 
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modity  Tariffs,  Special  Authorities,  etc.,  issued  or  approved  by  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Texas,  except  that  in  all  cases  where  current  class 
rates,  under  ratings  shown  in  current  classification,  are  less  than  such 
commodity  rates,  the  class  rates  shall  apply. 

35.  Destination  of  any  carload  shipment  originating  at  a  point  in 
Texas  may  be  changed  in  transit  or  at  points  in  Texas,  at  a  charge  of  $1

Changing  destina-  tination  is  a  point  in  Texas;  provided,  the  contents 
tionof  carload  ship-  of  the  car  have  not  been  disturbed  (further  than 
ments.  inspected)  or  removed  at  first  destination,  and  that 

the  request  for  change  is  made  while  car  is  in 
transit  or  within  forty-eight  hours  (Sundays  and  legal  holidayB  excluded) 
after  notice  of  arrival  at  first  destination. 

Notice  of  desire  to  change  must  be  in  writing  and  may  be  given  to  the 
agent  at  first  destination,  to  the  auditor  or  auditors  of  the  companies 
transporting  or  to  any  other  agent  or  officer  designated  to  receive  the 
same. 

If  the  rate  to  substituted  destination  is  higher  than  that  to  original 
destination  such  higher  rate,  plus  extra  service  charge,  if  any,  will  apply. 
When  substituted  destination  takes  a  less  rate  than  that  to  original  des- 
tination, and  the  order  for  destination  change  is  received  by  the  carrier 
before  the  shipment  arrives  at  or  moves  beyond  such  substituted  destina- 
tion, such  lower  rate,  plus  extra  service  charge,  if  any,  shall  ap^ly. 

When  change  of  destination  involves  a  backhaul  or  indirect  service, 
an  additional  charge  of  one-half  cent  per  ton  per  mile  will  be  made  fot 
all  extra  or  additional  service  performed.  The  extra  service  shall  be 
arrived  at  by  ascertaining  the  short,  line  mileage  from  origin  of  ship- 
ment direct  to  substituted  destination  and  subtracting  same  from  the  short 
line  mileage  from  origin  to  substituted  destination  via  the  reconsigning 
point.  The  difference  thus  ascertained  will  represent  the  extra  service 
for  which  the  additional  charge  shall  be  made.  In  no  case  shall  the 
rate  be  less  than  the  tariff  mileage  rate  for  the  distance  traversed  by 
the  shipment,  extra  service  to'  begin  only  when  the  shipment  exceeds 
maximum  tariff  distance. 

Only  one  change  of  destination  as  provided  for  by  this  rule  is  author- 
ized, and  this  rule  does  not  authorize  the  observance  of  orders  from 
shippers  or  consignees  for  stopping  and  holding  shipments  for  further 
•  instructions  or  orders,  but  only  such  orders  as  specify  the  substituted 
destination. 

On  "Shipper's  Order  Shipments*'  surrender  of  bill  of  lading  may  be 
demanded  before  orders  to  change  destination  under  the  above  regula- 
tions are  recognized.  (Circulars  No.  3056,  effective  March  29,  and  No. 
3105,  effective  June  5,  1909.) 

Ruling  on  Rule  No.  36. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  having  been  informed  that  some 
shippers  are  practicing  an  abuse  of  the  rule  for  changing  destination 
of  carload  shipments  in  transit  or  at  first  destination,  by  having  the 
shipments  billed  to  themselves  or  some  reconsigning  agent  at  a  point 
between  origin  and  the  real  or  final  destinations  of  the  shipments,  such 
intermediate  point  being  on  a  line  of  railroad  which  extends  to  con- 
signee's place  of  storage  or  unloading  at  final  destination,  so  that  switch- 
ing charges  at  such  final  destination  may  be  avoided,  the  Commission 
hereby  rules  and  so  orders  that  such  practice  is  an  abuse  of  the  privileges 
accorded  by  said  rule  and  that  in  cases  where  such  practice  or  abuse 
occurs,  the  through  rate  to  be  collected  on  the  shipment  shall  be  the 
combination  of  the  regular  tariff  rates  applying  from  origin  to  such 
intermediate  point  and  from  such  point  to  final  destination.  (Circular 
No.  2387,  effective  December  20,  1905.) 

36.  Articles  intended  for  exhibition  at  State,  county,  international  or 
other  fairs,  expositions,  etc.,  and  consigned  to  such  points  of  exhibition, 

will  be  subject  to  full  tariff  rate  to  such  points.  If 
Articles  intended  for  such  articles  are  offered  for  return  to  original  con- 
exhibitions  at  fairs,  signer  at  origiaal  point  of  shipment  within  thirty 
etc.  days  from  the  close  of  said  fair,  etc.,  charges  on 

the  inbound  movement  will  be  reduced  to  one-half 
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the  regular  tariff  rate,  and  shipment  returned  to  original  consignor  at 
original  point  of  shipment,  via  the  route  of  original  movement,  at  one- 
half  the  regular  tariff  rate;  provided,  that  the  original  expense  hill  (paid 
freight  bill)  be  surrendered  and  bear  the  official  stamp  of  the  secretary 
of  the  fair  association  and  his  certificate  that  the  articles  have  been  on 
exhibition  at  said  fair;  that  the  same  have  not  changed  ownership  and 
are  being  returned  to  the  original  consignor  at  original  point  of  ship- 
ment. This  arrangement  will  not  apply  to  race  horses,  or  to  side  show 
exhibits  where  an  additional  admission  fee  is  charged,  on  which  full  tariff 
rate  in  both  directions  will  be  charged.  (Circular  No.  2783,  effective 
May  12,  1908.)

TARIFFS,  ETC.,  TO  BE  FILED  WITH  THE  COMMISSION. 

Circular  No.  53,  dated  March  9,  1895:  Requiring  copies  of  all  tariffs, 
division  and  percentage  sheets,  classifications,  etc.,  to  be  filed  with  the 
Commission. 

Referring  to  circular  letter  issued  by  this  Commission  July  10,  1894, 
and  directing  that  a  complete  file  of  certain  documents  pertaining  to  the 
transportation  of  freight  in  and  through  the  State  of  Texas  be  sent  to 
it,  the  Commission  now  directs  that  each  company  operating  a  line  of 
railroad  in  this  State,  shall  forward  at  once  to  the  office  of  the  Com- 
mission a  copy  of  each  of  the  following  documents  affecting  the  trans- 
portation of  freight  upon  such  line  of  railroad,  which  has  not  hereto- 
fore been  so  forwarded: 

1.  General  freight  tariffs.  State  and  interstate,  both  local  and  joint, 
together  with  all  amendments. 

2.  Special  freight  tariffs,  schedules  and  rate  sheets  of  any  form  or 
character. 

3.  Division  sheets  for  freight  tariffs  or  rates  as  above,  and  the  basis 
upon  which  the  divisions  are  determined. 

4.  Classifications  and  amendments  thereto,  and  exceptions  to  such 
classifications. 

5.  Percentage  sheets  and  the  agreements  under  which  they  are  made. 

6.  Agreements  establishing  freight  traffic  relations  with  other  trans- 
portation lines. 

7.  Circulars  and  orders  affecting  the  movement  or  disposition  of 
freights,  or  the  revenue  derived  therefrom. 

8.  Also,  at  the  time  of  their  issuance,  all  documents  as  named  above, 
that  may  hereafter  be  issued  for  application  upon  such  line  of  railroad. 


It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  each  and  ^ery 
railroad  company  operating  a  line  of  railroad  between  points  in  Texas 
be,  and  they  are  required  to  promptly  furnish  this  Commission  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Copies  of  each  and  all  tariffs  or  circulars  showing  icing  or  refrigeration 
charge  on  all  perishable  freights  moving  between  points  in  Texas,  and 
also  between  Texas  points  and  interstate  points.  Also  copies  of  all  con- 
tracts with  private  refrigerator  car  companies,  together  with  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  chief  officer  or  representative  of  the  same  in  Texas. 
(Circular  No.  2275,  effective  June  30,  1905.) 


EXPORT  COTTON  RATES  TO  BE  FILED  WITH  THE  COMMISSION. 


To  the  General  Freight  Agents  or  Traffic  Managers  of  the  Railroads  of 


Referring  to  circular  No.  53,  issued  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Texas,  March  9,  1895,  requiring  copies  of  all  tariffs,  division  sheets  or 
other  rate  issues  to  be  filed  with  the  Commission,  your  attention  is  called 
to  the  fact  that  this  office  has  not  been  supplied  with  export  cotton  rate 
quotations,  as  made  from  time  to  time;  and  you  are  hereby  notified  that 
a  strict  observance  of  Circular  No.  53  Is  required;  and  that  any  and  all 
rate  issues,  notices  of  which  are  sent  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, shall  also  be  furnished  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas.

Texas: 
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JOINT  SHIPMENTS  NOT  TO  BE  DELAYED. 

Circular  No.  676,  of  July  23,  1898:  Relating  to  delays  of  Joint  ship- 
ments account  of  failure  of  carriers  to  agree  as  to  division  of  through  rate. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of.  Texas  finds  it  necessary  to  warn  the  rail- 
road companies  of  the  State  Against  the  practice  of  refusing  to  accept 
and  forward  freight,  tendered  to  them  by  connecting  liens  at  points  of 
interchange,  until  the  apportionment  of  charges  on  such  freight  is  ad- 
justed. 

The  statute  of  the  State  of  Texas  (Chapter  10,  Article  4538,  Revised 
Statutes  of  Texas,  1895)  provides  that  the  railroad  company  receiving 
money  in  payment  of  freight  on  Joint  business  shall  be  held  as  trustee 
for  the  amount  due  to  its  connecting  line,  and  further  provides  a  method 
for  the  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  such  Joint  business.  The  object 
of  these  provisions,  taken  in  connection  with  those  embraced  in  Articles 
4536,  4537  and  4539  of  the  same  chapter,  is  to  prevent  the  occurrence 
of  delays  of  freight  or  passengers  en  route  on  account  of  disagreement 
in  regard  to  the  division  of  earnings,,  and  in  view  of  the  urgency  of  the 
duties  imposed  by  such  provisions  of  the  law,  the  willful  detention  of 
freight,  heretofore  frequently  complained  of,  will'  not  be  tolerated. 


RAILROADS  NOT  PARTICIPATING  IN  RATE  WARS  TO  BE  ' 
PROTECTED.  ; 

Circular  No.  900,  dated  July  31,  1899: 

Whereas,  certain  railway  companies  in  Texas  have,  from  time  to  tidie, 
seen  proper  to  participate  in  freight  rate  wars,  on  shipments  from  outside 
points  to  Texas  common  points,  whereby  the  stability  of  rates  is  disturbed 
and  great  discriminations  are  practiced  to  the  detriment  of  the  people 
and  railroads  of  Texas,  rendering  It  necessary  for  this  Commission,  In 
compliance  with  the  laws  of  Texas,  to  establish  emergency  rates  on  the 
same  class  of  goods  transported  between  points  In  .Texas; 

And  whereas,  certain  other  railway  companies  In  Texas  refuse  to  par- 
ticipate In  said  rate  wars  on  said  Interstate  shipments. 

Now,  therefore.  In  order  that  said  railway  companies  so  refusing  to- 
Join  In  said  rate  wars  shall  be  protected  as  much  as  possible  from  loss^ 
of  revenue  by  reason  of  such  rate  wars  and  the  enforcement  of  said  emer- 
gency rates,  and  at  the  same  time  secure  to  the  people  of  Texas,  equalltjr 
of  rates,  the  railway  companies  of  Texas  are  hereby  notified  that  In  the 
division  of  rates  on  through  shipments  between  points  In  Texas  upon 
which  our  emergency  rates  apply.  In  all  cases  where  the  division  of  the 
through  rate  Is  made  by  this  Commission,  the  roads  not  participating 
In  such  rate  wars  will  be  protected  by  giving  to  them  a  greater  propor- 
tion of  the  emergency  rate  than  they  would  have  received  had  they  par- 
ticipated in  the  said  rate  war,  thereby  permitting  the  loss  of  revenue 
caused  by  said  rate  war  to  fall,  as  much  as  possible,  upon  the  parties 
responsible  therefor. 


GENERAL  NOTICE — UNDERBILLING. 

Austin,  Texas,  April  6,  1900. 

Information  of  a  positive  character  has,  from  time  to  time,  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Commission,  Indicating  that  some  railroad  companies  take 
Into  consideration  only  the  minimum  carloads  specified  in  Commodity 
Tariff  No.  5-A,  when  determining  the  charges  on  shipments  of  cord 
wood,  although  the  actual  measurement  of  such  shipment  may  exceed 
the  minimum  by  several  cords. 

The  minimum  weight  or  measurement  provided  for  the  application  of 
any  carload  rate  is  intended  to  protect  the  railroad  companies  from  being 
required  to  apply  such  a  rate  on  small  quantities  of  freight;  it  being 
understood,  as  a  well  known  rule,  that  any  excess  over  the  minimum 
shall  be  charged  for  at  the  carload  rate.  The  practice  above  mentioned 
Is  a  violation  of  this  rule,  and  Is  besides,  a  form  of  underbllllng  which 
Is,  according  to  the  complaints  received,  operating  as  an  unjust  discrimi- 
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nation  against  the  interests  of  many  shippers  and  of  the  railroad  com- 
panies collecting  the  proper  charges  on  the  shipments  they  transport. 

The  Commission,  therefore,  gives  notice  to  all  railroad  companies  that 
it  will  in  future  devote  special  attention  to  all  complaints  provoked  by 
the  practice  of  underbilling,  and  will  use  every  effort  to  secure  the  con- 
viction, according  to  the  strict  letter  of  the  law,  of  all  parties  found  to 
be  implicated  in  such  transactions.    (Circular  No.  1104.) 


NOTICE  TO  SHIPPERS  AND  RAILROAD  COMPANIES— MISDESCRIP- 
TION OP  FREIGHT. 

The  Commission,  having  ^een  informed  that  some  shippers  are  mis- 
describing  freight,  especially  with  respect  to  mixed  carload  shipments  of 
cottonseed  meal  with  shipments  of  grain  or  grain  products,  billing  entire 
shipment  as  grain  or  grain  products,  we  wish  to  call  attention  to  Texas 
Classification  Rule  3  governing  in  such  cases  and  which  reads  as  follows: 
*  *  If  any  shipper  underbills,  underclasses  or  misdescribes  a 
shipment  of  freight  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  advantage  of  the 
carrier,  upon  detecti6n  or  discovery  such  shipment  shall  be  subject  to 
the  proper  class  or  commodity  rate  and  the  railroad  company  or  com- 
panies shall  be  entitled,  in  addition  thereto,  to  collect  a  penalty  of  ten 
per  cent  on  the  rate  applicable  on  such  shipment."  And  we  must  insist 
upon  a  strict  enforcement  of  this  rule.  (Circular  No.  2976,  eftective  De- 
cember 12,  1908.) 


LOADING  CHARGES  ON  BAGGING  AND  TIES  AT  HOUSTON,  NOT  TO 

BE  ABSORBED. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  that  any  and  all 
authorities  heretofore  granted  by  this  Commission  for  the  absorption  of 
the  charges  for  loading  bagging  and  ties  at  Houston  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  canceled  and  revoked. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  June  5,  1901.    (Circular  No.  1352.) 


BAGGING  AND  TIES,  LOADING  CHARGES  AT  GALVESTON  NOT  TO 

BE  ABSORBED. 

Austin,  Texas,  May  16,  1901. 
To  the  General  Freight  Agents  of  the  Railroads  of  Texas: 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  has 
been  informed: 

1.  That  on  all  shipments  of  bagging  and  ties,  in  carloads,  originating 
at  Galveston,  the  charges  for  loading  same,  amounting  usually  to  about 
1 3  per  car,  are  borne  by  the  railroad  companies. 

2.  That  a  similar  practice  prevails  at  St.  Louis,  New  Orleans  and 
Memphis,  and  perhaps  other  places,  on  shipments  consigned  to  points 
within  the  State  of  Texas. 

In  the  first  instance  the  practice  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Railroad 
Commission,  unauthorized  and  perhaps  unlawful;  and,  in  the  second 
instance,  the  practice  is,  to  the  extent  of  |3  per  car,  a  disregard  of  the 
established  differential  on  the  commodities  named  and  operates  as  a  dis- 
crimination against  shipping  points  within  this  State.  In  both  instances, 
the  practice  must  be  discontinued,  and  unless  the  same  is  discontinued 
promptly,  and  notice  in  writing  to  that  effect  filed  with  the  Commission, 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  will  adopt  emergency  rates  on  said 
commodities  to  offset  the  unjust  discrimination  as  above  indicated.  (Cir- 
cular No.  1353.) 


SIDINGS  AND  SPURS,  AGENCIES,  ETC. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  upon  the 
opening  and  establishment  by  any  railroad  company  doing  business  in 
this  State,  of  any  station,  siding  or  spur,  for  the  reception  and  delivery 
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of  freight  or  passengers,  this  Commission  shall  be  immediately  supplied 
with  information  regarding  the  same,  including  the  name  and  location 
to  the  nearest  tenth  of  a  mile  with  respect  to  adjacent  stations. 

It  is  further  ordered  by  the  Commission  that  in  any  case  where  it  is 
desired  by  any  railroad  company  to  abolish  any  station,  siding  or  spur, 
where  passengers  or  freight  have  been  received  or  discharged,  or  to 
discontinue  its  agency  at  any  such  point,  the  Commission  shall  be  ad- 
vised of  such  desire  and  its  consent  secured  before  such  station,  siding 
or  spur  is  abolished  or  such  agency  discontinued. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  September  5,  1907.    (Circular  No.  2653.) 


BILLS  OF  LADING — FORMS.  TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  FOR  THE 
AUTHENTICATION,  VALIDATION  OR  CERTIFICA- 
TION OF— NO.  1095.

The  above  numbered  and  entitled  cause  having  been  called  for  hearing 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  on  September  30,  1910,  in  pur- 
suance of  notice  duly  given  under  its  Circular  No.  3554,  issued  under 
date  of  September  20,  1910,  and  the  Commission  having  heard  the 
statements  presented  in  connection  with  the  matters  embodied  in  said 
notice,  and  the  arguments  oftered  thereon,  and  having  duly  considered 
the  same; 

And  it  apeparing  to  the  Commission  that  und^r  and  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas,  approved 
September  13,  1910,  and  under  and  in  pursuance  of  Sections  4  and  17 
of  the  said  Act,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  to 
adopt  and  prescribe  forms,  terms  and  conditions  for  the  authentication 
validation  or  certification  of  bills  of  lading  issued  by  common  carriers 
under  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  the  said  Commission  does  now  hereby 
adopt  and  prescribe,  for  observance  by  such  common  carriers,  the  follow- 
ing rules,  forms,  terms  and  conditions  for  the  authentication,  validation 
and  certification  of  such  bills  of  lading,  to  wit: 

1.  In  all  cases  in  which  the  shipper  of  freight  demands  that  the  bill 
of  lading  issued  by  any  railroad  company,  steamship  company  or  other 
common  carrier  or  receiver  thereof  (except  express  companies  and  pipe 
line  companies)  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  shall  be  authenti- 
cated, validated  or  certified  in  accordance  with  said  Act,  such  shipper 
shall  properly  fill  out  and  sign  a  certificate  which  shall  be  written, 
printed  or  stamped  on  the  said  bill  of  lading,  substantially  as  follows, 
to  wit:

FREIGHT  FOR  CONNECTING  LINES. 

All  freight  forwarded  from  stations  in  Texas  to  stations  on  connect:- 
ing  lines  or  lines  beyond,  when  for  the  use  of  other  railway  companies, 
shall  be  billed  at  actual  or  authorized  estimated  weights,  established 
minimums  to  be  observed,  and  the  way-bills  shall  show,  after  final  set- 
tlement, the  authorized  local  or  the  proportion  of  the  authorized  through 
rate  charged  and  the  revenue  accrued  to  lines  other  than  the  one  to 
which  shipment  is  consigned  or  for  whose*  use  it  is  intended. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1907.    (Circular  No.  2633.) 


WAY-BILLS  AND  EXPENSE  BILLS  TO  SHOW  WEIGHT  AND  RATE. 

All  way-bills  and  freight  (expense)  bills  issued  by  railway  companies 
and  receivers  operating  lines  of  railway  in  this  State,  and  covering  less 
than  carload  shipments  of  freight,  shall,  with  respect  to  the  freight 
shipped  thereunder  or  covered  thereby,  show  separately  the  total  weight 
of  all  items  subject  to  the  same  class  or  commodity  rate. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1907.    (Circular  No.  2633.) 


DELAYS  ACCOUNT  WRECKS,  FIRES,  ETC.,  AND  CONFISCATION. 
NOTICE  TO  CONSIGNEE  OR  OWNER. 

Whereas,  frequent  complaints  are  made  to  this  Commission  of  un- 
reasonable delays  in  the  transportation  and  delivery  of  carload  shipments 
of  coal  and  other  commodities,  and 

Whereas,  in  some  cases  such  delays  are  caused  by  wreck  or  fires  or 
by  cars  being  in  bad  order  and  held  for  repairs,  and  in  cases  of  coal  by 
the  railway  company  confiscating  the  same  under  a  claim  of  necessity, 
and 

Whereas,  such  delays  are  generally  not  reported  to  or  known  to  the 
consignee  until  he  learns  the  fact  in  an  effort  to  trace  up  the  car  weeks 
after  it  should  have  reached  its  destination,  and 

Whereas,  such  failure  to  promptly  notify  the  consignee  in  all  sucK 
cases  is  a  flagrant  abuse. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  in 
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all  such  cases  of  confiscation  or  destruction  by  fire  or  delays  and  dam- 
age by  wrecks,  or  delays  becaues  of  cars  being  in  bad  order  and  held 
for  repairs,  ^the  railway  company  shall  at  once  notify  the  consignee  or 
owner  In  writing  or  by  wire  of  the  facts  and  the  probable  delay  account 
thereof,  to  the  end  that  the  damages  may  be  minimized  as  much  as 
possible.

ACCIDENTS  TO  TRAINS — REPORTS  OP. 

Austin,  Texas,  May  6,  1909. 

Circular  No.  3075,  superseding  and  canceling  order  of  date  October  ' 
14,  1907,  requiring  railroads  to  make  reports  of  wrecks  and  prescribing 
how  reports  shall  be  made. 

Be  It  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  on  and  after 
this  date,  each  and  every  railroad  company  or  receiver  operating  a  lih^ 
or  lines  of  railroad  in  this  State,  shall  make  a  report  in  writing  to 
this  Commission,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  each  month,  covering  each 
and  every  accident  to  freight,  passenger  or  other  trains  during  the  month 
previous;  said  report  to  show  specifically  the  time,  place,  number  and 
class  of  train  and  cause  of  accident  after  same  has  been  fully  investigated 
and  determined,  whether  due  to  defect  of  roadway,  structures  or  track, 
defect  of  equipment,  negligence  of  employes  In  operation,  or  other  causes. 
If  due  to  defect  of  track  or  of  equipment,  such  defect  shall  be  fully  de- 
scribed, and  if  due  to  negligence  of  employes  in  operation,  explanation 
shall  be  given  as  to  manner  in  which  accident  is  attributed  to  negli- 
gence, with  occupation  of  employe  at  fault.  If  due  to  other  causes,  such 
as  obstructions,  etc.,  full  description  of  causes  shall  be  given.  In  addi- 
tion thereto  report  shall  give  extent  of  damage  to  track,  equipment  and 
property  and  injuries  to  persons  resulting  from  each  accident  reported. 
Minor  derailments  or  accidents  wherein  damage  to  track,  property  and 
equipment  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  (50),  or  wherein  no  injuries 
to  persons  occur,  need  not  be  reported  and  are  excluded  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 


LIENS  FOR  PURCHASE  OP  ROLLING  STOCK. 

Austin,  Texas,  September  3,  1903. 
It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commisison  of  Texas  that  copies  of  all 
contracts  by  railroad  companies  doing  business  in  this  State: 

1.  For  the  purchase  of  locomotives  and  other  rolling  stock  or  equip- 
ment, where  car  trust  certificates,  notes  or  lien  is  given  for  any  unpaid 
balance  of  the  purchase  money  thereon. 

2.  Any  contract  for  the  lease  or  rental  of  locomotives  or  other  rolling 
stock  or  equipment — 

Shall  be  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  for  its  information 
and  for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  under  the  law. 


DEMURRAGE  AND  STORAGE  RULES. 

In  pursuance  of  notice  and  hearing,  it  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Texas  that  the  following  rules  and  regulations,  hereby  pre- 
scribed by  this  Commission  to  govern  in  the  matter  of  the  assessing 
and  collection  of  Demurrage  and  Storage  charges,  be  observed  by  all 
railroad  companies  and  receivers  operating  lines  of  railroad  in  this  State: 

Rule  1. 

Cars  Subject  to  Rules. — Cars  held  for  or  by  consignors  or  consignees 
for  loading,  unloading,  forwarding  directions,  or  for  any  other  purpose, 
are  subject  to  these  Demurrage  Rules,  except  as  follows: 

(a)  Cars  loaded  with  company  material. 

(b)  Cars  loaded  with  live  stock. 

(c)  Private  cars  on  tracks  of  the  owner  or  on  privately  owned  tracks 
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of  the  consignee  or  consignor,  when  used  for  the  transportation  of  com- 
modities which  the  owners  of  the  cars  produce  or  in  which  they  deal. 

(d)  Cars  with  through  consignments  not  stopped  in  transit  or  held 
for  orders  of  consignor  or  consignee. 

(e)  Empty  cars  held  hy  railroads  for  prospective  loading,  or  empty 
private  cars  when  not  heing  used  and  are  stored  upon  side  tracks.  Pri- 
vate cars  should  not  be  subject  to  demurrage  regulations  except  when 
they  are  placed  by  the  carrier  for  loading  or  unloading. 

Rule  2. 

Free  Time  Allowed. — (a)  Forty-eight  hours*  free  time  will  be  allowed 
on  all  commodities  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Rule  1,  except  as  herein- 
after provided,  it  being  understood  that  railroads  are  not  required  to 
receive  or  deliver  freight  except  during  usual  working  hours — 7  a.  m. 
to  6  p.  m.    (Circular  No.  3569.) 

(b)  When  cars  are  interchanged  with  minor  railroads  or  industrial 
plants  performing  their  own  switching  service,  handling  cars  for  them- 
selves or  other  parties,  an  allowance  of  twenty-four  hours  will  be  made 
for  switching  in  addition  to  the  regular  time  allowed  for  loading  and 
unloading.  If  returned  loaded  an  additional  forty-eight  hours'  free  time 
will  be  allowed. 

(c)  Cars  containing  freight  consigned  locally  to  ocean  and  Gulf  ports 
for  coastwise  or  export  movement  via  vessel  will  be  allowed  a  maximum 
free  time  named  below;  provided  the  terminal  agent  is  notified  within 
forty-eight  hours  after  arrival  that  such  disposition  will  be  made.  Other- 
wise the  usual  forty-eight  hour  rule  will  apply.  The  right  of  the  rail- 
roads to  unload  the  cars  and  store  the  lading  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner  at  such  times  as  it  may  see  proper  after  the  expiration  of  the 
free  time  is  recognized: 

1.  Cotton,  120  hours. 

2.  Grain,  no  time  limit. 

3.  Cottonseed  and  rice  products,  240  hours. 

4.  Stone  and  other  material  used  in  government  improvement  works 
at  the  harbors  and  ports  of  Texas,  120  hours. 

5.  All  other  commodities,  168  hours. 

(d)  Freight  consigned  locally  to  El  Paso,  Eagle  Pass,  Laredo  and 
other  Mexican  border  points  for  export  into  Mexico,  96  hours. 

(e)  Cotton  at  interior  compresses  for  compression  in  transit,  72 
hours. 

(f )  Carload  freight,  for  loading  or  unloading,  when  the  entire  ship- 
ment is  loaded  by  a  consignor,  or  is  received  for  a  consignee  whose  place 
of  business  is  located  at  an  interior  point  more  than  five  miles  from  the 
railroad  station,  96  hours.    (Circular  No.  2975,  effective  January  1,  1909.) 

(g)  Coal  and  coke  for  unloading,  72  hours. 

(h)  Lumber,  60,000  pounds  weight  or  more.  In  covered  cars,  for 
unloading,  72  hours. 

(i)  On  cars  owned  or  occupied  by  circus,  theatrical,  carnival  or  other 
similar  companies  or  organizations,  168  hours.  This  rule  is  confined  in 
its  application  to  cars  (five  or  less  in  number)  of  theatrical  or  other 
organizations,  and  will  not  apply  where  a  special  contract,  approved  by 
the  Railroad  Commission,  exists  between  the  parties.  (Circular  No. 
3082,  effective  June  4,  1909.) 

(j)    Ore  from  Mexico  at  El  Paso  via  El  Paso  gateway,  120  hours. 

(k)  Ore  from  Mexico  via  other  gateways  and  from  United  States 
points  at  El  Paso,  72  hours. 

(1)  Carload  freight  at  city  track  of  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway 
of  Texas  at  Fort  Worth,  for  unloading,  72  hours.  (Circular  No.  3219, 
effective  October  8,  1909.) 

Rule  3. 

Computing  Time. — Note. — In  computing  time,  Sundays  and  legal  holi- 
dayB  will  be  excluded. 

(a)  Time  will  be  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  cars  are 
placed  on  public  delivery  tracks  for  loading. 

(b)  Time  will  be  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  notice  to 
consignee  of  arrival  when  cars  are  held  for  orders,  or  from  the  first 
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7  a.  m.  after  notice  and  placing  on  public  delivery  tracks  when  cars  are 
held  for  unloading. 

(c)  On  cars  to  be  delivered  on  private  tracks,  time  will  be  com- 
puted from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  actual  or  constructive  placement  on 
such  tracks. 

(d)  On  cars  to  be  delivered  on  interchange  tracks  of  minor  railroads 
or  industrial  plants  performing  their  own  switching  service,  the  time 
will  be  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  following  delivery  on  such  inter- 
change tracks  until  return  thereto. 

(e)  When  a  car  destined  for  delivery  at  a  particular  point  shall  be 
brought  within  the  customary  switching  limits  of  the  delivery  road,  at 
the  points  of  destination  designated  in  the  bill  of  lading  under  which 
shipment  is  carried,  the  freight  therein  contained  shall,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  these  rules,  be  deemed  to  have  arrived  at  destination  in  so  far 
as  to  impoE^e  on  the  consignee  the  duty  of  giving  instructions  for  the 
disposition  and  placing  of  the  car  upon  receipt  by  him  of  notice  of  the 
arrival  thereof. 

(f)  If,  during  the  free  time  allowed,  a  car  be  moved  or  its  unloading 
or  loading  be  otherwise  obstructed  or  prevented  by  the  railroad,  the 
consignee  or  shipper  shall  not  be  charged  with  the  consequent  delay. 
If  a  railroad  removes  a  car  after  the  demurrage  begins  thereon,  such  car 
shall,  upon  written  demand  of  the  consignee  or  shipper,  be  promptly 
placed  at  accessible  point  for  loading  or  unloading. 

Rule  4. 

Notification. — (a)  Notice  of  the  arrival  of  cars  must  be  given  in 
writing  promptly  to  consignees.  The  method  for  giving  such  notice  shall 
be  by  delivering  the  notice  in  writing  in  person  or  by  leaving  the  same 
at  the  consignee's  place  of  business,  if  he  does  business  in  such'  destina- 
tion city  or  town,  or  by  depositing  the  notice  in  the  postoffice  of  such 
city  or  town  when  the  consignee  resides  without  the  town.  Such  notice 
shall  legibly  show  the  initials  and  number  of  car  and  contents  of  same. 

(b)  Delivery  of  cars  upon  private  or  interchange  tracks,  or  notice 
to  consignee  of  readiness  to  so  deliver,  will  constitute  legal  notification 
thereof  to  consignee. 

(c)  Oral  or  telephone  notice  is  not  a  legal  notice  and  if  used  to 
expedite  business  must  be  followed  by  written  notice  as  above  provided. 

(d)  When  consignors  ship  goods  to  themselves  or  to  their  order, 
written  notice  mailed  to  the  consignee  at  the  point  of  delivery  shall  be 
taken  and  held  to  be  sufficient  legal  notice. 

Rule  5. 

Placing  Cars  for  Unloading. —  (a)  When  delivery  of  cars  consigned 
or  ordered  to  private  tracks  can  not  be  made,  on  account  of  inability 
of  consignees  to  receive,  because  of  said  track  being  full  of  loaded  cars 
or  unreleased  empties,  delivery  will  be  considered  to  have  been  made 
when  the  car  was  tendered.  The  agent  must  give  notice  in  writing  of 
all  cars  he  has  been  unable  to  deliver  because  of  the  condition  of  the 
private  tracks  or  because  of  other  conditions  attributable  to  consignee. 
This  shall  be  considered  constructive  placement. 

(b)  When  delivery  can  not  be  made  on  specially  designated  public 
delivery  tracks  on  account  of  such  tracks  being  fully  occupied,  or  from 
other  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  carrier,  the  delivery  will  be  made 
at  the  nearest  available  point. 

(c)  Cars  containing  freight  to  be  delivered  on  carload  delivery  tracks 
or  private  sidings  shall  be  placed  on  the  tracks  designated  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  arrival.  If  ordered. 

(d)  Should  the  railroad  fail  to  place  such  cars  on  such  sidings  for 
unloading  within  twenty-four  hours  after  ordered,  on  account  of  bunching 
or  blockading  of  cars  in  yard,  then  the  consignee  shall  have  additional 
free  time  of  five  hours  for  each  twenty-four  hours  in  excess  of  twenty- 
four  hours  that  such  cars  are  held  out  from  such  tracks  or  sidings. 

Rule  6. 

Cars  for  Loading. — (a)  Cars  for  loading  will  be  considered  placed 
when  such  cars  are  actually  placed  or  held  on  orders  of  the  consignor. 
In  the  latter  case  the  agent  must  give  notice  in  writing  of  all  cars 
which  he  has  b^en  unable  to  place  because  of  the  condition  of  private 
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tracks  or  because  of  other  conditions  attributable  to  the  consig^nor. 
This  will  be  considered  constructive  placement. 

(b)  When  cars  are  reloaded  after  unloading,  each  operation  will 
be  considered  as  independent  of  the  other.  When  loading  Is  begun  before 
unloading  is  completed,  cars  will  be  considered  as  released  from  unload- 
ing and  placed  for  loading  at  the  time  the  loading  is  begun,  the  time 
for  loading  being  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  thereafter. 

Rule  7. 

Inability  of  Connecting  Line  to  Receive. — ^When  a  railroad  is  unable 
to  receive  cars  in  switching  tendered  by  a  connection  to  be  placed  for 
delivery,  owing  to  the  inability  of  the  consignee  to  receive,  it  shall 
promptly  notify  the  line  oftering,  in  order  that  notice  may  be  given 
the  consignee  or  consignor  and  other  disposition  requested.  Notice 
shall  be  given  the  consignee  within  twenty-four  hours  by  the  road  ofter- 
ing  the  car  and  twenty-four  hours  allowed  such  consignee  for  its  dis- 
position. 

Rule  8. 

Charge. — (a)  After  the  expiration  of  free  time  allowed,  a  charge  of 
one  dollar  per  car  per  day,  or  fraction  of  a  day,  shall  be  made. 

(b)  Agents  must  assess  and  collect  all  demurrage  due  on  cars  before 
delivering  them  when  same  has  accrued  between  notice  of  arrival  and 
ordering.  When  in  doubt  they  shall  demand  the  demurrage  at  the  end 
of  the  free  time  for  loading  or  unloading,  and  if  payment  is  refused  they 
shall  decline  to  deliver  the  car  or  allow  the  lading  to  be  taken  from  It, 
either  by  sealing  or  locking  the  car  or  by  placing  it  where  it  is  not 
accessible  to  shipper  or  consignee. 

(c)  If  a  car  is  ordered  to  private  track  for  a  party  who  has  declined 
to  pay  previous  bills,  agents  shall  refuse  to  switch  said  car  to  said  track 
until  the  demurrage  due  or  which  may  accrue  on  such  car  is  paid  or 
guaranteed. 

(d)  In  case  consignees  refuse  to  pay  demurrage  charges  that  have 
accrued  while  cars  have  been  held  for  or  by  loading,  agents  shall  refuse 
to  issue  bills  of  lading  or  ship  the  goods  until  demurrage  charges  are 
paid  or  authorized  inserted  in  bill  of  lading  and  billed  out  as  advance 
charges. 

(e)  Demurrage  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the 
same  regularity  and  promptness  as  other  transportation  and  switching 
charges. 

Rule  9. 

vVeather. —  (a)  In  case  of  inclement  weather  between  7  a.  m.  and 
6  p.  m.  during  free  time,  where  the  property  would  be  seriously  damaged 
in  loading  or  unloading,  free  time  will  be  extended  to  an  extent  equaling 
the  actual  duration  of  such  inclement  weather  so  that  shippers  and  con- 
signees will  have  forty-eight  hours  of  suitable  weather  in  which  to  load 
or  unload  the  freight. 

(b)  If  shippers  or  consignees  fail  to  avail  themselves  of  the  first 
forty-eight  hours  of  suitable  weather,  no  additional  free  time  will  be 
allowed  by  reason  of  such  neglect. 

(c)  No  additional  free  time  for  loading  or  unloading  will  be  allowed 
on  freight  which  would  not  be  subject  to  serious  damage  by  inclement 
weather. 

Rule  10. 

Texarkana. —  (a)  Where  notice  is  given  to  consignee  by  mail  there 
shall  be  twenty-four  hours'  additional  free  time  to  be  added  to  the  time 
allowed  when  consignee  is  served  personally  with  notice,  to  be  computed 
from  day  after  notice  is  mailed. 

(b)  When  consignors  ship  goods  to  themselves  or  order,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  railroad  companies  to  give  legal  notice  to  such  con- 
signors or  persons  to  whom  shipping  directions  order  delivery.  This 
notice  may  be  addressed  by  mall  to  consignee  at  point  of  delivery,  and 
demurrage  will  begin  as  in  other  cases  of  notice  by  mail;  and  the 
mailing  of  such  notice  shall  be  sufficient  legal  notice  in  such  cases, 
whether  the  consignee  actually  receives  the  same  or  not.  Where  the 
consignee  shall  refuse  to  accept  freight  tendered,  in  pursuance  of  the 
bill  of  lading,  the  carrier  charged  with  the  duty  of  delivery  may  give 
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to  the  conslgrnor  legal  notice  of  such  refusal,  and  if  he  shall  not,  within 
three  days  thereafter,  give  directions  for  the  reshipment  of  such  goods, 
he  shall  henceforth  become  liable  to  such  carrier  for  demurrage  upon 
the  car  or  cars  in  which  they  are  stored,  to  the  same  extent  and  at 
the  same  rate  as  charges  are  now,  under  like  circumstances  by  the  rules 
of  this  Commission,  imposed  upon  consignees  who  neglect  or  refuse, 
after  notice  of  arrival,  to  remove  freight  of  like  character  from  the  cars 
of  a  carrier. 

Rule  11. 

Storage. —  (a)  Storage  will  be  charged  on  all  less  than  carload  freight 
held  in  or  on  railroad  warehouses  or  platforms  over  72  hours  from  the 
first  7  a.  m.  after  notice  of  arrival,  not  including  Sundays  and  legal 
holidays  at  the  following  rates  in  cents  per  100  pounds: 


For  10  days  and  under   5 

For  20  days  and  over  10  days   7i 

For  30  days  and  over  20  days  10 

For  40  days  and  over  30  days  12  i 

For  50  days  and  over  40  days  15 

For  each  additional  10  days  or  part  thereof   2 


(b)  The  minimum  charge  for  any  one  shipment  shall  be  10  cents. 

(c)  Twenty  days'  free  time  will  be  allowed  on  less  than  carload 
shipments  when  destined  to  consignees  who  live  at  interior  points  five 
miles  or  more  from  the  railroad  station. 

(d)  Freight  in  cars  placed  on  delivery  track  and  subsequently  un- 
loaded in  railroad  warehouses  or  platforms  is  subject  to  demurrage  rules 
while  on  delivery  track  and  storage  rules  thereafter. 

Rule  12. 

Complaints. — ^All  complaints  that  may  arise  from  non-conformity  to 
any  of  these  rules  or  from  neglect  or  indiscretion  in  enforcing  same,  and 
all  doubtful  and  complicated  cases  involving  any  uncertainty  as  to  t«he 
proper  meaning  and  application  of  these  rules,  may  be  referred  to  the 
Railroad  Commission. 

This  order  shall  take  eftect  January  1,  1909,  and  will  cancel  Circular 
No.  1756,  eftective  March  20,  1903,  and  all  amendments  thereto  except 
Circular  No.  1872,  effective  August  18,  1903.  This  order  shall  also  cancel 
Circular  No.  2785,  effective  May  14,  1908,  and'Circular  No.  2160,  eftective 
November  9,  1904.    (Circular  No.  2961,  issued  December  3,  1908.)

RULES  GOVERNING  THE  APPLICATIONS  FOR  AND  THE  SUPPLYING 
OF  EMPTY  CARS;  THE  RECEPTION,  TRANSPORTATION 
AND  DELIVERY  OF  CARLOAD  FREIGHT;  ALSO 
RECIPROCAL  DEMURRAGE,  ETC. 

Austin,  Texas,  November  19,  1907. 

Pursuant  to  notice  and  hearing  on  the  matters  herein  set  forth,  it  is 
ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the  following  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  observed  by  all  railroad  companies  and  receivers 
or  other  authorized  agencies  operating  lines  of  railroad  in  Texas,  in  the 
matters  of  supplying  empty  cars,  the  reception,  transportation  and  de- 
livery of  carload  freight,  also  the  matter  of  reciprocal  demurrage. 
Rule  1.    Supplying  Empty  Cars. 

(a)  If  any  person,  firm,  company  or  corporation  desiring  an  empty 
oar  or  cars  to  be  placed  at  any  station,  siding,  spur  or  other  point  on 
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a  railroad  in  this  State,  where  it  is  usual  and  customary  for  freight  to 
be  received  and  discharged,  to  be  loaded  with  freight  proper  for  ship- 
ment and  transportation  from  such  station,  siding,  spur  or  other  point 
to  any  other  point  on  said  line  of  railway  or  to  a  point  on  any  other 
line  of  railway  in  this  State,  shall  make  application  in  writing  for  such 
car  or  cars  to  the  agent  of  said  railway  company  at  the  station,  siding, 
spur  or  other  point  where  it  is  desired  to  load  such  car  or  cars,  or  if 
there  be  no  agent  at  such  point,  then  to  the  agent  of  the  railway  com- 
pany at  the  station  nearest  to  such  point  where  there  is  an  agent,  stating 
in  such  application  the  character  of  freight  and  its  destination,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  euch  railway  company  to  whose  agent  such  application 
is  made  to  furnish  and  place,  within  the  time  hereinafter  prescribed 
and  at  the  point  designated  in  said  application,  the  car  or  cars  so  applied 
for,  whether  such  car  or  cars  are  Intended,  when  loaded,  for  transpor- 
tation to  a  point  on  the  line  or  such  railway  company  or  to  a  point  on 
the  line  of  another  common  carrier  in  the  State  of  Texas. 

(b)  When  a  shipper  makes  written  application  to  a  railroad  com- 
pany for  empty  cars  as  provided  in  Section  (a)  of  this  Rule,  they  shall 
be  supplied  within  three  days  when  for  five  cars  or  less;  within  five  days 
when  for  less  than  ten  or  more  than  five  cars,  and  within  eight  days 
when  for  ten  cars  or  more. 

(c)  For  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  (a)  and 
(b)  of  this  Rule,  the  railroad  company  so  failing  to  supply  the  empty 
cars  applied  for  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  shipper  the  sum  of  fifty 
(50)  cents  per  car  per  day  for  each  day  or  fraction  thereof  during  which 
it  fails  to  furnish  cars  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  for  so 
doing;  provided  the  application  for  said  forfeiture  is  made  in  writing 
within  thirty  days  after  making  the  application  for  such  cars;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  any  shipper,  to  avail  himself  of  the  benefits  of  the 
forfeiture  herein  provided  must  deposit  %2  for  each  car  applied  for;  this 
money  to  be  retained  by  the  railroad  company  in  case  the  car  is  not 
loaded;  and,  if  the  car  is  loaded,  the  said  |2  shall  be  refunded  to  the 
shipper  when  bill  of  lading  is  issued;  provided  further,  that  in  case  a 
car  or  cars  are  ordered  and  not  used,  and  the  railroad,  company  is  obliged 
to  haul  such  car  or  cars  empty  over  fifty  (50)  miles  in  one  direction, 
1 5  shall  be  deposited  for  etich  car  ordered  and  forfeited  to  the  railroad 
company  in  case  the  car  or  cars  are  not  used;  and  %7  shall  be  deposited 
for  each  car  ordered,  and  forfeited  to  the  railroad  company  in  case  such 
car  or  cars  are  not  used,  if  the  railroad  company  is  obliged  to  haul  such 
car  or  cars  more  than  100  miles  in  one  direction  empty. 

Rule  2.  Reception  and  Transportation  of  Carload  Freight. 
(As  amended  by  Circular  No.  3085,  effective  June  4.  1909.) 
When  carload  freight  of  any  character  proper  for  transportation  is 
legally  tendered  to  a  railroad  company  at  its  customary  place  of  receiving 
shipments,  and  correct  shipping  instructions  given,  such  railroad  com- 
pany shall  promptly  receive  the  same  and  issue  bills  of  lading  therefor; 
the  same  must  be  carried  forward  at  a  rate  of  not  less  than  an  average 
of  thirty  (30)  miles  per  day  of  twenty-four  hours,  exclusive  of  Sundays 
and  legal  holidays,  computed  from  7  o'clock  a.  m.  of  the  second  day  fol- 
lowing the  receipt  of  shipment.  (For  failure  to  so  receive  and  transport 
such  shipments  the  railroad  company  at  fault  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  owner  or  party  injured  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  cents  per  car  for  each 
day  or  fraction  thereof  during  which  the  terms  of  this  rule  are  not  com- 
plied with.)  Provided,  however,  that  twenty-four  hours'  additional  time 
shall  be  allowed  at  each  junction  point  or  division  terminal  where  it  is 
necessary  to  rehftndle  the  car  or  cars;  also,  forty-eight  hours'  additional 
when  it  is  necessary  to  transfer  contents  from  one  car  to  another.  Pro- 
vided, that  uncompressed  cotton,  in  bill  of  lading  lots  of  twenty-five 
bales  or  more  from  one  consignor  to  one  consignee  shall  be  considered 
as  a  carload  proposition.  Provided  further,  that  the  foregoing  provision 
for  daily  movement  shall  not  affect  shipments  of  live  stock  or  other 
perishable  freight,  which  shall  be  moved  at  a  greater  distance  per  day; 
nor  shall  this  order  be  construed  as  affecting  shippers'  right  to  recover 
damages  for  carriers'  failure  to  so  move  such  live  stock  and  other  per- 
ishable freight.

Rule  3.    Delivery  of  Carload  Shipments. 

(a)  Railroad  companies  shall  give  prompt  written  notice  to  consignees 
of  the  arrival  of  all  freight  and  the  giving  of  notice  shall  be  a  condition 
precedent  to  the  collection  of  any  demurrage  charges.  For  failure  to 
give  notice  within  forty-eight  hours,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  legal 
holidays,  computed  from  7  o'clock  a.  m.  of  the  day  after  the  arrival 
of  carload  freight,  the  railroad  company  at  fault  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
to  consignee  50  cents  per  car  per  day  thereafter  during  which  the  terms  of 
this  rule  are  not  complied  with. 

(b)  Notice  may  be  served  either  by  mail  or  personally,  and  the 
leaving  of  notice  at  consignee's  residence  or  usual  place  of  business 
shall  be  considered  personal  notice.  In  either  case,  such  notice  must 
show  the  initials  and  number  of  car  and  contents  of  same.  The  free 
time  within  which  to  receive  freight  and  to  remove  same  from  the  custody 
of  the  delivering  road  shall  begin  at  7  o'clock  a.  m.  of  the  day  after 
such  notice  is  served,  and  shall  continue  forty-eight  hours,  exclusive  of 
Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  and  such  hours  during  the  free  period  as 
the  inclemency  of  the  weather  may  render  the  removal  of  the  freignt 
from  the*  custody  of  the  carrier  impracticable,  without  serious  damage 
to  same.  Where  consignors  ship  goods  to  themselves  or  their  order,  the 
above  prescribed  written  notice  duly  mailed  to  the  consignee  at  the 
point  of  delivery  shall  be  taken  and  held  to  be  sufficient  legal  notice. 

(c)  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed,  a  charge  of  |1  per  car 
per  day,  or  fraction  thereof,  will  be  collected  for  detention  of  all  can 
held  for  loading  or  unloading,  or  subject  to  the  order  of  consignors,  con- 
signees or  their  agents,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Car  Service  or 
Demurrage  Rules  as  prescribed  by  this  Commission. 

(d)  When  a  car  destined  for  delivery  at  a  particular  point  shall  be 
brought  within  the  customary  switching  limits  of  the  delivering  road  at 
the  point  of  destination  designated  in  the  bill  of  lading  under  which 
shipment  is  carried,  the  freight  therein  contained  shall,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  these  rules,  be  deemed  to  have  arrived  at  destination  in  so  far  as 
to  impose  upon  the  consignee  the  duty  of  giving  directions  for  the  dis- 
position and  placing  of  the  car  upon  receipt  by  him  of  notice  of  the 
arrival  thereof. 

(e)  If,  during  the  time  allowed,  a  car  be  removed  or  its  unloading 
be  otherwise  obstructed  or  prevented  by  the  delivering  railroad  com- 
pany, the  consignee  shall  not  be  charged  with  the  consequent  delay. 
If  the  delivering  railroad  company  removes  a  car  after  demurrage  begins 
thereon,  such  car  shall,  upon  proper  demand  of  the  consignee,  be 
promptly  made  accessible  for  the  unloading  thereof. 

(f)  Railroad  companies  are  required  to  make  prompt  tender  to  con- 
signees, of  all  freights  upon  the  arrival  thereof  at  destination.  For  fail- 
ure to  place  loaded  cars  at  an  accessible  point  for  unloading  same, 
within  forty-eight  hours,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  com- 
puted from  7  o'clock  a.  m.  the  day  after  the  consignee  has  filed  wilrti 
the  agent  a  proper  order  for  delivery,  the  railroad  company  at  fault 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  consignee  50  cents  per  car  per  day,  or 
fraction  thereof,  that  such  delivery  is  so  delayed. 

Provided,  that  the  foregoing  Rule  3  shall  not  affect  the  delivery  of 
live  stock  or  other  perishable  freight,  the  delivery  of  which  should  be 
made  more  promptly  than  as  above  provided. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  the  matters  set  forth  in  Circular  No.  2669 
be  held  under  advisement  for  such  further  action  thereon  by  this  Com- 
mission as  may  appear  necessary.  (Circular  No.  2702,  eftective  De- 
cember 10,  1907,  canceling  Circular  No.  2540,  together  with  conflicting 
portions  of  Car  Service  or  Demurrage  Rules  contained  in  Circular  No. 
1756  as  amended  by  Circulars  Nos.  1761,  1873  and  2220  issued  by  this 
Commission. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  RECEPTION  AND  TRANS- 
PORTATION OF  LESS  THAN  CARLOAD  SHIPMENTS. 

Austin,  Texas,  November  19,  1907. 
Pursuant  to  notice  and  hearing,  it  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
l^B.  B. 
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mission  of  Texas  that  the  following  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  ob- 
served by  all  railroad  companies  and  receivers  or  other  authorised 
agencies  operating  lines  of  railroad  in  Texas,  in  the  matter  of  the  recep- 
tion and  transportation  of  less  than  carload  shipments  of  freight. 

When  less  than  carload  shipments  of  any  character  of  freight  proper 
for  transportation  is  legally  tendered  to  a  railroad  company  at  its  cus- 
tomary place  of  receiving  such  shipments  and  correct  shipping  instruc- 
tions given,  such  railroad  company  shall  promptly  receive  the  same  and 
issue  bills  of  lading  therefor;  and  such  shipments  must  be  carried  for- 
ward at  a  rate  of  not  less  than  an  average  of  twenty-five  miles  per  day 
of  twenty-four  hours,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  computed 
from  7  o'clock  a.  m.  of  the  second  day  following  the  receipt  of  the  ship- 
ment for  transportation. 

For  failure  to  so  receive  and  transport  such  shipments,  the  railroad 
company  or  companies  at  fault  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  shipper  the 
following  amounts  in  cents  per  100  pounds: 

For  10  days  or  less  2i  cents  per  100  pounds 

For  20  days  and  over  10  days  33  cents  per  100  pounds 

For  30  days  and  over  20  days  5    cents  per  100  pounds 

For  40  days  and  over  30  days  6|  cents  per  100  pounds 

For  each  additional  10  days  or  part  thereof.  .1      cent  per  100  pounds 

The  minimum  charge  for  any  one  shipment,  5  cents.  Provided,  that 
forty-eight  hours'  additional  time  shall  be  allowed  at  junction  points  or 
division  terminals  where  it  is  necessary  to  rehandle  the  shipment. 

Provided  further,  that  the  foregoing  provision  for  daily  movement 
shall  not  affect  shipments  of  livestock  or  other  perishable  freight  which 
should  be  moved  at  a  greater  distance  per  day;  nor  shall  this  order  be 
construed  as  affecting  shippers*  rights  to  recover  damages  for  carriers* 
failure  to  so  move  such  live  stock  and  other  perishable  freight.  (Circular 
No.  2703,  effective  December  10,  1907.) 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  EXCHANGE  OF  LOADED 
AND  EMPTY  CARS  BY  RAILROAD  COMPANIES. 

Austin,  Texas,  November  21,  1907. 
Pursuant  to  notice  and  hearing  had  in  Cause  No.  786  before  this  Com- 
mission, it  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that,  for 
the  purpose  of  putting  into  effect  the  provisions  of  Chapter  184,  General 
Laws  of  the  Thirtieth  Legislature,  any  railroad  company  operating  be- 
tween points  in  the  State  of  Texas,  by  giving  notice  to  its  connection  at 
any  junction  points,  as  provided  below,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  of 
said  connecting  line  the  delivery  to  it  of  an  equal  number  of  empty  cars 
of  like  character  for  each  loaded  car  delivered  by  said  railroad. 

1.  Any  railroad  company  originating  or  receiving  from  a  connecting 
carrier,  carload  shipments  of  any  freight  proper  for  transportation,  in- 
cluding cotton  in  bill  of  lading  lots  of  twenty-five  bales  or  more,  which 
is  to  be  delivered  to  a  connecting  carrier  at  its  junction  with  said  con- 
necting carrier,  upon  giving  five  days'  notice  of  its  purpose  to  deliver 
at  said  junction  to  its  connection  not  exceeding  ten  loaded  cars,  shall 
be  entitled  upon  the  delivery  of  same  within  that  time  to  an  equal  num- 
ber of  empty  cars  of  like  character  in  exchange  for  those  delivered  loaded. 

2.  Upon  eigth  days*  notice  by  the  line  originating  or  receiving  from  a 
connecting  carrier  of  its  intention  to  deliver  over  ten  but  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  cars  loaded  with  freight,  as  described  in  Section  1,  said 
line  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  an  empty  car  of  like  character  for  each 
loaded  car  so  delivered  at  the  junction  with  the  line  to  whom  notice 
has  been  given. 

3.  On  ten  days*  notice  by  the  line  originating  or  receiving  from  a 
connecting  carrier  that  it  will  deliver  more  than  twenty-five  cars  and 
not  exceeding  fifty  at  any  one  time  to  its  connection  with  the  line  to 
whom  notice  is  given,  said  road  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  an  empty  car 
of  like  character  for  each  loaded  car  delivered  to  said  connection. 

4.  The  railroad  company  to  whom  such  connecting  line  originating 
or  receiving  from  a  connecting  carrier,  carload  shipments  as  described

in  Section  1,  may  make  application,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  rules, 
for  empty  cars  of  like  character  in  exchange  for  loaded  cars,  in  addition 
to  the  notice  provided  in  each  of  the  foregoing  rules,  shall  he  entitled 
to  free  time  after  the  expiration  of  the  notice  given  in  which  to  deliver 
empties,  as  follows: 

As  provided  in  Rule  1,  24  hours. 

As  provided  in  Rule  2,  48  hours. 

As  provided  in  Rule  3,  72  hours. 

And  for  each  day  in  excess  of  the  free  time  allowed  in  which  said 
connecting  carrier  fails  to  deliver  such  empty  cars  for  loaded  cars,  "as 
provided  in  the  foregoing  rules,  the  originating  or  connecting  line  making 
the  application  for  such  empties,  in  accordance  with  said  rules,  shall 
be  entitled  to  collect,  from  the  line  of  railway  so  failing  to  furnish  said 
empty  cars,  demurrage  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  ($1)  per  car  per  day 
on  the  loaded  cars  so  held  at  said  junction.  (Circular  No.  2705,  effective 
December  12,  1907.) 


RECEPTION,  TRANSPORTATION  AND  DELIVERY  OF  LOADED  CARS. 

Circulars  No.  199,  effective  January  27,  1896,  and  No.  399,  effective 
March  24,  1897: 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the  following 
rules  and  regulations  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  established  to  govern 
the  reception,  transportation  and  delivery  of  loaded  cars  from  point  to 
point  on  railroads  within  the  State  of  Texas: 

1.  Every  railroad  company,  operating  a  railroad  between  points  within 
the  State  of  Texas,  shall  receive,  when  tendered  to  it  by  a  shipper  at  a 
station  on  its  line,  every  loaded  car  intended  for  transportation  over  its 
line  to  a  point  on  its  line,  and  also  every  loaded  car  intended  for  trans- 
portation  over  its  line  and  thence  to  a  point  on  any  connecting  line  of 
railroad.  Having  received  from  a  shipper  a  loaded  car  destined  to  a 
point  on  its  line,  the  company  so  receiving  such  loaded  car  shall  forward 
and  haul  same  over  its  line  to  destination;  and  having  received  from  a 
shipper  a  loaded  car  destined  to  a  point  on  a  connecting  line,  the  company 
80  receiving  such  loaded  car  shall  forward  and  haul  same  over  its  line  to 
its  Junction  with  the  next  connecting  line  of  which  it  shall  at  such  junc- 
tion deliver  same  for  further  transportation. 

2.  Every  railroad  company,  operating  a  railroad  between  points  within 
the  State  of  Texas,  shall  receive,  when  tendered  to  it  by  a  connection  at 
a  place  of  junction  of  their  tracks,  every  loaded  car  intended  for  trans- 
portation over  its  line  to  a  point  on  its  line,  and  also  every  loaded  car 
intended  for  transportation  over  its  line  and  thence  to  a  point  on  any 
connecting  line.  Having  received  from  a  connection  a  loaded  car  destined 
to  a  point  on  its  line,  ihe  company  so  receiving  such  loaded  car  shall  for- 
ward and  haul  same  over  its  line,  to  destination;  and  having  received  from 
a  connection  a  loaded  car  destined  to  a  point  on  any  connecting  line,  the 
company  so  receiving  such  loaded  car  shall  forward  and  haul  same  over  its 
line  to  its  Junction  with  the  next  connecting  line  to  which  it  shall  deliver 
same  for  further  transportation. 

3.  Connecting  lines,  as  used  in  this  circular,  are  two  or  more  lines 
connecting  with  each  other  by  crossing  each  other's  tracks  or  otherwise, 
and  forming  a  continuous  rail  route  between  the  initial  and  terminal  points 
of  a  shipment;  .and  a  connection  or  connecting  line  is  any  one  of  said  two 
or  more  lines. 

4.  The  junction  of  two  railroads,  as  used  in  this  circular,  is  the  place 
at  which  they  cross  each  other's  tracks  or  are  otherwise  connected. 

5.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  rules  and  regulations  now 
recognized  and  enforced  by  the  railroad  companies  of  this  State  in  respect 
to  charges  for  car  mileage  upon  loaded  or  empty  cars. 


FURNISHING  TANK  CARS. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  railroad  com- 
panies in  Texas  shall  observe  the  following  rules  for  furnishing  to  shippers 
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of  crude  and  fuel  petroleum,  tank  cars  for  tbe  carriage  of  such  shipments: 

1.  When  the  shipper  of  crude  or  fuel  petroleum  desires  to  make  ship- 
ment of  the  same  in  tank  cars,  and  shall  make  application  In  writing  for 
said  cars,  to  the  superintendent  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  trans- 
portation of  any  railroad  company  operating  a  line  of  railway  in  this 
State,  or  the  local  agent  thereof  at  any  station  or  point  on  said  railroad 
where  freight  is  received  and  where  said  cars  are  desired,  or  to  the  local 
agent  thereof  at  the  station  nearest  said  point  if  there  be  no  agent  In 
ckarge  at  the  point  where  said  cars  are  desired,  such  railroad  company  is 
required  to  furnish  and  supply  to  such  shipper,  at  the  point  indicated  in 
such  application,  the  same  being  a  station  or  point  on  said  line  of  railway 
where  freight  is  received,  the  number  of  tank  cars  desired,  within  a 
reasonable  time  thereafter,  not  to  exceed  six  days  from  the  receipt  of  such 
application.  And  said  railroad  company  shall  furnish  and  supply  said 
tank  cars  to  the  persons  applying  therefor  in  the  order  in  which  such 
applications  may  be  received,  without  discrimination  In  favor  of  or  against 
any  person,  and  without  giving  preference  to  any  person  over  another,  so 
that  no  cars  be  supplied  or  furnished  any  person  before  furnishing  and 
supplying  the  same  to  other  person  or  persons  whose  applications  have 
been  before  received.  Provided,  however,  that  no  railroad  company  shall 
be  required  to  furnish  to  any  applicant  more  than  ten  cars  at  any  one 
time,  nor  more  than  fifty  cars  in  any  ten  days,  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  cars  in  any  one  month;  and  provided  further,  that  if  the  appli- 
cation be  for  ten  cars  or  less,  the  railroad  company  shall  be  required  to 
furnish  the  same  in  three  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  application,  and 
if  the  application  be  for  more  than  ten  cars  and  less  than  fifty  cars,  the 
same  shall  be  furnished  within  six  days  after  receipt  of  such  application, 
and  if  the  application  be  for  fifty  cars  or  more  the  same  shall  be  furnished 
within  ten  full  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  application. 

2.  Said  applicant  shall,  at  the  time  of  making  such  application  for 
tank  car  or  cars,  deposit  with  the  agent  of  such  railroad  company  as 
much  as  one-fourth  (J)  of  the  amount  of  freight  charges  for  the  carriage 
of  the  petroleum  to  be  carried  therein  to  the  destination  thereof,  as 
named  in  the  application,  unless  the  said  company  shall  agree  to  deliver 
said  tank  cars  without  such  prepayment,  in  default  of  which  prepayment 
of  charges,  unless  the  same  is  waived  as  aforesaid,  the  railroad  company 
shall  not  be  required  to  furnish  said  tank  cars  as  herein  provided. 

3.  And  said  applicant  shall,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  such  tank 
car  or  cars  have  been  delivered  and  placed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  fully 
load  the  same,  and  upon  failure  to  do  so  the  railroad  company  shall  be 
authorized  to  retain  the  amount  of  such  deposit  as  compensation  for  the 
use  of  such  cars  and  for  the  service  performed  in  placing  the  same,  and 
the  railroad  company  shall  have  the  right  immediately  upon  the  expiration 
of  said  time  to  take  charge  of  and  remove  said  cars;  provided,  that  where 
applications  are  made  on  several  days,  all  of  which  are  filed  on  the  same 
day,  the  applicant  shall  have  forty-eight  hours  to  load  the  car  or  cars 
furnished  on  the  first  application,  and  the  next  forty-eight  hours  to  load 
the  car  or  cars  furnished  on  the  next  application,  and  so  on. 

4.  These  rules  and  regulations  shall  apply  as  well  to  the  trustees  or 
receivers  in  charge  of  any  railroad  and  engaged  in  operating  the  same. 

Effective  October  13,  1902.     (Circular  No.  1683.) 


LOADED  AND  EMPTY  TANK  CARS. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  all  railroad 
companies  in  Texas  shall  observe  the  following  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  reception,  movement  and  delivery  of  tank  cars  loaded  with  crude  and 
fuel  petroleum,  and  also  of  empty  tank  cars,  between  points  in  Texas: 
Tank  Cars  Loaded  With  Crude  or  Fuel  Petroleum. 

1.  Every  railroad  company  operating  a  railroad  between  points  in 
Texas  shall  receive,  when  tendererd  to  it  by  a  shipper  at  a  station  on  its 
line  of  railroad,  every  tank  car  loaded  with  crude  or  fuel  petroleum  In- 
tended for  transportation  over  its  line  of.  railroad  to  a  point  on  its  line  of 
railroad,  and  also  every  tank  car  loaded  with  crude  or  fuel  petroleum 
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intended  for  transportation  over  its  line  of  railroad  and  thence  to  a  point 
on  any  connecting  line  of  railroad.  Having  received  from  a  shipper  a 
tank  car  or  cars  loaded  with  crude  or  fuel  petroleum  destined  to  a  point 
on  its  line  of  railroad,  the  company  so  receiving  such  loaded  tank  car  or 
cars  shall  forward  and  haul  the  same  over  its  line  to  destlntion  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  consignee  thereof  without  any  unreasonable 
delay;  and  having  received  from  a  shipper  a  tank  car  or  cars  loaded  with 
crude  or  fuel  petroleum  destined  to  a  point  on  a  connecting  line  of  rail- 
road, the  company  so  receiving  such  loaded  tank  car  or  cars  shall  forward 
and  haul  the  same  over  its  line  of  railroad  to  its  junction  with  the  next 
connecting  line  of  railroad  en  route  to  destination,  to  which  connecting 
line  it  shall,  at  such  Junction,  deliver  the  same  for  further  transportation. 

2.  Every  railroad  company  operating  a  line  of  railroad  in  Texas  shall 
receive,  when  tendered  to  it  by  a  connecting  line  of  railroad,  at  a  place  of 
Junction  of  titieir  track,  every  tank  car  loaded  with  crude  or  fuel  petroleum 
intended  for  transportation  over  its  line  of  railroad  to  a  point  on  its  line 
of  railroad,  and  also  every  tank  car  loaded  with  crude  or  fuel  petroleum 
intended  for  transportation  over  its  line  of  railroad  and  thence  to  a  point 
on  any  connecting  line  of  railroad.  Having  received  from  a  connecting  line 
of  railroad  a  tank  car  or  tank  cars  loaded  with  crude  or  fuel  petroleum 
destined  to  a  point  on  its  line  of  railroad,  the  company  so  receiving  such 
cars  shall  forward  and  haul  the  same  over  its  line  of  railroad  to  destination 
without  unnecessary  delay,  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  consignee 
thereof.  And  having  received  from  a  connecting  line  of  railroad  a  tank 
car  or  tank  cars  loaded  with  crude  or  fuel  petroleum  destined  to  a  point 
on  any  connecting  line  of  railroad,  the  company  so  receiving  such  loaded 
car  or  cars  shall  forward  and  haul  the  same  over  its  line  of  railroad  to  its 
Junction  with  the  next  connecting  line  of  railroad  to  which  it  shall  deliver 
the  same  for  further  transportation. 

Empty  Tank  Cars. 

3.  When  any  such  tank  car  or  cars  have  been  unloaded  and  released  or 
tendered  back  by  the  consignee  to  any  railroad  company  operating  a  line  of 
railroad  within  this  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  railroad  company  to 
receive  and  haul  same  without  unnecessary  delay  back  to  the  point  where 
the  same  was,  when  loaded,  received  from  a  shipper,  when  such  point  is 
located  on  its  line  of  railroad;  but  when  such  point  is  on  a  connecting  line 
of  railroad  the  railroad  company  so  receiving  such  empty  tank  car  or  cars 
shall  haul  the  same  without  unnecessary  delay  over  its  line  of  railroad  to 
its  Junction  with  the  next  connecting  railroad  where  It  shall  deliver  such 
tank  car  or  cars  to  such  connecting  line  for  further  transportation. 

4.  Every  railroad  company  operating  a  line  of  railroad  in  Texas  shall 
receive,  when  tendered  to  it  by  a  connecting  line  of  railroad,  at  a  place  of 
Junction  of  their  tracks,  every  empty  tank  car  intended  for  transportation 
over  its  line  of  railroad  to  a  point  on  its  line  of  railroad,  and  also  every 
empty  tank  car  Intended  for  transportation  over  its  line  of  railroad  and 
thence  to  a  point  on  any  connecting  line  of  railroad.  Having  received 
from  a  connecting  line  of  railroad  any  empty  tank  car  or  cars  destined  to 
a  point  on  its  line  of  railroad,  the  company  so  receiving  such  car  or  cars 
shall  forward  and  haul  the  same  without  unnecessary  delay  over  its  line  of 
railroad  to  destination,  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  consignee  or  owner 
thereof;  and  having  received  from  a  connecting  line  of  railroad  any  empty 
tank  car  or  cars  destined  to  a  point  on  any  connecting  line  of  railroad,  the 
company  so  receiving  such  empty  tank  car  or  cars  shall  forward  and  haul 
the  same  over  its  line  of  railroad  to  its  Junction  with  the  next  connecting 
line  of  railroad  to  which  it  shall  deliver  the  same  for  further  transportation. 

5.  Railroad  companies  shall  at  points  from  which  empty  tank  cars  are 
to  be  returned,  have  way-bills  made  for  such  cars,  showing  to  what  point 
the  cars  are  to  be  returned  and  also  the  name  of  consignee,  whether  a 
railroad  or  other  company  or  person.  And  the  original  and  tissue  impres- 
sions of  such  way-bills  shall  be  preserved  and  kept  in  the  same  manner 
as  are  other  way-bills. 

6.  Railroad  companies  shall  pay  to  the  owners  of  tank  cars  used  in  the 
transportation  of  crude  and  fuel  petroleum,  three-fourths  (i)  of  a  cent  per 
mile  for  the  entire  distance  which  said  cars  shall  be  transported  or  hauled. 
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whether  loaded  or  empty,  and  one  dollar  (|1)  per  car  per  day  for  each 
day  said  car  or  cars  shall  be  in  possession  of  such  railroad  company  or 
railroad  companies  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  days,  when  the  point  of  delivery 
of  the  oil  to  the  consignee  is  within  100  miles  or  less  from  point  of  origin 
thereof,  and  one  dollars  ($1)  per  car  per  day  for  all  time  in  excess  of 
fifteen  (15)  days,  when  such  point  of  delivery  is  more  than  100  and  not 
more  than  200  miles;  and  one  dollar  {%!)  per  car  per  day  for  all  time  in 
excess  of  twenty  (20)  days,  when  such  point  of  delivery  is  more  than  200 
miles  from  point  of  origin  thereof;  it  being  understood  that  time  consumed 
by  shippers  in  loading  or  consignee  in  unloading,  also  the  time  actually 
required  in  making  repairs,  shall  not  be  considered  in  computing  such 
charges;  provided,  that  if  the  railroad  company  shall  have  on  hand  tank 
cars  in  which  to  transport,  and  shall  offer  to  transport  the  oil  of  the  shipper 
in  the  same,  it  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  car  mileage  charges  for  the 
use  of  the  cars  so  tendered  to  it. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  October  13,  1902.    (Circular  No.  1684.) 


CLEANING  CARS. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  if  cars  that  need 
a  cleaning  to  make  them  suitable  for  any  particular  loading,  are  furnished 
to  shippers,  the  railway  company  supplying  such  cars  shall  cause  them  to  be 
cleaned  at  its  own  expense.  (Circular  No.  1932,  effective  November  2,  1903.) 


CONCERNING  RECORDS  OP  RAILROAD  COMPANIES. 

Austin,  Texas,  February  8,  1902. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  there  shall  be  retained,  kept  and  preserved  at 
each  railroad  freight  station  in  Texas  a  copy  of  each  bill  of  lading  issued;  a 
tissue  impression  or  other  copy  of  each  way-bill  made;  the  original  of  each 
way-bill  received  (or  if  as  hereinafter  provided,  such  way-bills  are  for- 
warded to  the^auditor's  office,  then  a  complete  record  of  the  particulars  con- 
tained in  such  way-bills) ;  the  station  cash  book,  showing  in  detail  each 
amount  received  and  from  whom,  and  each  amount  paid  out  and  to  whom; 
consignee's  receipts  for  all  freight  delivered;  and  tissue  impressions  or 
other  true  copies  of  all  reports — daily,  quarter-monthly,  monthly  or  other — 
made  at  such  station  to  any  general  officer  of  the  railroad  company  to  which 
such  station  belongs,  or  to  anyone  else. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  there  shall  be  retained,  kept  and  preserved  in 
the  office  of  the  auditor  of  each  railroad  in  Texas  (or  in  case  the  general 
accounts  of  a  railroad  are  kept  by  an  officer  with  a  different  title  than  that 
of  auditor,  then  in  the  office  of  such  other  officer)  a  true  copy  of  each  way- 
bill for  freight  passing  wholly  or  in  part  over  such  railroad,  whether  inter- 
line or  local;  all  original  way-bills  forwarded  to  such  office  from  local  sta- 
tions; all  accounts  or  other  papers  on  which  vouchers  are  based  or  pay- 
ments in  any  manner  made;  the  originals  of  all' reports  made  to  such  office 
by  local  agents;  registers  or  records  of  all  vouchers  made,  and  the  indexes 
to  the  same;  registers  or  records  of  all  claims  passed  upon  in  said  office 
relating  to  either  lost  or  damaged  freight  or  to  overcharges  on  freight;  all 
letter  books;  all  Journals,  ledgers  and  books  by  whatever  title  known,  in 
which  are  kept,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  accounts  between  the  railroad 
company  and  its  officers,  or  its  agents,  or  other  railroad  companies,  or  other 
individuals,  firms  and  companies. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  all  officers  of  railroad  companies  in  Texas, 
especially  the  following,  viz.,  presidents,  vice-presidents,  secretaries,  treas- 
urers, local  treasurers,  auditors,  general  freight  agents,  traffic  managers, 
general  managers,  general  superintendents,'  general  passenger  and  ticket 
agents,  chief  engineers,  superintendents  of  motive  power  and  machinery, 
master  mechanics,  masters  of  transportation,  train  masters,  stock  and  fuel 
agents,  claim  agents  and  those  by  any  other  title  performing  the  duties 
understood  to  be  usually  performed  by  officers  bearing  the  titles  herein 
mentioned  shall  keep  and  preserve  in  their  respective  offices  in  this  State 
all  of  the  correspondence,  records,  books  and  papers  of  whatever  nature 
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pertaining  to  their  respective  offices  and  relating  to  the  business  and  affairs 
of  the  railway  company  of  which  they  are  respectively  the  officers. 


FREIGHT  AND  PASSENGER  STATISTICS— TONNAGE,  REVENUE  AND 

ACCOUNTS. 
(Circular  No.  A-1,  effective  July  1,  1907.) 
Under  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  Article  4571  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Texas,  it  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas 
that  the  following  regulations,  hereby  adopted  and  promulgated  by  said 
Commission,  shall  be  observed  by  all  railway  companies  and  receivers 
operating  lines  of  railway  in  this  State,  in  the  keeping  of  the  accounts  and 
the  compiling  of  the  statistics  of  its  business  handled  on  and  after  July  1, 
1907: 

Freight  Statistics. 

1.  Tonnage  and  Revenue. — There  shall  be  kept  a  register  of  freight 
way-bills;  that  in  said  register  a  record  shall  be  kept  of  the  number  and 
date  of  each  way-bill  covering  freight  originating  at  and  destined  to  stations 
on  each  of  said  lines;  also  of  all  way-bills  passing  over  each  of  said  lines, 
but  having  origin  and  destination  beyond  it. 

2.  Way-bills  from  one  station  id  another  shall  be  listed  under  headings 
showing  names  of  forwarding  and  receiving  stations.  Total  weight  and 
freight  on  each  carload  shipment  shall  be  shown  and  a  distribution  shall 
be  made  under  their  respective  headings  of  the  various  classes  and  com- 
modities covered  by  each  way-bill. 

3.  Total  weight  shown  by  each  less  than  carload  way-bill  shall  be 
shown  and  a  distribution  shall  be  made  of  the  various  classes  and  commodi- 
ties under  the  heading  "Merchandise,"  except  that  cotton,  wool  and  live 
stock  shall  be  shown  under  their  respective  headings. 

4.  The  headings  of  interline  movement  shall  show,  in  addition  to  for- 
warding and  receiving  stations,  the  junctions  at  which  freight  is  received 
from  or  delivered  to  connecting  lines. 

5.  Way-bills  shall  be  listed  under  the  following  general  headings: 
Interline  Interstate,  Interline  Intrastate  and  local. 

6.  Interline  Interstate  shall  Include  all  freight  (except  company  freight) 
received  from  or  destined  to  points  outside  of  the  State  of  Texas,  whether 
covered  by  through  way-bills  or  rebllled  at  Junctions;  also  all  Interstate 
freight  passing  over  each  of  said  lines  and  having  origin  and  destination 
beyond. 

7.  Interline  Intrastate  shall  Include  all  freight  (except  company  freight) 
received  from  or  destined  to  points  on  foreign  or  connecting  lines  within  the 
State  of  Texas,  whether  covered  by  through  way-bills  or  rebllled  at  Junc- 
tions; also  all  Intrastate  freight  passing  over  each  of  said  lines  and  having 
origin  and  destination  beyond. 

8.  Local  shall  include  all  freight  (except  company  freight)  received 
from  and  forwarded  to  local  stations. 

9.  All  freight  originating  In  Texas  and  way-billed  to  gulf  ports,  and  all 
freight  way-billed  from  gulf  ports  to  points  In  Texas,  subject  to  rates,  rules 
and  regulations  of  this  Commission,  shall  be  considered  as  Texas  traffic  and 
shall  be  reported  interline  intrastate  or  local,  dependent  upon  its  movement. 

10.  Each  road  shall  show  the  revenue  accruing  to  It  on  carload  ship- 
ments, on  each  class  and  commodity  originating  on,  destined  to  or  passing 
over  its  line;  the  same  Information  shall  be  shown  on  less  than  carload 
shipments  except  that  classes  and  commodities  shall  be  grouped  and  shown 
under  the  head  of  "Merchandise,"  except  shipments  of  cotton,  wool  and  live 
stock  shall  be  shown  under  their  respective  headings.  This  should  not  be 
construed  to  mean  that  it  is  required  to  show  each  line's  proportion  on  each 
item,  but  the  reporting  line's  proportion  upon  the  total  of  each  class  and 
commodity. 

11.  Company  deadhead  freight  shall  be  billed  in  separate  series  and 
reported  separately  from  commercial  freight.  It  Is  not  required  that  com- 
pany freight  shipped  In  less  than  carload  lots  be  classified.  Way-bills  shall 
be  listed  in  the  same  manner  as  commercial  way-bills. 

12.  Tonnage  and  revenue  on  freight  hauled  at  special  rates  for  th% 
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use  of  connecting  lines,  having  origin  and  destination  within  the  State  of 
Texas,  shall  be  shown  under  one  heading.  This  shall  be  listed  as  oommer- 
cial  freight,  but  as  a  separate  item  under  interline  intrastate. 

13.  Tonnage  of  and  revenue  on  freight  hauled  at  special  rates  for  use  of 
connecting  lines,  having  origin  or  destination  outside  of  the  State,  shall  be 
shown  under  separate  heading.  This  shall  be  listed  with  commercial 
freight,  but  as  separate  item  under  interline  interstate. 

14.  Accounts. — ^Accounts  shall  be  kept  in  such  manner  that  each  road 
shall  be  able  to  render  monthly  or  annually  statements  showing,  under  each 
of  the  aforementioned  general  headings,  the  following  information: 

(a)  Total  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried. 

(b)  Total  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  one  mile. 

(c)  Average  haul. 

(d)  Number  of  tons  carried  of  freight  earning  revenue. 

(e)  Number  of  tons  of  freight  earning  revenue  carried  one  mile. 

(f)  Average  haul. 

(g)  Number  of  tons  carried  of  free  freight. 

(h)  Number  of  tons  of  free  freight  carried  one  mile. 

(i)  Average  haul. 

(j)    Total  freight  revenue. 

(k)    Revenue  per  ton  per  mile  on  all  freight. 

(1)     Revenue  per  ton  per  mile  on  revenue  earning  freight 

(m)   Weight  of  each  class  and  commodity,  carloads. 

(n)    Weight  of  less  than  carload  shipments  of  merchandise. 

(o)  Weight  of  less  than  carload  shipments  of  cotton,  wool  and  live 
stock,  each  to  be  shown  under  their  respective  headings. 

(p)  Number  of  tons  of  each  class  and  commodity,  carloads,  carried  one 
mile. 

(q)  Number  of  tons  of  "Merchandise,"  cotton,  wool  and  live  stock 
(shown  separately)  carried  one  mile. 

(r)    Revenue  per  ton  per  mile  on  each  class  and  commodity,  carload. 

(s)  Revenue  per  ton  per  mile  on  "Merchandise,"  cotton,  wool  and  live 
stock,  each  to  be  shown  separately.

15.  Demurrage  and  storage  collected  shall  be  reported  as  separate 
items. 

16.  Switching  collected  shall  be  reported  as  a  separate  item. 

17.  Switching  paid  connecting  lines  shall  be  reported  under  the  three 
general  headings  hereinbefore  provided. 

18.  Special  Service  Trains. — Revenue  from  special  service  trains  mov- 
ing under  freight  way-bills,  when  charges  are  assessed  on  a  basis  of  a  rate 
per  mile  or  a  lump  sum  per  car  or  for  the  train,  shall  be  reported  as  a  sep- 
arate item  and  credited  to  Other  Earnings  from  Transportation,  Freight. 

19.  Other  Freight  Earnings. — ^Under  this  heading  all  earnings,  not 
heretofore  provided  for,  shall  be  shown  in  detail. 

20.  Loading,  Unloading  and  Transferring  Freight. — Records  shall  be 
so  kept  as  to  show  weight  of  all  freight,  interline  interstate,  interline  intra- 
state and  local,  separately,  loaded,  unloaded,  and  transferred  from  one  car 
to  another,  at  stations  in  Texas  when  work  of  loading,  unloading  and  trans- 
ferring is  performed  by  employes. 

Passenger  Statistics. 

1.  Passenger  accounts  shall  be  kept  and  statistics  compiled  under  three 
general  headings,  viz.:    Interline  interstate,  interline  intrastate  and  local.

3.  Interline  intrastate  shall  include  all  traffic  originating  at  or  destined 
to  points  on  foreign  lines  within  the  State  of  Texas,  also  all  intrastate 
traffic  passing  over  each  of  said  lines  and  having  origin  and  destination 
beyond. 

4.  Local  shall  include  all  traffic  between  local  stations  on  each  line  in 
Texas. 

6.    Accounts. — Accounts  shall  be  kept  in  such  manner  that  each  road 
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shall  be  able  to  render  monthly  and  annually  statements  showing,  under 
each  of  the  above  general  heading,  the  following  Information:

11.  Excess  baggage  shall  be  reported  under  the  three  general  head- 
ings hereinbefore  provided. 

12.  Freight  carried  on  passenger  trains  shall  be  reported  under  the 
three  general  headings  hereinbefore  provided. 

13.  Special  Service  Trains. — A  separate  account  shall  be  kept  of 
special  service  trains  moved  under  regular  or  special  passenger  rates. 

14.  International  traffic  shall  be  treated  as  interstate.

CLASSIFICATION  OF  EXPENDITURES  FOR  ROAD  AND  EQUIPMENT. 


Section  1.  Acting  under  the  authority  conferred  upon  said  Railroad 
Commission  by  Article  4571,  of  Chapter  13,  Title  94,  of  the  Revised  Civil 
Statutes  of  1895,  wherein  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  is  empow- 
ered to  prescribe  a  system  of  bookkeeping  to  be  observed  by  all  railroad 
compaines  subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  article,  chapter  and  title,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the  text  of  the 
"Classification  of  Expenditures  for  Road  and  Equipment,  as  prescribed 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  in  accordance  with  Section  20 
of  the  Act  tp  Regulate  Commerce,  First  Revised  lissue,"  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  adopted  and  prescribed  for  the  govrnment  and  control  of  the 
railroad  companies  and  common  carriers  doing  business  in  Texas  in  the 
keeping  of  their  books  and  accounts,  showing  said  expenditures  for  road 
and  equipment. 

Sdc.  2.  Attention  of  those  interested  is  called  to  Chapter  65,  Acts  of 
the  Twenty-eighth  Legislature,  page  90,  General  Laws  of  Texas,  Section 
1  of  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas: 
That  no  corporation,  except  one  chartered  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Texas,  shall  be  authorized  or  permitted  to  collect,  build,  operate,  equip, 
own  or  maintain  any  railway  within  this  State." 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  quoted  statute  it  is  fur- 
ther ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  any  person,  firm, 
company,  association  of  persons  or  corporation  who  shall  contract  to  either 
build  or  equip  any  railroad  within  this  State  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
expenditures  for  the  construction  and  equipment  thereof  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  this  order,  and  shall  file  the  same  with  the  railroad  company 
for  permanent  record  in  Its  office. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  railroad  company 
so  constructed  and  equipped  to  secure  and  preserve  in  its  office  said  record 
of  expenditures  properly  classified. 

Sec.  3.  This  order  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and  after  July 
1,  1907. 


COST  AND  STATISTICS  OF  TRAIN  SERVICE  AND  COST  AND  PER- 
FORMANCE OF  LOCOMOTIVES. 


It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  each  and  every 
railroad  company  and  receiver  operating  a  line  of  railroad  in  this  State* 
be  and  same  are  hereby  ordered  and  required  to  file  with  this  Commission, 
within  sixty  (60)  days  after  date  of  this  order,  for  the  period  from  July 
1,  1907,  to  June  30,  1908,  reports  of  the  "Cost  and  Performance  of  Loco- 
tives"  and  "Cost  and  Statistics  of  Train  Service,"  upon  and  after  the 
manner  prescribed  upon  blank  forms  for  such  reports  which  will  be  furn- 
ished by  this  Commission.  Such  railroads  as  have  already  filed  with  the  Comr 
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mission,  monthly  reports  for  said  period,  in  accordance  with  the  proyislons 
of  former  order  A-4,  are  hereby  exempted  from  the  requirements  pre- 
scribed above. 

It  is  further  ordered  by  the  Commission  that  each  and  every  railroad 
company  and  receiver  operating  a  line  of  railroad  in  this  State,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  ordered  beginning  July  1,  1908,  to  file  with  this 
Commission,  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  end  of  each  month,  monthly 
reports  showing  the  "Cost  and  Performance  of  Locomotives"  and  the 
"Cost  and  Statistics  of  Train  Service,"  upon  and  after  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  blank  forms  which  will  be  furnished  by  this  Commission. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  Circular  No.  A-4,  dated  September  3,  1907,  be  and 
the  same  is  .  hereby  canceled. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  this  order  shall  become  and  remain  effective 
after  this  date. 


Under  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  the  last  clause  of  Subdivision 
(a)  of  Section  12  of  "An  Act  to  establish  a  Railroad  Commission  for  the 
State  of  Texas,"  etc.,  approved  April  3,  1891,  and  an  Act  known  as  Sen- 
ate bill  No.  8,  approved  March  26,  1907,  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Texas  hereby  orders  and  directs  that  commencing  with  the  business  of

portation was  used,  date  used  and  the  number  of  miles  traveled  by  persons 
on  such  transportation.

It  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  monthly 
reports  be  made  to  this  Commission,  upon  blank  forms  furnished  by  it, 
designated  until  otherwise  ordered  as  Form  B,  for  each  operated  railroad 
in  Texas,  by  the  railroad  company  or  receiver  operating  such  railroad, 
covering  information  as  follows:

The  above  numbered  and  entitled  cause  having  been  called  for  hearing 
by  the  Commission  at  its  January  Term,  1910,  and  the  Commission  having 
heard  the  statements  of  the  representatives  of  the  parties  interested 
therein,  and  the  facts  presented,  and  having  duly  considered  the  same, 
is  of  opinion  that  the  passenger  depot  facilities  at  present  maintained  by 
the  Pecos  &  Northern  Texas  Railway  Company  at  its  station  of  Canyon 
City  are  Inadequate  and  insuflQcient  to  the  needs  of  the  traveling  public 
and  the  business  of  said  station,  and  are  not  such  facilities  as  are  re- 
quired by  law  and  that  the  petition  herein  should  be  granted. 

It  is  therefore  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas 
that  the  Pecos  &  Northern  Texas  Railway  Company  be  and  it  is  directed 
to  provide  and  maintain,  at  its  station  of  Canyon  City,  a  new  passenger 
depot  building  and  accessories  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  the  busi- 
ness of  said  station,  and  that  said  depot  building  be  maintained  and  kept 
adequate,  comfortable  and  clean  and  well  lighted  and  warmed  for  the 
comfort  of  passengers  and  patrons  of  said  company,  as  required  by  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Texas. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  on  or  before  March  11,  1910,  plans  and 
specifications  of  the  depot  building  proposed  to  be  constructed  pursuant 
to  the  requirements  of  this  order,  be  submitted  to  this  Commission  in 
order  that  it  may  Judge  of  the  adequacy  thereof  and  for  its  approval,  and 
that  the  depot  building  herein  ordered  to  be  constructed  be  completed 
and  ready  for  occupancy  on  or  before  August  1,  1910.

&  Texas  Railway  Company  of  Texas;  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad 
Company;  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company;  Chicago,  Rock 
Island  &  Gulf  Railway  Company;  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  Com- 
pany of  Texas;  Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad  Company;  Trinity  &  Brazos 
Valley  Railway  Company;  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  St. 
Louis,  San  Francisco  &  Texas  Railway  Company  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  ordered  to  jointly  construct,  operate  and  maintain  a  Union  Passen- 
ger Depot  in  the  city  of  Dallas,  Texas,  said  depot  to  be  located  so  as  to 
best  serve  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended  and  the  expense  of  con- 
struction and  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  depot  to  be  prorated  be- 
tween the  said  railway  cQmpanies  on  such  basis  as  they  may  determine 
among  themselves;  and 

It  is  further  ordered  that  all  of  the  said  railway  companies  now  enter- 
ing Dallas,  Texas,  operate  all  the  passenger  trains  which  they  now  operate 
or  may  hereafter  operate  into  said  city,  to  and  from  said  Union  Passenger 
Depot,  and 

It  is  further  ordered  that  the  plans  and  specifications  for  said  depot  be

PACIFIC  RAILWAY  NEAR  SWEETWATER. 


The  above  numbered  cause  coming  on  to  be  heard  on  the  twenty-third 
day  of  December,  1909,  before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  the  same 
being  an  application  of  plaintiff  (Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company)  to 
require  the  defendant  (Pecos  &  Northern  Texas  Railway  (Company)  to  so 
construct  Its  line  of  railway  across  the  track  of  the  plaintiff  about  two 
miles  east  of  the  town  of  Sweetwater,  in  Nolan  county,  that  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  rails  of  the  respective  companies  parties  hereto  will  be  at  other 
than  a  level  common  to  both,  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  having 
heard  the  arguments  and  the  evidence  of  plaintiff  and  defendant  in  this 
cause  and  having  examined  the  maps,  profiles,  estimates  and  other  data 
in  evidence  submitted,  finds  that  it  appears  reasonable  and  practicable  to 
avoid  a  grade  crossing. 

It  is  therefore  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Texas  that  the  defendant  Pecos  &  Northern  Texas  Railway  Com- 
pany be  and  is  hereby  required  to  construct  and  maintain  at  its  own  cost 
and  expense  its  line  of  railway  crossing  the  track  of  the  plaintiff  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  at  or  near  a  point  about  two  miles  east  of  the 
town  of  Sweetwater,  in  Nolan  county,  so  that  the  rails  of  the  respective 
companies  parties  hereto  shall  intersect  at  other  than  a  common  level 
or  grade. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  the  bridge  or  structure  which  carries  the  rails 
of  the  one  company  over  the  rails  of  the  other  company  shall  in  none  of 
its  parts  be  of  less  distance,  measured  vertically  from  the  rails  of  the  line 
crossed  overhead,  than  twenty-two  (22)  feet,  and  the  distance  measured 
horizontally  from  the  vertical  plans  through  the  center  line  of  track  of 
the  line  so  crossed  overhead  to  any  part  or  parts  of  abutments  or  piers 
(above  ground)  oi  the  bridge  or  structure  carrying  the  rails  of  the  other 
line  so  crossing,  shall  be  not  less  than  nine  (9)  feet;  that  is  to  say,  the 
vertical  clearance  of  the  track  crossed  overhead  shall  be  not  less  than 
22  feet  and  the  horizontal  clearance  of  the  same  shall  be  not  less  than 
18  feet. 


TEXAS  SHORT  LINE  RAILWAY  AND  TEXAS  &  PACIFIC  RAILWAY  AT 

GRAND  SALINE. 

Hearing  No.  1028.  Austin,  Texas.  May  14,  1910. 

The  above  cause  coming  on  to  be  heard  on  the  tenth  day  of  May,  1910, 
before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  the  same  being  an  application  by 
the  plaintiff,  the  Texas  Short  Line  Railway  Company  for  authority  to  build 
and  operate  its  track  across  the  tracks  at  grade  of  the  defendant,  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  at  a  point  about  1470  feet  west  of  the  defendant's 
depot  in  the  town  of  grand  Saline,  Van  Zandt  county,  Texas;  and 

The  Railroad  Commission  having  heard  all  the  evidence  and  arguments, 
and  examined  the  data  submitted  In  the  above  cause,  finds  that  it  is  not 
feasible  and  practicable  to  avoid  a  grade  crossing  of  the  Texas  Short  Line 
Railway  and  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  at  the  point  selected  for  said 
crossing. 

It  is  therefore  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  that  the  plaintiff,  Texas 
Short  Line  Railway  Company  be  and  is  hereby  permitted  to  cross  with 
its  track  the  tracks  of  the  Texas  and  Pacific  Railway  Company  at  a  com- 
mon grade,  provided  a  derail  is  Installed  in  track  rail  of  the  Texas  Short 
Line  Railway  on  the  north  side  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  tracks  not 
less  than  300  feet  or  more  than  500  feet  from  the  nearest  rail  on  the  Texas 
&  Pacific  Railway  tracks,  and  kept  open  at  all  times  when  not  actually  be- 
ing used  by  passing  trains;  and  provided  further,  crossing  gate  or  gates  be 
installed  and  operated  for  the  protection  of  trains  passing  said  crossing, 
such  gate  or  gates  to  be  at  all  times  locked  in  closed  position  across  the 
Texas  Short  Line  Railway  track,  except  when  it  is  necessary  for  said  Texas 
Short  Line  Railway  trains  to  use  said  crossing;  and  provided  that  when 
such  use  of  the  crossing  is  made  by  said  Texas  Short  Line  Railway  trains. 
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the  trainmen  of  said  Texas  Short  Line  Railway,  operating  trains  making 
use  of  said  crossing,  shall  take  the  necessary  precaution  to  flag  or  protect 
against  trains  using  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  tracks,  in  accordance  with 
the  prescribed  rules  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  governing 
employes  in  the  operation  of  trains. 


DENVER  AND  GULF  RAILROAD  AND  CHICAGO.  ROCK  ISLAND  & 
GULP  RAILWAY  IN  SHERMAN  COUNTY. 

Hearing  No.  1021.  Austin.  Texas,  June  22,  1910. 

The  above  numbered  and  entitled  cause  having  been  called  for  hearing 
by  the  Commission  at  its  June  term,  1910,  in  pursuance  of  notice  herein 
duly  given  under  dates  of  March  15  and  22,  1910.  to  the  railway  companies 
parties  hereto,  and  the  Commission  having  heard  the  evidence  offered  and 
statements  presented  pertaining  to  the  matters  covered  by  said  notice  and 
the  petition  herein,  and  having  duly  considered  the  same,  is  of  opinion  that 
the  prayer  of  the  petition  herein  should  be  granted  and  that  the  crossing  of 
the  tracks  of  the  railway  companies  named,  as  proposed  at  the  point  desig- 
nated, should  be  made  at  grade. 

It  is  therefore  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas 
that  the  Denver  &  Gulf  Railroad  Company  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
cross,  at  grade,  with  its  tracks  the  tracks  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Gulf  Railway  at  a  point  about  one  mile  west  of  the  station  of  Texhoma, 
in  Sherman  county,  Texas. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  said  Denver  &  Gulf  Railroad  Company  be  and 
is  hereby  required  to  provide,  maintain  and  operate  a  good  and  sub- 
stantial gate  at  the  crossing  above  referred  to  for  the  proper  protection 
of  same  as  contemplated  by  law;  the  question  of  the  protection  of  said 
crossing  by  other  devices  to  remain  subject  to  orders  hereafter  to  be 
entered  by  this  Commission. 


RIO  GRANDE  &  EAGLE  PASS  RAILWAY— ORDER  REQUIRING  IM- 
PROVEMENTS IN  PASSENGER  TRAIN  SERVICE 
AND  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

Hearing  No.  992.  Austin,  Texas,  November  18,  1909 

It  appearing  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  from  complaints 
heretofore  filed  with  it  and  from  an  inspection  and  Investigation  made  by 
it,  that  the  passenger  train  service  at  present  afforded  to  the  traveling  pub- 
lic by  the  Rio  Grande  &  Eagle  Pass  Railway  Company,  on  its  line  of  rail- 
road extending  from  Laredo,  Texas,  to  Minera.  Texas,  as  well  as  the  accom- 
modations afforded  on  said  trains  and  at  points  on  its  said  line  of  railroad, 
are  inadequate  and  insufficient  for  the  proper  accommodation  and  conveni- 
ence of  passengers,  and  that  said  passenger  service  rendered  and  accom- 
modations afforded  by  said  railway  company  are  not  such  as  are  con- 
templated and  required  by  the  laws  of  this  State. 

And  it  further  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the  failure  of  said 
Rio  Grande  &  Eagle  Pass  Railway  Company  to  afford  and  provide,  on  its 
said  line  of  railroad  as  above  referred  to.  such  adequate  and  sufficient 
passenger  service  and  accommodations  is  an  abuse  of  its  rights  and  privil- 
eges as  a  common  carrier,  and  is  subject  to  regulation  and  correction  by  this 
Commission. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the 
Rio  Grande  &  Eagle  Pass  Railway  Company  be  and  it  is  hereby  directed 
and  required  as  follows 

1.  That,  effective  December  1,  1909,  the  mixed  train  now  in  service 
on  said  line  be  operated  in  accordance  with  a  published  schedule  and  be  not 
stopped,  except  from  unforseen  or  accidental  causes,  at  any  point  between 
origin  and  destination  in  either  direction  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than 
thirty  minutes  at  any  one  station  or  stopping  place. 

2.  That  one  standard  first-class  passenger  coach  and  one  standard  com- 
bination coach  for  the  handling  of  passengers,  express  and  baggage,  be 
purchased  or  acquired  and  ready  for  service  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
July,  1910. 
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3.  That,  effective  July  1,  1910,  and  each  day  thereafter  (Sundays  ex- 
cepted) a  mixed  train  equipped  with  one  standard  first-class  passenger 
coach  and  one  standard  combination  coach  for  the  handling  of  passengers, 
express  and  baggage  be  operated  on  a  regular  published  schedule  in  each 
direction  over  said  line  of  railroad  between  Laredo  and  Minera. 

4.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  1910,  an  adequate  shed 
for  the  protection  of  passengers,  as  well  as  freight,  during  inclement 
weather,  be  provided  and  maintained  at  the  station  of  Islitas,  17.3  miles 
from  Laredo.

NEWBY— ORDER  REQUIRING  CONSTRUCTION  OF  CONNECTING 
TRACK  BETWEEN  INTERNATIONAL  &  GREAT  NORTHERN 
RAILROAD  AND  TRINITY  &  BRAZOS  VALLEY  RAILWAY. 

Hearing  No.  1047.  Austin,  Texas,  August  26,  1910. 

The  above  numbered  and  entitled  cause  having  been  called  for  hearing 
by  the  Commission  at  its  August  term,  1910,  In  pursuance  of  due  and 
legal  notice  given  herein  under  date  of  May  16,  1910,  and  the  Commission 
having  heard  the  facts  and  statements  presented  by  the  railway  companies 
and  other  parties  Interested  therein,  and  having  duly  considered  the  same, 
finds  as  follows: 

That  the  main  line  track  of  the  Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  Railroad  Company 
crosses  the  main  line  track  of  the  International  &  Great  Northern  Rail- 
road Company,  at  or  near  the  station  of  Newby,  in  Leon  county,  Texas; 
that  by  reason  of  such  fact  said  two  railroads  are,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  ,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  State,  connecting  lines  of  rail- 
road; that  the  crossing  of  said  lines  of  railroad  at  the  point  named  is 
a  non-grade  crossing,  and  that  there  is  no  track  connection  between  said 
railroads  at  said  point  whereby  cars,  loaded  or  empty,  can  be  shifted  or 
moved  from  one  of  said  railroads  to  the  other,  and  the  Commission 
further  finds  that  a  necessity  exists  for  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  such  a  connecting  track  between  said  lines  of  railroad  for  the  purpose 
named,  and  that  it  is  entirely  feasible  and  practicable  to  so  construct  and 
provide  such  connecting  track. 

It  is  therefore  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas 
that  the  Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  Railroad  Company  and  the  Inter- 
national &  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company  be,  and  they  are, 
hereby  ordered  and  required  to  construct  and  maintain,  at  the  cross- 
ing of  their  tracks  at  or  near  the  station  of  Newby,  in  Leon  county,  Texas, 
a  connecting  track,  so  that  cars,  loaded  or  empty,  may  be  shifted  or 
moved  from  one  of  said  railroads  to  the  other  of  such  railroads. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  this  order  be  fully  complied  with  and  that 
said  connecting  track  be  constructed  and  ready  for  use  on  or  before 
October  1,  1910. 


(xALVESTON  CAUSEWAY — ORDER  REQUIRING  CONSTRUCTION  OF. 

Hearing  No.  691.  Austin,  Texas,  February  2,  1907. 

After  due  and  legal  notice  the  above  described  matter. came  on  for 
hearing  before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  on  January  22,  1907, 
and  all  interested  parties  announcing  themselves  ready  for  the  hearing  to 
proceed,  evidence  was  introduced  and  argument  made,  and  the  matter 
taken  under  advisement  by  the  said  Commission. 

After  due  consideration  the  Railroad  Commission  makes  the  following 
findings: 

1.  That  Galveston  Island  is  separated  from  the  mainland  by  a  bay,  a 
distance  of  about  two  miles;  that  the  following  named  railroads,  to  wit: 
the  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company;  the  ualveston,  Harris- 
burg  &  San  Antonio  Railway  Company,  the  Galveston,  Houston  &  Hen- 
derson Railway  Company;  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway 
Company  of  Texas,  and  the  International  &  Great  Northern  Rail- 
road Company  are  engaged  in  the  business  of  common  carriers  from  the 
Island  of  Galveston  to  the  mainland,  and  of  themselves  and  through  their 
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connections  reaching  every  city,  town,  village  and  shipping  point  within 
the  State  of  Texas;  that  there  is  across  the  hay  at  Galveston  one  single 
track  wooden  structure,  built  on  wooden  piling,  which  is  and  has  been 

since  the   day  of  September,  1900,  jointly  by  each  and  all  of  said 

railroad  companies  used  for  the  purpose  of  crossing  said  oay  In  handling 
theif  trains  between  the  Island  of  Galveston  and  the  mainland,  and  that 
the  same  is  the  only  means  of  Ingress  to  and  egress  from  said  Island  of 
Galveston  by  rail  facilities;  that  by  agreement  among  said  several  lines 
of  railroad  and  by  use  the  same  has  been  established  as  a  joint  highway 
for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  each  of  said  railroads  in  crossing  said 
bay. 

2.  The  Railroad  Commission  further  finds  that  there  is  annually  trans- 
ported by  the  said  railroads  to  and  from  the  island  and  city  of  Galveston, 
across  said  bay,  large  numbers  of  passengers  and  enormous  quantities  of 
freight  traffic  of  every  sort  and  description,  besides  vast  quantities  of  mail 
and  express. 

3.  It  further  finds  that  there  is  at  the  city  of  Galveston  a  large  sea- 
port, equipped  with  splendid  and  extensive  port  facilities  for  the  handling 
of  commerce,  and  that  there  is  passing  constantly  through  said  port 
enormous  quantities  of  freight  and  passenger  traffic  of  almost  incalculable 
value,  and  all  of  it  must  cross  said  bay  py  rail  in  going  to  and  from  said 
port;  that  any  obstruction  to  said  bridge  for  even  a  short  time  would  be 
damaging  if  not  disastrous  to  a  great  volume  of  the  commerce  of  Texas, 
and  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  means  of  crossing  said 
bay  be  of  a  safe  and  permanent  character. 

4.  The  Railroad  Commission  finds  further  that  said  single  track 
wooden  structure  is  subject  to  the  ordinary  perils  of  flood  and  fire,  and 
that  delays  in  the  handling  of  trains,  under  most  favorable  conditions,  do 
occur  and  that  the  same  hamper  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  the  free  move- 
ment of  traffic. 

5.  It  further  finds  that  said  bridge  is  not  safe  and  the  facilities  which 
it  affords  are  neither  reasonable  nor  adequate. 

6.  It  finds  further  that  to  accommodate  the  commerce  passing  over 
said  bay  and  to  a'dequately  protect  life  and  limb  in  crossing  said  bay  by 
rail,  it  will  be  necessary  to  establish  a  causeway  between  said  Island  of 
Galveston  and  the  mainland  not  less  than  140  feet  in  width,  with  concrete 
walls  and  constructed  upon  the  most  modern  and  substantial  plans  that 
will  guarantee  absolute  safety  and  endurance. 

It  is  therefore  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas 
that  each  of  the  aforesaid  railroad  companies,  to  wit:  the  Gulf,  Colorado 
&  Santa  Fe  Railroad  Company;  the  Galveston,  Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio 
Railway  Company;  the  Galveston,  Houston  &  Henderson  Railroad  Com- 
pany; the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  Company  of  Texas,  and  the 
International  &  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company  shall  proceed  with  all 
reasonable  dispatch  to  jointly  construct  a  causeway  across  said  bay  in 
accord  with  the  findings  above  outlined  and  in  accord  with  the  further 
orders  of  this  Railroad  Commission. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  said  railroad  companies  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  May,  1907,  submit  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  a  causeway  in  accord  with 
this  order,  and  It  is  further  ordered  that  the  matter  be  held  under  advise- 
ment for  such  further  orders  and  decrees  as  this  Commission  may  from 
time  to  time  deem  to  be  just  and  right  in  the  premises.

The  following  orders  relative  to  logging  roads  are  embraced  here  for 
more  convenient  reference. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  each  and 
every  authority  heretofore  granted  for  the  application  of  rates  for  the 
shipment  of  lumber  and  articles  taking  lumber  rates  from  points  on  the 
Emporia  &  Gulf  Railroad;  the  Warren  &  Corsicana  Pacific  Railroad;  the 
Texas  &  Northeastern  Railway;  the  San  Jacinto  &  Southern  Railway;  the 
Angelina  &  Neches  River  Railroad,  .and  the  Texas  &  Louisiana  Railroad, 
to  any  and  all  points  in  Texas,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  suspended. 
(Note. — On  July  7,  1903,  the  Texas  &  Louisiana  Railroad  became  a  part 
of  the  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  of  Texas.) 

It  is  further  ordered  that  no  refund  of  any  sort,  whether  in  the  form  of 
a  division  of  the  rate,  or  for  switching  or  otherwise,  shall  be  allowed  or 
paid  said  railroads,  or  either  of  them,  for  the  handling  of  lumber  and 
articles  taking  lumber  rates. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  no  lumber  or  saw  mill  products  are  actually 
moved  on  any  of  said  lines  of  railroad,  an  emergency  exists  that  requires 
the  immediate  suspension  of  tariffs  and  authorities  above  mentioned. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  February  28,  1901,  and  shall  remain  in  force 
until  the  further  orders  of  the  Commission.    (Circular  No.  1290.) 

It  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the  fol- 
lowing rules  shall  be  observed  in  the  application  of  rates  on  all  shipments 
of  freight  moving  locally  between  points  on  the  Emporia  &  Gulf  Railroad; 
the  Warren  &  Corsicana  Pacific  Railway;  the  Texas  &  Northeastern  Rail- 
way; the  San  Jacinto  &  Southern  Railway;  the  Angelina  &  Neches  River 
Railroad,  and  the  Texas  &  Louisiana  Railroad;  and  also  on  freight  mov- 
ing between  points  on  said  lines  of  railroad  and  points  on  other  lines  of 
railroad.  (Note. — On  July  7,  1903,  the  Texas  &  Louisiana  Railroad  be- 
came a  part  of  the  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  of  Texas.) 

1.  Local  Rates. — The  tariffs  of  rates,  rules  and  regulations  issued  by 
this  Commission  shall  apply  on  shipments  moving  locally  between  points 
on  the  said  lines  or  railroad. 

2.  Joint  Rates. — On  shipments  moving  between  points  on  said  lines  of 
railroad  and  points  on  other  lines  of  railroad,  through  rates  shall  be  made 
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by  adding  to  the  rates  applying  between  the  Junction  points,  through 
which  the  shipments  move,  and  points  on  other  lines  of  railroad,  the  local 
rates  applicable  between  such  junction  points  and  the  points  of  origin  and 
destination  on  the  lines  of  railroad  above  named. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  all  divisions  of  rates  heretofore  made  by  other 
lines  of  railroad  with  the  lines  of  railroad  above  named,  on  shipments 
actually  transported  prior  to  April  19,  1901,  by  the  said  named  lines  of 
railroad,  be  and  are  hereby  approved.  (Circular  No.  1317,  effective  April 
19.  1901.) 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  Circular  No. 
1317,  issued  by  this  Commission  on  March  29,  1901,  and  effective  April 
19,  1901,  relative  to  local  and  joint  freight  rates  on  shipments  moving 
over  the  Emporia  &  Gulf  Railroad;  the  Warren  &  Corsicana  Pacific  Rail- 
way; the  Texas  &  Northeastern  Railway;  the  San  Jacinto  &  Southern  Rail- 
way; the  Angelina  &  Neches  River  Railroad,  and  the  Texas  &  Louisiana 
Railroad,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  held  for  naught.  (Com- 
missioner Mayfield  dissenting.)  (Circular  No.  1381,  effective  July  1, 
1901.)  (Note. — On  July  7,  1903,  the  Texas  &  Louisiana  Railroad  became 
a  part  of  the  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  of  Texas.) 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Warren  &  Corsicana  Pacific 
Railway  Company  for  reduced  rates  on  lumber  and  for  authority  to  par- 
ticipate in  through  freight  rates  between  points  on  this  and  other  rail- 
roads on  better  terms  than  are  now  applicable  between  such  points,  and 
it  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  said  applicant  has  in  operation  a 
narrow  gauge  railway  about  17  miles  long,  that  it  runs  a  regular  pas- 
senger train  on  schedule  time  as  required  by  law,  and  has  sufficient  roll- 
ing stock,  depots,  stations,  etc.,  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  it: 

It  is  therefore  considered  and  adjudged  by  this  Commission  that  said 
Warren  &  Corsicana  Pacific  Railway  Company  is  entitled  to  participate  in 
through  freight  rates  on  such  reasonable  division  of  rates  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  it  and  its  connections  on  all  freight  actually  handled 
by  it,  but  this  order  does  not  authorize  any  division  of  rates  on  lumber 
and  articles  taking  lumber  rates  originating  at  Warren  or  at  the  saw  mill 
at  Warren,  and  that  said  road  is  entitled  to  a  rate  on  lumber  less  than 
Class  X>  rates,  as  may  be  determined  upon  joint  application  made  to  this 
Commission  by  the  roads  interested.    (General  Order,  July  24,  1901.) 

The  matter  of  the  logging  and  tram  railroads  of  Texas  coming  on  to  be 
heard  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  and  being  fully  considered, 
it  is  hereby  determined  and  ordered  that  the  Commission  has  no  juris- 
diction over  them,  and  can  not  authorize  a  division  of  freight  rates  be- 
tween them  and  the  railroads  of  this  State,  whether  such  logging  or  tram 
roads  are  chartered  by  the  State  or  not.  And  that  as  to  all  lumber  and 
business  originating  at  junction  points  between  such  roads  and  the  rail- 
roads of  Texas,  or  at  mill  plants  adjacent  thereto,  such  logging  or  tram 
roads  shall  not  be  allowed  to  participate  in  the  rates  on  freight  so  origi- 
nating, including  such  as  may  originate  at  the  junction  of  the  Warren  &. 
Corsicana  Pacific  Railroad  with  any  other  railroad,  or  t^at  may  originate 
at  any  mill  located  adjacent  to  such  junction.  (Circular  No.  1473,  ef- 
fective November  13,  1901.)    (Commissioner  Storey  dissenting.)

PASSENGER  ORDERS. 

In  this  appendix  are  produced  all  orders  entered  by  the  Commission 
and  affecting  passenger  transportation  by  railroads  in  this  State  which  are 
now  in  force  or  which  were  issued  during  the  preceding  year. 


PASSEflGER  TRAIN  SERVICE. 
Act  Relating  to  Passenger  Trains  to  be  Printed. 

Austin,  Texas,  December  19,  1904. 
Section  1.  Be  it  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas:  That 
all  railroad  companies  in  this  State  be  and  are  hereby  required  to  have 
printed,  for  the  information  of  the  public,  of  train  dispatchers,  agents 
and  telegraph  operators  the  following  -act  passed  by  the  First  Called 
Session  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Legislature: 

"General  Laws  of  Texas. 
"S.  B.  No.  13.]  Chapter  11. 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas: 

"Section  1.  That  Article  4494  of  Title  94,  Chapter  10,  relating  to  duties 
and  liabilities  of  railroad  corporations  be  amended  so  as  to  hereafter 
read  as  follows: 

"Article  4494.  Every  such  corporation  shall  start  and  run  their  cars 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property  at  regular  times  to  be 
fixed  by  public  notice,  and  shall  furnish  sufficient  accommodations  for 
the  transportation  of  all  such  passengers  and  property  as  shall,  within 
a  reasonable  time  previous  thereto,  offer  or  be  offered  for  transportation 
at  the  place  of  starting  and  at  junctions  of  other  roads  and  at  sidings 
and  stopping  places  established  for  receiving  and  discharging  way  pas- 
sengers and  freights,  and  shall  take,  transport  and  discharge  such  pas- 
sengers and  property  at,  from  and  to  such  places,  on  the  due  payment 
of  the  tolls,  freight  or  fare  legally  authorized  therefor.  Failure  on  the 
part  of  the  railroad  companies  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this 
article  shall  be  deemed  an  abuse  of  their  rights  and  privileges  and  subject 
to  regulation  and  correction  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 

"Article  4494a.  And  every  such  railroad  corporation  operating  trains 
in  this  State  shall  employ  a  competent  train  dispatcher,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  keep  informed  of  the  movement  of  all  trains  upon  the  lines 
of  such  railroad  corporation.  Said  train  dispatcher  shall  also  keep  all 
agents  at  stations  having  telegraph  offices  in  or  near  them  informed  of 
the  movement  of  all  passenger  trains  thirty  minutes  prior  to  the  time 
such  passenger  train  or  trains  are  due,  according  to  the  published  sched- 
ule at  such  station.  And  if  such  train  dispatcher  fails  or  refuses  to 
furnish  the  information  concerning  the  movement  of  trains  to  agents  as 
required  herein,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  be 
punished  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

"Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  railroad  company  in 
this  State  to  see  that  train  dispatchers  and  station  agents  furnish  to 
the  public  the  information  required  in  Article  4494a,  by  posting  the  in- 
formation received  upon  bulletin  boards  in  a  conspicuous  place  for  the 
information  and  inspection  by  the  public.  When  passenger  trains  are 
delayed,  notice  of  such  delay  shall  be  posted  on  said  bulletin  boards 
every  tliirty  (30)  minutes  after  the  schedule  hour  for  the  arrival  of  the 
train,  together  with  such  other  information  as  will  Indicate  the  time 
of  the  arrival  of  such  delayed  train  or  trains. 

"Section  3.  All  railroad  companies  are  hereby  required  to  have  this 
order  posted  up  in  each  passenger  depot,  in  a  conspicuous  place  and 
where  same  may  be  seen  by  the  public,  where  they  maintain  an  agent 
or  operator." 
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WAITING  ROOMS. 

Austin,  Texas,  January  23,  1903. 
To  the  General  Managers  of  the  Railroads  of  Texas: 

Recently  complaints  have  been  made  to  the  Railroad  Commission  al- 
leging failure  to  furnsh  fire  and  light  in  the  waiting  rooms  of  certain 
railroad  stations. 

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  railroad  companies  to  provide  ade- 
quate, comfortable  and  clean  depot  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of 
passengers;  and  it  is  further  provided  that  depots  or  passenger  houses 
shall  be  kept  lighted  and  warmed  and  open  to  the  Ingress  and  egress 
of  all  passengers  for  a  time  not  less  than  one  hour  before  the  arrival  and 
after  the  departure  of  passenger  trains,  and  for  each  failure  the  railroad 
company  so  offending  is  subject  to  a  penalty  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 
See  Arts.  4521  and  4562,  Revised  Statutes  of  Texas. 

The  Railroad  Commission  requests  that  all  station  agents  be  advised 
as  to  these  requirements  of  the  law  and  directed  to  comply  with  same. 
The  Commission  hopes  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  invoke  more 
drastic  measures  in  order  to  compel  compliance  with  the  statutes  men- 
tioned. 


CIRCULAR  NO.  1533. 
BULLETIN  BOARDS,  PASSENGER  DEPOTS.  ETC. 

Pursuant  to  notice  contained  in  Circular  No.  1515,  issued  January  9, 
1902,  and  hearing  had  thereon  January  21,  1902,  it  is  hereby  ordered 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  hereafter  all  railroad  compa- 
nies in  this  State  shall  be  governed  by  the  following  rules,  regulations 
and  orders  in  the  operation  of  passenger  trains: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  .  rail  way  company  operating 
a  railroad  in  this  State  to  place  a  bulletin  board  in  a  conspicuous  place 
at  each  of  its  ticket  offices,  upon  which  shall  be  bulletined  the  time  that 
each  train,  upon  which  passengers  are  hauled,  is  due  to  arrive  and  depart 
under  its  published  schedule. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  each  railway  company,  at  each 
telegraph  station  upon  its  line,  thirty  (30)  minutes  before  the  time 
that  its  said  trains  are  due  to  arrive  at  such  station,  to  bulletin  the  fact 
upon  said  board,  as  to  whether  said  train  is  on  time  or  not,  and  if 
behind  schedule  time  to  state,  as  nearly  as  can  be  approximated,  the 
time  it  is  behind. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  is,  by  reason  of  accident  or  otherwise,  a  break 
or  obstruction  on  any  railroad  which  will  delay  any  passenger  train  on 
said  railroad,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  railroad  company  operating 
such  railroad  to  cause  to  be  bulletined,  at  all  of  such  stations,  the  fact 
of  such  break  or  obstruction,  and  the  point  of  its  occurrence  and  the 
probable  delay  by  reason  thereof,  and  the  passengers  aboard  such  train 
shall  be  informed  of  the  probable  delay. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  railroad  company  oper- 
ating a  railroad  within  this  State  to  promptly  file  with  this  Commission 
copies  of  all  rules,  orders  and  schedules  fixing  the  time  and  manner  of 
the  operation  of  its  passenger  trains. 

Sec.  5.  It  is  further  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas 
that  every  railway  company  doing  business  in  this  State  shall  keep  its 
passenger  depots  or  waiting  rooms  open  to  the  ingress  and  egress  of  all 
passengers  and  other  persons  who  are  entitled  to  go  therein  fof*  at  least 
one  hour  before  the  regular  schedule  time  for  the  arrival  of  its  trains 
upon  which  passengers  are  hauled,  and  so  keep  them  open,  well  lighted 
and  warmed  for  the  comfort  and  accommodation  of  the  traveling  public 
and  others  so  entitled  to  go  therein,  for  at  least  one  hour  after  the  de- 
parture of  said  train  from  said  depot. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  February  20,  1902. 
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PASSENGER  CIRCULAR  NO.  3. 
Passenger  Rates  for  Children. 
It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the  charge  for 
transporting  or  carrying  children  five  (5)  years  of  age  and  under  twelve 
(12)  by  railroads  between  points  In  Texas  shall  be  one-half  of  the  adult 
tariff  ticket  rate,  and  the  minimum  fare  for  such  children  shall  be  ten 
(10)  cents. 

When  the  fare  under  the  rate  herein  established  does  not  end  in  "five" 
or  "naught/*  the  nearest  sum  so  ending  shall  be  the  fare;  provided, 
that  when  such  fare  ends  in  *'2l"  two  and  one-half  cents  may  be  added 
to  make  "five"  or  "naught." 

This  order  shall  take  effect  March  1,  1904. 


PASSENGER  CIRCULAR  NO.  5. 

Requiring  Applications  to  Commission  for  Changes  in  Rates,  Filing  of 

Tariffs,  etc. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  all  passenger 
rates  less  than  the  rate  prescribed  by  statute  or  order  of  this  Com- 
mission, together  with  regulations  governing  the  same,  which  may  be 
desired  by  railway  companies  to  establish  for  permanent  or  temporary 
use  shall  be  submitted  to  this  Commission  for  approval  and  its  consent 
for  the  publication  and  use  thereof  obtained  before  said  rates  shall  be 
made  effective. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  all  railway  companies  operating  lines  of  rail- 
way in  this  State  be  and  they  are  hereby  ordered  and  required  to  file 
with  this  Commission  at  once  all  passenger  tariffs  and  schedules  embody- 
ing all  rates  and  regulations  applying  between  points  in  Texas  and 
now  in  force,  or  the  basis  for  same,  and  also  to  Qle  at  the  time  of  their 
issuance  all  documents  as  above  named  that  may  hereafter  be  issued 
by  said  railway  companies. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  October  2,  1906.  (See  Passenger  Circu- 
lar No.  72.) 


PASSENGER  CIRCULAR  NO.  18. 

Austin,  Texas,  February  23,  1907. 
In  approval  of  applications  presented  to  this  Commission  by  various 
railroad  companies  operating  in  this  State  it  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Texas  that  Passenger  Circular  No.  16,  issued  by  this 
Commission  on  February  5,  1907,  and  containing  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  operation  of  passenger  trains,  be  amended  and  the  fol- 
lowing be  adopted  as  a  substitute  therefor  and  reissue  of  the  provisions 
thereof :

Each  and  every  railroad  jcompany  operating  a  railroad  in 
this  State  shall  start  its  passenger  trains  from  points  of  origin  in  ac- 
cordance with  advertised  schedule,  and  said  trains,  except  from  unavoid- 
able accidents  thereto  en  route,  shall  observe  and  conform  to  the  pub- 
lished schedule  as  to  arrival  and  departure  at  the  several  stations 
on  the  line;  provided,  that  trains  may  be  held  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30) 
minutes  at  origin  or  at  junction  points  with  other  lines  to  make  con- 
nection with  trains  on  such  other  lines.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  said 
thirty  minutes,  connecting  trains  are  in  sight,  ten  minutes  (Circular  No. 
48),  in  addition  to  said  thirty  minutes,  will  be  allowed  in  which  to  make 
the  connection.  Where  connecting  trains  arrive  within  the  time  above 
allowed  a  reasonable  time,  in  addition  to  that  above  provided  for,  will 
be  allowed  for  transfer  of  passengers,  mail,  express  and  baggage.  Where 
connections  are  reliably  reported  to  be  more  than  thirty  minutes  late, 
no  wait  will  be  made.

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  where  applica- 
tion is  made  to  railroad  companies  for  an  extension  of  the  return  limit  on 
round  trip  tickets,  after  same  have  been  partially  used,  on  account  of  sick- 
ness of  the  holder,  such  railroad  companies  are  authorized,  without  further 
authority  from  this  Commission,  to  extend  such  return  limit  as  long  as 
may  be  necessary.  This  will  also  apply  to  tickets  held  by  said  holder's 
relatives  or  nurses. 


PASSENGER  CIRCULAR  NO.  49. 
General  Order. 

Austin,  Texas,  January  6,  1908. 
It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the  following 
regulations,  hereby  prescribed  by  said  Commission,  shall  be  observed  by 
all  railroad  companies  and  receivers  operating  lines  of  railroad  in  this 
State: 

1.  In  the  use  of  distances  between  stations  for  the  determination  of 
passenger  rates,  between  points  on  the  same  line  of  railway,  the  actual 
distance  between  the  respective  passenger  depots  shall  be  used;  between 
points  on  intersecting  lines,  the  sum  of  the  actual  distances  from  the  pas- 
senger depots  at  such  points  to  the  respective  passenger  depots  at  the 
point  of  junction  shall  be  employed,  selecting  that  passenger  depot,  if 
any,  common  to  both  lines. 

2.  When  the  passenger  fare,  based  on  three  cents  per  mile  or  other 
authorized  rate,  does  not  end  in  "five"  or  "naught,"  the  nearest  sum  so 
ending  shall  be  the  fare  to  be  observed;  provided,  that  when  such  fare 
ends  in  "2^"  or  **7%"  two  and  one-half  cents  may  be  added  to  make 
"five"  or  "naught." 

This  order  shall  take*effect  January  15,  1908. 


PASSENGER  CIRCULAR  NO.  51. 
General  Order. 

Hearing  No.  813.  Austin,  Texas,  January  20,  1908. 

In  pursuance  of  notice  and  hearing  it  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Texas  that  the  following  General  Rule  with  reference  to  pas- 
senger fares  between  points  in  this  State  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  pre- 
scribed and  promulgated  by  this  Commission  for  observance  by  all  rail- 
road companies  and  receivers  operating  lines  of  railroad  in  this  State: 

"The  lowest  passenger  rate  between  two  given  points  in  this  State,  pub- 
lished for  application  via  a  specific  route,  shall  apply  and  be  observed  in 
both  directions  between  such  points." 

This  order  shall  take  effect  August  1,  1908.    (Pass.  Cir.  59.) 


PASSENGER  CIRCULAR  NO.  64. 
Baggage  Rules. 

Hearing  No.  847.  Austin,  Texas,  October  10,  1908. 

In  pursuance  of  notice  and  hearing  in  the  above  numbered  and  entitled 
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cause,  it  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the 
following  rules  and  regulations,  hereby  prescribed  by  this  Commission, 
shall  be  observed  by  all  railroad  companies  and  receivers  operating  lines 
of  railroad  \n  this  State: 

What  Constitutes  Baggage. — The  term  *'Baggage"  shall  consist  of  wear- 
ing apparel  and  such  personal  effects  of  passengers  as  may  be  necessary 
for  their  journey,  and  articles  carried  as  samples  by  traveling  salesmen, 
and  will  be  checked  upon  presentation  of  proper  transportation,  when  en- 
closed in  receptacles  which  will  insure  safe  transmission,  such  as  trunks, 
valises,  telescopes,  satchels,  leather  hat  boxes,  suit  cases,  sample  cases, 
medium  sized  boxes  (containing  personal  effects  or  samples  and  provided 
with  suitable  handles),  sailor  or  emigrant  bags,  or  in  bundles  properly 
wrapped  in  canvas  or  other  strong  material  (paper  wrappers  and  paste- 
board boxes  of  all  kinds  excepted),  and  securely  roped. 

What  May  Be  Checked. — ^The  following  additional  articles  may  be 
checked  and  included  in  the  weight  of  the  passenger's  baggage:  Tool 
chests,  miner's  packs,  steamer  chairs.  Invalid  chairs,  guns  in  cases  (not 
loaded),  (Circular  No.  82),  saddles  in  bags,  camp  equipage,  golf,  cricket, 
baseball  or  other  club  paraphernalia  in  closed  receptacles,  cash  registers, 
computing  scales,  school  desks  and  opera  chairs,  adding  machines,  listing 
machines  and  samples  of  fencing,  when  in  sample  cases  but  not  in  boxes; 
game  (not  exceeding  amount  allowed  by  law). 

Exception. — Between  points  on  the  Port  Worth  &  Denver  City  and 
Wichita  Valley  Railways:  Miners'  and  laborers'  tool  packs  may  be 
checked  and  included  in  the  weight  of  a  passenger's  baggage.  (Authority 
P-266,  issued  February  11,  1910.) 

Baby  carriages,  go-carts  and  baby  sleighs,  when  containing  only  neces- 
sary articles,  such  as  pillows,  robes  or  blankets,  may  be  checked  subject 
to  the  same  charge  as  for  fifty  (50)  pounds  of  excess  baggage.  No 
charge  less  than  25  cents.  This  charge  is  separate  from  and  has  no  con- 
nection with  the  charge  for  excess  baggag^  proper.  / 

Bicycles  and  tricycles  may  be  checked  subject  to  the  same  charge  as  for 
fifty  (50)  pounds  of  excess  baggage.  For  such  articles  in  excess  of  fifty 
pounds,  actual  weight  will  be  charged  for.  Not  more  than  one  of  such 
articles  will  be  checked  for  any  one  passenger.  Lamps,  cyclometers  and 
tool  bags  must  be  removed  before  checking. 

Birds,  parrots,  in  cages,  and  other  harmless  pets  may  be  carried  in  bag- 
gage cars  when  accompanied  by  owner  on  same  train,  and  a  charge  of  26 
cents  will  be  made  for  the  trip  for  each  animal  or  cage. 

Dogs  tied  with  rope  or  chain  or  in  crate,  with  collar  and  tag  showing 
name  and  address  of  owner,  when  accompanied  by  owner  on  same  train, 
may  be  carried  in  baggage  cars,  a  charge  of  25  cents  to  be  assessed  for 
each  dog  for  any  distance  under  fifty  miles,  and  one-half  cent  per  mile 
for  distance  over  fifty  miles  not  to  exceed  $1  f(fr  the  trip  to  destination 
or  to  junction  point  with  branch  or  connecting  line,  and  such  branch  lines 
or  connections  will  make  its  own  collections  in  accordance  with  above 
regulations.  Owners  must  deliver  and  receive  dogs  at  car  door.  Not 
more  than  two  dogs  will  be  carried  for  any  one  person. 

Storage. — Storage  will  be  charged  on  each  piece  of  baggage,  either  in- 
bound or  outbound,  checked  or  not  checked,  remaining  at  station  over 
24  hours  as  follows: 

The  first  24  hours,  free. 

The  second  24  hours  or  fraction  thereof,  25  cents. 

For  each  succeeding  24  hours  or  fraction  thereof,  10  cents. 

Except  that,  baggage  received  at  any  time  Saturday  or  the  day  pre- 
ceding a  legal  holiday  will  be  stored  free  of  charge  until  the  same  hour 
Monday  or  the  day  following  the  holiday,  and  baggage  received  at  any 
time  Sunday  or  other  legal  holiday  will  be  stored  free  of  charge  until 
midnight  Monday  or  the  day  following  the  holiday.  If  not  claimed  within 
free  time,  charge  storage  for  actual  time  stored  less  the  free  allowance 
provided  in  this  exception.  (Pass.  Cir.  No.  78,  effective  November  5,  1909, 
and  canceling  Paes.  Cir.  No.  77.) 

Theatrical  Companies,  etc. — Baggage  of  theatrical  or  other  parties  trav- 
eling under  party  rates  will  not  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  rules  except  as 
to  storage. 
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The  foregoing  regulations  are  not  intended  to  affect  the  regulations  con- 
tained in  Circular  No.  1986,  governing  Free  Allowance  and  Excess  Charges 
with  amendments  thereto  and  now  in  force. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  February  1,  1909.    (Pass.  Cir.  No.  67.) 


RATES  ON  EXCESS  BAGGAGE. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the  rates,  for  the 
transportation  of  excess  baggage  by  railroads  between  points  in  Texas 
shall  be,  for  distances  of  thirty-four  (34)  miles  and  less,  twelve  (12) 
cents  per  100  pounds,  and  for  distances  exceeding  thirty-four  miles,  twelve 
(12)  per  cent  of  the  regular  first-class  ticket  rates;  provided,  first,  that 
the  rate  so  made  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  per 
100  pounds,  and,  second,  that  the  charges  on  any  shipment  shall  not  be 
less  than  twenty-five  (25)  cents. 

General  Rules. 

1.  Rates  shall  end  in  even  cents  by  dropping  fractions  of  less  than 
one-half  and  counting  fractions  of  one-half  or  more  as  one  cent. 

2.  When  the  total  amount  to  be  collected  does  not  end  in  five  (5)  or 
naught  (0)  the  nearest  sum  so  ending  shall  b6  collected. 

3.  The  amount  of  free  baggage  shall  be,  for  each  full  fare  passenger, 
150  pounds,  and  for  each  "child's  rate"  passenger,  75  pounds;  provided, 
that  250  pounds  shall  be  the  greatest  weight  of  any  one  package  to  be 
checked  as  baggage. 

Exceptions. 

1.  The  baggage  of  theatrical  companies  shall  not  be  subject  to  these 
rates,  rules  and  regulations. 

2.  Railroad  companies  may  sell  ''excess  baggage"  books,  good  for  single 
or  Joint  line  use,  at  a  reduction  of  twenty  (20)  per  cent  of  the  rates  above 
specified;  provided,  the  railroad  companies  willing  to  avail  themselves  of 
this  authority  shall  file  with  this  Commission  such  issues  as  will  show 
their  intention  in  the  matter.  (Circulars  No.  1986  and  No.  2000,  effective 
March  1.  1904.) 


PASSENGER  CIRCULAR  NO.  68. 
Minimum  Passenger  Fare. 

Austin,  Texas.  February  4,  1909. 

In  approval  of  an  application  presented  to  this  Commission  on  behalf 
of  the  lines  of  railway  herein  named,  it  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Texas  that  the  minimum  charge  assessed  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  locally  and  Jointly  between  points  on  the  Gulf, 
Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Railway;  Galveston,  Harrisburg  &  San  Antonio  Rail- 
way; Texas  &  New  Orleans  Railroad;  Houston  &  Texas  Central  Railroad; 
Houston  East  &  West  Texas  Railway;  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway 
of  Texas;  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway;  International  &  Great  Northern  Rail- 
road; San  Antonio  &  Aransas  Pass  Railway;  Fort  Worth  &  Denver  City 
Railway;  Wichita  Valley  Railway;  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Gulf  Railway; 
Trinity  &  Brazos  Valley  Railway;  St.  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  of 
Texas;  St.  Louis,  San  Francisco  &  Texas  Railway,  and  Fort  Worth  & 
Rio  Grande  Railway,  shall  be  ten  cents  per  passenger. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  February  15,  1909. 


PASSENGER  CIRCULAR  NO.  72. 

Austin,  Texas,  May  26,  1909. 
To  All  General  Passenger  Agents  of  Texas  Lines: 

You  are  hereby  advised  that,  on  and  after  June  1.  1909,  the  following 
should  be  observed  in  making  applications  to  this  Commission  for  author- 
ity for  reduced  rates  account  conventions,  excursions,  etc.: 

In  all  cases  where  a  regular  basis  for  rates,  such  as  Table  of  Convention 
Basis  Rates,  Table  of  One  and  One-third  Fare  Rates,  or  other  basis  in- 
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tended  for  future  use,  has  been  regularly  approved  by  .this  Commission, 
either  of  such  bases  may  be  thereafter  used,  by  the  lines  for  which  they 
have  been  approved,  without  further  authority  from  this  Commission  for 
each  specific  occasion  as  has  heretofore  been  the  custom.  For  all  occa- 
sions, however,  where  it  is  desired  to  use  specific  figures  or  rates  made 
by  the  use  of  a  basis  different  from  those  referred  to  above  and  for  which 
no  general  authority  from  this  Commission  is  held,  authority  must  in  each 
specific  instance  be  secured.  ^ 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  all  lines  are  hereby  required  to  prepare  and 
mail  to  this  office,  on  Monday  of  each  week,  a  statement  of  all  reduced 
rate  orders  or  advices  issued  by  It  during  the  previous  week,  giving  with 
reference  to  each,  in  condensed  form,  its  provisions,  including  the  occasion 
for  which  issued,  the  date  of  such  meeting  or  excursion,  the  rate  or  rate 
basis,  date  of  sale,  final  limit,  and  if  no  baggage  is  to  be  checked  or  no 
reduction  for  children  to  so  state;  also  this  Commission's  Authority  num- 
ber covering. 

You  are  also  advised  that  hereafter  with  reference  to  any  and  all  re- 
duced rate  or  excursion  orders,  where  it  is  desired  to  change  the  selling 
dates  or  final  limit,  such  change  may  be  made  without  further  specific 
authority.  If  such  change  is  made  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  weekly  state- 
ment, correct  dates  should  be  shown  thereon.  If  subsequent  thereto, 
notice  of  such  change  should  be  at  once  filed  in  this  office. 


Under  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  law,  it  is  hereby  ordered  by 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the  following  regulation,  hereby 
prescribed  and  adopted  by  this  Commission,  be  observed  by  all  railroad 
companies  and  receivers  operating  lines  of  railroad  in  this  State: 

Rates  for  Parties.  For  parties  of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  persons, 
all  on  one  ticket,  for  a  single  trip  passage,  one  and  one-half  cents  per  mile 
per  capita.  Mileage  on  which  the  above  rate  shall  be  based  shall  be  that 
on  which  regular  prescribed  ticket  rates  are  based  between  given  points. 
No  baggage  to  be  checked  on  tickets  sold  at  the  rate  herein  established. 
Minimum  fare  ten  cents  per  capita. 

The  above  rate  is  intended  to  apply  only  for  parties  of  fourteen  (14)  or 
more  persons  traveling  on  one  ticket  and  when  ticket  is  so  issued  for 
fourteen  (14)  or  more  persons,  it  will  be  honored  by  conductors  only  for 
the  actual  number  of  passengers  for  whom  it  is  issued. 

Where  ticket  at  the  above  prescribed  rate  is  desired  by  a  party  of  less 
than  fourteen  (14)  persons,  applicants  must  file  with  ticket  agent  a  writ- 
ten statement  giving  the  names  and  postoffice  address  of  each  individual 
constituting  the  party  and  the  number  of  persons  so  shown  in  statement 
shall  be  the  maximum  number  of  passengers  for  whom  the  ticket  is  to 
be  issued  and  who  are  to  be  transported. 

Agents  shall  endorse  actual  number  of  persons  on  all  tickets  issued 
under  the  order  and  when  so  issued  ticket  shall  be  honored  for  such  num- 
ber of  passengers  only. 

Fare  for  fourteen  (14)  persons  shall  be  the  minimum  collection  in  all 
cases. 

Carriers  having  issued  tickets  under  this  order  will  not  be  required  to 
exchange  such  tickets  for  a  greater  or  less  number  of  passengers. 

Should  tickets  be  presented  to  conductor  for  less  numoer  of  passengers 
than  ticket  is  issued  for,  conduclor  will  decline  to  accept  and  must  collect 
regular  fare  for  each  person. 

In  all  cases  where  party  tickets  are  not  honored  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  the  railroad  issuing  ticket  shall  redeem  the  same  through  its 
General  Passenger  Agent  for  the  amount  paid,  provided  claimant  shall  pre- 
sent the  same  to  any  agent  of  the  issuing  carrier  or  its  General  Passenger 
Agent  with  receipts  for  fares  paid  by  the  party  showing  fares  paid  between 
the  same  points  that  party  ticket  is  issued.  (Passenger  Circular  79,  ef- 
fective May  14,  1910  and  expiring  Sept.  8,  1910). 


EMERGENCY  ORDER — PARTY  RATES. 
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PARTY  RATE — WITHOUT  BAGGAGE. 

Under  the  authority  conferred  upon  It  by  law,  and  in  pursuance  of 
notice  and  hearing  in  the  above  numbered  cause,  it  is  ordered  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  that  the  following  regulations,  hereby 
prescribed  and  adopted  by  this  Commission,  be  observed,  for  both  local 
and  joint  line  application,  by  all  railroad  companies  and  receivers  operat- 
ing lines  of  railroad  in  this  State: 

Rate  for  Parties.  For  parties  of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  persons, 
all  on  one  ticket,  for  a  single  trip  passage,  two  (2)  cents  per  mile  per 
capita.  Mileage  on  which  the  above  rate  shall  be  based  shall  be  that  on 
which  regular  prescribed  ticket  rates  are  based  between  given  points.  No 
baggage  to  be  cheked  on  tickets  sold  at  rate  herein  established.  Minimum 
rate  ten  cents  per  capita. 

The  above  rate  is  intended,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  apply 
for  parties  of  fourteen  (14)  or  more  persons  traveling  on  one  ticket,  and 
when  ticket  is  so  issued  for  fourteen  (14)  or  more  persons,  it  will  be 
honored  by  conductor  only  for  the  actual  number  of  passengers  for  whom 
it  is  issued. 

When  ticket  at  the  above  prescribed  rate  is  desired  by  a  party  of  less 
than  fourteen  persons,  applicants  must  file  with  ticket  agent  a  written 
statement  giving  the  names  and  postoffice  address  of  each  individual  con- 
stituting the  party,  and  the  number  of  persons  so  shown  in  statement 
shall  be  the  maximum  number  of  passengers  for  whom  the  ticket  is  to  be 
issued  and  who  are  to  be  transported. 

Agents  shall  endorse  actual  number  of  persons  on  all  tickets  issued 
under  this  order  and  when  so  issued  tickets  shall  be  honored  for  such 
number  of  passengers  only.  Fare  for  fourteen  (14)  persons  shall  be  the 
minimum  collection  in  all  cases. 

Carriers  having  issued  tickets  under  this  order  will  not  be  required 
to  exchange  such  tickets  for  a  greater  or  less  number  of  passengers. 
Should  tickets  be  presented  to  conductor  for  less  number  of  passengers 
than  ticket  is  issued  for,  conductors  will  decline  to  accept  and  must  collect 
regular  fare  for  each  person. 

In  all  cases  where  party  tickets  are  not  honored  in  accordance  with 
the  foregoing,  the  railroad  company  issuing  ticket  shall  redeem  the 
same  through  its  General  Passenger  Agent,  for  the  amount  paid,  pro- 
vided claimant  shall  present  the  same  to  any  agent  of  the  issuing  carrier 
or  its  General  Passenger  Agent  with  receipts  for  fares  paid  by  the 
party  showing  fares  paid  between  the  same  points  that  party  ticket  is 
issued.    (Passenger  Circular  No.  81,  effective  October  1,  1910.) 


PARTY  RATE — WITH  BAGGAGE. 

In  pursuance  of  application  presented  on  behalf  of  railway  lines  op- 
erating in  this  State,  it  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas 
that  the  following  tariff  of  rates  and  regulations,  to  be  known  as  "Party 
Rate  Tariff,''  be  adopted  and  observed  by  all  railroad  companies  and 
receivers  operating  lines  of  railway  in  the  State  of  Texas: 


PARTY  RATE  TARIFF. 

The  following  one-way  and  round  trip  party  rates,  under  the  condi- 
tions named,  will  apply,  both  locally  and  jointly,  between  all  points  on 
railroad  lines  in  Texas: 

Section  1. 

Rates,  (a)  For  a  party  of  ten  (10)  to  twenty  (20)  persons.  Inclusive, 
all  on  one  ticket,  for  a  single  trip  passage,  two  and  one  half  (2i)  cents 
per  mile  per  capita. 

(b)  For  a  party  of  twenty-one  (21)  to  twenty-four  (24)  persons,  in- 
clusive, all  on  one  ticket,  the  total  amount  charged  shall  be  the  same 
as  charged  for  a  party  of  twenty-five  (25)  persons  as  provided  for  in 
laragraph  (c). 
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(c)  For  a  party  of  twenty-five  (25)  or  more  persons,  all  on  one 
ticket,  for  a  single  trip  passage,  two  (2)  cents  per  mile  per  capita. 

(d)  Round  trip  tickets  may  be  sold  at  double  the  one-way  rate  named 
in  paragraphs  (a),  (b)  and  (c). 

(e)  The  minimum  per  capita  rate  made  on  the  above  mentioned  basis 
will  be  ten  (10)  cents  on  one-way  and  twenty  (20)  cents  on  round  trip 
tickets. 

(f)  In  establishing  a  per  capita  rate,  the  actual  mileage,  including 
fractions,  must  be  uesd  as  a  factor,  and  when  the  amount  so  made  does 
not  end  in  "0"  or  **5,"  the  nearest  sum  so  ending  will  be  the  per  capita 
rate.  When  a  fraction  is  two  and  one-half  (2i)  cents  or  seven  and  one- 
half  (7i)  cents,  two  and  one-half  (2i)  cents  per  capita  must  be  added 
to  make  per  capita  rate  end  in  naught  (0)  or  five  (5). 

(g)  Party  tickets  will  not  be  issued  for  less  than  the  equivalent 
of  ten  (10)  adult  party  fares,  but  tickets  may  be  issued  for  the  actual 
number  in  a  party  of  less  than  ten  (10)  or  twenty-five  (25)  at  the 
gross  rate  prescribed  for  ten  (10)  or  twenty-five  (25)  adult  passengers. 

Children's  Rates. — Children  five  (5)  years  of  age  and  under  twelve 
(12)  years  of  age,  will  be  carried  at  one-half  (i)  of  the  above  men- 
tioned rates,  provided  the  minimum  total  collection  will  not  be  less 
than  the  equivalent  of  adult  fares  as  provided  for  in  paragraphs  (a), 
(b),  (c)  and  (e). 

Section  2. 

Mileage,  (a)  Short  line  mileage  must  be  used  in  computing  fares 
between  competitive  points,  when  such  mileage  is  used  to  establish  one- 
way fares,  and  should  also  be  used  as  a  basis  for  rates  to  or  from  points 
beyond.  When  stop-over  is  made,  short  line  mileage  as  herein  pro- 
vided should  be  used  between  points  of  stop-over. 

Transfer,  (b)  Where  rates  are  made  over  two  or  more  lines  and 
where  a  wagon  transfer  is  Involved,  a  sum  equal  to  the  transfer  arbi- 
trary for  the  transfer  of  passengers  or  baggage  or  both  (passengers  and 
baggage  being  handled  in  regular  equipment)  must  be  added  to  the 
through  rate  made  on  the  mileage  basis,  where  such  transfer  is  an 
arbitrary  in  the  construction  of  regular  one-way  rates. 

Section  3. 

Limit.  One-way  tickets  will  be  limited  to  continuous  passage.  Round 
trip  tickets  will  be  limited  to  continuous  passage  in  each  direction  with 
final  limit  of  ten  (10)  days  from  date  of  sale. 

Section  4. 

Advance  Agents,  (a)  Advance  agents  purchasing  regular  tickets  at 
standard  tariff  rates,  for  which  receipt  is  presented,  may  be  included  in 
the  total  number  ticketed  at  the  party  rate.  For  example:  Party  of* 
nine  ( 9 )  and  one  ( 1 )  advance  agent,  whose  fare  has  been  paid  at  full 
standard  rate  and  for  which  receipt  is  presented,  will  constitute  the 
required  number  of  ten  (10).  Twenty-four  (24)  and  one  (1),  twenty- 
three  (23)*and  two  (2)  or  twenty-two  (22)  and  three  (3),  whose  fares 
have  been  paid  at  full  standard  rate  and  for  which  receipts  are  pre- 
sented, will  constitute  the  required  number  of  twenty-five  (25). 

(b)  When  applications  are  made  for  party  rate  tickets  and  advance 
agent  or  agents*  receipt  is  presented,  and  such  agent  or  agents  are  to  be 
included  in  the  party  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  the  required  mini- 
mum number  of  persons,  credit  will  be  allowed  for  the  entire  fare  or 
fares  previously  paid  by  the  'advance  agent  or  agents;  but  when  such 
agent  or  agents  are  not  included  in  the  party  for  the  purpose  of  making 
up  such  minimum,  credit  will  be  allowed  for  the  difference  only  be- 
tween the  fuir  fare  paid  by  the  agent  or  agents  and  the  party  rate 
applicable  to  the  number  in  the  party.  No  refund  in  any  case  will  be 
made  of  advance  agent's  fare  except  over  that  portion  of  the  line  or 
lines  traveresd  by  both  the  advance  agent  and  the  party. 

Section  5. 

Private  Cars  and  Sleepers,     (a)    Where  a  party  occupies  a  private 
car  or  sleeper,  the  charge  will  be  the  regular  authorized  party  rate  for  . 
each  occupant,  observing  as  a  minimum  the  party  rate  for  eighteen  (18) 
adult  persons,  with  minimum  collection  of  fifteen  ($15.00)  dollars. 
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(b)  Where  private  cars  or  sleepers  are  offered  for  movement  occupied 
by  only  a  portion  of  the  entire  party,  the  minimum  eighteen  (18)  ticket 
rule  will  apply  for  movement  of  the  car  and  occupants,  and  the  balance  of 
the  party  must  pay  regular  individual  or  party  fares  for  the  number 
of  passengers  traveling  in  other  coaches  or  sleepers,  Irrespective  of  the 
number  of  passengers  occupying  the  private  car. 

(c)  In  case  of  joint  movement  under  this  tariff,  ticketed  from  a 
point  on  oqo  line  of  railroad  to  a  point  on  another,  the  provision  for 
minimum  charge  of  fifteen  ($16)  dollars  for  private  cars  or  sleepers 
will  be  observed  with  reference  to  each  road's  proportion  of  the  through 
charge;  except  that  a  one-line  rate  may  be  made  by  two  or  more  com- 
peting lines. 

Section  6. 

(a)  Baggage.  Wearing  apparel,  stage  properties,  scenery,  tents,  seats 
and  musical  instruments,  also  animals  as  provided  for  herein,  used  in  a 
theatrical  performance,  concert  or  other  public  entertainment,  to  the 
amount  of  two  hundred  (200)  pounds  per  capita  for  adults,  including 
advance  agents,  and  one  hundred  (100)  pounds  per  capita  for  children, 
will  be  carried  free,  provided  such  baggage  can  be  carried  in  regular 
baggage  cars,  it  being  understood  that  baggage  of  regular  passengers 
will  be  given  preference.  All  baggage  and  property  of  the  party  moving 
in  excess  of  the  above  amounts  will  be  charged  for  at  regular  excess 
baggage  rates;  provided,  that  this  rule  with  reference  to  limitation  of 
amount  per  capita  and  to  excess  baggage  will  not  apply  where  special 
baggage  cars  are  used. 

(b)  Where  advance  agents  have  bundles  of  show  bills  or  other  ad- 
▼ertislng  matter,  this  may  be  checked  and  carried  in  baggage  car  with 
free  allowance  of  two  hundred  (200)  pounds,  regular  excess  baggage 
rates  to  apply  for  all  in  excess  of  this  amount. 

Section  7. 

Live  Stock,  (a)  Live  stock  (except  dogs,  monkeys  or  small  animals 
and  except  not  exceeding  three  head  of  donkeys  or  ponies  properly 
crated)  will  not  be  carried  as  baggage  of  parties  in  regular  train  baggage 
cars. 

(b)  Live  stock  (except  as  provided  in  preceding  paragraph)  will  be 
handled  only  in  extra  baggage  cars  when  provided  by  the  party  or  rail- 
road company. 

(c)  Extra  charges  for  live  stock,  whether  in  regular  or  extra  bag- 
gage cars,  shall  be  assessed  as  follows:  Three  (3)  head  or  less,  no 
charge.  For  the  excess  over  three  (3)  head  and  not  exceeding  ten  (10) 
head,  two  (2)  cents  per  mile  per  head,  observing  minimum  of  two 
($2)  dollars  per  head  with  minimum  collection  for  said  live  stock  (when 
such  excess  consists  of  three  or  more  head)  of  ten  ($10)  dollars.  This 
collection  for  live  stock  to  be  made  in  addition  to  the  extra  baggage  car 
charge  provided  for  in  Section  8,  paragraph  (a).  When  more  than  ten 
head  are  offered,  parties  will  be  referred  to  the  Freight  Department. 
All  live  stock  in  passenger  trains  must  be  accompanied  by  one  or  more 
attendants  paying  fare  in  addition  to  the  rate  for  extra  baggage  car  or 
live  stock. 

(d)  Applicants  for  the  transportation  of  elephants,  lions  or  other 
valuable  or  dangerous  animals,  must  be  referred  to  the  Freight  De- 
partment or  Express  Company. 

Section  8. 

Extra  Baggage  Cars,  (a)  Where  special  baggage  cars  are  required 
for  the  transportation  of  baggage  in  connection  with  movement  of  party 
of  ten  (10)  or  more  people,  paying  not  less  than  ten  (10)  adult  party 
fares  as  provided  for  herein,  the  charge  for  each  special  baggage  car 
will  be  fifteen  (15)  cents  per  mile,  with  a  minimum  charge  of  ten  ($10) 
dollars  per  car  per  movement. 

(b)  Where  the  party  consists  of  twenty-five  (25)  or  more  persons, 
whether  traveling  in  private  car  or  regular  equipment,  one  extra  bag- 
gage car  will  be  transported'  without  additional  charge,  provided  that 
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the  total  collection  is  not  less  than  twenty-five  (|25)  dollars  for  any 
movement. 

(c)  For  each  additional  twenty-five  (25)  fares,  one  (1)  additional 
baggage  car  will  be  furnished  subject  to  the  following  minimum  charges, 
namely:  Party  and  two  (2)  baggage  cars,  thirty-five  ($35)  dollars; 
party  and  three  (3)  baggage  cars,  forty-five  ($45)  dollars. 

(d)  In  the  case  of  joint  movements  under  this  tariff,  ticketed  from  a 
point  on  one  line  of  railroad  to  a  point  on  another  line  of  railroad, 
the  provision  for  minimum  collection  of  ten  ($10)  dollars,  with  respect 
to  extra  baggage  cars,  will  be  observed  with  reference  to  each  line's 
proportion  of  the  through  charge;  except  that  one-line  rate  may  be 
made  by  two  or  more  competing  lines. 

(e)  Passenger  or  baggage  cars  which  are  owned  by  individuals,  theat- 
rical, amusement  or  advertising  companies,  when  moved  empty  on  pas- 
senger trains  and  not  in  connection  with  a  party  movement,  must  be 
charged  for  at  rate  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  mile,  with  minimum 
of  fifteen  ($15)  dollars.  When  such  equipment  is  accompanied  by  porter  or 
other  attendant,  a  charge,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing,  equivalent  to 
the  regular  fare  for  each  porter  or  attendant  must  be  made.  To  cover 
such  movelnents,  tickets  should  be  issued  for  the  number  of  passengers 
in  the  car  and  endorsed: 

*'To  cover  movement  of  special  car  and  persons.'* 

(f)  When  party  of  ten  (10)  or  more  passengers  travel  on  party 
fare  ticket  and  require  exclusive  use  of  baggage  car  and  such  baggage 
car  is  not  forwarded  on  same  train  which  bears  the  passengers,  and 
where  it  is  necessary  for  one  (1)  or  more  members  of  the  party  to 
accompany  baggage  car,  a  separate  ticket  may  be  isused  for  the  use 
of  such  party,  provided  such  ticket  is  endorsed  as  part  of  such  party 
fare  ticket  and  limited  to  the  train  upon  which  the  baggage  car  fs 
handled. 

(g)  Combination  passenger  and  baggage  cars  will  be  considered  as 
private  passenger  cars  and  will  be  handled  under  the  rule  applying  to 
the  movement  of  private  coaches  or  sleepers. 

(h)  Charge  for  handling  freight  cars  carrying  baggage  will  be  the 
same  as  provided  for  in  paragraphs  (a),  (b),  (c)  and  (d)  of  this  sec- 
tion, applying  to  the  movement  of  baggage  cars. 


Storage  Charges  on  Private  Cars,  (a)  Storage  of  private  cars  owned 
or  occupied  by  theatrical,  carnival  or  other  similar  organizations  occu- 
pying tracks  owned  or  controlled  by  railroad  companies  or  receivers, 
will  be  subject  to  the  following  charges: 

For  the  first  168  hours  (seven  days)  after  placing:  Free. 

For  each  twenty-four  (24)  hours  thereafter,  or  part  thereof,  one 
dollar  ($1)  per  car. 

(b)  This  rule  is  confined  in  its  application  to  five  (5)  cars  or  less 
in  number  of  theatrical  or  other  similar  companies  and  the  above  charge 
will  not  apply  where  special  contract  approved  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion of  Texas  exists  between  the  parties  thereto. 


Special  Train  Service,  (a)  Where  special  train  is  required  and  pro- 
vided with  not  more  than  two  (2)  baggage  cars  and  necessary  passen- 
ger equipment,  charge  will  be  the  regular  party  rate  for  the  number  of 
persons,  with  minimum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per  train 
mile,  with  minimum  collection  of  fifty  ($50)  dollars,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  (b).  Three  (3)  baggage  cars  will  be  carried  where 
the  minimum  collection  is  sixty-five  ($65)  dollars.  For  each  additional 
baggage  car  that  may  be  required,  charge  of  fifteen  (15)  .  cents  per  mile 
with  minimum  of  ten  ($10)  dollars  will  be  made.  Four  (4)  extra  bag- 
gage cars  will  be  transported  without  charge  in  special  train  movements 
of  parties  of  one  hundred  (100)  or  more  persons. 

(b)  Where  special  train  service  is  required  for  the  round  trip,  it 
will  be  considered  as  two  (2)  one-way  movements,  and  collection  should 
be  made  as  herein  provided  for  each  way.  except  where  the  round  trip 
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mileage  is  less  than  thirty-three  (33)  miles  charge  will  be  as  herein 
provided  for  ono-way  movement,  plus  three  ($3)  dollars  per  hour  or 
fraction  thereof  from  hour  of  arrival  at  destination  until  departure  on 
the  return  trip. 

(c)  Fares  paid  by  advance  agents  will  be  included  in  the  amount 
necessary  to  make  up  the  minimum  charge  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents

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EXCEPTIONS  TO  TARIFF  NO.  l-I. 
The  following  rates  shall  govern,  as  exceptions  to  Express  Tariff  No.  l-I^ 
in  the  transportation  of  the  articles  named  locally,  between  points  in  Texas 
located  on  lines  operated  bx  either  of  the  express  companies  doing  business 
in  this  State,  except  where  Tariff  No.  l-I  (or  tariff  superseding  same)  or 
current  Express  Classification  may  provide  less.

EXPRESS  CLASSIFICATION  NO.  1  AND  RULES. 

To  govern  in  the  application  of  Express  Classification,  Rates,  etc  ,  issued 
Augrust  22,  1905,  and  effective  December  1,  1905.  Amendments  to  Oc- 
tober-31,  1910,  are  herein  embodied. 

GENERAL  RULES. 
To  Govern  in  the  Application  of  Express  Classifications  and  Rates.  See 
Also  Tariff  Provisions. 
RULE  1.     (a)     Printing  and  Posting  Classification  and  Tariffs. — All; 
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express  companies.  Joint  stock  associations,  firms  and  persons  doing  an 
express  business  in  Texas  shall  have  the  classification,  rates  and  rules 
relating  thereto  prescribed  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  printed 
and  posted  at  all  their  offices  in  Texas  for  inspection  of  the  public.  Said 
classification,  rates  and  rules  shall  be  printed  in  like  manner  as  is  re- 
quired of  railroad  companies  by  Article  4567  of  the  Revised  Civil 
Statutes  of  1895. 

(b)  Express  rates  shall  not  be  changed  except  upon  authority  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  Texas.  Whenever  a  change  is  desired  by  express 
companies,  application  in  writing  must  be  made  to  the  Commission. 

RULE  2.  (a)  Receipts  should  be  given  for  shipments  received  for 
transportation,  and  when  rates  are  aftected  by  the  value  of  the  package, 
shipper  should  be  required  to  declare  their  value. 

(b)  Shipper's  name  and  address  should  be  entered  on  tags  of  old 
grips  or  bags. 

(c)  Dangerous  Explosives. — All  explosives  or  dangerous  inflammable 
oils,  acids  or  materials,  including  gas  cylinders  charged  at  a  higher  pres- 
sure than  500  pounds  to  the  square  inch,  may  be  refused. 

RULE  3.  Weights. — All  shipments  should,  unless  otherwise  provided, 
be  charged  for  at  actual  weight  at  time  of  shipment. 

RULE  4.  (a)  Joint  rates  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  be 
made  by  adding  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent  to  the  amount  accruing  on  a 
like  shipment  carried  an  equal  distance  by  one  express  company;  pro- 
vided that  the  rate  so  made  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  produced  by  de- 
ducting 10  per  cent  from  the  sum  of  the  rates  to  and  from  points  of 
interchange.    (Exp.  Cir.  No.  71,  effective  May  15,  1910.) 

(b)  When  a  special  rate  applying  to  or  from  a  point  of  interchange 
is  less  than  90  per  cent  of  the  regular  mileage  rate,  then  such  special  rate 
entire  should  be  employed  in  connection  with  90  per  cent  of  the  regular 
mileage  rate  applicable  over  the  balance  of  the  route  in  making  the 
through  rate. 

(c)  Packages  weighing  7  pounds  or  less  (not  applicable  on  silver 
coins,  live  animals,  live  birds  or  any  matter  subject  to  higher  than  mer- 
chandise rates).  The  joint  or  through  charge  on  a  package  weighing  7 
pounds  or  less  shall  be  based  on  the  aggregate  or  continuous  mileage; 
provided,  the  charge  so  made  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  the  tariff  single 
line  charge  for  400  miles,  except  that  joint  rates  made  under  item  (a) 
will  apply  when  less.  When  carried  by  more  than  two  companies, 
minimum  charge  of  10  cents  for  each  company.  If  valuation  exceeds  $50, 
assess  valuation  charges  as  provided  for  under  "Merchandise  valuation 
charges." 

RULE  5.  Aggregating  Packages. — (a>  Two  or  more  packages  bound 
or  tied  together  by  the  shipper,  forwarded  at  the  same  time  to  one  con- 
signee, must  be  charged  for  on  the  aggregate  weight. 

(b)  Two  or  more  packages  not  bound  or  tied  together,  each  weighing 
twenty  pounds  or  over,  forwarded  by  one  shipper  at  the  same  time  to 
one  consignee,  may  be  charged  for  on  the  aggregate  weight. 

(c)  Packages  weighing  less  than  twenty  pounds  each,  not  bound  or 
tied  together,  forwarded  by  one  shipper  at  the  same  time  to  one  con- 
signee, may  be  aggregated,  provided  they  are  estimated  and  charged  for 
as  weighing  twenty  pounds  each.  Actual  weight  only  must  be  entered  om 
the  way-bill. 

(d)  Two  or  more  packages  of  a  commodity  named  in  Tables  2,  3,  4 
and  5  of  Express  Tariff  No.  1-1,  from  the  same  shipper  at  the  same  time 
to  the  same  consignee,  may  be  aggregated  and  charged  for  as  one  regard- 
less of  above  restrictions. 

(e)  If  the  packages  aggregated  under  the  above  provisions  are  sub- 
ject to  different  rates,  the  charge  shall  be  made  on  the  aggregate  weight 
at  the  highest  rate  applicable  on  any  of  the  packages,  provided  the  charge 
so  made  Is  less  than  total  charge  on  the  packages  if  shipped  separately  at 
rates  applicable  on  each.  For  aggregating  C.  O.  D.  packages,  see  Rule 
No.  12. 

RULE  6.  Extra  Rate  Charge. — On  matters  subject  to  extra  rate  as  one 
and  one-half  or  double  merchandise  rate,  find  the  charge  according  to 
tariff,  then  add  one-half  or  double  it,  as  required.    On  joint  shipments 
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find  the  charge  as  ahove  provided,  for  each  express  company,  and  from 
the  sum  of  such  charges  deduct  ten  per  cent  and  the  result  will  be  the 
through  charge. 

RULE  7.  Prepayment. — Require  prepayment  or  guarantee  of  charges 
for  all  shipments  evidently  not  worth  charges. 

RULE  8.  Combination  of  Locals,  Maximum. — In  no  case  shall  the  rates 
between  two  given  points  exceed  the  sum  of  the  rates  applying  between' 
such  given  points  and  a  point  intermediate. 

RULE  9.  Shipper's  Right  to  Route  Shipments. — When  there  are  two 
or  more  express  routes  between  points,  one  of  which  is  more  direct,  or 
over  which  express  matter  can  sooner  reach  its  destination,  the  shipper 
shall  have  the  right  to  designate  in  writing  the  route  over  which  his 
shipment  shall  be  transported;  provided,  the  route  so  designated  is  the 
most  expeditious  or  to  him  the  least  expensive.  When  express  matter 
is  BO  tendered  and  routed  by  the  shipper,  his  agent  or  attorney,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  express  company  or  companies  forming  such  designated 
route  to  accept  and  transport  the  shipment  so  routed  as  above  provided. 

RULE  10.  Lowest  Rate  via  Any  Route  to  Apply. — When  two  or  more 
express  routes  are  in  operation  betwen  shipping  point  and  destination  the 
lowest  rate  applicable  by  any  one  of  such  routes  shall  be  adopted  by  the 
other  express  companies  accepting  shipments  for  transportation  between 
such  points. 

RULE  11.  Return  Shipments. — (a)  Shipments,  except  money  or 
bonds,  which  have  not  been  called  for  or  have  been  refused,  and  on 
which  full  rates  have  beeh  paid  one  way,  shall  be  returned  to  original 
consignor  by  the  company  or  companies-  originally  carrying  them,  at 
one-half  the  rate  paid  in  the  opposite  direction. 

When  the  outward  charges  are  billed  "collect"  they  may  be  deposited 
with  the  forwarding  agent  by  the  shipper,  when  the  shipment  shall  be 
returned  as  if  outward  charges  had  been  prepaid. 

(b)  Packages  originally  forwarded  by  express  and  remaining  "on 
hand"  may,  by  shipper's  orders,  be  returned  by  freight,  the  charges  for 
reshipping  by  freight,  50  cents  per  100  pounds,  minimum  charge  50  cents 
for  each  consignment.  Agents  should  not  endorse  shipper's  order  to  return 
such  packages  by  freight  unless  the  outward  charges  by  express  together 
with  the  charge  for  reshipping  by  freight  is  paid  or  guaranteed. 

RULE  12.  C.  O.  D.  Shipments. —  (a)  The  letters,  "C.  O.  D.,"  and  the 
amount  to  be  collected  should  be  plainly  marked  on  each  package  with 
which  a  bill  is  sent  to  be  collected  on  delivery,  and  a  similar  entry  should 
be  made  on  the  way-bill.  If  shipper  requires  collection  of  charges  for 
return  of  money,  the  C.  O.  D.  envelope  and  package  should  be  plainly 
marked  "C.  O.  D.  $   and  return  charges,"  and  be  so  way-billed. 

(b)  Aggregating. — When  two  or  more  packages  are  sent  to  same 
consignee  at  the  same  time,  with  separate  C.  O.  D.'s  they  should  not  be 
aggregated,  but  if  one  C.  O.  D.  covers  two  or  more  packages  they  should 
be  aggregated  as  provided  in  Rule  5. 

(c)  Examination  or  Partial  Delivery. — Allow  examination  or  partial 
delivery  of  C.  O.  D.  matter  only  on  written  authority  of  shipper,  indorsed 
by  agent  at  shipping  point.  When  such  authority  is  indorsed  on  the 
C.  O.  D.  envelope  it  shall  also  be  accepted.  Such  indorsement  should  not 
be  made  until  shipper  executes  release,  exempting  receiving  express  com- 
pany and  its  connections  from  all  loss  incident  to  such  examination  or  par- 
tial delivery.  The  proceeds  of  each  "partial  delivery"  to  be  remitted, 
subject  to  regular  charge  for  paid  C.  O.  D.'s  prepaid  or  collect,  according 
to  instructions  on  original  C.  O.  D.  wrapper.  No  "partial  delivery"  should 
be  made  until  total  amount  of  freight  charges  has  been  paid.  Partial 
delivery  should  not  be  made  when  the  contents  of  a  package  are  to  be 
delivered  to  different  parties.  When  goods  are  sent  on  approval,  involving 
but  one  payment,  proceeds  for  the  articles  selected  must  be  remitted  in 
the  C.  O.  D.  wrapper,  the  remainder  of  the  goods  to  be  repacked  and 
immediately  returned  to  the  shipper. 

(d)  The  amount  of  C.  O.  D.  bills  for  C.  O.  D.  shipments  should  be 
collected  at  the  time  such  shipments  are  delivered  to  consignees,  except  as 
otherwise  provided. 

(e)  All  orders  to  deliver  C.  O.  D.  goods  without  collecting  C.  O.  D. 
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Bhould  have  the  approval  of  the  a^ent  of  the  company  at  the  shipping 
point. 

(f )  After  a  C.  O.  D.  shipment  has  been  forwarded  from  shipping  point. 
If  shipper  requests  that  the  shipment  be  delivered  to  another  consignee  or 
that  the  amount  of  the  C.  O.  D.  be  deducted,  or  that  the  consignee  'be  re- 
lieved of  payment  of  charges,  or  when  the  entire  amount  of  the  C.  O.  D. 
is  cut  off,  the  shipping  agent  will  require  a  fee  of  10  cents  to  be  paid 
before  indorsing  such  instructions.  Shipper's  request  should  then  be 
way-billed  to  the  destination  office  with  charge  of  10  cents  prepaid. 

(g)  When  C.  O.  D.  matter  is,  by  order  of  the  shipper  through  the 
Agent  at  point  of  shipment,  delivered  without  collecting,  return  the  C.  O. 
D.  bill  and  envelope  with  copy  of  order  enclosed,  way-billed  free,  retaining 
the  original  order  on  file. 

(h)  If  C.  O.  D.  matter  is  refused  or  can  not  be  delivered  within  24 
hours  the  shipper  should  be  immediately  notified,  and  if  not  disposed  of 
within  30  days  after  such  notice  it  may  be  returned  subject  to  charges 
both  ways,  but  should  not  be  held  longer  than  60  days  after  such  notice. 
C.  O.  D.  packages  that  have  been  forwarded  from  one  point  to  another, 
on  order  of  shipper,  may  be  held  for  30  days  from  date  of  reshipment. 

(i)  C.  O.  D.  matter  and  paid  C.  O.  D.'s  returned  to  shipper  should 
take  the  same  route  as  when  originally  forwarded,  except  that  when  a 
C.  O.  D.  shipment  has  been  reshipped  from  the  original  destination  to 
another  it  may  be  returned  to  the  office  at  which  it  originated  by  the 
most  direct  route.    For  rates  on  paid  C.  O.  D.'s  see  Tariff;  also  Rule  13. 

(J)  Bills  of  lading  for  matter  shipped  by  freight  lines,  when  inclosed 
in  sealed  envelopes  and  forwaj'ded  as  C.  O.  D.  .with  privilege  of  examina- 
tion, shall  be  charged  for  at  merchandise  rates,  and  in  addition  the  fol- 
lowing amounts  when  the  valuation  is  over  |50: 

When  merchandise  rate  is  |1  or  less  per  100  pounds,  add  5  cents  for 
each  1100  or  fraction  thereof.  c 

When  merchandise  rate  exceeds  |1  and  is  not  over  $3  per  100  pounds, 
add  10  cents  for  each  |100  or  fraction  thereof. 

When  merchandise  rate  is  over  1 3  per  100  pounds,  add  15  cents  for 
each  $100  or  fraction  thereof. 

The  charges  for  returning  money  will  be  the  same  as  for  paid  C.  O.  D. 
of  like  amount;  if  not  collected,  return  free. 

When  a  bill  of  lading  sent  by  express  is  exchanged  by  shipper's  order 
for  a  new.  bill  of  lading,  charge  additionally  for  securing  the  latter  and 
returning  it  to  shipper  the  same  amount  as  was  charged  for  the  ufigmal 
bill  of  lading. 

When  not  sealed  or  when  accompanied  by  instructions  requiring  agentb, 
before  delivering  the  bill  of  lading,  to  obtain  signatures  to  notes  or  to 
place  mortgages  for  record,  secure  insurance,  or  to  render  other  service 
than  simply  collecting  the  amount  of  the  C.  O.  D.  and  returning  the 
papers  to  the  consignee,  the  outward  charge  will  be  |1  prepaid.  The  re- 
turn charge  on  the  proceeds  will  be  at  regular  rate  on  paid  C.  O.  D.  s 
If  the  consignee  declines  to  execute  the  papers  and  they  are  returned  In 
original  condition  to  shipper,  the  bill  of  lading  may  be  returned  free.

Railroad,  State,  County,  City,  Town  and  all  other  bonds  or  Certificates 
of  Stock,  payable  to  bearer  (except  United  States  Bonds  payable  to 
bearer)  and  Warehouse  Receipts,  charge  one-half  currency  rate  at  their 
market  value,  but  never  less  than  25  cents  per  |1000;  minimum  25  cents 
for  any  shipment. 

The  same  payable  to  order,  on  which  payment  may  be  stopped  if  lost, 
including  also  "Incomplete  Bonds"  and  notes,  drafts,  acceptances  and  other 
paper  payable  to  order  and  not  for  collection,  charge  one-third  currency 
rate  at  their  face  value,  but  never  less  than  15  cents  per  |1000,  with  mini- 
mum charge  of  25  cents  for  any  shipment. 

(e)  Letters  of  Credit  Issued  in  blank  or  payable  to  bearer,  charge 
currency  rates  on  the  declared  value. 

(f)  Incomplete  Bank  Notes,  charge  currency  rates. 

(g)  Draft  sent  for  acceptance,  way-bill  "pay  on  return,"  and  charge  . 
currency  rates  on  the  face  value  of  the  paper  when  returned.    If  returned 
without  acceptance,  charge  25  cents. 

(h)  Paid  C.  O.  D.'s. — For  amounts  over  ?6,  see  Tariff.  For  |2  and 
less,  currency  or  coin,  charge  10  cents  for  each  company  carrying.  Over 
1 2  and  not  exceeding  |6,  15  cents  for  one  company  and  10  cents  for  each 
additional  company  carrying. 

In  all  cases  paid  C.  O.  D.'s,  Collections,  Notes,  Contracts,  Acceptances, 
Bills  and  similar  matter,  when  returned  to  sWpper,  should  take  same  route 
as  when  originally  forwarded,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  12  for  paid  C.  O. 
D.*s  on  reshipments  from  original  destination. 

On  paid  C.  O.  D.'s  containing  currency  and  signed  notes,  leases  or  mort- 
gages, charge  currency  rates. 
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When  return  charges  are  collected  on  C.  O.  D/s  such  paid  C.  O.  D.'s 
should  be  way-billed  prepaid.  Advance  of  the  purchase  price  of  goods  or 
other  item  of  the  cost  of  a  shipment  made  to  the  shipper  will  be  charged 
the  same  rates  as  for  paid  C.  O.  D.'s  given  above.  Money  orders  for  the 
purchase  price  of  goods  ordered  by  express  may  be  carried  free. 

(1)  Deeds  and  Mortgages  which  have  not  been  recorded,  charge 
currency  rate  on  declared  value,  and  when  they  are  to  be  delivered  to  offi- 
cials for  record,  require  prepayment. 

Deeds  and  Mortgages  which  have  been  recorded,  charge  one-third 
currency  rates  on  the  declared  value,  but  never  less  than  15  cents  per 
11000,  with  25  cents  minimum  for  any  shipment. 

(J)  For  Collection. — (1)  Notes,  indorsed  drafts  or  other  paper  re- 
quiring protest  may  not  be  received  for  collection. 

(2)  Notes,  Drafts,  Accounts  or  Bills  for  Collection,  when  forwarded 
way-bill  P.  O.  R.  (pay  on  return).  When  returned  paid,  charge  one  and 
one-half  times  tariff  rates  for  paid  C.  O.  D.'s  of  same  amount;  provided, 
that  for  paid  collections  of  |10  and  less  the  charge  shall  be  25  cents  for 
one  company  and  15  cents  for  each  additional  company  carrying.

(6)  For  taking  "notes  in  blank"  from  one  point  and  procuring  signa- 
ture of  party  at  another  point  and  returning  the  signed  notes  to  the  ship- 
per, charge  currency  rate  one  way  on  the  face  value  of  the  notes.  If  re- 
turned unsigned  charge  should  be  25  cents,  same  as  for  unpaid  collections. 

(7)  Notes,  Drafts,  Accounts  or  Bills  for  collection,  with  instructions 
to  accept  partial  payment,  should  not  be  taken  unless  instructions  are  to 
return  the  amount  paid  with  the  collection  at  once,  and  when  such  partial 
payments  are  returned  charge  should  be  made  only  on  the  amount  inclosed. 

(8)  For  obtaining  from  consignees  receipts  for  delivery  of  packages 
and  returning  such  receipts  to  the  shipper,  cbarge  10  cents  for  each  receipt. 

( 9 )  Agents  should  not  accept  collections  unless  assured  of  the  identity 
and  responsibility  of  the  sender. 

(10  Mortgages,  Deeds,  Legal  Papers  and  other  valuable  papers  for 
collection  should  be  inclosed  in  envelopes  sealed  and  indorsed  with  the  de- 
scription and  value  of  contents,  and  billed  and  treated  as  C.  O.  D.  matter. 
If  consignee  is  to  be  permitted  to  examine  the  papers  before  payment,  in- 
structions to  that  effect  should  be  marked  on  the  package  by  the  shipper, 
who  should  sign  a  release  for  all  loss  resulting  from  sucJi  examinations. 
Outward  charges  on  the  package,  unless  prepaid,  to  follow  as  expense  on 
return  of  proceeds  or  paper  if  not  collected.  If  any  service  is  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  express  company  in  exchanging  promissory  notes  or  other 
obligations  in  examination  of  titles  or  any  other  service  beyond  the  usual 
C.  O.  D.  service,  the  business  should  not  be  accepted  except  under  special 
contract  authorized  by  the  proper  officer. 

(11)  Collections  should  not  be  received  more  than  twenty  days  before 
due  unless  shipper  states  in  writing  that  the  payor  has  signified  his  inten- 
tion to  pay  the  obligation  upon  presentation  or  within  twenty  days.  Such 
paper,  if  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  indicated,  should  be  returned 
to  the  shipper.  Unless  instructed  to  the  contrary,  agents  will  return  all 
other  unpaid  notes,  drafts  or  collections  within  ten  days  after,  having  noti- 
fied shipper  of  the  nonpayment  of  the  collections. 

(12)  Agents  at  destination  should  not  accept  paper  for  collection 
unless  received  in  a  "collection"  envelope,  regularly  way-billed. 

(k)  Require  shippers  to  indorse  the  contents  of  all  packages  of  Bonds, 
Notes,  Drafts,  Acceptances  or  Deeds  and  request  them  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  number  and  descriptions  to  aid  in  recovery  if  lost.

The  amount  necessary  f6r  the  redemption  of  the 
goods,  together  with  the  pawn  ticket  and  memorandum  of  value,  should 
be  inclosed  In  a  sealed  envelope  with  total  of  money  and  memorandum 
marked  thereon,  addressed  to  the  agent  of  the  company  at  the  point 
where  articles  or  goods  were  pledged,  and  charged  for  at  Currency  Rates, 
prepaid.  Tickets  from  one  shipper  to  be  presented  to  different  pawn- 
brokers for  redemption  of  goods  may  be  inclosed  in  the  same  envelope. 
The  goods  when  redeemed  are  subject  on  return  to  regular  rates  on  each 
lot  redeemed,  and  in  addition  to  a  charge  to  cover  expense  of  packing  or 
handling  of  not  less  than  25  cents  in  each  case.

EXPRESS  CIRCULAR  NO.  26. — RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the  fallowing 
rules  and  regulations  shall  govern,  applicable  to  each  person,  firm,  part- 
nership. Joint  stock  association,  company  or  corporation  doing  an  ex- 
press business  in  Texas: 

Freight  Way-Bills. 

Rule  1.  Each  local  agent  of  an  express  company  doing  business  in 
Texas  shall,  for  each  article  or  lot  of  articles  of  freight  received  by  him 
for  transmission  by  express  to  any  other  place,  write  the  particulars  of 
such  shipment  on  a  way-bill,  the  blank  forms  for  which  shall  be  furnished 
to  said  agent  by  the  express  company  of  which  he  is  an  employe. 

Rule  2.  Said  way-bills  shall  contain,  in  the  heading  thereof,  the  name 
of  the  express  company  and  blank  spaces  for  the  tariff  rate,  the  number 
of  the  way-bill,  name  of  office  and  where  way-bill  is  made,  date  of  same 
and  place  of  way-bill  destination;  and  shall  contain  columns  in  wnich 
to  specify  the  number  and  description  of  the  article  or  articles,  the  con- 
signor or  from  whom  received,  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  the 
weight  of  the  shipment,  the  amount  of  expense  or  charges  advanced)  the 
amount  of  the  charges  of  the  express  company  making  the  way-bill,  the 
total  amount  to  be  collected  at  way-bill  destination,  and  if  the  express 
charges  have  been  prepaid  the  amount  so  paid  in  advance.  Columns  may, 
at  the  option  of  the  express  company,  be  added  in  which  to  note  under- 
charges, overcharges  and  remarks. 

Rule  3.  Express  agents  shall  fill  all  the  spaces  prescribed  by  Rule  2  on 
said  way-bills  fully  and  legibly,  so  as  to  show  what  character  of  articles  are 
billed,  the  weight,  from  and  to  whom  transported,  when  shipped,  etc., 
using  no  abbreviations  except  such  as  have  been  previously  authorized 
by  this  Commission. 

Rule  4.  At  each  and  every  local  express  office  in  Texas  the  agent  shall 
number  the  first  freight  way-bill  made  at  said  office  in  each  month  1,  the 
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second  way-bill  2,  and  so  on  consecutively,  in  numerical  order  to  close 
of  the  month. 

Money  Way-Bills. 

Rule  5.  Way-bills  for  shipments  of  money  shall,  in  like  manner,  be 
made  as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  rules  for  freight,  the  use  of  the 
present  forms  of  way-bills  for  that  purpose  to  be  continued  by  the  re- 
spective companies,  but  the  first  money  way-bill  issued  at  each  sta- 
tion in  any  month  shall  be  numbered  1,  the  second  2,  and  so  on,  as  pre- 
scribed in  Rule  4  as  to  freight  bills. 

Way-Bills  for  Shipments  Passing  Over  Two  or  More  Express  Lines. 

Rule  6.  Way-bills  for  shipments  received  from  a  connecting  carrier  for 
further  transmission  shall  be  made  out  in  conformity  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  preceding  rules,  except  that  in  the  column  for  consignor  shall 
be  entered  the  name  of  the  express  company  from  whom  the  shipment  was 
received,  the  point  of  origin  of  the  shipment  and  the  way-bill  number 
(specifying  the  month)  of  that  place  of  origin. 

Disposition  by  Agents  of  Way-Bills  Made. 
Rule  7.  For  each  freight  way-bill  and  money  way-bill  made  the  for- 
warding agent  shall  make  two  tissue  impressions  or  two  carbon  copies, 
one  of  which  shall  be  retained  in  the  office  of  the  agent  making  the 
same,  and  the  other  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
general  office  in  Texas  of  the  express  company  by  whom  said  agent  is  em- 
ployed. The  original  (or  hard  copy)  way-bill  provided  for  by  Rule  1 
shall  accompany  the  article  or  articles  to  the  place  of  way-bill  destina- 
tion. 

Reports  to  Be  Made  by  Local  Agents  to  General  Offices  in  Texas. 

Rule  8.  Each  express  agent  in  Texas  shall,  at  least  as  often  as 
monthly,  render  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  general  office  in  Texas 
of  the  express  company  by  which  he  is  employed,  an  abstract  of  all  the 
way-bills  which  he  has  made  since  his  last  preceding  report,  which  ab- 
stract shall  show  each  way-bill  in  a  separate  line,  giving  the  way-bill 
number,  date  of  same,  way-bill  destination  (both  place  and  State),  ad- 
vance charges  (or  expense),  if  any,  the  company's  charges  to  collect  or 
amount  prepaid,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  total  to  be  collected.  In 
making  these  abstracts  the  way-bills  shall  be  entered  in  the  following 
order,  viz.: 

First — Freight  way-bills  to  Texas  points. 

Second — Money  way-bills  to  Texas  points. 

Third — Freight  way-bills  to  points  outside  of  Texas. 

Fourth — Money  way-bills  to  outside  points. 

Rule  9.  Each  express  agent  in  Texas  shall  also  render  to  the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  general  office  in  Texas  of  the  express  company  of  which  he 
is  an  employe  an  abstract  or  statement  of  all  way-bills  received  from  other 
offices  since  his  last  preceding  statement,  using  one  line  for  each  way- 
bill, which  abstract  or  statement  shall  contain  columns  showing  number 
of  way-bill,  its  date,  the  office  making  same  (giving  name  of  State  also), 
expense  or  advanced  charges,  if  any,  charges  of  the  company  making 
way-bill,  total  to  collect  or  amount  prepaid  as  the  case  may  be,  under- 
charges added,  if  any,  deductions  made,  if  any,  and  the  amount  prepaid 
beyond,  if  any.  These  abstracts  shall  also  be  made  at  least  as  often  as 
monthly. 

Rule  10.  Each  of  such  express  agents  shall  also  render  to  his  superior 
officer,  in  charge  of  the  general  office  in  Texas  a  monthly  report  stating 
the  total  number  of  money  orders  issued  by  him  during  the  month  covered 
by  report,  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  same  in  dollars  and  cents,  and  the 
aggregate  amount  of  fees  collected  for  issuing  said  orders. 

Rule  11.  Each  of  such  express  agents  shall  also  render  to  his  superior 
officer  in  charge  of  .the  general  office  in  Texas  a  report  (either  daily, 
quarter-monthly  or  monthly,  at  the  option  of  the  express  company), 
showing  in  detail  each  money  order  paid  by  him  since  the  last  preced- 
ing report,  giving  the  number  of  the  order,  the  place  at  which  it  was 
issued  (being  careful  to  mention  the  State)  and  its  amount. 

Rule  12.  Each  of  such  express  agents  shall  also  render  to  the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  general  office  in  Texas  of  the  company  of  which  he  is  an 
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employe  a  statement  monthly  of  the  expenses  of,  and  other  disbursements 
at  his  office,  giving  names  of  persons,  etc.,  to  whom  the  several  sums  were 
paid,  the  character  of  the  service  rendered  or  article  bought  or  purpose 
for  which  the  payment  was  made,  and  the  amounts  of  such  payments 
severally. 

Disposition  .of  Tissue  Impressions  and  Carbons  of  Way-Bills  in  th« 
General  Offices  of  Texas. 

Rule  13.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  general  office  in  Texas  of  an 
express  company  shall  see  that  all  tissue  impressions  and  carbons  of  way- 
bills sent  to  him  by  the  local  agents  of  his  company  shall  be  in  his  office 
systematically  filed  and  preserved  for  the  inspection  of  the  members  and 
duly  accredited  representatives  of  this  Commission.  The  way-bills  of 
each  station  for  each  month  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  package,  and  the 
way-bills  of  each  package  shall  be  arranged  in  numerical  order,  the 
freight  way-bills  first  and  then  the  money  way-bills  next.  Such  officers  in 
charge  of  general  offices  shall  see  that  such  files  are  complete  and  that 
local  agents  forward  to  them  copies  of  all  way-bills  made. 

Note. — The  tissue  impressions  and  carbons  of  way-bills,  required  by 
said  Rule  13  to  be  preserved  in  the  general  offices  in  Texas  of  express  coni- 
panies  for  the  inspection  of  the  members  and  duly  accredited  rep- 
resentatives of  this  Commission,  need  not  be  preserved  after  they  are 
older  than  one  entire  accounting  year  previous  to  the  commencement  of 
the  current  accounting  year;  it  being  understood  that  the  accounting 
year  begins. with  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  calendar  year..  (Express 
Circular  No.  48,  effective  January  11,  1906.) 

Disposition  of  Reports  Made  by  Local  Agents  to  General  Offices  in  Texas 
of  Express  Companies. 
Rule  14.  Officers  in  charge  of  general  offices  in  Texas  of  express  com- 
panies shall  see  that  all  the  reports  required  to  be  made  to  them  by  Rules 
8,  9,  10,  11  and  12,  are  forwarded  to  them  promptly,  and  that  in  the  said 
general  offices  the  said  reports  are  systematically  filed  and  preserved  for 
the  inspection  of  the  members  and  accredited  representatives  of  this 
Commission. 

Records  to  Be  Kept  in  General  Offices  in  Texas  of  Express  Companies. 

Rule  15.  There  shall  be  kept  in  each  general  office  in  Texas  of  an  ex- 
press company  doing  business  in  this  State  four  records  as  follows: 

First — A  record  of  way-bills  forwarded,  which  shall  be  ruled  so  as  to 
conveniently  enter  the  totals  of  the  reports  made  by  local  agents  under 
Rule  8. 

Second — A  record  of  way-bills  received,  which  shall  be  ruled  so  as  to 
conveniently  enter  the  totals  of  the  reports  made  by  local  agents  under 
Rule  9. 

Third — A  record  of  monthly  aggregates,  number  of,  amount  of,  and 
fees  on  money  orders  issued,  which  shall  be  ruled  so  as  to  conveniently 
enter  the  reports  made  by  local  agents  under  Rule  10.  This  record  shall 
also  contain  a  column  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  totals  of  money 
orders  paid,  as  shown  by  the  reports  of  local  agents  rendered  under 
Rule  11. 

Fourth — A  record  of  expenses  and  disbursements  at  stations,  which 
shall  be  ruled  so  as  to  show  the  totals  of  each  class  of  expenditures  at 
each  station  by  months,  the  entries  in  this  record  to  be  based  upon  the 
reports  made  by  the  local  agent  under  Rule  12. 

In  said  records  a  separate  account  shall  be  kept  with  each  local  office. 

This  circular  shall  take  effect  November  1,  1903. 


OTHER  MISCELLANEOUS  EXPRESS  ORDERS. 
Requiring  the  Filing  of  Interstate  Tariffs. 
It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  each  of  the 
express  companies  operating  in  Texas  be  and  they  are  hereby  required 
to  furnish  this  Commission,  not  later  than  February  20,  1907,  copies 
of  each  and  every  tariff  or  other  issue  showing  current  express  rates  ap- 
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plying  between  points  in  Texas  and  points  in  other  States,  and  to  forward 
to  this  Commission  all  new  issues  and  tariffs  which  may  hereafter  be  is- 
sued and  showing  such  interstate  express  rates,  on  or  before  the  dates 
they  become  effective.    (Express  Circular  No.  53,  dated  February  9,  1907.) 

Regarding  Abolishment  of  Offices  and  Agencies. 
It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  in  any  case 
where  it  is  desired  by  an  express  company,  partnership.  Joint  stock  asso- 
ciation, firm  or  person,  doing' an  express  business  in  this  State,  to  abolish 
or  close  its  office  at  any  railroad  station  in  this  State  where  express  matter 
is  received  or  delivered,  or  to  discontinue  its  agency  or  contract  its  estab- 
lished delivery  limits  at  any  such  station,  this  Commission  shall  be  advised 
of  such  desire  and  its  consent  shall  be  secured  before  such  office  is  abol- 
ished or  closed,  such  agency  discontinued  or  such  delivery  limits  con- 
tracted. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  September  9,  1907.  (Express  Circular 
No.  55.) 


CLASSIFICATION  OF  OPERATING  EXPENSES,  ETC.,  OF  INTERSTATE 
COMMERCE  COMMISSION,  ORDER  ADOPTING. 

Austin,  Texas,  July  28,  1908. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the 
"Classification  of  Operating  Expenses  of  Express  Companies,  First  Issue," 
''Classification  of  Operating  Revenues  of  Express  Companies^  First  Issue," 
and  "Classification  of  Expenditures  for  Real  Property  and  Equipment  of 
Express  Companies,  first  Issue."  as  prescribed  by  the  Interstate -Commerce 
Commission  in  accordance  with  Section  20  of  the  Act  to  Regulate  Com- 
merce, be  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  adopted  by  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  Texas  for  the  government  and  control  of  the  Express  Companies  and 
common  carriers  doing  an  express  business  in  this  State,  in  the  keeping 
of  their  books  and  accounts. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  July  1,.  1908,  be  and  is  hereby  fixed  as  the 
date  on  which  said  Classifications  shall  become  effective. 


EXPRESS  TARIFFS  AND  CLASSIFICATIONS — ERRONEOUS  USE  OF 
ON  STATE  SHIPMENTS. 

To  all  Express  Companies  and  Others  Doing  an  Express  Business  on  Rail- 
way Lines  in  Texas: 

It  appearing  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas,  from  information 
gained  by  it  from  documents  on  file  in  its  office  and  from  other  sources, 
that  the  express  companies  and  others  doing  an  express  business  over  the 
lines  of  the  railroads  of  Texas  have  in  force,  for  the  guidance  and  instruc- 
tion of  their  agents,  certain  tariffs,  schedules  and  classifications  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  handling  of  shipments  of  freight  between 
points  in  this  State  and  points  in  other  States,  which  said  shipments  are 
interstate  commerce  and  not  subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Commis- 
sion, and  which  said  tariffs,  schedules  and  classifications  provide  rates 
of  charges  generally  higher  in  amount  than  the  charges  prescribed  by 
this  Commission  for  a  like  service  in  the  transportation  of  shipments  be- 
tween points  in  this  State. 

And  it  further  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  said  interstate  tariffs, 
schedules  and  classifications  are  in  numerous  instances  by  the  agents  of 
said  companies  applied  to  and  used  in  connection  with  the  transportation 
of  shipments  of  freight  moving  wholly  within  this  State,  and  that,  in  con- 
sequence of  such  wrongful  application  of  said  tariffs,  schedules  and  classi- 
fications, charges  in  excess  of  those  prescribed  by  this  Commission  and 
exorbitant  in  amount  are  assessed  on  said  State  shipments. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that 
notice  be  and  is  hereby  given  to  all  express  companies  and  others  doing 
an  exi^ress  business  on  railway  lines  in  Texas,  that  said  practice  above 
referred  to  is  in  direct  violation  of  law  and  the  orders  of  this  Commis- 
sion, and  that  this  Commission  will,  in  view  of  this  notice,  hereafter  con- 
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elder  all  Instances  of  repetition  of  the  same  as  a  wilful  disregard  of  this 
Commission's  rates,  rules  and  regulations,  on  the  part  of  said  express 
companies,  and  a  wilful  violation  of  law  subjecting  said  companies  to  the 
penalties  provided  therein,  and  all  instances  of  such  practice  hereafter 
coming  to  the  attention  of  this  Commission  will  be  referred  to  the  Attor- 
ney General  of  Texas  with  instructions  to  enter  suit  for  the  recovery  of 
the  penalties  above  referred  to.

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Rules  and  Reflations  Controlling  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  in 
the  Issuance  and  Registration  of  Railroad  Stocks  and  Bonds. 

(Amending  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Issued  January  2,  1895.) 

Austin,  Texas,  March  10,  1905. 
It  is  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the  following 
rules  and  regulations  be  adopted  governing  applications  by  railroad  com- 
panies for  the  approval  of  this  Commission  and  Its  authority  to  issue  and 
register  railroad  stocks  and  bonds,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and 
requirements  of  Title  XCIV,  Chapter  14,  Articles  4584a-m  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Texas  for  1895. 

Application  for  Authority  to  Issue  Bonds. 
The  application  to  this  Commission  of  any  railroad  company  for  au- 
thority to  issue  its  mortgage  bonds  must  be  signed  by  the  president  of 
the  company,  or  the  vice-president  when  he  is  authorized  by  the  by-laws 
or  resolution  of  the  stockholders  or  directors  to  act  for  the  president, 
and  attested  by  the  secretary  under  the  corporate  seal.  It  must  set  forth 
the  following  facts  and  information  which,  when  not  contained  in  the 
body  of  the  application,  must  be  attached  thereto  or  submitted  in  con- 
nection therewith  as  exhibits: 

1.  Copy  of  the  company's  charter  and  any  amendments  thereto. 

2.  List  of  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  which 
shall  set  forth  opposite  each  name  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by 
each,  the  par  value  of  each  share,  and  the  amount  of  money,  labor  or 
property  paid  by  each  subscriber.  If  any  certificates  of  stock  have  been 
issued  to  any  subscribers  the  numbers  of  such  certificates  shall  be  given 
opposite  each  name. 

3.  Copy  of  the  published  notice  to  the  stockholders  calling  a  meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  directors  to  execute  a  mortgage  upon 
the  property  and  to  Issue  bonds  thereunder,  and  to  apply  to  this  Commis- 
sion for  authority  to  issue  such  bonds;  also  a  copy  of  the  resolution 
adopted  at  such  meeting  of  the  stockholders  authorizing  the  things  set 
forth  in  said  notice;  also  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  directors  author- 
izing the  application  to  be  made  to  this  Commission  by  the  president  or 
vice-president  for  authority  to  issue  the  bonds  in  pursuance  of  the  stock- 
holders' resolution. 

4.  Alignment  map  of  the  located  railroad  made  upon  vellum  or  tracing 
cloth,  and  drawn  to  a  scale  of  not  less  than  2000  feet  to  the  inch.  The 
map  shall  show  the  detailed  features  of  the  alignment  and  also  all  prop- 
erty, county  and  city  lines,  with  the  station  number  of  intersection  of 
each  with  the  railroad.  The  name  of  the  present  owner  of  each  tract 
of  land  shall  be  given  and  the  name  of  the  original  grantor  or  headright. 
It  shall  contain  all  information  with  reference  to  drainage,  topography, 
etc.,  which  it  is  customary  to  show  upon  such  maps  of  railroads. 

5.  Profile  of  the  located  railroad  made  upon  standard  profile  paper, 
plate  A  or  B,  which  may  be  transparent,  which  shall  show  the  ground 
and  grade  lines;  the  elevations  and  rates  of  grade;  the  location  and 
character  of  all  bridges  and  culverts;  the  location  of  all  buildings  and 
way  structures  of  all  kinds;  the  length  and  location  of  all  sidings,  spurs 
and  switches;  the  location  of  all  cattle  guards  and  road  crossings;  the 
character  of  timber  originally  upon  the  right  of  way,  and  contain  an 
estimate  for  each  mile  of  the  clearing  and  grubbing,  the  quantities  of 
excavation  and  embankment,  with  its  classification,  the  amount  of  piling 
and  timber  in  each  bridge  and  wooden  culvert,  the  weight  of  each  steel 
bridge,  the  quantities  of  masonry  in  piers  and  culverts,  and  all  other 
information  that  it  is  customary  to  show  upon  profiles  of  railroads. 

6.  Maps  of  station  gi1)unds,  yards  and  terminal  grounds  made  upon 
vellum  or  tracing  cloth  and  drawn  to  a  scale  of  not  less  than  200  feet 
to  the  inch.  Such  maps  shall  show  the  location  of  all  tracks,  buildings 
and  structures  and  the  extent  of  the  property  owned  by  the  railroad. 
All  lots  and  blocks  acquired  by  the  railroad  and  adjacent  to  it  shall  be 
shown  and  the  numbers  of  each  plainly  marked.  The  names  of  all 
streets  shall  be  given,  and  as  far  as  possible  the  names  of  the  former 
owners  of  the  property  shall  be  noted. 
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7.  The  original  deeds  to  all  right  of  way  and  real  estate  owned  by 
the  railroad,  and  city  ordinances,  or  certified  copies  thereof  duly  at- 
tested. These  shall  have  reference  to  the  maps  filed  and  in  such  form 
as  to  afford  ready  comparison  therewith. 

8.  The  original  or  certified  copies  of  the  contract  with  the  construc- 
tion company,  if  any,  and  of  contracts  for  all  structures  and  construction 
let  by  the  railroad,  and  such  other  information  as  will  enable  this  Com- 
mission, if  it  so  desires,  to  determine  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  to  the 
railroad. 

9.  Plans  and  specifications  for  all  construction  and  structures,  in- 
cluding grading,  bridging,  track,  ballast,  fencing,  buildings,  etc.  Blue 
print  plans  of  standard  structures  will  ba  accepted. 

10.  Schedule  of  all  rolling  stock  and  equipment,  giving  weights,  ca- 
pacities, etc. 

11.  Detailed  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  proposed  or  completed 
railroad  and  its  equipment,  made  up  on  forms,  one  for  each  mile,  such 
as  this  Commission  may  furnish  or  approve.  A  summary  of  the  quanti- 
ties and  items  and  their  value  must  be  given. 

12.  Statement  showing  the  extent  and  value  of  the  work  done  or  in 
process  of  completion. 

13.  Amount  of  money  and  the  amount  and  estimated  value  of  all 
real  estate  and  othpr  property,  which  has  been  received  as  donations 
by  the  railroad. 

14.  Any  and  all  other  facts  and  information  that  will  tend  to  show 
to  this  Commission  the  value  of  the  property  and  franchises  of  the  rail- 
road that  is  ottered  as  security  for  the  proposed  issue  of  bonds. 

All  exhibits  filed  in  connection  with  the  application  which  are  not 
specifically  referred  to  or  mentioned  therein  must  be  certified  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  railroad  under  the  corporate  seal. 

After  the  filing  of  the  application  and  the  exhibits  required  thereunder, 
and  upon  full  compliance  with  the  law  in  all  respects  this  Commission 
will  make  an  investigation  as  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  company's 
valuation  of  its  property  and  franchises  which  are  offered  as  security 
for  the  bonds  that  are  to  be  issued,  and  if  it  be  satisfied  that  the  com- 
pany is  acting  in  good  faith  and  that  the  property  and  franchises  are 
reasonably  worth  the  amount  which  is  estimated,  then  this  Commission 
will  issue  its  order  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  an  amount  which, 
together  with  the  stock  of  the  company,  issued  or  proposed  to  be  issued, 
will  not  exceed  the  said  valuation.  But  if  after  investigation  this  Com- 
mission considers  that  the  contract  with  the  construction  company  is  not 
fair  and  reasonable  and  that  the  estimate  of  value  submitted  by  the 
railroad  is  too  high,  then  this  Commission  will  make  its  own  estimate 
of  the  value  of  the  property  and  franchises  and  authorize  the  issuance 
of  bonds  which,  together  with  the  stock,  shall  not  exceed  its  estimate, 
except  as  may  be  specially  authorized  in  cases  of  emergency;  said  bonds 
to  become  a  mortgage  lien  upon  the  railroad  when  registered  in  the  ofllcc 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Texas,  under  the  approval  of  this 
Commission,  as  required  by  law. 

If  there  be  lands  traversed  by  the  located  line  of  the  railroad  to  which 
the  company  has  not  title  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  application, 
whether  by  reason  of  delay  consequent  upon  the  necessity  of  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  or  from  other  causes  satisfactory  to  this  Commission, 
the  deeds  thereto  shall  be  filed  with  this  Commission  as  they  may  be 
obtained. 

Any  change  that  may  be  made  in  the  located  line  of  the  railroad,  either 
before  or  during  construction,  must  be  reported  to  this  Commission  in 
order  that  record  may  be  had  of  same. 

Application  for  Approval  and  Authoritj^to  Register  Bonds. 

Any  railroad  company  that  desires  this  Commission  to  approve  its 
bonds  and  authorize  their  registration  In  the  oflftce  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  must  first  secure  the  authority  of  this  Commission  to  issue  same  by 
complying  with  the  requirements  hereinbefore  stated. 

An  application  for  approval  and  registration  of  bonds  must  be  signed 
under  oath  by  the  president  of  the  company  or  its  vice-president  when 
the  by-laws  of  the  company  authorize  him  to  act  for  the  president,  amd 
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be  attested  by  the  secretary  under  the  corporate  seal.  It  must  set  forth 
or  be  accompanied  by,  as  exhibits  thereto,  the  following,  to  wit: 

1.  The  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  that  has  been 
issued  or  is  outstanding. 

2.  The  amount  of  outstanidng  bonds  of  the  company,  if  any. 

3.  The  length  of  completed  railroad  upon  which  the  bonds  are  to 
become  a  mortgage. 

4.  A  detailed  estimate,  upon  proper  forms,  of  the  value  of  the  com- 
pleted railroad,  and  its  equipment. 

5.  All  deeds  for  right  of  way  and  other  real  estate  and  city  ordinances, 
and  all  contracts  for  construction,  which  were  not  in  the  possession  of 
the  company  at  the  time  of  application  for  issuance  of  bonds  and  which 
have  since  been  secured. 

Upon  the  filing  of  the  application  and  presentation  of  the  bonds,  duly 
signed  and  attested  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  company,  this  Commis- 
sion will  direct  its  engineer  to  make  an  inspection  of  the  completed  rail- 
road to  ascertain  to  what  extent  it  has  been  completed,  in  accordance 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  filed  with  the  application  for  issuance  of 
bonds,  and  to  determine  the  value  of  the  construction  and  equipment 
on  the  basis  of  the  former  estimate  approved. 

If  the  Commission  considers  that  the  company  is  acting  in  good  faith 
and  that  it  has  complied  with  the  laws  of  Texas  in  the  issuance  of  its 
bonds,  then  it  will  approve  and  authorize  their  registration*  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  an  amount  which,  together  with  the  stock 
of  the  company  issued  and  outstanding,  and  apportioned  to  the  completed 
mileage,  will  not  exceed  the  approved  valuation  of  the  completed  railroad. 

This  Commission  will  not  approve  and  authorize  the  registration  of 
stocks  and  bonds  except  upon  and  to  the  value  of  actually  compelted 
railroad  and  its  proportional  share  of  equipment.  No  inspection  and 
valuation  will  be  made  of  sections  of  railroad  less  than  five  (5)  miles 
in  length. 

In  all  cases  where  the  vice-president  signs  the  application  a  copy  of  the 
by-laws  of  the  company  must  be  filed,  showing  his  authority  to  do  so. 

Registration  of  Statements  of  Stock. 

The  issuance  of  certificates  of  capital  stock  of  a  railroad  company  to 
subscribers  must  be  In  accordance  with  Article  4584g,  Revised  Statutes 
of  Texas,  1895,  and  must  be  on  completed  railroad. 

The  application  to  this  Commission  for  approval  and  certification  to 
the  Secertary  of  State  of  a  list  of  the  certificates  of  the  capital  stock  of 
a  railroad  must  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  company  or  by  the 
vice-president,  as  has  been  hereinbefore  provided,  and  attested  by  the 
secretary.  It  must  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  directors  or  the  presiding  officer  of  the  meeting  at 
which  the  certificates  of  stock  were  directed  to  be  Issued,  and  attested 
by  the  secretary  under  the  corporate  seal,  which  must  contain  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  secretary  to  the  effect  that  the  same  has  been  entered  at 
large  upon  the  minutes  of  the  meeting,  and  shall  set  forth  the  follow- 
ing facts,  to  wit: 

1.  The  numbers  of  the  several  certificates  of  stock  Issued. 

2.  The  names  of  the  subscribers  to  whom  each  certificate  Is  Issued. 

3.  The  number  of  shares  represented  by  each  certificate. 

4.  The  amount  of  stock  represented  by  each  share. 

5.  The  amount  of  money,  labor  or  property  actually  paid  upon  each 
certificate  Issued. 

Upon  the  filing  of  the  application,  together  with  the  statement  speci- 
fied, this  Commission  will  Issue  Its  order  certifying  the  list  of  certificates 
of  stock  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  record  In  his  office;  provided,  that 
the  Issuance  of  stock  Is  upon  completed  railroad  which  this  Commis- 
sion has  already  valued  In  accordance  with  applications  for  Issuance  and 
registration  of  bonds.  If  no  applications  have  previously  been  filed  with 
this  Commission  for  the  Issuance  and  registration  of  bonds,  then  it  will 
be  required  of  the  company.  In  connection  with  Its  application  for  regis- 
tration of  statements  of  stock,  that  It  file  such  exhibits  as  were  required 
with  applications  for  Issuance  of  bonds,  as  will  enable  this  Commission 
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to  arrive  at  the  correct  value  of  the  property  and  franchises  of  the 
company. 

The  amount  of  the  stock  and  bonds  of  a  railroad  company,  in  the  ag- 
gregate»  must  not  exceed  the  reasonable  value,  as  may  be  ascertained  by 
this  Commission,  of  its  property  and  franchises.

INTERLOCKING  DEVICES  AT  RAILROAD  CROSSINGS. 


Circular  No.  1697. 

Rules  and  Regolatioiis  Governing  the  Installation,  Maintenance  and  Opera- 
tion of  Interlocking  Devices  at  Grade  Crossings  of  Railroads. 

(General  Hearing  May  21,  1902.) 

Austin,  Texas,  May  31,  1902. 
It  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  that  the 
following  rules  and  regulations  be  adopted  governing  the  installation, 
maintenance  and  operation  of  standard  interlocking  devices  established 
at  grade  crossings  of  railroads  for  the  protection  of  same  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  LXXXIX  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Twenty-seventh  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas,  which  became  effective 
July  9,  1901: 

General  Rules. 

1.  Plan  to  he  submitted  for  approval. 

Wherever  it  has  been  ordered  by  the  Commission  that  an  interlocking 
device  shall  be  established  at  any  railroad  crossing,  or  wherever  it  is 
desired  by  railroad  companies  that  same  be  established,  there  shall  be 
filed  with  said  Commission,  for  its  approval,  a  complete  plan,  in  dupli- 
cate, of  each  crossing,  showing  in  detail  the  location  of  all  main  tracks; 
the  length  and  location  of  all  sidings,  spurs  and  switches;  the  location 
of  all  buildings  and  other  obstructions  to  the  view  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  crossing;  the  proposed  location  of  all  towers,  derails,  signals,  switch 
points,  detector  bars,  etc.,  all  of  the  same  to  be  fixed  by  measurements 
Indicated  by  plain  figures  and  to  be  accurately  located  on  the  plan. 

At  each  switch,  derail,  signal,  detector  bar,  lock,  etc.,  shown  on  the 
plan  there  must  be  plainly  marked  the  number  corresponding  to  the 
number  of  the  lever  by  which  the  same  is  to  be  operated. 

The  plan  shall  be  drawn  to  a  scale  not  less  than  100  feet  per  inch. 

There  shall  accompany  every  plan  filed  a  complete  profile  of  each 
main  line  of  railroad  for  a  distance  of  not  less  than  one  mile  on  each 
side  of  the  crossing.  Said  profile  shall  be  drawn  on  standard  profile  paper 
and  shall  show,  in  addition  to  the  ground  and  grade  lines  of  each  railroad, 
the  character  and  dimensions  of  all  bridges  and  culverts,  the  gradients, 
the  alignment  and  all  other  features  usually  shown  on  profiles  of  rail- 
roads. 

2.  Petition  for  inspection. 

When  the  plan  submitted  for  an  interlocking  device  at  any  railorad 
crossing  has  been  duly  approved  by  the  Commission,  and  same  has  been 
constructed  and  is  ready  for  operation,  a  petition  shall  be  made  to  the 
Commission  for  an  Inspection  of  said  device,  accompanied  by  a  plan  sim- 
ilar to  the  one  specified  in  Section  1,  showing  in  all  things  the  device  as 
actually  constructed.  In  addition  there  shall  accompany  said  petition  a 
complete  diagram  of  the  locking  of  said  device,  together  with  a  manipula- 
tion sheet  showing  the  combinations  necessary  to  set  up  for  each  of  the 
several  routes  governed  by  the  signals.  A  copy  of  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  each  company  governing  and  affecting  the  operation  of  its  inter- 
locking plants  must  accompany  said  petition. 

3.  Applications  and  petitions  must  "be  signed. 

The  application  for  the  approval  of  any  plan  for  an  interlocking  device 
at  any  railorad  crossing,  also  the  petition  for  the  inspection  of  same, 
must  be  signed  by  the  general  manager  or  general  superintendent  of  each 
line  of  railroad  party  to  such  crossing. 

4.  Inspection  will  t>e  made. 

When  the  petition  for  inspection  of  any  Interlocking  device  of  any 
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railroad  crossing  has  been  received  a  time  will  be  set  for  its  Inspection 
by  the  Commission  or  its  duly  authorized  employe  and  due  notice  will 
be  given  to  each  railroad  company  that  it  may  be  represented  at  such 
inspection. 

5.  Order  authorizing  trains  not  ^  to  atop. 

When  it  has  been  determined  by  actual  inspection  that  an  interlocking 
device  at  any  railroad  crossing  has  been  constructed  in  accordance  with 
the  plan  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Commission,  and  that  such 
device  is  operated  in  a  thoroughly  reliable  and  safe  manner  by  competent 
employes,  then  a  permit  will  be  issued  authorizing  trains  to  run  over 
said  crossing  without  stopping. 

6.  Interlocking  devices  must  be  maintained  and  safely  operated. 

Every  interlocking  device  must  be  properly  maintained  and  efficiently 
operated  under  strict  rules  and  regulations  by  the  railroad  companies. 
If  at  any  time  it  should  be  determined  by  the  commission  that  any  inter- 
locking device  is  not  properly  maintained  and  efficiently  operated,  then 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  cancel  its  permit  approving  the 
operation  of  such  interlocking  device,  and  all  trains  will  be  required  to 
stop  at  such  crossing  the  same  as  if  no  interlocking  device  existed. 

7.  Monthly  reports  required. 

The  general  manager  or  general  superintendent  of  each  railroad  com- 
pany operating  interlocking  devices  approved  by  the  Commission  must 
make  monthly  reports  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  Commission  with  re- 
gard to  the  general  condition  of  said  devices,  and  the  conditions  under 
which  they  are  operated  and  maintained.  Detailed  reports  of  accidents 
which  may  occur  at  crossing  which  are  protected  by  approved  inter- 
locking devices  must  be  made  at  once,  stating  generally  the  conditions 
surrounding  such  accidents. 

Requirements  and  Recommendations  for  Guidance  in  Construction  of 

Interlocking  Systems. 

8.  Style  of  signals. 

It  is  ordered  that  a  uniform  system  of  signals  by  means  of  semaphores 
and  lights  be  adopted  by  all  railroad  companies  in  order  that  there  shall 
be  no  confusion  at  any  timje  with  regard  to  the  meaning  of  such  signals. 
It  is  further  ordered  that  the  red  lights  be  used  to  indicate  "Danger 
Stop,"  the  green  light  to  indicate  "Safety,  Proceed,'*  and  the  yellow  light 
to  indicate  "Caution." 

All  signals  must  be  of  the  semaphore  type  and  so  constructed  as  to 
go  to  the  danger  position  by  force  of  gravity  in  case  connections  between 
the  operating  lever  and  signal  are  broken.  All  signals  must  be  provided 
with  a  lamp  showing  front  lens  properly  focused  and  a  back  light,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

9.  Home  signals. 

The  home  signal  must,  when  practicable,  be  located  on  the  engineman's 
side  of  the  track  it  governs,  and  must  not  be  less  than  fifty  (50)  feet 
nor  more  than  two  hundred  (200)  feet  in  advance  of  the  point  it  governs, 
except  when  special  conditions  exist.  The  signal  must  point  to  the  right 
of  the  track  it  governs  and  must  have  a  square  end.  When  the  derail 
or  facing  point  or  crossing  is  set  against  the  train  movements  governed 
by  the  home  signal  the  signal  must  be  locked  in  a  horizontal  position, 
showing  red  color  by  night,  indicating  "Danger,  Stop." 

When  the  track  it  governs  is  clear  and  safe  for  the  passage  of  trains 
the  signal  must  be  inclined  at  an  angle  of  about  sixty  (60)  degrees  from 
the  horizontal,  showing  a  green  color  by  night,  to  an  approaching  train, 
indicating  "Clear  Track,  Advance." 

In  case  two  signal  arms  are  used  on  the  home  signal  post  the  top  arm 
must  in  all  cases  govern  main  or  high  speed  route  and  the  lower  signal 
the  diverging  route  or  routes. 

In  mechanical  interlocking  systems  the  home  signal  must  be  worked 
by  pipe  connections. 

10.  Distant  signals. 

The  distant  signal  must  be  located  not  less  than  twelve  hundred  (1200) 
feet  in  advance  of  the  home  signal  with  which  it  operates  except  under 
such  special  cases  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Commission.    It  must  be 
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placed  on  the  same  side  of  the  track  with  its  arms  pointing  in  the  same 
direction  as  the  home  signal.  It  must  be  distinguished  by  a  notch  cut 
in  the  end  of  a  semaphore  arm.  It  must  be  so  arranged  and  connected 
with  the  home  signal  that  it  will  be  held  in  a  horizontal  position,  showing 
yellow,  or  "Caution,"  color  by  night  to  approaching  trains  when  the  home 
signal  indicates  danger.  The  distant  signal  must  be  worked  by  two  lines 
of  wires. 

11.  Stoitch  indicators. 

Rotating  indicators,  known  as  pot  or  disc  signals,  must  only  be  used 
as  switch  indicators,  operated  with  the  switch. 

12.  Dwarf  signals. 

Dwarf  signals  having  a  small  area  and  suitably  adapted  as  to  height 
must  be  similar  in  design  and  location  to  the  home  signal.  They*  must 
be  used  to  govern  movements  on  secondary  tracks  or  movements  against 
the  current  of  traffic  on  main  tracks  where  reverse  movements  become 
necessary  and  where  necessary  in  yards. 

13.  Bracket  posts. 

Bracket  posts  must  be  used  in  all  cases  where  it  is  necessary  to  signal 
trains  on  different  tracks,  operated  in  the  same  direction,  from  the  same 
post;  the  position  of  the  posts  on  the  bracket  to  correspond  to  the  position 
of  the  track  on  which  movements  are  to  be  governed. 

14.  General  arrangement  of  signals. 

The  operator  in  the  tower  must  be  able  to  see  the  arms  and  back 
lights  of  all  signals;  the  back  lights  on  the  lamps  to  be  made  as  small 
as  practicable,  having  regard  to  efficiency.  When  the  front  lights  are 
visible  to  the  operator  in  the  tower  no  back  lights  will  be  required. 
If  from  any  unavoidable  cause  the  arm  or  light  of  any  signal  can  not 
be  seen  by  the  operator  a  repeater  or  indicator  must  be  provided  in  the 
signal  tower. 

15.  Derails. 

The  derailing  point  shall  be  located  on  high  speed  tracks,  not  less 
than  four  hundred  (400)  feet  in  advance  of  the  crossing  or  fouling  point 
which  it  is  intended  to  protect  where  the  grade  is  practically  level;  but 
in  case  of  a  descending  grade  towards  the  crossing  or  fouling  point  the 
derailing  point  must  be  located  nt  such  a  distance  from  the  crossing  or 
fouling  point  as  to  give  the  same  measure  of  protection  that  is  required  for 
level  approach. 

When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  the  train  service  and  the 
character  of  traffic  on  any  high  speed  track  is  such  that  the  above  limit 
can  be  varied  from,  the  location  of  derails  will  be  approved  at  such  dis- 
tance in  advance  of  the  crossing  or  fouling  point  as  in  its  Judgment  will 
give  an  equal  measure  of  protection. 

Guard  rails  will  be  required  at  all-  derails,  to  begin  before  the  derail 
is  reached,  and  to  be  of  such  length  as  the  Commission  may  approve. 
They  will  be  required  at  all  points  where  the  commission  may  deem 
necessary  for  safety  and  protection  of  trains. 

16.  Derail  points  on  secondary  tracks. 

On  all  secondary  tracks  the  derail  point  shall  be  located  so  as  to  give 
the  same  measure  of  safety  required  for  high  grade  tracks,  and  in  no 
case  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  from  the  crossing  or  foul- 
ing point. 

17.  Derails  on  spur  tracks  or  sidings. 

In  case  a  spur  or  switch  track  connects  with  the  main  track  between 
the  derail  and  the  crossing  which  it  protects,  the  spur  or  siding  shall  be 
provided  with  a  derail  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  requirements. 

18.  Back-up  derails  on  double  track. 

In  case  of  double  track  crossing  where  trains  are  moved  on  each 
track,  as  a  rule,  in  one  direction,  a  derail  shall  be  provided  for  back-up 
movements,  and  for  the  further  purpose  of  insuring  clearance  of  crossing 
before  clearance  signal  can  be  given  on  opposing  route.  The  back-up 
derail  must  be  placed  not  less  than  150  feet  nor  more  than  300  feet  from 
such  crossing. 
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19.  Derails^  how  worked. 

In  mechanical  interlocking  plants  all  derails  and  point  switches,  whether 
facing  or  trailing,  must  he  worked  either  by  iron  or  steel  pipe  not  less 
than  one  inch  inside  diameter,  of  standard  specifications. 

20.  Locks  for  derails,  slip  switches  and  movable  point  frogs. 

All  slip  switches,  movable  point  frogs  and  derails  must  be  locked  either 
by  a  separate  line  of  connections  from  these  used  to  move  such  slip 
switches,  movable  point  frogs  or  derails  or  by  double  pointed  switch  and 
lock  movement  of  approved  pattern.  Where  the  double  pointed  switch 
and  lock  movement  is  used  on  high  speed  tracks  it  must  be  In  connection 
with  a  bolt  lock  operated  with  the  home  and  distant  signal,  which  indi- 
cates the  position  of  the  facing  point. 

21.  Stoitch  movements. 

Switch  movements  must  be  located  on  long  ties  extending  a  sufficient 
distance  from  the  rail  or  on  other  suitable  foundation,  and  the  switch 
movement  must  be  further  connected  with  the  rails  by  a  continuous  plate 
extending  under  the  rails,  fitted  with  special  braces  to  insure  accurate 
adjustment  and  maintenance  of  gauge  of  track.  All  ties  to  which  lock 
movements  or  switch  and  lock  movements  are  fastened  must  be  firmly 
strapped  to  adjacent  ties. 

22.  Detector  hars. 

All  derails,  facing  point  switches  and  other  fixtures  changing  the  route 
or  impeding  the  progress  of  trains  shall  be  protected  by  detector  bars 
each  at  least  fifty  (50)  feet  in  length.  The  first  interval  of  the  movement 
of  the  switch  lever  which  withdraws  the  locking  pin  must,  at  the  same 
time,  raise  the  detector  bar  above  the  level  of  the  rail.  The  final  move- 
ment of  the  switch  lever  must  advance  the  detector  bar  to  its  normal 
position,  the  level  of  the  rail.  If  the  detector  bar  is  not  worked  on  the 
switch  lever  it  must  be  actuated  before  the  switch  is  moved  in  either 
direction. 

23.  Detector  bars  at  crossings. 

When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  it  is  practicable,  detector  bars 
or  electric  locking  will  be  required  at  each  crossing.  Crossing  bars  must 
be  interlocked  with  the  movement  that  operates  the  derails  to  insure  a 
clear  crossing  before  an  opposing  route  can  be  set  or  signal  given. 

24.  Arrangement  of  levers  in  mechanical  machine. 

In  all  mechanical  interlocking  devices  the  levers  by  which  points  and 
signals  are  worked  must  be  grouped  in  a  tower  and  supported  on  a 
suitable  foundation.  All  levers  must  be  pivoteH  on  a  common  center.  So 
far  as  may  be  practicable  the  levers  must  be  so  arranged  that  those  used 
in  any  route  combination  shall  be  near  together,  preference  being  given 
to  combinations  most  often  set  up.  The  levers  must  be  numbered  from 
left  to  right,  The  visible  parts  of  the  levers  above  the  machine,  except 
the  finished  part  of  the  handle,  should  be  painted  as  follows:  Switch 
levers,  black;  lock  levers,  blue;  switch  and  lock  levers,  black  and  blue; 
home  signal  levers,  red;  distant  signal  levers,  green,  and  movable  point 
frog  levers,  yellow. 

25.  Preliminary  locking. 

The  locking  must  be  actuated  by  the  action  of  the  latch  rod  or  by  a 
device  performing  a  similar  service  in  advance  of  the  first  movement 
of  the  lever.  The  first  act  in  reversing  a  lever  must  lock  the  levers  of 
a.,  confiicting  routes. 

26.  Locking  of  levers. 

The  levers  must  be  so  arranged  that  while  the  signals  are  in  their 
normal  position,  i.  e.,  at  danger,  the  levers,  operating  points,  shall  be 
free  to  move.  Provided,  however,  that  the  preliminary  act  of  reversing 
any  lever  shall  lock  all  signal  levers  controlling  opposing  routes.  The 
arrangement  of  locking  must  be  such  as  to  make  it  impossible  for  the 
signalman  to  lower  the  signal  for  the  approach  of  the  train  until  he  has 
first  set  the  points  in  the  proper  position  for  it  to  pass  over  the  route 
governed  by  such  signal.  The  locking  must  be  so  devised  as  to  make 
it  impossible  for  the  signalman  to  exhibit  at  the  same  moment  any  two 
signals  or  combination  of  signals  that  can  lead  to  a  collision. 
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27.  Signal  towers. 

Signal  towers  must  be  so  placed  and  of  such  height  as  to  afford  the  best 
possible  view  of  the  signals  and  other  parts  of  the  interlocking  plant. 

28.  Automatic  compensation. 

Each  line  of  pipe  must  be  automatically  compensated.  Such  automatic 
compensators  must  be  located  at  such  intervals  in  the  line  as  to  completely 
provide  for  expansion  and  contraction  at  various  temperatures. 

29.  Foundation  of  pipe  compensators  and  cranks. 

All  pipe  compensators  and  cranks  must  be  fixed  on  suitable  foundations. 

30.  Changes  in  systems  after  permit  is  issued. 

In  case  any  company  desires  to  make  any  change  in  the  mechanical 
construction,  arrangement  or  location  of  any  interlocking  system  or 
machine  now  or  hereafter  operated  under  permit  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, or  any  of  the  parts  of  such  system,  a  new  or  supplemental  appli- 
cation with  amended  plans  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission,  showing 
specificially  the  nature  of  the  changes  proposed,  and  a  new  permit  procured 
thereon  to  operate  such  system  as  changed  or  amended,  and  any  change 
made  without  a  new  permit  first  being  procured,  in  pursuance  of  this 
rule,  or  any  change  made  by  any  company  in  the  manner  of  moving  cars 
and  engines  within  the  limits  of  the  interlocking  system,  not  contem- 
plated by  the  Commission  when  the  permit  was  issued,  will  be  deemed 
ipso  facto  to  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  permit. 

This  order  shall  take  eftect  July  1,  1902. 


SPECIAL  ORDER. 

(General  Hearing  May  21,  1902.) 

Austin,  Texas,  June  5,  1902. 
************ 

It  is  further  ordered  that  the  cost  of  each  interlocking  device,  together 
with  the  expense  of  putting  it  in,  shall  be  borne  equally  by  the  railroad 
companies  party  to  each  crossing,  and  that  the  expense  of  operation  and 
maintenance  shall  be  borne  by  each  company  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  levers  necessary  to  operate  the  tracks  of  each.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  nothing  in  this  order  shall  have  the  effect  of  abrogating  any 
existing  contracts  or  agreements  that  may  have  been  entered  into  be- 
tween railroad  companies  affecting  the  division  of  the  expense  of  installing 
operating  and  maintaining  an  interlocking  device  at  any  railroad  crossing. 

It  is  furthur  ordered  that  at  all  grade  crossings  of  railroads  not  pro- 
tected at  this  time  by  Interlocking  devices  approved  by  this  Commission 
there  shall  be  installed  crossing  gates  of  such  pattern  and  design  that 
whenever  broken  down  by  the  engines  or  cars  of  either  railroad  company 
it  can  at  once  be  determined  which  railroad  company's  employes  were  at 
fault  and  responsible.  Such  gates  shall  be  operated  under  strict  rules 
and  regulations  by  each  railroad  company.  Such  gates  shall  remain  in 
operation  at  all  railroad  crossings  until  such  time  as  they  have  been  pro- 
tected by  interlocking  or  other  safety  devices  inspected  and  approved 
by  this  Commission.  The  expense  of  constructing  and  maintaining  each 
gate  shall  be  borne  equally  by  each  railroad  company  party  to  any  cross- 
ing. At  all  crossings  protected  by  gates  it  is  further  ordered  that  all 
trains  shall  be  brought  to  a  full  stop  before  proceeding  over  such  cross- 
ing, and  shall  give  the  signals  prescribed  by  law  when  approaching  such 
crossings. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  whenever  it  has  been  determined  to  be 
practicable  to  sparate  the  grades  at  any  of  the  crossings  which  have  been 
ordered  to  be  interlocked,  and  the  railroad  companies  parties  thereto 
desire  to  separate  such  grades,  the  order  shall  be  suspended  with  regard 
to  requiring  such  crossings  interlocked;  provided,  however,  that  such 
separation  of  grades  shall  be  effected  within  the  time  specified  by  the 
order. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  considered  and  hereby  expressly  understood 
that  this  Commission  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  at  once  order  and 
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require  to  be  interlocked  any  other  railroad  crossing  whenever  in  Its 
opinion  the  dangers  and  necessities  of  the  situation  demand. 
This  order  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1902.

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APPENDIX  L. 


Rules  to  Govern  the  Mode  of  Brin^mg  Complaiiits  and  Matters  for  In- 
yestigation  Before  the  Ck>mniission. 


1.  All  complaints  and  applications  to  have  hearings  before  the  Rail- 
road Commission  upon  any  question  arising  under  the  law  creating  said 
Commission  shall  be  in  writing,  and  no  verbal  complaint  or  application 
will  be  entertained  by  said  Commission. 

2.  Such  complaint  shall  contain  a  brief  statement  of  the  subject-matter 
of  complaint  or  application,  and  be  signed  by  the  complainant  or  appli- 
cants; but  technical  pleading  will  not  be  required.  It  must  be  delivered 
to  the  Commission  through  the  secretary  or  one  of  the  clerks  or  to  any 
member  of  the  Commission  by  the  complainant  or  applicant,  his  agent  or 
attorney,  or  it  may  be  sent  to  the  Commission  through  the  malls. 

3.  If  such  complaint  or  application  contains  matters  which,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Commission,  require  investigation,  the  secretary  shall  file 
the  same  by  placing  his  file  mark  thereon  with  the  proper  number  and 
enter  the  same  on  the  docket. 

4.  Before  causing  notice  to  be  issued  to  the  party  complained  of  as 
provided  in  Section  9  of  the  act  creating  the  Commission,  the  Commission 
may  notify  the  party  against  whom  complaint  is  made  of  the  nature  of 
such  complaint  and  the  party  making  the  same,  in  order  that  the  cause 
of  the  complaint  may  be  removed  or  remedied  without  incurring  the 
expense  of  a  formal  trial  or  hearing  before  the  Commission. 

5.  When  any  complaint  or  application  is  made  to  the  Commission  of 
any  violaton  of  the  railroad  laws  of  this  State,  or  the  provision  of  the  act 
creating  this  Commission,  or  the  regulations  established  under  said  act, 
and  it  shall  appear  to  the  Commission  that  there  are  reasonable  grounds 
for  investigation,  and  such  party  complained  of  shall  fail  to  satisfy  said 
complainant,  after  being  notified  of  the  complaint  as  provided  in  Rule  4, 
a  notice  shall  be  issued  to  such  party  to  appear  before  the  Commission 
at  the  place  and  time  named  in  the  notice  to  answer  such  complaint.  Said 
notice  shall  be  issued  by  the  secretary  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  the  party  notified  shall  be  allowed  at  least  five  days  after 
service  before  he  shall  be  required  to  appear  and  answer. 

6.  The  party  making  complaint  shall  be  designated  "plaintiff,"  and  the 
party  against  whom  complant  is  made  shall  be  designated  "defendant." 
If  the  application  be  "ex  parte,"  the  case  shall  be  so  styled  with  the  name 
of  the  applicant. 

7.  The  party  or  parties  to  any  complaint  or  application  and  party  com- 
plained of  may  appear  before  the  Commission  or  by  counsel.
